E UROPEANS underftand by the Eaft-Indies all the coun- 
tries and empires, which 1) mg foutli of Tartar), extend 
from the eaftern frontiers of Perfia, to the caflern coafts of China. 
The iflands of Japan are like wife included in this denomination; 
as are all the Malay iflands, in which the Dutch have fuch \aluable 
pofieffions, and \\ hicli extend to the fouthward, as far as the con (Is 
of New Holland, and eaftwai d to lands unknown. 

But the name of India can onl) with propriety be applied to the 
country winch is diftmguirtied in Afia as well as in Euiope by the 
name of I ndoft an. 

That part of the weftern fide of Indoftan, which is not bounded by 
the fea, is feparated from Perfia aud the Cfbeg Tartaiy by defarts, and 
B by 
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by thofe mountains which were known to the ancients under the 
name of Paropamifus : Mount Caucafus forms 'its barrier to the 
north, feparating it from various nations "of Tartars, from the great 
and little Thibet. From mount Caucafus to Chitigan, marlhes and 
rivers divide it from the kingdoms: of-Tepra, AfTam, and Aracan : 
the lea, from Chitigan to cape Comorin and from hence to Perfia, 
embraces the reft of Indoftan.

This great extent of country has been inhabited, from the earlicft 
antiquity, by a people whojhave ‘no relemblance- either in their 
. figures or .maimers with any of the nations which are contiguous to 
them. Although thele nations have at different times fent conque- 
rors amongft them, who have eftablilhed themfelves in different parts 
of the country: although the Mogul Tartars under Tamerlane and 
his lucceffors have at laft rendered themfelves lords of almoft the 
whole of it; yet the original inhabitants have loft, very little of their. 

original character by the._eftablilhment of thele ftrangers amongft 

them. 

Besides the particular denominations which they receive from 
the calls and countries in which they are- born, there is one more 
general, which is applied indilcriminately to diftinguilh the original 
natives from all who have intruded tbemlelves amongft.them, Hen- 
doo, from whence Indian. * 

.The. Indians haye.loft all memory of the ages in which they began 
to believe in Vistnou, Eswara, Brama, and a hundred thbufand 
divinities fubordinate to thefe. Thefe divinities are worshipped in 
temples called Pagodas in every part of Indoftan, the whole extent 
of which is holy land to its inhabitants; for there is no part in which 
fome divinity has not appeared and done fomething to merit a temple 
and priefts to take care of it. Some of thefe fabrics are of immemo- 
rial antiquity : they are at the lame time monuments of fuch ftu- 
pendous labour, that they are luppofed to have been built by the 
•rods to whom they are confecratcd. 


Tim 
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Tnnhiftory of thcfc gods is a heap of the greateft abfurdltics. It 
is Efwara t willing off the neck of llrama ; it is the Sun, who gets 
his teeth knocked out, and the Moon, who has her face beat black 
and blue at a.fcaft, at which the gods quarrel and fight with the 
fpirit of a mol). They lay that the Sun and Moon carry in their 
faces to this day the marks of this broil. I Icrc and there a moral or 
metaphjfical allegory, and Ibmctimcs a trace of the hi (lory of a firfl 
legiflator, is difccmiblc in thcfc ftorics ; but in general they are fo 
very extravagant and incoherent, that we fiiould be left to wonder 
how a people fo rcafonablc in other refpefts fhould have adopted 
fuch a code of nonfenfc as a creed of religion, did we not find the 
fame credulity in the hiftorics of nations much more enlightened. 

The Bramins, who arc the tribe of the prierthood, delccnd from 
thofc Brachmans who arc mentioned to us with fo much reverence 
Jb y antiquity; and although much inferior either as philofophcrs or 
men of learning to the reputation of their anccfiors, as priefts their 
religious do&rincs arc Bill implicitly followed by the whole nation ; 
and as preceptors they arc the fource of all the knowledge which 
,exifts in Indoftan. 

Even at this day lomc of them arc capable of calculating an ' 
cclipfe, which feems to be the utmoft firetch of their mathematical j 
knowledge. They have a good idea of logic; but it docs not appear 
that they have any treatifes on rhetoric ; their ideas of mufic, if we 
■may judge from the prafticc, arc barbarous; and in medicine they 
derive 110 a (fi fiance from the knowledge of anatomy, fince di fictions 
arc repugnant to their religion. , 

Tuey Ihed 110 blood and cat no flefii, bccaufe they believe in the 
tranfmigration of fouls;. they encourage wives to burn themfelves 
with their deceafcd hufbands, and feem to make the perfection of 
religion confift in a punftual obfervance of numerous ceremonies 
performed in the worfliip of their gods, and in a ftrifl attention to 
keep their bodies free from pollution. Hence purifications and 
B 2 ablutions. 
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ablutions, as di&ated by their fcripturcs, are fcrupvhuflyvbfcrvcd by 
them, and take up no fmall portion of their time. 

A Bramin cannot eat anything which has been prepared or even 
' touched by any other hand than that of a Bramin, and from the fame 
principle, cannot be married to a perfon of any other caft in the 
kingdom, bccaufe his own caft is the higheft, even above that of the 
kings. They fay that they were formerly the ’kings of the whole 
country, and preferve to this day the privilege of commuting capital 
punifhment, when merited, by the lofs> of their eyfes. To kill a Bra- 
min is one of the five fins for which there is fcarce any expiation. 

The pre-eminence of the Bramins admitted, it feems as if the In- 
dians had determined to compcnfate the odium of fucli a fuperiority, 
by forming themfelves into a number of diftinft tribes or gradations 
of people, who refpedlively fiibmit to the different degrees of eftima- 
tion in which they have at laft agreed to abide, as implicitly as the 
whole agree to acknowledge the fuperiority of the Bramins.

The many temporal advantages which the Bramins derive from 
their fpiritual authorit} 1- , and the impoffibility of being admitted into 
their tribe, have perhaps given rife to that number of Joguees and 
Facquires, who torture themfelves with fuch various and aftonifhing 
penances, only to gain the fame veneration which a Bramin derives 
from his birth. 

The calls or tribes into which the Indians are divided, are reck- 
oned by travellers to be eighty-four : perhaps when India fhall be 
better known, we fhall find them to oe many more ; for there is a 
lingular difpofition in the Indian, from very trifling circumflances to 
form a fe& apart from the reft of his neighbours. But the order of 
pre-eminence of all the cafts in a particular city or pr.ounce, is ge- 
nerally indifputably decided. The Indian of an inferior Would think 
'himfelf honoured by adopting the cuftoms of a fuperior C aft; but this 

Would give battle fooner than -not vindicate its prerogatives : the in 1 - 

ferior 
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ferior receives the viflmls prepared by -a fuperior caft with rcfpeCV, 
but the (uperior w ill not partake of a meal w hich has been prepared 
b) the hands of an inferior cart. ^ Their marriages arc circumicribcd 
by the fame barriers as the reft of their intcrcourfo ; and hence, bc- 
ftdes the national phrfiognom^tftf’members of crchcaft prcftrvenrt 
air of ftill greater rclemblancc to one another. There are fomc 
cafts remarkable for their beauty, others as remarkable for their 
uglinds. 

Atx thefc cafts acknowledge the Bramins for their priefts, and 
with them admit the tranfmigration. In devotion to this opinion 
fomc afihet themfehes at the death of a fi), although occafioncd by 
inadvertence. But the far greater number of cafts arc not fo feru- 
pulous, and cat, although \cry fparingl) , both of fifh and flefli ; but, 
like the Jews, not of all kinds indifferently. 

Tnnrit diet is chiefly rice and vegetables drefled with ginger, tur- 
meric, and other hotter /pices, which grow almoft fpontnncoofl) in 
their gardens. The) efteem milk the ptireft of foods, bccaufc the) 
think it partakes of fomc of the properties of the nc6l.tr of their god', 
and bccaufc the) efteem the cow itfclf almoft a divinity. 

An abhorrence to the (bedding of blood, derived from his religion, 
anti feconded by the great temperance of a life which is parted by 
moft of them in a very (paring life of animal food, and a total abfti- 
ncncc from intoxicating liquors; the influence of the moft regular of 
climates, in which the great heat of the fun and the great fertility of 
the foil leflen moft of the wants to which the human fpecies is rub- 
le# in auftercr regions, and fiipply the reft without the exertion of 
much labour; thefc enufes, with various confequenccs from them, 
have all together contributed to render the Indian the moft ener- 
vated >inhabitant of the globe. 

He fhuddere at the fight of blood, and is of a pufillnnimity only to 
he excufctl and accounted 'for by the great delicti) ofhis conrtgvn a- 
5 - tion 
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tion. This is fo flight as to give him no chance of oppofing with 
.fueccfs the onfet of an inhabitant of more northern regions. ° 

His manners arc gentle ; his happinefs confifts in the folaces of a 
domcftic life; to which fufficicntly inclined by the climate, he is 
obliged by his religion, which cftccms matrimony a duty indifpenfible 
in every man who does not quit the world to unite himfelf to God: 
fuch is their phrafe. Although permitted by his religion, according 
to the example of his gods, to have fcvcral, he is feldom the huftand 
of more than one wife: and this wife is of a decency of demeanour, 
of a foil id tude in her family, and of a fidelity to her vows, which 
might do honour to human nature in the moft civilized countries. 

His amufements confift in going to his Pagoda, in aftifting at reli- 
gious fliews, in fulfilling a variety of ceremonies prcicribed to him 
on all occafions , by the Bramin ; for, fubjed' to a thoufand lapfes 
from the ideas he has adopted of impurity, the Indian is always 
offending his gods, who arc not to be appeafed untill their prieft is 
fatisfied. 

In a country of fuch great extent, divided into fo many diftinft 
fovereigntics, it cannot be cxpcflcd that there fhould be no excep- 
tions to one general affertion of the charaffer of the inhabitants. 
There is every where in the mountains a wild inhabitant, whole bow 
an European can fcarcely draw. There are in the woods people 
who fubfift by their incurfions into the neighbouring plains, and who, 
without the ferocity of the American, poflefs all his treachery ; and 
according to Mr. Thevenot, India has had its cannibals in the centre 
of one of the moft cultivated provinces of the empire. The Raj- 
pouts by their courage have preferved themfelves almoft independant 
of the Great Mogul. The inhabitants of the countries ftill nearer 
to the mountains of the frontier, diftinguifhed by the activity of their . 
charafter from the indolence of the reft of the nation, have eafily 
turned Mahomedans ; thefe northern converts we fuppofe to be the 
origin of the prefent Affghans and Pitans, . who are the heft troops 
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in the emperor’s fervice/ and the moft dangerous enemies of the 
throne when in arms againft it. > 

The arts'which furnifh the conveniences of life have been carried 
by the Indians to a pitch far beyond what is neceffary to fupply the 
want£ of a climate which knows lo few.' At the lame time no ideas 
of tafte or fine defign have exifted among them: and we feek in- vain 
for elegance in the magnificence of the richefl: empire of the globe. 

Their knowledge of mechanical powers is lo very confined, that 
we are left to admire, without being able to account for, the manner 
in which they have erefled their capital Pagodas. It does not ap- 
pear that they had ever made a bridge of arches over any of their 
rivers, before the Mahomedans came amongft them. 

vIt is to the fupplenefs with which the whole frame of an Indian is 
endowed, and which is flill more remarkable in the configuration of 
his hand, that we are indebted for the exquifite perfeflion of their 
manufa&ures of linden. The fame inftruments which an Indian 
employs to. make a piece of cambric, would, under the rigid fingers 
of an European, fcarccly produce a piece of canvafs. 

His religion forbids the Indian to quit his own fhores : he wants 
nothing from abroad : he is fo far from being follicitous to convert 
the ftranger to his own opinions, or from wifhing him to affimilate 
with the nation, that if a foreigner were to follicit the privilege of 
worfhipping Vi ft non, his propofal would be received with the ut- 
moft contempt. 

Nothing feems to have been wanting to the happinefs of this 
nation, but that others fhould have Jooked^on them with the fame 
indifference with -which they regard the reft of the woild. But not 
content with the prefents which nature has fhowered on their cli- 
mate, they have made improvements when they felt no neceffities. 
They have cultivated the various and valuable produ&ions of their 

foil 
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foil, not to the menfure of their own, but to that of the wants of ah 
other nations; they have carried their manufactures of linnen to a 
perfection which furpafles the mod: exquifitc productions of Europe, 
and have encouraged with avidity the annual tributes of gold and 
filvcr which the reft of the world contort for the privilege of fending 
to them. They have from time immemorial been as addicted to 
commerce, as they arc averfe to war. They have therefore always 
been immenfely rich, and have always remained incapable of de- 
fending their wealth. 
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SECTION II. 

L ONG before Tamerlane, mahomedan princes had entered, 
made conqucfts, and cftabliftied thcmtelvcs in India. 

Valid, the 6th 'of the Kalifs named Ommiadcs, who ateended 
the throne in the year 708 of our /Era, and in the 90th of the He- 
gira, made conqucfts in India; te that the Alcoran was introduced 
very early into this country. 

Mahmoud, fon of Sebegtcchin, prince of Gazna, the capital 
of a province feparated by mountains from the north-weft parts of 
India, and fuuated near Kandahar, carried the Alcoran with the fword 
into Indofbn in the year 1000 or 1002 of our vEra. He maintained 
himfelf.in a vaft extent of territory out of, and Icems to have ftib- 
dued as large a one in India, if it is true that he carried his conqucfts 
as far to the fbuth as the pretent capital of the kingdom of Vifiapore 
near Goa. I Ic treated the Indians with all the rigor of a conqueror 
and ah the fuiy of a converter, plundering trcafurcs, demoliflmig 
temples, and murdering idolaters throughout his rout. His hifto- 
rians arc quite extravagant in their deteriptions of the wealth he 
found in Indoftan. One of them fajs, no doubt allegorically, that 
he found a tree growing out of the earth to an enormous fizc, of 
which the fubftance was pure gold, and this the effeft of nature. 

The fucceflors of this Mahmoud arc called, from the capital of 
their dominions, the dynafty of the Gaznavides, and maintained 
themteives in a 'great part of the countries which he had conquered 
hi India until the year 1155, or 1157, when Kosnou Sciiah, the 
13th and laft prince of Gazna, and of the Gaznavide race, was dc- 
pofed by Hussain Gaujvi, fo called from the country in which he 
was born, Gaur, a province lying to the north of Gazna.

This Huffiiin founded the dynafty of the Gaurides, which fur- 
n idled five princes who poflcflcd'in and out of India nearly die fiime 
dominions as their prcdcccffors the Gaznavidcs, and like them made 
Gazna their capital. 1 

< * ' 

Sciieabbedik, .the 4th of the Gauridc emperors, during the life 
of his brother and prcdcccfior Gaiatheddin, conquered the king- 
doms of Multan and Delhi. He drew fuch immenfc trcafurcs out 
of India, that his favourite daughter inquiring of the officer who had 
the care of them, to what value they amounted, the treafurcr an- 
swered, that there was the weight of three thou fond pounds in dia- 
monds only, by which the might judge of tile reft : after deductions 
made for oriental exaggeration, we may ftill gather from this anec- 
dote, that his conqucfts in India had given him great wealth. An 
, Indian, rendered defperatc by the pollutions and infults to which he 
Saw his gods and temples expofed, made a vow to aflaffinate Scheab- 
bedin, and executed it. 

The race -of Gaurides finiffied in the year 1212, in the perlon of 
Mahmoud, fucceflor and nephew to Schcabbedin. The days of this 
Mahmoud, like thofe of his uncle, though for a different caufe, were 
cut off by the fwords of aftaffins. Whatever dominions Mahmoud pof- 
fefled out of India, he does not feem to have had any great influence 
in it, or even in Gazna itfelf; he, contrary to the pra&ice of his pre- 
deceffors, made not this city the capital of his fovereignty. His uncle 
Scheabbcdin, who had no children, and was remarkable for a ljfirit 
of adoption, had prepared the d ifmemberment of the Indian pro- 
vinces from the empire of Gazna, by giving the government of two 
of them to two' of his flaves. Naflcreddin received from him the coun- 
tries of Multan, Cothbeddin-Ibeck thofe of Delhi. At the fame time 
he made another of his flaves, Tageddin-Ildiz, governor of Gazna'. 

In the year 1214 Mohamed, the 6th Sultan of the dynafty of the 
Khowarasmians, whofe territories were contiguous to thofe of the 

Gaurides, took Gazna from the Have who had fucceeded the Have 
. * Tageddin- 
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Tageddin-Ildiz in the government of that city. But although he 
conquered the capital of their empire, it does not appear that he fixed 
himfelf in the Indian dominions of the Gpurides. He imprudently 
quarrelled with GingischaN, and in the year 1218 was compelled 
to fly before the arms of that mighty conqueror. I11 the jear 1230 
he died a fugitive, at a great diftance from India. . 

The brave Gelaladdin, fbn of Mohamcd, made head in the 
province of Gazna againft the forces of Gingifchan : in the year 
1221 he was fo hard prefled by them as to he forced to fly into India, 
where, on the weftem banks of the Indus, lie was totally defeated 
by Gingifchan in perfon, but laved his life by fwimming the river 
with an intrepidity which raifed admiration in Gingifchan himfelf. 
He remained in Multan until the ) ear 1224, when he left India never 
more to return into it, lie was killed in 1231 in Mefopotamia. 

With Gelaladdin finifhed the djnafty of the Khosvarafmians ; and 
what fhare Gingifchan or his fucc^flors took in the affairs of Indof- 
tan, we have not had the good fortune to difeover. We find that one 
Turmechirin Chan, fliled in Tamerlane’s hiftory a defeendant of 
Gengis, and one of the great emperors of Afia, penetrated in the 
)ear 1240 to the city of Mirte lying to the north-eafl: of Delhi, and 
made conquefts which preferved great reputation to his name m 
India, until the appearance of Tamerlane ; but thefe conquefls did 
not expel from the fovereignty the family which at that time reigned 
in Delhi. \ 

CotH'B^bdvr-ib'eck, the fiave or Sc’neaVoedm, rendered Kimfe'lf 
iudependant in the fovereignty of Delhi, which had been given to 
him by his mafier only in vicegerence. He extended the mahome- 
dan dominions, and died peaceably on his throne in the >ear 1219. 
He was fucceeded by his fon Aramschah, who was depofed by his 
father’s flave Iletmische Schamseddin. 
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'This Iletmische conquered from the {lave Naftcreddin the pro- 
. Vinces which compoicd the new kingdom of Multan. By uniting 
thefe to the provinces of Delhi, and by governing all thefe dominions 
in perfon without interefting kimfclfin what puffed out of India, he 
became the firft regular and the moft powerful mahomedan monarch 
who had hitherto reigned in Indoftan. He died in the year 1235. 

His defendants formed the dynafty of the firft mahomedan kings 
of Delhi. 

' F mouzcHAH Rocneddin fuccccded his father Uetmifche, and 
before he had reigned a year was depofed by his difeontented gran- 
dees, who placed his lifter Radhiateddin upon the throne; an 
extraordinary phenomenon in a mahomedan government. This 
female fovereign was, after various adventures, depofed by her bro- 
ther Beharam Schah, and killed in attempting to make her efcape 
from him. 

1 *€• 

Beharam Schah, after reigning two years, was killed in a 
revolt.- Massoudschaii Alaeddin, fon of Firouz Schah Roc- 
neddin, then mounted the throne, and in the year 1246 was depofed 
by his brother Mahmoud Schah Nassereddin, who made great 
conquefts in India. 

After the death of Mahmoud Naflereddin, Firouz his uncle and 
Alaeddin his nephew dilputed the throne. Alaeddin cauled 
Firouz to be affaftinated, and remained in poffcflion of the throne of 
Delhi until the year 1317. 

Here we anive at a chafm of near So years in the hiftory of 
thefe kings, which our guide Monf. D’Herbelot could not find ma- 
terials to fill up. Sultan Mahmoud, who reigned at Delhi in the 
Year 1398, is ftiled by Tamerlane’s hiftorian the grandfon of the 
-emperor Firouz Schah, concerning which Firouz Schah we can de- 
termine nothing more than that he was of the family of Uetmifche. 

. Mahmoud . 
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Maiimoud Schaii, a weak prince, was governed abfojutely by his 
vizir Mellon Cawn, who placed his brother Sarenk in the govei 11- 
ment of the provinces which depended on the city of Multan, and 
the two brothers between them ruled the whole kingdom, without 
any other -than a nominal interpofition of their fovereign. 

The MirzaPir Mohammed Gehanguir had in the year 1392 re- 
ceived from his grandfather 'Tamci lane the lovereignty of all the 
countries which had formed the empire of Mahmoud the Khowaraf- 
Ttiian, whom Gengifchan conquered, and who was father of the brave 
Gelaleckhn. Pir Mohammed, at the end of the year 1397, or the 
beginning of the year 1398, let out from his capital of Gazna, ad- 
vanced with a numerous army to Multan, and laidiiege to the city, 
which was well defended by Sarenk. 

During the fiege Tamerlane was advancing from Samarcande. 
i He entered India at the end of the jear 1398, delcendtng more ter- 
rible than all its inundations from the center of the northern part of 
the Indian Caucafus. This invincible barbarian met with no refift- 
ance from the Indians fufficient to juftify, even by the military max- 
ims of Tartais, the cruelties with which he marked his way. He 
was joined near Multan by his grandfon, who had now taken that 
city, and took ill perfon the ftrong fortrels of Batnir ; after which he 
marched towards Delhi. Here fultan Mahmoud, with his vizir, 
had the courage to ftand their ground, determined to nlk a battle 
with forces every way inferior to their enemies. 

T J-wv.tM.AttE,, vrhfia va Gght of thaw assay, osdtstd ahranditd 
thoufand prifoners, which his' own army had gathered in their rout, 
to be put to death, becaufe they were idolaters, and becaufe fome of 
thefe wretches had betrayed fymptoms of fatisfadlion at the fight of 
a fkjrmifh which had been fought with a party of fultaft Mah- 
moud’s cavalry. As thefe marks of difaffe&ion had railed k the ap- 
prebenfion of a general infurreftion of the Haves, during ther- battle 

which 
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which was impending, Tamerlane enforced his order with the 
greateft rigour, and it was executed with the utmo/l diligence. 

•Ftro or three days after this mafTnere, Tamerlane gave battle, and 
was, as ever, victorious. Sultan Mahmoud and his vizir fled into 
Delhi, and in the night fled out of it. 

Delhi was taken without rcflltancc, and its inhabitants were fub- 
•j acted to the fame pillage and cruelties, which we have icon renewed 
in this century by Thamas Kouli Khan in the prefent capital of fn- 
doflan, which, although bearing the fame name, is not fltuated ex- 
actly on the fame fpot as the antient Delhi. 

After having made the regulations ncccflary to calm the convul- 
flons which his cruelties had railed in the inhabitants of the metro- 
polis of Indoffon, Tamerlane marched to the north-caft towards the 
Ganges, not without rcflflancc maintained in feme places with refo- 
lution, but in all without fucccfs. He crofied the Ganges at Togli- 
poor, and expoflng his perfbn in every fleirmifh that offered with the 
ipirit of a volunteer, advanced to the ftraights of Kupcle. 

At the foot of the mountains called Kentafli, in the country of 
Thibet, and in that part of them which lies between the thirty-firft 
and thirty-fccond degree of latitude and between the ninety-eighth and 
the'hnudredth degree of longitude, the Ganges, formed from feveral 
fources, paflfes fucceflivcly two great lakes, and flows to the weft until 
the oppofition of a part of the Indian Caucafus turns it to the fouth, and 
foon after to the fouth-eaft, when at length flowing due fouth, and 
having completed in thefe various directions a courie of two hundred 
leagues, it enters India by forcing itspaftage through the mountains 
of the frontier. 

The pafs through which the Ganges difembogues itfelf into Jn- 
doftan is called the ftraights of Kupele, which are diftant from Delhi 

about 30 leagues, in the longitude of 96, and in the latitude of 30. 2. 

Thefe 
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Thefe ftraights are believed by the Indians, who look very little 
abroad, to be the iources of the Ganges ; and a rock 15 miles diftant 
from them, bearing fome refemblance to the head of a cow, has joined 
in the fame part of the kingdom two very important objefh of their 
religion ; the grand image of the animal which they almoft venerate 
as a divinity, and the firft appearance of that immenfe body of holy 
water which wafhes away all their fins. 

A great multitude of Indians were aflembled, probably for the 
celebration of a feaft, at the ftraights of Kupele. They made fome 
fliew of lefiftance againft Tamerlane’s army, but were no fooner 
attacked than difperfed. The field of this victory 13 the mod diftant 
term of Tamerlane’s conquefts in India and on the globe. 

He now prepared to return to his capital of Samarcande, and re- 
pafied the Ganges ; after which he directed his march along the foot 
of mount Caucaius, until he arrived at the fouthern frontiers ofKafh- 
mire, the mahomedan king of which country lent ambafladors to 
make fubmiffion. As this rout was through countries which the 
army had not hitherto palled, the fword was not j et fheathed, but 
large detachments were making excurfions to the louth, whilft Ta- 
meilane referved to himfelf the talk OfTubduing the mountaineers 
who made any refinance, or refilled to acknowledge his fovereignty. 

From the frontiers of Kalhmire to the frontiers of Indoflan, the 
army pafied through countries which had fubmitted to Tamerlane 
at his entrance into India; and the march out of India was through 
the mountains of Sheberto, a part of the Caucafus. From hence 
'OuaeclagA. baftsnoi Sama&awiig,. Ha«vw£ wpj/ftr&'K •uftn&fr 
in this capital of his vail dominions, he let out on the great expedition 
in which he lubdued Syria and the fvalif of Egypt, vanquifhed Ba- 
jazet, and by the addition of thele conquefts to tl^ofe he, had made 
before, rendered himfelf loid of an empire which' extended from 
Smyrna to the bank's of the 'Ganges. J “ ltu * 1 * 

Tarver- 
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Tamerlane never returned into India, but added the conqucfls 
he had made in it to (he government of his grandfon Pir Mohammed 
Gehanguir, who ruled fromGazna the mahomedan dominions of In- 
doHan until the death of his grandfather, which happened in the venr 
140.J. An event in which to many princes were interested did not 
fail to raife great commotions amongfl the princes of his family. On 
his death-bed Tamerlane named Pir Mohammed Geiian Ghir the 
univcriiil heir of nil his dominions. The contempt with which his 
will was treated after- his death, was equal to the veneration which 
had been paid to his authority during his life. The fuJtan Khalil, 
another of his grandfons, immediately took pofleffion of the capital 
of Samarcatule, and proclaimed himfelf emperor. Pir Mohammed 
did not live long enough to aflert his rights, but was aflaffinated fix 
months after the death of his grandfather. 

Tin: fultan Shnrock, the youngeft: of the two furviving Ions of 
Tamerlane, fucceedcd to the inheritance defigned for Gchan Ghir : 
he reigned near 42 years, during which the comjucfts of his father in 
India teem to have remained in fubjeftion to his authority. 

_ There is in Europe an excellent hiftory of the life of this prince, 
and of his descendants, continued to the year 1497. There are 
likewife in England materials Efficient to form a hiftory of the de- 
pcndancc in which India remained to the pofterity of Tamerlane, 
until one of them crofted the new dynafty of mahomedan emperors 
in Indoftan, which is that of the prefent great Moguls; but thefe 
trafts, hitherto little regarded by thofe, whofe fortunes alone could 
furnifli the expence of prefenting them to the public in languages of 
common ufe, remain out of the reach of public curiofity by the diffi- 
culties attending the fludy of thofe in which they are written. 

A few fcraps detached from one another by coiffiderable intervals of 

' time, and by fubjefts of little conncftion with each other, would be of 

little 
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little life to guide us through fuch a length of obfcurity as that in 
which we view at prefent the hiftory of Tamelane*s fucceflors in In* 
dia, until the time of Sultan Babr : and this obfcunty mud lemain, 
until the original hiftories brought into England by Mr. Frazer, or 
others equivalent to them, (hall be’publifhed. 

The Sultan Babr was the 6th in defcent, not from Sharoch, 
but'frOm the Mirza > Mi rail Schah, another of the Tons of Tamer- 
hife; this Babr, yielding to theconquefts of the Ufbeg Tartars, re* 
tired from the country 1 of Mawhranhar towards India : after making 
feveral expeditions into Indoftan, ho at laft in the year 1526 de-> 
feated Sultan Ibrahim Loudi, and became emperor of Delhi. Who 
Sultan Ibrahini Loudi was, will in all probability be known, when 
the'commentaries bf Sultan Babr, written by himfelf, aiid which 
are at 'Oxford, (hall be tranflated. After ^ making dill farther cob- 1 
quedsin^ Indoftan, Sultan Babr died near Agra in the 'December of 
the) ear 1530.

| The’ pride of the Gfeat Mbguls'deicended’from Sultan Babr, in 
vaunting in their titles and on all other occafions, their defcent from 
Tamerlane,' has given rife to the common belief, that the throne of 
Delhi, and the whole extent of the conqueds made by Tamerlane in 
India,' were maintained by his f pofterity in a regular filiation, and 
without interruption.' But fuch ,, a fucceftion would have given no 
lbom for Sultan Babr’s conqueds over a dranger, as Sultan Loudi 
appears to'bci, and would have 'excluded him from the horibur of 
being 1 the founder of the prefent dynady of Great Moguls.

Homaion fucceeded to his father Babr, and in 1540 fled into 
Perfia before the Pitans, whom w e imagine to have been the Malio- 
medan fubjefls of Sultan Ibrahim - ' Loudi conquered by ! Babr. By 
the afliftahee of thektng of Perfia Homaion recovered bis ‘empire in 
1555, and' died m 1556. Before 1 his flight he had conquered ^and 
added to the Mogul dominions the kingdoms of Guzeratarid MaKa* . 
he liad likeivifc taken podefliotuof the Tcing'dom of Bengali J d 
D Acb\r 
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Acbar fuccccded his 'father Momaion, and died, after a reign of 
jicar 50 years, in 1605. - He extended the empire, but not fo far to 
the fouthward as to prevent him from vouch fifing to ftile the kin°- 
of Portugal his neighbour, in virtue of the territories polTefTed by 
this nation near Goa on the coaft of Malabar. 

i o Acbar fuccccded his fon Jkhangujr, who died in 1627. A 
weak prince, cnQavcd by the influence of his miftrcls Nouijehan, con- 
fined in his perfon, and conftrained in his government, by the ambi- 
tion of his Ion Gchan Schah. Sir Thomas Roc was font embafla- 
dor to Jchanguir by king James the firft. 

Schah Geiian foccccdcd to his father Jchanguir; and after a 
reign fuccefsful until the change of his fortunes, to which a ficknels 
ofdanguor occafioned by intemperance in his feraglio gave rift, was 
tlepofed and confined by his fon Aurengzebe, and died in 1 666. 

There is not a more curious piece of hiftory than that of the re- 
bellion of Aurengzebe againft his father, written by Mr. Bernier. 
After having murdered his three brothers and fome of their chil- 
dren, to acquire the throne, Aurengzebe maintained himlelf in it 
near 50 years, with fo ftridl an attention to the government of his 
empire, as entitles him to be ranked with the ableft princes, who 
have reigned in any age or country. -He conquered more than 
half the provinces of the Peninfola of India in perfon, and his vice- 
roys conquered or fubjedted almoft all the reft, the foa coafts of 
Malabar excepted. The revenues of the empire amounted in his 
time to near thirty-eight millions of pounds fterling. He died in 
1707. ' " ■ 

But all the abilities of Aurengzebe did not give him the power of 
focuring his crown to one of his fons in preference to the reft, and it 
appears by his-will that he forelaw the contefts which enfoed amongft 
thenvafter his- death. His fons Azem Schah, and Mahomed Mauzm, 

fought at the head of armies not equalled fince the time of Tamer- 

‘ ' lane. 
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lane. That of Mahomed Mauzm con filled of more than three hundred 
thouland fighting men, of which one hundred and fifty thouland 
were cavalry. Azem, who feems bj’ his father’s will to have been 
the favourite, was defeated and killed, and Mauzm was proclaimed 
emperor, under the title of Bah ADR Sen ah, after which he attacked 
his brother Kaunbuklh, who was taken prilbncr and died of his 
wounds. Bahadr Schah died after reigning about fix jears accord- 
ing to Mr. Frazer. 

Of four fons which furvived their father Bahadr Schah, three 
joined againft the oilier, defeated and killed him, and then Jeiiak* 
der Schah feparated from the other two, defeated and put them to 
death; after which he was proclaimed emperor; but as be was a 
very weak prindc, and infatuated by bis miftrefs Lai Koar, who had 
been a public finger ; two brothers the principal men of his court 
dethroned him, and placed on the throne Mahomed Furruksir 
fon to Azem Schah, the prince who fell the firft of the three bro- 
thers, by whole deaths Jehander Schah acquired the crown. 

We know not what term to give to the reign of Jehander Schah, 
the prcdccefibr of Furrukfir, as Mr. Frazer, who is now the guide 
to w'hom we arc moft indebted for the hiflory of this djnafty, farms 
to have made a miflake in the chronology of this period. Aureng- 
?chs is faid to have died in February j 707, and Mahomed Furrukfir 
in February 1719, which dates give an interval of twelve ) cars. At 
the fame time Bahadr Schah the fucceflbr of Aurengzebe is faid to 
have reigned about fix years, Mahomed Furrukfir the fuccefior of Je- 
hander Schah, to have reigned feven: lo that we have in the reigns of 
thefe two princes, without the interpofition of Jehander Schah, more 
than the term which elapfed between the, deaths of Aurengzebe and 
Mahomed Furrukfir, whole deaths arc afartained b) dates, Mr. 
Frazer has not afartained the term of Jehander Schah ’s reign ; but 
if thole of Bahadr Schar and Furrukfir could be authentically reduced 
into the fpace to which they mull be confined, it v\ ould be fiifficient, 
according to the ideas of Mogul hiliory, that Jehander Schah only

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once performed the- ceremony of fitting in public on the throne of 
Delhi, to intitle him to be ranked in the lift of the emperois of

By that dependance to the great Men of the kingdom to which 
their contefts for the crown had-reduced the defendants of Aureng-

peror, murdered him when he had fcarcely reigned three months. 

They then took Ratfcih al Dow let, brother of Ratfcih al Dirjat, 
probably out of the fame place of confinement, and placed him on 
the throne. The reign of this emperor was of fhortcr duration 
than that of his brother, for he died within a few dajs after his ac- 
ccflion, and his death was not fufpefled to be thcefFcfl of poifon. 

Mahomed Sclmh was now proclaimed by the two brothers Ab- 
dallah Khan, and HofTan Ally Khan, whom we have fecn powerful 
enough to make four and depofc fi ve em perors of Indoftan. If there 
vv ere no interrcigus, four of thefe fucceflions happened in the (pace 
of four months. 

Mahomed Scliah was fon of Jehan Schah, one of the three bro- 
thers who perifhed in difputing the crown witli their brotlicr Jehan- 
der Scliah. So that n fon of each of thefe three unfortunate princes 
became emperor only to be as unfortunate as Ins father. 

But the greateftl humiliation, if not the mod tragical • exit, was 
referved for Mahomed Schah. But the beginning of his reign was 
not without a ftroke of vigour in the mode of eaftern politics ; for 
his courtiers, to pleafe him, a (Ta (limited HofTan Ally Khan, one of 
the two brothers whofc hands' had been imbrued in (o much of the 
blood of his family. ' 

The other brother Abdullah Caun immediately appeared in arms, 
and onpofed another emperor of his own nomination, to Mahomed 
Schah.’ A battle enfued, in which Abdullah was {akqn prilbncr. 
He died three months afterwards of iiis wounds ; having, it is (iud, 
received the aflurance of his pardon from Mahomed Schah ; which, 
if true, is an example of clemency very rarely found in the politics 
of Afiatic monarphs. * • 


The 
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1 hi; removal of two' fueh dangerous enemies to the throne, placed • 
Mahomed Schah in pofTcfiion of it with a fccurity unknown to his 
prcdeccfTors, fince the reign of Aurengzebe; but this fccurity ferved 
only to render him unworthy of it. Indolent, fcnfuil!, and irrcfolutc, 

• he voluntarily gave to favourites as great a degree of power, as' that: 
which the minifters of the throne had lately poflefled in defiance of 
the will of their fovcrcigns.. The fatal moment approached, in which 
a foreigner was to determine whether he fliould exterminate the 
race of Tamerlane, and annex the richeft empire of the univerfe to 
his own. Cnundorah th.c vizir arid favourite of Mahomed Schah 
quarrelled with Nizam al Muluck the viceroy of the loutbcrn pro- 
vinces, who had under his jurifdidlion very near a fourth part of the 
empire, and who without rebellion had rendered himfeif almoft in- 
dependant of the emperor. Bred under the eye of Aurengzebe, 
Nizam al Muluck ccnfurcd openly and in the flrongcfl terms, the 
lethargick and pusillanimous adminiflration, as well as the profligate 
and diflolute manners of the court; hoping, no doubt, to impair the 
influence of his rival Caundorah. At lafl pretending that there could 
be no remedy to fueh defperate evils, but in a total revolution of the 
empire, he advifed Thamas Kouli Khan, who had ufurped the throne 
of Perfia, to come and take pofTcfiion of that of Indoftan ; and Tha- 
raas Kouli Khan followed his advice. 

Mr. Frazer has left us an authentic account of this extraordi- 
nary revolution. • An army fnmifhed by its own numbers, com- 
manded by chiefs unanimous in nothing but their unwillingnefs to 
fierht, and thefe by an emperor who could not command his fears, 
lubmitted to enemies whom they outnumbered five to one: but thefe 
enemies had been inured to conflicts under the mofl defperate fol- 
dicr of .the age, and were rendered invincible by the expeflation of 
plundering the capital of the richefi empire in the world. A lkir- 
’mifh decided the - fate of this empire. Mahomed Schah laid his 
, regalia at the feet of Thamas Kouli Khan, who took pofTeflion of 
Delhi, plundered it, and mafiacred a hundred thoufand of its inha- 
bitants. . 'Tu — 
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The conqueror referring to himfelf all the countries tying to the 
wcfhvard of the rh er Indus and Attock, rcflorcd all the reft to Maho- 
med Schah, and rclnftated him in the throne with formalities ; after 
which he returned to Perfm, earning with him out of Indoftan a 
trenfure, which in efiefls, filver, gold and jewels, was valued at more 
tliau fevcnty_miHions_of pounds fterJing. He entered India from 
Kandahar in the beginning of the year * 738 , and returned to Kan- 
dahar at the end of the >car_|739- This dreadful incutfion is reck- 
oned to ha\c coft Indoftan, betides its trcafurcs, the lols of two bun-* 
dred thoufand Jives. 1 • 

The cruelties cxercifcd in India by Thamas Kouli Khan, were 
fucb, that a dcrn'fc had the courage -to prefent a writing to him, 
conceived in thefe terms: “ If thon art a god, a£I as a god; if thou 
** art a prophet, condufl us in the way of falvation ; if thou art a 
“ king, render the people happ), and do not dertroy them." To 
which the barbarian replied, 14 I am no god, to aft as a god ; nor a 
“ prophet, to (hew the way of falvation ; nor a lung, to render the 
14 people happy? Imt I am he whom God fends to the nations which 
M he has determined to vifit with his wrath." 
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,10r lhcrn nations of- India, although idolaters, having 
JL fcarce a religion, when compared to the multitude. of fupcr° 
fti l ions- and -ceremonies;, which chara&erife the inhabitants:. of., the 
Southern countries, Ayerc 'cafilyt induced; to embrace Mahomcdanilm, 
and Tare; af this day; the Affghans or Pitans,; who figure, fo much in 
all the late revolutions of Delhi. Excepting tlicfc, few of thc other 
Indians have been converted. 


The armies which made, the firft. conqucfts for the heads of- the 
refpeftiyedynafties, or for other incurfors, left behind them numbers 
of Mahomedans, : who,' feduced by a finer- climate and a;richcr coun- 
ty, forgot their- own. ; .• t.\ 

i . TiiE Mahomedan princes of India*, naturally gave a preference to 
the fervicd.of metrof their ;oWn religion; who, from whatever coun- 
try they came, were of a more vigorous con ftitution than the ftouteft 
i of the fubjedted nation : this preference has continually encouraged 
\ adventurers from Tartary, Pcrfia, and Arabia, to leek their fortunes 
under a government, from which they were fure of receiving greater 
encouragement than they could expedt at home. 


From thefe origins, time has formed in India a mighty nation of 
near ten millions of Mahomedans, whom Europeans call Moors : to 
them, 'under the authority of. the. Great Mogul, the greateft part of , 
’ Indoftan is now fubjeft : but, although the reigning nation, they are 
out-numbered by the Indians ten to one. • 

This inferiority of numbers, has obliged the Mahomedans to leave - 

in all parts of Indoftan, many Indian princes in pofteffion of their re- 

ipe&ive fovereignties, which they are permitted to govern without mo- 

leftation, on condition that they pay the ftipulated tribute, and do not 
. • o infringe 
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infringe a ny other part of the treaties by w Inch the) or their ances- 
tors hav e acknow ledged the fovcrcignty of the Great Mogul. Thefe 
Indian princes arc called Rajahs, t. c. kings . more than one half of 
the empire is at this da y fubjc£I to thefe Rajahs, of whom Ibmc arc 
princes of \cr) fmall territories, and others, fuch as Jaflemg and Jef- 
femfeing mentioned by Mr. Bernier in the liiflory of Aurengzebe, 
as alfo the kings of Mj fore and Tanjore mentioned in the hiftor) of 
tiie prefent wars of Coromandel, pofiefs dominions almofl as large as 
the kings of Pruftia or Portugal. Many of them pretend to great 
antiquity of family, and one, whom the emperor Aebar conquered, 
boaflcd his defeent from Porus. 

Besidfs the Indians who refide in the territories of the Rajahs, 
there arc cv cry where feen great numbers of them in thofe jnrts of the 
countr) which arc tmmcdtatel) fubjc£l to the Great Mogul without 
the mterpofition of an Indian prince to go\ern them. The) arc the 
only cultivators of the land, and the only manufacturers of the im- 
menfc quantities of hnnen w hich arc made in the empire; mfomuch 
that at a difhncc from the capital cities, the great trading towns, the 
encampments of armies, and the high roads, it is rare to fee in the 
villages or fields a Mahomedan emplo)cd in an) thing except lri)ing 
contributions or afling in fbme other refpeft as an officer of the 
Great Mogul, 

Intellicevt enquirers nflert that thcre are.no written laws 
amongft the Indians, but that a few maxims tranfmittcd b) tradition 
fuppl) the place of fuch a code in the difcufiion of civil caufcs; and that 
the ancient pra&icc, corrcflcd on particular occaftous b) the good fenfe 
itf Vne )u6gc,7icci6cs rfmo’unciy m crimmu’i cafes, ’in a’i'i cates derived 
from the relations of blood, the Indian is w orth) to be tnirted w ith the 
greateft confidence; but m cafes of proper!), in which this relation 
docs not cxifV,as a cunning fubtil people the) arc perpetually in de- 
putes; and for the w ant of a w ritten code the jufhee or mjufticcof the 
* decifion depends on the integrity or x enahty of thejudge. I IcnccTlif 
parties prefer to fubmit their caufe to the decifion of arbitrators cho/cn 
j by themfehes, rather than to that of the officers appointed b) the., 
i gov cram cm.

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The Alcoran is' to the Mahomedans at once the fourcc of their 
religious, inftitutions, of their civil law, and of the adminiflration of 
jufticc in criminal cates. The. two, firft of thefe heads have been as 
copioufly commented as in any religion of government whatfoever. 

, The Mnlla in Indoftan fuperinteuds the praClice. an.d punidics the. 

; breach- of religious duties, the Cadi holds courts in which are tried 
all difputes of property, and the Catwal is the judge and executor of 
• jufticc in criminal cates. 

. An accurate defeription of the fun&ions allotted to the Cadi and the. 
Mulla, would require a volume, which we have not materials to fur- 
llifli; and iffurnifiicd, this volume would leave us but imperfc&Iy in- 
formed of the' general adminiftration of jufticc in the cafes fuppofed to 
fall under the jurifdi&ion of thefe officers; fincc the fbvercign.or his 
delegate perpetually wrefts all kinds ofcaufes from the common forms 
of trial, and decides them hi mfelf without- appeal. Some notion, of 
the Catwal is given by Mr. Thevenot: the punifhmcnts infii&ed by 
this tribunal, are different 'from thofe preferibed by the Alcoran; from 
the precepts of which the Catwal likewife deviates in exercifing the 
torture, and it contradicts them, in being always open to bribery; 

We fee in thofe parts of Indoftan which are frequented by the 
European nations, the cuftoms or laws’ which regard lands fubjeCi to 
( contradictions, not eafily reconcileable. The hufbandman who pof- 
j feffes a few fields has the power of felling and bequeathing them, at 
/ the fame time that the diftriCt in which thefe fields are included is 
• annually let out by the government to a renter, who pays a certain 
I fum of money to the' lord of the country, and receives from the cul- 
tivator a certain part of his harvefts. The renter fometimes quarrels 
with the hufbandman, and* difplaces him from his pofleffions: cla- 
mours as againft the higheft degree of injuftice enfue ; the prince in- 
terferes, arid generally redrefles the poor man, who has fo much heed- 
■ of fupport in fuch a caufe of mifery ; and if he fails to give this proof . 
of his inclination to juftiice, he is' held in execration, and deemed 
capable of any iniquity. ‘ *

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In all the countries abfolutcly fubje&cd, the Great Mogul ftiles 
himfelf proprietor of all the lands, and gives portions of them at 
will as revenues for life to his feudatories ; but, flUIjhefe grants_takc 
- not away from the cultivator, the right. of fale and bequeft. The 
policy of all the Indian governments of IndoHan, as well as that of 
the Great Mogul, feems to confift more in a perpetual attention to 
prevent any onfe family from obtaining great pofieffions, than in the 
intention of multiplying oppreflions upon the body of the people; 
for fetch a flovety would loon leave the monarch little grandeur td 
boaft of, and few fubjefls to command. As all acquifitions of land 
are fubjefl to the infptdion of the government, the man who fliould 
. attempt to make himfelf proprietor of a large eftate in land, w ould 
be refufed the certificates 'necefiary l o put him in pofleflion, and 
would be marked as a vi&im necefiaty to be fiiciificed to the policy 
of the ftate. From what We (ee in the liirtorics of this dtrd other 
eaftern countries, the violences committed among the great, lead ud 
to think that the man of more humble condition .is fubjett to flill 
greater violences ; when, on the contrary, this hUmilitj is the beft 
of protections. - 4 

The Feudatory, by the acceptance of a certain title and thepen- 
fion which accompanies it, acknowledges the Great Mogul his heir. 
No man, from the Vizir downwards, has any truft of importance 
t repofed in him but on thefe terms, and on hi3 deteafe the whole of 
his property that can be found is feized for the ufe of the etrtperor, 

' who gives back to the family what portion he pleafes. The eftates 
of all who are not feudatories defeend to the natural heirs. 

These barriers raifed again ft the Aggrandizement of particular 
families became abfolutely necefiary in a Hate, necefiltated to repofc' 
very great trulls in certain individuals. - ' 1 

The whole' extent Of Indoftan is not divided into more than twenty- 1 
four piovinces : each of thefe include feveral Iddian principalities. A J 
very large army ready to move at the firfe warning \va i found neceP 

- * E 2 fary 
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fary to coerce the Rajahs ; the lame force divided under fevcral difc 
tin£t commanders would have been ineffedtual. Hence it was ne- 
ceffary to give a large tradl of country to the government of a fingle 
officer, or to relinquilh the defign of extending the dominion. 

This officer, now well known in Europe by the title of Nabob, 
was, made lubjedl to the controul of others who refided in the pro- 
vince with him, and over whom he had no authority. The love- 
reign referved to himfelf the power of life and death. Civil caufes 
were referved to the Cadi, and the revenues and expences of the pro- 
vince were fubjeft to the examination of the Duan, who managed 
the cuftoms and took poffeffion for the emperor of the eftates of the 
feudatories who died. The Great Momil gave the government of 
the ftrongell holds in the province to governors who were in nothing 
fubjefl to the Nabob. He was called to court, kept there, or trans- 
lated into another government, whenever the miniftrv thought th e/e 
changes neceffiary ; and there was a time when they were lo frequent, 
that a new Nabob left Delhi riding contrary tothe ulual manner with 
his back turned to the head of his elephant, and gave for a reafon, 
“ That he was looking out for his lucceflor.”

( The divifions of the royal family gave the Nabobs of provinces 
i diftant from the capital, opportunities of acquiring a liability in their 
governments, and the court was now content to receive a llipulated 
; him, in lieu of the real revenues of the province, in which the Nabob 
j became little lets than abfolute, and had nothing to fear but an army 
| from Delhi, which was always coming, and never came. „But even be- 
fore they arrived at this Hate of independence, we find them exercifing 
the cruel caprices of delpotifm on wretches too weak to raile their 
complaints to the throne. Mandleflow tells a (lory of a Nabob who 
cut off the heads of a fet of dancing girlsj that is, of a company of very 
handlome women, becaufe they did not come to, his palace on the firft 
lummons. In Tavernier we fee a man, who murders his wife, four 
children, and thirteen (laves, and is left unpunilhed, becaufe he is the 

perfon on whom the Nabob relied for the cure of a dillemper.

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The relations of all the travellers into Indoftan abound with ex- 
amples of the vices of thefe princes. It has been obferved, that all the 
Mahomedans eftabliftied in India acquire, in the third generation, 
the indolence and pufillanimity of the original inhabitants, and at 
the fame time a cruelty of chara&er to which the Indians are at pre- 
fent happily Grangers. 1 Hence we are almoft induced to give alfent 
to the opinion, that the prohibition of fliedding blood of any kind, 
inculcated by the Indian religion, was a political inftitution, wifely 
calculated to change into gentler manners the (anguinary difpofition, 
which is laid to have chara&erifed all the inhabitants of Indoftan be- 
fore the religion of Brama was introduced amongft them.

TO THE READER. 


S INCE the firfl: edition of this hook in 1764, Mr. Alexander 
Dow has publifhed a tnmflation of 7‘he Iliflory of the Mahome- 
tan Conquerors in Indojlan , written originally in Pcrfic by Ferisiita. 
7 his work of Ferisiita is an abridgement of other hiflorians, and 
extends from the beginning of the reign of Sebegtechin, the firfl 
of the Ghaznavide Monnrebs who made conqucfls in Indoflan, to 
the end of the reign of the Envpcror Acbar ; that is, from the year 
977 to 1605 of our ./Era; and of the Mahomedan, from 365 to 
, IOI 4* 

Ferisiita stives the origin and regular fucccflion of all the Kings 
of Ghazna and emperors of Delhi during this period, the progrefs of 
their conqucfls in Indoflan, and the other principal events of their 
reigns; and thus fupplies the voids and imperfcdlions ofthehiflo- 
rical part of our Dijjertation on the IZf ablif uncut s made by Mahomedan 
Conquerors in Indoflan . We - have, neverthelcfs, left our difiertation 
in its firfl date, that the attention of the Reader might be dire&ed 
to the work of Ferisiita, 'which is the moft curious^and valuable 
piece of Oriental hiflorv, of which a tranflation has hitherto been 
given to Europe. * 
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INTRODUCTION. 

T HR Englilh eftabhlhments m the kingdom of Ih- 
doftan are divided into three governments, inde- 
pendant of each other. _Bombay_commands the fadtories - 
. — -on the welter n fide of the pemnfula, cornmorily called the 
^lalabar coaftji together with thofe in Perlia ; the eftablilh- 
ments and poffefllons on the eaftern or Coromandel coaft 
are under the gov ernment of Ma drafs : and thofe in Ben- 
gal depend on Calcutta. Ffom the year 1745 to the con- 
clufion of the late peace, the Enghfh have been continually 
F engaged 
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engaged in war, in one or other of thefe riivifions : and the 
prefervation of their commerce in thd EaR-Indies abfolutely 
depended on the conduit and fuccefs of the wars of Coro* 
mandel and Bengal. We have therefore thought that a 
general liiitory of their military tranfa&ionsr in Indoftan, 
during this period, would not be unacceptable to the pub- 
lic; more efpccially as there is no part of the world in 
which the Britifli arms have, of late years, acquired more 
honour. f „ 
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THE WAR' OF COROMANDEL, 


T HE war declared between Great Britain and France in i 7 44, 
extended its operations to the fettlexnents of the two nations 
in India ; peace was no (boner reftored to them by the treaty of Aix- 
la-Chapelle, than they took up arms againft one another, on the 
coaft of Coromandel, as allies to two Moorifh lords contending for 
the ppfTeflion of the, province of Carnatica. 'The competition be- 
tween thefe lords had its rife in events, which happened feveral years 
before-the English or French took part in it; it therefore becomes 
necefiary to defcribe thole events ; and ns the government, policy, 
and cufioms of the nations of Indoftan differ greatly from thole of 
Europe, we ihall endeavour, in the conrfe of our narrative, to give as 
much of their, character and manners, as appears necefiary for the 
intelligence of the fafts which we relate. 

, Most .of the countries which have been. conquered by the Great 
Mogul in the peninfula of India, are comprized under one viceroytilty, 
called from its fituation the Decan, or fouth. From the word Soubah, 
fignify ing a province, the viceroy of this vail territory , is called Soubah- 
dar, and, by Europeans improperly Soubah. Of the countries under 
"his junfdiftion, fo me are entirely iubjefled to the throne of Delhi, and 
governed by Mahomedans, whom Europeans as improperly call 
Moors; whilft others remain under the government of their original 
Indian princes ^ or, Rajahs, and are lufFered to follow their ancient 
•it F 2 t modes 
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modes oa. condition of paying tribute to the 'Great Mogul. The 
Moorish governors depending on the Soubah, aflume, when treating 
with their inferiors, the title of Nabob, which fignifies Deputy : but 
this in the regiflers of the throne isdynonimous to Soubahdar, and the 
greateft part of thole who fhile themfelves Navabs, or Nabobs, are 
ranked at Delhi under the title' of Phous-dar, which is much inferior 
to that which they aflume, fignifying no more than the commander 
of a body of forces. The Europeans eftablifhed in.- the territories of 
thefe Pfeudo-Nabobs (if we may be allowed the expreflion) following 
the example of the natives with whom -they, have-.moft untercourfe,. 
have agreed in giving them the title they fo much affeft.. In. defe- 
rence therefore to the cuflom which has prevailed, we fhall leave- 
them in pofleflion of it, and in the. courfe of our narration fhall like* 
vVife diftinguifli the great viceroy by that of SoiibafU . 

A Nabob ought to hold his commiffioh from Delhi,, and if. at his. 
death a fucceflor has not been previoufly appointed by the Great', Mo- 
gul, the Soubah has the right of naming a perfon to adminifter the' 
Nabobfhip until the 'will' ; of the Sovereign is known ; but a Nabob 
thus appointed by ‘a Soubah is- not deemed aiithenticaliy’ eftabliflied' 
untiihe.is confirmed from Delhi.' 1 "The Sobbalr receives from 'the. 
-ievefal Nabobs' the annual revenues’ of thecf own,, arid, remits' them' to. 
the treaftiry of the Empire. The Nabobs are obliged to accompany 
him in all military expeditions within: the extent of his viceroyalty,., 
but not- in any Without ftHat extent.' Thefe regulatibns : were'intQnde'd 
to place them in fuch 'a ftate of dependancie oil- tbe'Soubalr as thou Icf 
render them fubfervient to the intercfts of the Empire, -andat; the 
fame time leave them in a ftate of indepeh'dance,. which; would: 
render it difficult for the Soubah to make life of their aftiftance to- 

brave the throne. ' ’ f ; ‘ 

' The conftitution of the Mogul Empire began to lofe its vigour im- 
mediately after the death of Aurehgzebe; the ableft monarch 'that- ever 
reigned over Indoftan; but fmee the dreadful' inciirlibn of the Persians 
under Thamas Kouli Khan, it has declined daily more and more : fo 
that during the laft fifty years, Sbubahs ; have been feeri to maintain 
themfelves in their governments againff the will of the throne, and 
have confequently appointed Nabobs under them with as, little regard 


to 
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Vo its authority ; Nabobs like wife have kept pofieffion of their go- 
vernments in oppofition both to the Soubah and the throne; and 
what is mote extraordinary in the offices of a dcfporic hate, both 
Soubahs anti Nabobs have named their fiucceffors, who liave often 
fucceedcd with as little oppofition as if they had been the heirs ap- 
parent of an hereditary dominion. What we have faid of the go- 
vernment of the fonthern provinces, is equally applicable to all the 
other Soubafhips of the empire. . '* 

__XiiH-Carnatic Js one of the raoft confiderable Nabobfhips depen- 
dant on the JSoubali df the Decan : from its capital it is likewife 
named the province of Arcot ; but its prefent limits are greatly in- 
ferior to thofe which bounded the ancient Carnatic before it was 
conquered by the Great Mogul; for we do not find that the Nabobs 
of. Arcot have ever extended their authority beyond the river Gon- 
degama to the north, the great chain of mountains to the weft, and 
he borders of the kingdoms of_Tritchinopo]y, Tanjore r and Myfore™ 
olheibuth.. The fea bounds it to the caft. ‘ It was not before the 
beginning of the prefent century that this country was entirely re- 
luced by the Moors. 

SaidatulI-a, a regular and acknowledged Nabob of the Carnatic, 
laving no ifiueradopted the two fbns of his brother ; appointing the 
dder, Doa ft-aiiy, to fucceed in the Nabobfhip ; and conferring on 
she younger, Boker-ally, the government ofVelore ; he likewife di- 
rected that GubmTrlafTeiiv the nephew of his favourite wife, fhould 
be,Duan.or prime minifter to his fucceflbr. Having reigned from 
the year-iyip.to 1732, he died much regretted by hisfubje&s. 

.The difpofitions he had made*were fulfilled without oppofition or 
difficulty ; but Nizam-al-muluck, the Soubah of the fouthern pro- 
vinces, beheld the accelfion ofDoaft-ally with averfion, fince it took 
effeCt without that deference to his authority which he was deter- 
mined to eftablifh throughout all the governments under his jurifdic- 
tion. The jealoufy of this powerful fuperior prevented JDoaft-ally _ 
from procuring a regularconfirmation-from Delhi : it is faid that he- 
only obtained fome' letters of approbation from the Vizir, without 
the proper forms of an authentic commiffion- , ,

^ arrived at man’s eftatc when his father fucceeded to the Nabobfhip; 
he had likewife feveral daughters, one of whom he had at that time 
given in marriage to his nephew Mortiz-ally, foil of Boker-ally; and 
another to a more diftant relation named. Chunda-faheb. This lord 
gave his own daughter by a former wife in marriage to Gulam Haffein, 
and availing himfelf of the incapacity of his ton-in-law, obtained the 
Nabob’s permiffion to adminifter the .office of Duan in -his Head. 

The kingdoms of Tritchinopoly and Tanjore, although tributary 
to the Great Mogul, were each of them governed by its own prince 
or Rajah, and the care of levying the tributes of thefe countries was 
inlrufted to the Nabobs of Arcot, who were fometimes obliged to. 
fend an army to facilitate the colleflion of them. , The death of the 
36, king of Tritchinopoly in 1736, was followed by difputes between 
the queen and a prince of the royal blood, which produced a con- 
fufion in the government fufficient to give the Nabob of Arcot hopes 
of fubjefting. the kingdom to his authority. He therefore ’ deter- 
mined to fend an army under the command, of his fon Subder-ally 
and the Duan Chunda-faheb to feize any opportunity which might 
offer of getting poflpffion of the city of Tritchinopoly but to pre-r 
vent ftifpicions, the collcdlion of the tribute was given out as the only 
intention of the expedition, and the army was ordered to move lei-, 
furely down to the fea-coaft, before they proceeded to the fouth : 
accordingly they came to Madrafs, where they remained fome days, 

,, and then went to Pondicherry, where they ftaid a longer time ; dur-r 
Ing which,. .Chunda-faheb laid, the firft- foundalion-of his connexions

.By intrigues, of which we have not the-defails, Chunda-faheb pre-

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' 39 * :mt ^ the fame time employed a force, which, next to his 
own, was the mod: capable of conquering the dominions of Doaft-ally, 
The country of the Morattocs lies between Bombay and Gol-Kon- 
dah : its limits arc not known with any degree of certainty to Euro- 
peans, and we arc equally ignorant of the origin and hiftory of the 
people. It is now a century that they have made a figure as the moft 
cntcrprifmg foldicrs of Indoftan, and as the only nation of Indians, 
which feems, to make war an occupation by choice; for the Rajpouts 
are foldicrs by birth. Of late years they have often been at the gates 
of Delhi ; fometimes in arms againft the throne : at others, in defence 
of it againft the Affghans or Pi tans. The ftrength of their armies 
confifts in their numerous cavalry, which is more capable of refifting 
fatigue than any in India ; large bodies of them having been known 
to march fifty miles in a day. They avoid general engagements, and 
feem to have no other idea in making war, but that of doing as much 
mifehief as pofiible to the enemy’s country. This they effeft by 
driving off the cattle, deftroying the harveft, burning the villages, 
and by cxercifing fuch cruelties as makes the people of the open 
country take flight on the firft rumours of their approach. The 
I rapidity of their motions leaves the prince with whom they wage 
war little chance of ftriking a decifive blow againft them, of even 
of attacking with effefl any of their detachments. Hence the ex- 
pence of maintaining an army in the held with very little probability 
of even fighting fuch an enemy, and the greater detriment arifing 
from the devaluations they commit, generally induce the* govern- 
ments they attack to purchafe their retreat with money. Great par- 
fimony in their expences, and continued collections of treafiire by the 
means now deferibed, have been the principal caufes of railing them, 
in lefs than a century, from a people of inconfiderjible note, to a na- 
tion which at prefent-ftrilfes .terror mto„all the countries between 
.-.-Delhi and Cape. .Comorin. They often let out bodies of men, and 
fometimes whole armies; but the hiring of them is a dangerous re- 
fource; for the offer of better terms feldom fails to make them change 
fidps.: and they feldom celinquifh their praftice of plundering even in 
yhe .countries which they are hired to defend, But notwithftandixig

Before the Carnatic was conquered ( h) the Great Mogul, the 
Morattoes were mpoflcflion of (cvcral fortrcfics and territories in the 
couhtr) retreating from w hich before the arms of the Moors, they 
ihpulatcd to receive annual}) a portion of the revenues, as a recom- 
pencc for the poftltfions which the) relmquiflicd, and as a tribute 
for defining from their u(ual predator) mcurfions into the province. 
The J S abob sjpf ^rcot had [ forjnan) jcarsjncglc&cd to pay this tri- 
( bute, and the Morattoes had refrained from their ufual methods of

The next day, being the 20th of May, the whole army appeared in 
the Nabobs rear, which was not defended .’by. in trench ments, and 
having every advantage, attacked his troops with great fury ; who, 
■encouraged by the example of their prince, defended themfelves re- 
folutely for feveral hours, until they faw him, together with his fon 
HafTan-ally, fall dead from their elephants on the field of battle; °the 
rout was then general ; moft of 'the principal officers of. the army 
were flain, and Meer-afliid; the Duan, was taken prifoner.' 
j Subder-ally, . with the troops under- his. command, was ad- 
vanced as far as Arcot when he heard, of his father’s fate, upon which 
he immediately took refuge in Velore. Chunda-faheb likewife took 
the field with 5000 horfe and 10000 foot, .giving out that he in- 
tended to march to the Nabob’s affiflance ; but by contrived delays 
he kept at a diftance from the field of battle, and as foon as he heai d 
of the Nabob’s defeat, haftened back, to Tritchinopoly. 

The Morattoes, after their vidtory, fent detachments to plunder 
and levy contributions in every part of the province, but found -that 
what they acquired by thefe means did not anfwer their expectations ; 
for the wealthy inhabitants had removed all their valuable effeCis into 
the flrong holds with which the province abounds. Thus difap- 
pointed, they readily liflgned to the propofals of their prifoner Meer- 
aflfud, who was empowered by Subder-ally from Velore to treat with 
them ; it was agreed that they fiiould be paid, at hated periods, 

1 0,000,000 of rupees, .equal to one year’s revenue of the province, 
-on condition that they quitted the Carnatic immediately ; thus much 
was' made public, but another article was kept fecret. As foon as 
the treaty was ratified, Subder-ally aflumed the title and authority 
of Nabob; but this power was now fo much impaired, that Chunda- 
faheb' thinking he had nothing to apprehend from it, came to Arcot 
to do homage to him 4 however, the fplendor of his retinue, and the 
military force which accompanied him, made him appear rather the 
•equal Xhab the dependant of Subder-ally. 



Book T. History of the Carnatic. 

The fortifications of Pondicherry were at this time in fuch repufa- i J 
tion, amongft a people who had never before feen any tiling equal to ‘ 
them, that the late ^Nabob, as well as Subder-ally and Chumla-faheb, 
had fent their wises, children, 'and trcafurcs, to remain there during 
the waf. As foon as the Morattoes quitted the province, Subdcr-ally 
and Chunda-fchcb, attended by a large retinue, went to Pondicherry, 
"where they flawed fcveral da) s. Subdctvnlly returning to Arcot, took 
with him his own and his father's family ; hut Chuuda-faheb pro- 
ceeding to TrUchinopoly, left the women of his family and one of 
his Ions there. , 

In the month of December the province was again ft ruck with 
confternation by the return of the lame army of Morattoes which 
had lately aftU&cd it with fio many calamities. This lecond irrup- 
tion was in confequcnce of the fccrct engagement which they had 
made wit h Su bder-ally. 

Befides the fum of money which he had agreed to pay them, they 
had farther infilled on receiving fome territories in fovereignty , and in 
this demand Meer-aflbd found them fo inflexible, that, confidering the 
territories of Tritchinopoly ferved only to render the power of Chun- 
da-faheb formidableto his mailer, he confentedtoyield thofc countries 
to the Morattoes, on condition that they fhould attack them at their 
own expencc: this they agreed 'to do, and at the fame time engaged 
j to difpofc of Chunda-faheb, if he fell into their hands, in fuch a man- * 
ner as fhould be moll conducive to the intcrcfts of the Nabob of Arcot. 

Tritchinopoly was Arongly fortified in the Indian manner of 
defence ; and Chunda-labcb, on the firff news of the approach of the 
Morattoes againft Doaft-ally, ftored it with a great quantity of grain, 
which is confidercd as the bell fecurity of a fortified place amongft a 
people who are very little Ikilled ill the life of cannon'or other engines 
of battery. Meer-afTud therefore forcfecing that he uould be able to 
protraft his defence as long as his provifions lafted, advifed the Mo- 
rattoes to quit the Carnatic, and to encamp at fucli a diftance as 
might prevent any fufpicion of their intentions to return. This art- 
ful con du£l produced the efFedl intended by it j for Chunda-faheb . 
, imagining that the Morattoes were meditating expeditions into other 
G 2 # provinces, 
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provinces, fold’ his fores of grain; of which they no fooncr reedived 
intelligence than they let out from their camp at Sevegungaj and by 
very expeditions marches appeared in fight of Tritchinopoly -before 
])c could remedy the ililhck to which he had fo unwarily reduced it. 

I hey im efled the city clofely, and were attentive to pret erit the 
introduction of any (applies or reinforcements; nevertb clefs the bro- 
thel s of hundit-fidich attempted to relieve it. Buda-fiihcb advanced 
Bom Madura with a large convoy of provifions, efeorted hv 3000 horfe 
and poco foot : tlic Moral toes detached 20000 men to intercept this 
reinforcement, which defended itlclf with bravery until Buda-lahcb 
fell, when the death of the leader was followed by a general rout, as it 
always happens in the battles of Indoflan : they cut off Buda-fiihcb's 
head, and font it to Chunda-laheb ns a confirmation of his brother’s de- 
feat. Another detachment attacked Sad nek -finch, approaching fiom 
Dindigul with 1500 horfe and 3000 foot, who were likewife defeated 
after a tharp fight, which ended with the death of Seduck-laheb, 

Chunda-laheb, notwithflanding thefe misfortunes, continued to 
defend the city with great rciojution, and protruded tlic fiegc until 
tlic great efi: part of his provifions was confumed, and a confidernblc 
number of his men, with fomc of his : bcfi officer?, killed the dread 
of famine had alfo caufcd many to defert : thofe remaining, worn 
out with fatigues, called upon him with one voice to furrender, lie 
delivered up the city and himfelf oir r thc 26th of March, 1^41, after 
having lufiaincd a liege of three months. The' Morattoes placed 
him, with his fon, and fcvcral -principal officers, under the ftriflefi 
confinement, intending to be. well paid for the- ran fo m of their per- 
lons. After fomc time ipent in draining Trite hinopoly of all they 
could find valuable in it, they appointed Mora ri-row , one of their ge- 
nerals, viceroy of the kingdom, and leavingj^-ooo of their befi troops 
under his command, returned to their own country, where they con- 
fined their priloncrs in a flrong. fort in the neighbourhood • of Satta- 
rah their metropolis. 

The Morattoes, by the pofifeffion of Tritchinopoly, were now -be- 
come of enemies,- allies to Subder-ally ; and the imprifonment of, 

Chunda-laheb at fuch a difiance from the Carnatic, removed' the 

/ . only 
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only leader deemed capable of exciting inteftine commotions. But 
the refen t men t of Nizam-al-muluck flill remained to he appealed, 
'which could only be done by remitting to him thofe large arrears of 
revenues which the Nabob Donft-allv, availing himfclf of the con- 
vulfious of the empire, had withheld. Subdcr-ally therefore was 
convinced that a ftorm would break upon him from this quarter as 
foon as Nizam-a!-muiuck hiftifelf (hould ha\ e none to fear from 
“Delhi: but as this time was not jet come, he detfci mined not toex- 
hauft his trcafurcs from the apprehenfion of dangers, which, although 
probable, were dill uncertain ; he amulcd N izam - al-muluck w ith 
humble expufe*, founded on the poverty to which he pretended to 
be reduced by the incurfion of the Morattocs, and even demeaned 
Ynmfelf fo‘ far as to give out he intended to go to Arabia, and there 
•Jpend the remainder of his days irfacls of devotion at the tomb of 
>his prophet. 1 

The poverty to which he pretended to be reduced was as little real 
as the fpirit of devotion which he a defied, for the greateft part of 
his father’s trcafurcs had been preferved under the care of his mother, 
when (he took refuge in Pondichcrrv. However, the late calamities 
left fiich an impreffian of terror upon his mind, that he did not ven- 
ture to keep his efiurt in the open and dcfcncckft cit) of Arcot, but 
took up his rcfidcnce in Velpre, which was well fortified, and its ci- 
tadel built two hundred 3 cars ago bv the Morattocs, the fl rongciiin 
the Carnatic : with the fame jpirit of precaution lie lent the women 
.and children of his family, together with his trtafurcs, to JNIadrals; 
giving this preference to the Englilh nation by the adVice offtlccr- 
afliid, who alicadj fufpcflcd the connexions which lubfifted between 
C hu uda- fahcl fei pd Mr. D upleix, the "over nor of Pondicherry . From 
Vclore the Nabob made feveral vifits to his family at Mndrafs, and 
theie journies were reported to Nizam-al-muluck as proofs of his in- 
tention to proceed from thence by (ea to Mecca. 

The commahders of all the towns and forts in the Carnatic had 
been afleffed in- fums proportioned to their incomes, which were le- 
vied at ftated periods, in order to ddeharge the ran fom of the pro- 
vince due to the Morattoes. The government of Velore was the 

richeft. 
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i icheft .fief fubjecl' to the Nabobfhip of A root, and by the treafures 
-which Mortiz-ally inherited from his father^ as alfo by a very parfi- 
xnotiious management of the revenues of his government, he was be- 
come the richeft man in the province. Having married the fifter of 
Slibder-ally, and being likewife nearly related to him by birth, he 
thought that thefe titles of kindred, joined to the reception which 
he gave to the Nabob and his court,- would excule him from the ne- 
cefiity - of furnifhing what remained due of his proportion of the ge- 
neral affefifment; but the Nabob, who knew the Morattoes .were not 
to be difappointed with impunity, and who was as unwilling as Mor- 
■fciz-ally to difburfe his private treafures until the laft extremity, de- 
termined to obliged him to furnifh • his contingent with the fame 
pundluality as the other governors of the province. Many of the/e 
were attentive to the conduct of the governor of Velore, and were 
ready to withhold their proportions of the afleflfment as foon as they 
fhould find a refpedlable leader to let the example, and to fupport 
.them in the confequences of refuting to obey the Nabob’s orders; 
they therefore confederated with Mortiz-ally, and reprefented to him, 
that Nizam-al-multck, the Soubah of the fouthern provinces, would 
behold with fatisfadtion even the molt delperate meafure which might 
be taken by the officers of the Carnatic, againfi: a prince who paid fo 
little deference to his authority. 

Mortiz-ally, born cruel and treacherous, had no refiraints in his 
compofition to hop his hand from the perpetration of any crime by 
which his avarice,- ambition, or revenge could be gratified : he was - 
indeed by many fufpedted of being uncommonly deficient in perfonal 
courage, but this perfuafion feems to have taken its rife from the ibf- 
picious habits of his domeftic life; fince he never moved, even in his 
-own palace, without being furrounded by guards, nor ever ventured to 
tafte any thing that was not brought to him in a veffel to which his 
wife had affixed her feal. The Nabob therefore held the pufillanimous • 
.character of his brother-in-law in the greatefi: contempt, and appre- 
hended no danger from a naan who lived in perpetual apprehenfions 
.of poifon from his own family and domefiics. Mortiz-ally fiill con- 
tinued to evade, the payment of his arrears of the affeffment; and the 

Nabob, 
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Nabob, wearied by trifling escufesj one day in public imprudently 
threatened to ‘difpo fiefs Ijim of his government, if he evaded any 
longer to comply with his orders. This outrage immediately flung 
him into the clotete connexion with the diflatisfied governors, who 
now flattered his ambition, by altering him that they would acknow- 
ledge him Nabob of Arcot as loon as Subdcr-ally fhould be removed. 

The Nabob’s army was encamped within the fuburbs and under 
the walls of Velorc: a body of guards and a numerous retinue con- 
ftantly attended him within the fort, lb that he teemed in no danger 
fro[m open violence, or tecrct treachery. But nothing of the con- 
Ipiracy tranfpired ; and he was unfortunately confirmed in his tecu- 
rityhy the extreme humility with which Mortiz-ally carried himtelf 
after the outrage he had received. 

At the time of that fcfiival to which the Mahomedans of Jndpfi- 
tan have thc.grcatcte devotion, all the Nabob’s fervnnts afkcd per- 
miflion to be abtent for two or three days to celebrate it in their own 
families. Contrary to the ufual cuflom of the courts of Indoftan, 
the Nabob fuffered all his retinue and guards, excepting four perteos, 
to quit him j and'te little was he ffifpicious of the danger to which 
he expofed himtelf by this unguarded indulgence, that he even defired 
iomc of the officers and menial tervants of Alorriz-ally might attend 
.him during the abfcacc of his own.* Mortiz-ally determined not to 
3ote this opportunity, which was tech as might never offer again, to 
llrikethc blow he liad meditated. On thc_ 2 rl,of 0£lober,.the day - 
after the Nabob’s retinue had left him, the victuals prepared for his 
table were poilbned. ThcNabob'had fcarcely fini/hed his meal be- 
fore he began^to be greatly diterdered, and although the terength of 
his conftitution, with timely affiflancc, enabled him to throw off the 
mortal effe&s of the poifon^ yet it left him much enfeebled. Even 
this attack did not thoroughly awaken his fufpicious, which thote 
of Mortiz-ally’s family, who waited on him, contributed to flifle, by 
repretenting his indifpofltion to be the accefs of a bilious diterder, 
very common in India. Mortiz-ally knew he had no time to lote, 

. andpropofed to teme-ofhis officers, in whom he had the moftcon- 
! £dence, to go and put an end to the Nabob’s life. It is faid that all 
■ y. . refufed 
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rcfufcd to fcrvc. him in this cruel commiflion, excepting one, whofc 
"lf° Subdcr-nlly iiad formes Iy debauched : this man, a Phan, having 
engaged Ionic AbyHinian (laves, led them at midnight to the Nabob's 
apartment, where the few fervants who attended the Nabob were 
aflecp round his bed. 1 hey were immediately feized, and prevented 
from making refillance. 1 he Nabob himfdf, in Acad of taking up 
his arms, attempted to make his cicapc through a window. The 
leader of the aflaflins lei zed him before he could pafs through it, and 
upbraiding him with the injury of his adultery, and exulting, in the 
revenge he was taking, killed him with fevcral /Tabs of a poniard. 

Mcer-aflud the Dunn was in the fort, and the inviolable attach- 
ment which tin's miniftcr was known to hear to his matter, fuggetted 
to Mortiz-ally the intention of deAroying lb. dangerous a witnefs of 
the murder which he had committed. The orders were given to put 
him to death, when Ionic of jYlortiz-ally’s offices s reprefented to him 
the ncccflity of preferring the life of a man, from whom alone he 
could obtain that knowledge of the affairs of the Carnatic, which 
would he ncccflary for his own conduct, as loon as he Ihould be de- 
clared Nabob. Thefe rcprclcntations were diftated by reverence to 
the char after of Mecr-affud, whole virtues preferved him in this in- 
jflant of imminent danger from the deftruftion to which he had been 
doomed. 

The gates of the fort of Vclorc were drift ly guarded during 
this night of terror, and thofe only who' produce'd a particular 
permiflion were luffered to pafs out the enfuing day. So that the . 
news of Subder-ally Khan’s dekth was carried the next morning 
to the army encamped near Velore, by emiflarics employed bv Mor- 
tiz-ally himfelf, who reprefented it as an accident in .which their 
matter had no part, and imputed it to the ludden relentment of fome . 
of the principal officers, of whom the Nabob 3iad treated feveral 
with ignominious language, and had affronted one by a blow. But 
fucli' was the general opinion of Mortiz-ally’s charafter, that -the 
foldiery immediately flew to their arms, and cried out in tumult, 
that their Nabob had been aflaffinated by the ^governor of Velore. 
The principal officers of the army were abfent celebrating the 
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fcaft ; and the fold i cry left to their own conduit, in the fir/l impulfe 
of delegation, threatened to dorm the fhrt immediately, and to mafla- 
cre all who were In it; but, on recollection of its drength, this refo- 
lution fubfided, and they agreed to wait the return of their officers, 
before they fhould piocced to extremities. The emiffaries of Mortjz- 
allj took advantage of this fufpenfion of their rage, and called to their 
recollection the great arrears of pay, which were due to them from . 
Subder-aH), v. ho, although well able, had condanlly evaded to fatisfy 
tbeir demands: whereas if the army, they laid, would admit Mortiz- 
all)'s pretenfions to the Nabobfliip of Arcot, and declare in his fa- 
vour, he, would doubtlefs agree to pay all that vvas due Jo them. 

The armies of the Mahomedan princes of Indodan arc compoled 
of a number of didindt bodies of troops inhded b) different leaders ; * 
who, with their bands, enter into, and quit the fervice of didcrent ' 
princes, according to the advantages which they cxpcCt to receive/ 
Hence the degree of reliance which a prince can hav e on his army 
is proportioned to the treafures of which he is pofiefied, joined to 
his inclination to dilburfe them; and it is common in the wais of 
Indodan to fee large bodies of troops going over to the enemy on 
the very field of battle. The army at Vclore forgot its rclentmcnts 
againft Mortiz-ally in proportion as the terms propofed by his emif- 
faries appeared to be real. The officers, as they arrived in the camp, 
were immediately brought over to his intereft by prefents; accounts 
were adjufledj times of payment were ftipulatcd, aiid all, officers as 
Well as foldiers, agreed to acknowledge Mortiz-ally Nabob of the 
Carnatic, within two dajs aftei he had murdered Subder-ally, . 

Mortiz-ally now pitched his tents without the gates of Velore, 
and cauled himlclf to be proclaimed Nabob. In November he made 
Tils entry with pomp into the city of Arcot, and vvas again pro- 
claimed there. 

As foon as the firft agitations which this iudden and unexpected 
revolution had occafioned began to fubfide, fcveral of the principal 
officers in the Carnatic communicated to one another their fenti- 
ments on his acceftion, and concurred ill a delegation of it : Thefc 
H • applied 
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applied to Moran-row, the Mornitoc governor of Tnlehinopolv, who 
did not defame to declare opetdv again /1 him. The Engli/h at 
Mad rate were rebelled to protccl thefon and family of Subder-ally, 
together with their wealth, notwithfianding any menaces which 
then might jcceivc from Mortiz-ally : who did not fail to demand 
this prev, and had the vexation to find it placed out of his reach. 
ocvckiI of tne principal officers of tlic armv, won by the friends of 
Subdcr-ally’s family, engaged, to cfiedl n general revolt. On a hid- 
den the army demanded immediate payment of the whole of their 
arrears, which at Velore they had agreed to receive at diflant pe- 
riods, and furrounding the palace in tumult, accompanied their de- 
mands with threats. 


Mortiz-ally had not courage to Hand this dorm; but immedi- 
ately determined to place himfclf out of the reach of danger. Wo- 
men of rank in Indortan never appear in public; and travel in 
covered carriages, which arc very rarely flopped or examined even , 
in times of fufpicion. He therefore difguifed himfelf in a woman’s 
drefs, quitted Arcot in the night, in a covered Pallankin, accom- , 
panied by fevcral female attendants, and in this equipage gained his 
fort of Velore without interruption. 

As foon as his flight, was difeovered, the army proclaimed Seid 
. Mahomed Khan, the fon of Subder-ally, an infant who refided in 
Madrafs with his mother. The government of the province was- 
en trailed to a Duan chofen by the friends of the family, and the 
young Nabob and his mother were removed from Madrafs to Van- 
diwafh, the. fort of Tuckia-faheb, who had married one of the fillers-, 
of Subder-ally. 

4.3, . Thefe revolutions in the Carnatic happened at a time when Ni- . 
zam-al-muluck, having no longer any thing to apprehend. from the 
politics of the court of Delhi, where he had obtained for his foil 
Ghazi-o’din Khan the poll of captain general of the Mogul’s armies,, 
was preparing to vifit the Carnatic. He left Gol-Kondah in the 
, beginning of the year 174 3, and arrivethat Arcot in the' month of 
, March following. His army is faid to have confifled of 80,000 
horfe and 200', 000 foot. Their numbers, and the reputation of their 

leader , 
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leader, deterred all the princes of the countries through which they 
palled from making any refinance: anil they entered the pro\incc of 
Arcot with as little oppolition. When arrived at the city, Nizam- 
al-muluch.*was (truck with amazement at the anarch) which pre- 
vailed in every part of the government, Fiery governor of a forf, 
ami every commander of a diftricl, hrd a (Turned the title of Nabob, f 
and had given to the ofliccrs of his retinue tfic fine names as dift 
tinguiftied the perlons whojield the moll confiderable employments 
in the court of the Soubah. One da), after having received the 
homage offcvcral of thefe little lords, Niznrn-al-muluck faid, that 
he had that day fecn no lefs than^ eighteen Nabobs in the Carnatic; 
whereas he had always imagined that there was but one in all the 
Southern provinces. Ife then turned to his guards, and ordered 
them to feourge the firft perfon who, for the future, (hould in his 
prefence aflame the title of Nabob. 

The young fon of Subdcr-all), accompanied by fevcral of his 
principal officers, paid his vifit of homage to the Soubah, who re- 
'fufed him the permifliou of returning to Van<yvva(h, and ordered 
fame of his own officers to take charge of his perfon, direfting them 
to treat him with lenity and refpeft. lie then appointedjCoja-Ab — 

dulla Khan, the general of his army. Nabob of Arcot, and of all its 

dependencies, and font a fummons^tQ^lorari-rowi. the. governor of 
TritchinOpoly, to furremler the city. Finding that the hlorat toe 
perfifted in refufing to obey his orders, he marched with his -whole 
army, and fat down before it : prefents and promifes fupplied the 
place of hoftihties in reducing it. In the month of Auguft Morari- 
row evacuate d Tritchin opoly , and foon after quitted the Carnatic 
with all hiS Morattoes. 

Nizanv-al-muluck having thus fettled the affairs of the province 
without unffiea thing the fword, returned to Gol-Kondah. Coja Ab- 
dullah continued to command the army until it aimed there; leav- 
I ing one of his dependants to ndmiuifter the government of Arcot 
| during his abfenec. It was not before the month of March in the 
"next year that he prepared to return, and after having been diftin- 
-gvnflicd with particular honours on the day that he took leave of the 
H 2 Soubah, 
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^ 44 - Soubah, was the’ next morning found dead in his bed. His body 
bore marks of pbifhn ; but as the ' hand -from which it came 
could never be difcovcied, it was imputed to the perfon who received 
the' mod; advantage from it, by fucceeding him in the government 
- ^ le Carnatic. 1 his was, An’war-odean, who was immediately 
nominated to that employment, and arrived at Arcot in the month 
1 of April. 

The introduction of this ftranger into the Carnatic was the fource 
of many of the events which it is the intention of this narrative to 
commemorate; and there aie fo many and luch injurious mifrepre-’ 
dentations of his origin, and of that part of his life which preceded 
his acceffion to the Naboblhip, that it is neceffary to invalidate them 
by an impartial defeription of his hiftory. 

Anawar, the father of An’war-odean, diftinguilhed himfelf by 
his great erudition, and by the application of it to explanations of the 
original text of the Koran : he made the pilgrimage of Mecca, with- 
out which proof of piety it is difficult, among Mahomedans, to ac- 
quire the reputatign of a truly devout man. At his return from 
this voyage he was appointed by Aurengzebe, to be one of thole 
religious officers who are appointed to offer up daily prayers for the 
health and prol]Derity of the fovereign. In confequence of this ap- 
pointment, he received -.a .penfipn, and was ennobled by being 
„ ranked as a commander of 250 horfe, with the right of taking the 
title of Khan, which fignifies Lord, or rather Chieftain. This title 
would appear incompatible with the chara&er of a religious man, if 
• every title of nobility in Indoftan did not confift in a military com- 
million ; by which it is fuppofed, although rarely infilled on, that 
the perfon who receives the commiffion ffiall maintain a certain 
number of horfe for the Emperor’s ferviee. With thefe honours 
and advantages Anawar retired to Gopee-mahoo, and there finilhetl 
his days.. 

His Ion An’war-odean went to court with recommendations from 
■ his father, which procured him, a title of the lame rank as had been 
given to his father : he was afterwards raifed to the command of 
.500 horfe, and was appointed governor of the diftrift of Coora-Geha- 

nabad. 
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mind. Ill (ucccft* or perhaps it) conduQ, preventing him from 
being able to pa) the ufual revenues of his gov ernment to the throne, 
he quitted it privately and went to AmccLbad. Here Gazi-o'dm 
Khan, the Sovjbah of the fouthern provinces, gave him a port of 
coniulemble truft and profit in the cit) of Surat, vvhiUt his friend* 
at Delhi took care to prevent further enquiries concerning him, by 
reporting him dead. After the death ofCa/i-o’dm Khan, father of 
Nizam-al-multich, Aifwar-odcan went to pay his court to Nizam- 
al-mu 1 uc£, who had fucccedcd to the Soubahfhip of the fouthern 
provinces, and was by him appointed Nabob of jhc Yalorc and Raj.i- 
mundrum countries, which he gov erned from the )ear 1 7—5 to 1741. 
When Nizam-al-muluck was preparing to \ ifu the Carnatic, An’w ar- 
odean attended his court, and was left by him in one of the princi- 
pal Oations in the city and territory of Gol-Kondah ; and a very 
few days after the death of Coja Abdulla, Nizam-al-muluck ap- 
pointed him to ndminifUr the government of the Carnatic, in which 
choice he feems to have been influenced by his opinion of the ttc- 
ceflity of placing a province, in which he fufpcfled commotions, 
under the direction of jt brave and experienced (oldicr; fuch was 
An’war-odcan. 

There is no country in which the titles of dclccnt are Icfs in- 
/Inimcntal to the fortunes of men than they arc in Indoflau ; none 
but rhofc of the royal blood arc confidcrcd as hereditary nobility; to 
all others, the cxclufion is Co nbfolutc, that a new a£l from the fovc- 
rcign is ncccflary'to ennoble even the (bn of the Grand Vizir of 
the empire. The Held of fortune is open to every man who has 
courage enough to make u(cof his (word, or to whom nature has 
given fuperior talents of mind. Hence it happens, that half the 
, fgaJMfaft&oC IwHOar?. b«v.c. nr.wvi, tra, vNt^ieuynfi.'itA Vo 

t empire from conditions not lets humble than tliat of An’war-odcnn 
1 Khan; againft whole acccflion to the Nabobflvip of the Carnatic, the 
people had taken an averfion, from caufes independent of his per- 
N fonal character. 

During the 30 years which preceded the vifitation of Nizam-al- 
muluck, the Carnatic had been governed by the fame family, in a 

fucccflion 
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fiucceiuon oi three Nabobs, who, availing thcmfelves of (lie general 
conlufion ot the empire, had acquired a greater liability 'in their of- 
fice than is the ufual lot of governors in Indoftan. The Nabobs of 
this family, confidering she ibveruignty as a kind of inheritance, had 
not conducted rhcmfelvcs in their adminiftration with that Ipirit of 
ravage, which is the ufual conlcquence of uncertain and tranfitory 
poficfiion. 1 he revenues' of the Carnatic depend upon the harvefis 
ot grain, and theie on the quantities of water, which arc refereed to 
fupply the defe£): of rain during the dry fcafon of the year: for this 
purpole vaft rclcrvoirs have been formed, of which not only the con- 
llruSion, but even the repairs in cafes of inundation require an ex- 
pcncc much beyond the faculties of the farmer or renter of the land. 
If therefore the avarice of the prince with-holds his hand from the 
prefervation of tlicfe tourccs of fertility, and at the lame time dic- 
tates to hint ail inflexible refolution of receiving his ufual incomes; 
the farmer oppreffed, oppreflfes the labourer, and the mifery of the 
people becomes complete, by the vexations of collators cxercifed in 
times of Icarcity, of which the cruel jparfimony of the prince has been 
the principal caufie. 

It is not therefore to be wondered at that the province which had 
felt the good effe&s of a mild and generous adminiftration, from the 
feigns of the family of Sadatulla Khan, fliould behold with regret 
the introduction of any ftranger whomfoever to govern the Carnatic. 
The young foil .of Subder-ally was the only jperfbn whom the pro- 
vince wiflied to fee their ruler. 

In deference to this affeCtion, and from the danger of fliocking it 
at once .too violently, Ni'zam-al-muluck gave out that he intended 
to confer the JNabobftiip of Arcot on this youth, as foon as he fhould 
arrive at the age of manhood. At the fame time he gave An war- 
odean Khan all the powers necefifary for governing the Carnatic dur- 
ing this interval, and committed the young prince to his care, with . 
the authority of a .guardian. Trom the palpable impropriety of re- 
pofing fo delicate -a-truft in the -very perfon to whom the greateft 
advantages would accrue from an unfaithful difeharge of it,- Nizam- 
,al- mu luck may be liifpeCted of having diffemhled throughout this 
. tranlaCHon. 
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tnmfa&ion. The general joy with which the youth was received, 
on his arrival in the province, eclipfed all the homage that was paid 
to the fovereign power of his guardian ; and it is fuppofed that the 
provifional Nabob did not behold without jealoufy thefe demonftra- 
, tipns of the public attachment to the Ion of Subder-ally. 

An’yyar-odean however did not difeover any fymptoms of dis- 
content m Ins treatment of the young prince: on the contrary, he 
maintained him in a fplcndor adequate to his birth, and affigned the 
palace in the fort of Arcot for his residence. Here the young Seid 
Mahomed pafled fome time without any other inquietude, than that 
which he received from the importunities of ft band of Pi tan foldiers, 
who had been in the fcrvice of his father, and who pretended that a 
long arrear of pay was due to them. 

• The Pitans, whole country is in the moft northern part of the 
Empire, are the braveft of the Mahoraedan foldiery levied in Indofr 
tan. From a confcioulhels of this fuperiority, together with a re- 
liance on the national connexion which exifts amongft them how- 
foever difperfed into the fcrvices of different princes, they have 
acquired an infolence and audacity of manners, which diftinguifhes 
them, as much as the liardhcfs of their phyfiognomy, from every 
other race of men in the Empire: they treat even the lords they 
lerve with very little of that refpcfl which charaftcrifes all the other 
dependents of a fovereign in Indoftan. From the known ferocity 
of their temper, it is thought dangerous to inflift punifhment ou 
them, even when they deferve it ; as a {Irong (pirit of revenge has 
familiariied them with affafTinfttion, which they feldom fail to em- 
ploy whenever the fmallnefs of their numbers difables them -from 
taking vengeance by more open attacks. The Pitans, who had 
ferved Subder-ally Khan, continued to prefent themfelves every day 
before his Ion, demanding their an Cars with clamour and info- 
lence. 

In the month of June a wedding of one of the relations of Sub- 
der-ally was celebrated m the fort of Arcot. The young prince, as 
being the head of the family, was invited to prefide at the ceremony.* 
The cuftomary invitations were liken ife given to all the other rela- 
tions, 
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iion% many of whom were lords of governments in the Carna- 
tic ; among thefe was Mortiz-ally. The young Scid Mahomed was 
taught to conceal the emotions lie naturally felt at feeing the mur- 
derer ol his father named in tiic lid of his friends as a gueft invited 
with his approbation. Such arc the manners of a court in Indodan. 
It was thought that Mortiz-ally would not venture his perfon out of 
the forts of YVlotc, during the firddays of a new adminidration; but, 
in contradiction to this notion, he came to Arcot, and prefented 
himfclf Ire fore the young prince, as one of the gueds at the wedding; 
and was treated with didindtion and rcfpc£t by the regent Nabob 
An’war-odean Khan, who was lilccwife invited to the weddinsr. 

O 

On the day appointed for the folemnization of the mariiagc, 
twelve Pitans, with the captain of the band, prefented thcmfelvcs 
before file young prince, and demanded their arrears with a more 
determined fpirit of infolcnce than they had hitherto /hewn in any 
of their former applications. It is reckoned the highed indignity 
that can be offered to a foldier, to order him to retire by an expref- 
fion of contempt ; and if any violence is employed to remove him, 
he generally refents it in the inftaht with blood-fhed. Thefe con- 
fidcrations were not diffident to redrain the zeal of Seid Mahomed’s 
attendants from refenting the infult which was offered to their 
prince ; and finding that expodulations did not prevail, they feized 
on the Pitans, and turned them out of the palace by force. The 
Pitans differed themfelves to be removed with much Ids reddancc 
than it was expected they would have made againd a treatment fo 
repugnant to the ideas which thefe haughty foldiers entertain of 
their own importance. The fame day they advanced again into the 
prefence of Seid Mahomed, and apologized for their difrefpe&ful 
behaviour: their fubmiffions fuppreffed all fufpicions of their condu£t 
during the remaining part of the day. 

In the evening Seid Mahomed, with Mortiz-ally and mod of the 
other gueds, were affembled, and as foon as the young prince was in- 
formed that An’war-odean was approaching, he arofe from his feat, 
and paffed into the vedibule of the hall, intending to pay his guardian 
the compliment of receiving him at the bottom of the deps, which 
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•led into the palace He way attended In all the otficr guefts, and 
mail) of his own officers and ^uards The thirteen Pilaus, w ho 
had made their fubiniflion in the morning, *»jipcarcd the foremoft ot 
the Ipcclators in the court bHow , and difti iguifltcd themfehes In tlie 
nfFcflation of great rev crcncc m their rrann-r of hinting S~ d Maho- 
med Khan, is foot! as he lpjvarcd ui the \cflibut~ After thefe 
compliments, their captain, with the appearance of a man linfiblt 
that lie had offended Ins lord, and intended to fu hnut Inmfclf at his 
feet, aiccndcd the fteps, and was permitted to approach withm the 
reach of his perfon, when the aflaflm drew a dagger, and at the 
firft blow ftabb-d him to the heart 

A thoufand fwords and \ oignards were drawn in an mflant the 
murderer was cut to pieces on the \cr) fpot , and ten of Ins icCom- 
phccs fufTered the fame fate from the furj of the multitude below 
During this fccnc of bloodfhcd, AnVar-odcan Khan armed, and 
endeavoured to calm the general trcpiduion, In giving fuch orders 
as were ncccfljrv for the dtfcovcrv of the coufpirators , for the mul- 
titude had ahead) perfuaded themfehes that the Pitans had been 
cmplo)cd bv fomc fupenor power 

All who beheld the )oung prince deprived of life In this afia/fina- 
tion, were mflanth ftruchwith the remembrance of the murder of 
tus father committed m Vclorc , murmurs from man) had ahead) de- 
clared the fufpicions that were entertained of Mortiz all), when it 
was reported, that, during the general confufion, he had gained the 
gates of the fort, w here a large bod) of ca\ah) and other troops, w hich 
compofcd Ins retinue, were waiting for him , and that, furroumlcd by 
thefe guards, he was alrcadv on lus v\aj to Vcloic The preetpt*. 
Station of this flight, which appeared as much thcconfcqucncc of previ- 
ous difpofitions as the efFeft of fudden fear, left no doubt that he was 
tlie author of the altaffination Nothingj w as now heard hut curies 
anil imprecations on lus head, for the murder of the innocent and 
much loved Seid Mahomed Khan, and for the murder of the father 
of this unfortunate prmcc The people law themfehes obliged 
to coniine their indignation to thele expreflions of it , for the 
flrcngth of Mortiz ally's cfcort required a larger body of cavalry 
1 to 
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44^ to be rent in purfuit of it, than could be aflcmbled within the time 
nccefiary to overtake him, Vclorc being no more than twelve miles 
diftant from Arcot. 

The multitude now received orders from An’war-odcan to retire 
to their homes ; and, as men flruck with difmay at a common cala- 
mity, aflemblcd in fecrct companies, to communicate their thoughts 
on the murder of which they had been deflators. 

An’war-odcan, cither a&uatcd by the fimcfpirit of indignation as 
x the people, or affe&ing the appearance of 'it, not only removed the 
Pitans in his fervicc from their employments, but alfo gave orders 
that all of that nation fhould immediately quit the city ; and, as a 
ftronger proof of his refentment, caufcd their houfes to be razed to 
the ground, a mark of infamy rarely prafli fed, excepting the perfons, 
whom it is intended to fligmatizc, have deferved capital puni/hment. 
But thefe expreffions of indignation did not exempt him from im- 
• putations. Many perfons of rank and power in the province aborted 
that they had difeovered fccrets, which convinced them that the 
aflaflination was the refult of a confederacy between him and 
Mortiz-ally. 

They faid, that the rcfpc<5t and attachment which were fhewn by 
all ranks of people to Seid Mahomed, joined to the great influence 
] which his relations bore in the Carnatic, by poflefling the befl: forts 
and governments in the province, had filled the mind of An’war- 
odean Khan with apprehenfions of confpiracies and revolts which 
N * might at one time or other remove him, in order to place Seid Ma- 
homed in the fovereignty: that, actuated by thefe fufpicions, he 
regarded the dcftrucSlioa of Seid Mahomed as neceffary to his own 
fecurity, and was only with-held from executing it by the dread of 
Nizam- al-jnuluch’s refentment ; which fuggefted to him the fcheme 
of praftifing on Mortiz-ally, by fuch inflnuations and offers, as might 
, induce him to undertake the deftru&ion of Seid Mahomed ; but in 
fuch a manner, that, if a difeovery fhould be made, the murder might 
be imputed to Mortiz-allv alone ; who being perfuaded of the pro- 
bability of a revolution in favour of Seid Mahomed, and dreading 

the revenue of this prince for- the murder of his father, hired the 

afiaflins, 
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aflafiins, having prcuoufly affined himfclf of protcfHon from An'war- 
odcan Khan, and c\cn of rewards by an cncreafc of the Domain of 
Vclorc. 

_Thc fecrets of the princes of Indottan arc very difficult to be dif- 
co\ crcd. In affairs of confcquencc nothing, except in the moft cqui- 
■Tocaltcrms/is ever given by them in writing; and whenever the mat- 
ter -is of great importance or iniquity, it is trotted to a meflenger, n 
man oflow rank and great cunning, who bears a letter of recommen- 
dation, teftify ing that he is to be trotted in all he fays. So indefinite 
a committion referves to the lord who gives it, the rclourcc of dvf- 
m owing the tranfaftion of his agent ; and this he never fails to do, 
whenever the iniquity is difcoiercd. Hence the public in Indoftan, 
deprived of authentic evidence, arc left to judge of the aftions of 
their rulers cither from probable conjcfturcs, or from the general 
idea of their charafters. The conttitution and defers of the go- 
vernment have rendered poifons and nfTaflination*, in the prafticc of 
the great, the common method of removing thofc who (land in 
oppofitionto the ambition of others ; jnfomuch that, a hittory of one 
^-.century in Indoftan, would furnifh more examples of this nature .titan 
can be foundin the hiftoryof onehalf of the kingdomsof Euroj>cfiiice 
the time of Charlemagne. From the frequency of tlicfc enormous 
prafticcs," even the deaths which happen in the common courfp of 
nature, arc imputed to thofc who rccci\c immediate advantage from 
them. Such were the principles on which the people of the Car- 
natic judged and condemned Au'uar-odcan Khan for the murder of 
Scld Mahomed ; although no potttivcjiroofs w'crc brought of his 
‘ having been acccHbiy "to it. The moft probable argument againtt 
him was founded on the early appearance of Mortiz-ally at Arcot 
in the days of a new admin iftrarion. This was tbrnifghf- toc 
patiblc with the wariuefs of his char after, without luppofmg a con- 
nexion which aflured him of proteftion from An’war-odcan. 

An'war-odcan ttrongly denied all conneftions with Mortiz-ally, and 
. challenged any proof to be brought that either he himlelf, or any of 
his dependents, had ever had any corrcfpondcncc with the Pitans 
I 1 who 
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. v,'ho committed the murder; which he attributed fhldy to Mortiz- 
.ill), .slledging a. a pro »r, tout the Piiaas had often been at \ f!orc, 
and were known to have received main mark*; of fan our from him. 
On the other hand Mo;;iz-aliy retorted the ueeufatinu, hut broe-jht 
»° tdliinonirs to Juppmt hi; atilt tion : it w:n ihppolld that tin; only 
pmop, wind) he could have brought againd An’v.nr-ndtan, would at 
the Erne time have condemned hsmfclf. 

Although Aifwar-udcan was not aide to exculpate himfidf in die 
, opinion of hh; lubjech', he found mean*, to convince hie Superior, Ni- 
; zam-ai-nnduek, that he was entirely innocent of the b]n.,d of field 
4 Mahomed. Niznm-al-muluck, u ho never did auv thin-.; hv halve;, 
thought it nceeflary to give him li-pprnf, in proportion ns hv became 
odious to the Carnatic, and lent him a full and regular commilnou 
for the Nahuldhip of A root icon after the death of field Mahomed. 
The province, irritated by their avertion to a lord, whole lovcreignty 
dedroyed their hopes of living ruled hv one of the family they fo 
much loved, complained loudly of the avarice and pnrfimony of his 
government, and eontralled it, much to his difadvnntnge, with that 
of their former Nabobs. 

War was now declared between Great Britain.aml France, in con- 
fcqucnce of which a fquadron of Englilh men of war appeared in the 
Indian fcas. It confided of two 6o gun fliips, one of 50, and a frigate 
of 20 guns : thole l'hijis did not come immediately to the Englilh 
fettlemcnts in Indollan, hut palling beyond them, cruifed in twodivi- 
dons in the {traits of Suwla and Malacca. They took in thefe Nations 
three French fliips returning from China to Europe, and one return- 
ing from Manilha to Pondicherry ; the cargoes of which produced 
1 So, 000/. fterJing. They alfo took a French fhip at Atchin, which 
was converted into an Englifh man of war of 40 guns, and called the 
Medway’s Prize. After rendezvoufing at Batavia, the fquadron 
united appeared on the coad of Coromandel in the month of July 
1745, at which time the garrifon of Pondicherry confided of no 
more than 436 Europeans, its fortifications were not completed, 
and no French fquadron had hitherto appeared in India. 

The 
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1 The appearance of the Enghfh fquadron, and the report of the 
] reinforcements which they expefled from England, alarmed Mr. Du- 
_pl£ix_far_thcJafttv of Pondicherry. He prevailed on the Nabob 
An’uai-odcan to infift with the government of Madrafs, that the 
Enghfh flnps of war fhould not commit an) hoftihties by land aganifl 
the French pofleflions in the territories of Arcot ; but the Nabob at 
the lame time aflured the Enghfh, that he would oblige the Trench 
[ to obftrve the fame law of neutrality, if their force fhould hereafter 
become fuperior to that of the Enghfh. 1 he government of Ma- 
drafs remon ft rated, that they were aluavs ready to obey Ins com- 
mands as far as their power extended ; but that Mr. Barnet, the com- 
mander of the Enghfh fquadron, was the immediate officer of the 
King of Great Britain, by whofc orders and commiffion he aflcd, 
independent bf the Eaft India company’s agents at Madrafs. The 
Nabob replied, that dl officers of the Enghfh nation who came to 
•the coaft of Coromandel were equally obliged to rcfpcfl Ins govern- 
ment m the Carnatic ; and that if Mr. Barnet, With hts fquadron, 
1 fhould v enture to aft contrary to the orders he had now given, the 
town of Madrafs fhould atone for their difbhedicnce. 

Thefc threats made fo much tmpreffion upon the government of 
Madrafs, that they requefted and prevailed on Commodore Barnet to 
confine his operations to the fca 1 1c therefore fent one of the 50 gun 
flnps to cruifc in the road of Bahfore, at the entrance of the river 
Ganges, where fhc too k two o r three French flnps returning from 
different parts of Indi 7 ~ to the French fettfements m Bciigil 'l he 
reft of the fquadron left the coaft of Coromandel to avoid the ap- 
proaching ftormy fcafon, and went to Mcrgui, a port fituated on the 
coaft which lies oppofite to that of Coromandel in the Gulph of 
Bengal 

In the beginning of the year the fquadron returned to the 

. coaft of Coromandel, and were icinforced by two 50 gun (hips, and 
l a frigate of 20 guns, from England but at this time the 60 gun 
(hip, in which Mr Barnet hoifted his flag, was found unfit for aflion, 
and, together with the 20 gun flup which came firftmto India, wa^ 
fent back to England. 


There 
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Theie was now certain intelligence that a French Squadron was 
preparing to come on the coaft of Coromandel, when that of the 
Englifh was deprived of one of its principal advantages, by lofing 
_ Commodore Barnet, who died at Fort St. David’s in April. His 
death, happening at a time when the -Englifh affairs in India were 
threatened with danger, was generally regretted as a public Iofs, and 
indeed he was a man of great abilities in fea affairs. 

Early in the morning of the z 5th of June, the Englifh fquadron 
cruifing to the fbuthward of Fort St. David, near Negapatnam, de- 
fcried that of the French arriving on the coaft of * Coromandel. It 
„confifted of nine fliips, which were commanded by Mr. De la Bour- 
donnais, who had equipped them at the ifle of Mauritius, and after- 
wards, when fcattered by a hurricane, had refitted them in the ifland 
of Madagafcar, overcoming the greateft difficulties with fuch inde- 
fatigable perfeverance and adlivity, as intitles him to a reputation 
equal to that of the ableft marine officer his country has produced^ 
Of thefe fliips one mounted 26 guns, two 28, one 30, three 34, one 
36, and that on board of which Mr. De la Bourdonnais hoifted his 
flag mounted 70 guns, of which 60 were 18 pounders. _ There were 
but 14 other guns of this fize in the whole fquadron, the reft being 
12 and 8 pounders. All but the 70 gun fliip were bored to mount 
more guns than the number with which Mr. De la Bourdonnais had 
been able to equip them ; and five of them for 50 guns. On board 
of the fhips were 3300 men, of which 700 were -either Cadres or 
Lafcars : 3 or 400 of the whole number were rendered unfit for fer- 
vice by ficknefs. 

The Englifh fquadron confifted of one 60 gun fhip, three of 50, 
one of 40, and one frigate of 20 guns, which was 'too fmall to be 
brought into the aftion. The number of men did not amount to one 
half of that in the French fquadron : but the Englifh had greatly the 
jj, advantage in the weight of their cannon, by which the'fortune of 
engagements at fea is at prefent generally decided ; and they like- 
wife failed better than the French, and were-- worked with much 
greater fkill, 

Mr. De la Bourdonnais, knowing the advantages and difadvantages 
of his force, had determined to decide the impending engagement by 

boarding 
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boarding the Englifh (hips, if it were poffiblc to bring his own into i 
the fituations neccflary to acccmplifh this defign. Mr. Peyton, who *- 
commanded the Englifh fquadron, perceiving this intention, de- 
termined to engage with his fquadron nearer to the wind than that 
of the enemy, fincc. in this fituation their efforts to hoard would 
he cafily avoided ; and a great part of the day was employed in pre- 
ferring this advantage. It was'not until 4 in the afternoon that 
the fight began : it was maintained at fuch a diftartcc that the fire 
of the fmall arms from the French fhips, notwithstanding the great 
numbers and expertnefs of their mufketcers, did very little execu- 
tion ; but, on the other hhnd, the cannon of the Englifh, from the 
fame caufe, did much lefs than might have been expeffed from 
them in a clofcr engagement. The fight finifhed with the entrance 
of the night ; ubout 35 men were killed in the Englifh fquadron, 
and the greateft part of thefe on board the Medway’s Prize. We 
are not exadlly ‘informed of the lofs fuftained by the French ; but ' 
it was believed that the killed and wounded together did not amount 
to lefs than 300. One of their fhips, which mounted 30 guns, was 
in lefs than half an hour difmafted, and fo much fluttered, that im- 
mediately after the a&ion, Mr. De la Bourdonnais ordered her to 
proceed to Bengal to be refitted in the Ganges. 

The next morning Mr. Peyton called a council of war, when, on a 
- review of the condition of the fquadron, it was not thought prudent, 
efpecially as the 60 gun (hip was extreamly leaky, to venture a fccond 
engagement, before the damages it had fuftained were repaired, fn 
confequence of this refolution, the fhips m ade fa il for the h arbour of 
_Jjuncanomalee in the ifland of Ceylon, and in' the eveningToft fight 
of the French fquadron, which had Iain to the whole day, as if chal- 
lenging the Englifh, who were to windward, to bear down and re- 
new the fight. This appearance of refolution in Mr. De la Bour- 
donnais was no more than a feint, pra&ifed to deter the Englifh from 
doing what he jaoft dreaded ; for moft of his fhips had expended the 
greateft part of their ammunition, and feveral of them had not 
victuals on board for twenty-four hours, 

' ' In the night of the enfuing day the French fquadron, now confifting 
of eight fhips, arrived in the road of Pondicherry ; where Mr, Du- 
5 . pleix 
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. plcix commanded, for the French Kafl India com pa nr, all the 
eflabJifhments of his nation in India, the iflands of Mauritius and 
Bourbon excepted. I hefe were under the government of Mr. De 
la Bourdonnais, to whom all the operations of the fquadron were in- 
truded, independent of the controul of Mr. Dupleix. 

1 he reputation and riches which it u r as probable Mr. De la Bour- 
donnais would gain in the command of his armament, created jealoufy 
in the mind of Mr. Dupleix. DifTenfions arofc between the two 
commanders : but the y.cal of Mr. De la Bourdonnais did not fuller 
the intcreffcs of his nation to be facrificcd to them. Judging that the 
force which he commanded could not be employed by land with any 
probability of fuccefs, until the Englifh fquadron Ihould be cither 
ruined or forced to quit the coafl of Coromandel ; he determined to 
go in queft of them as loon as his own (hips were refitted and pro- 
vided with 30 or 40 pieces more of heavy- cannon than they mounted 
on leaving the ifland of Mauritius. 

On the 24th of July the French fquadron failed from Pondicherry, 
working to the' fouthward againfl the fouthern monfoon, and on 
the 6th of Augull difeovered the Englifh, which had been refitted 
at Trincanomalec. The Englifh perceiving the addition of cannon 
with which the enemy had been fuppiied at Pondicherry, avoided an 
engagement. The two fquadrons were three days in fight of each 
I' other, after which, according to Mr. De la Bourdonnais’s account, 
the Englifh fhips, availing themfelves of the advantage of failing bet- v 
ter than the French, difappeared. 

Mr. De la Bourdonnais returned with his fhips to Pondicherry, 
imagining that the Englifh fquadron would remain on the coafl of 
Coromandel, at leafl with the hope of deferring him from attempt- 
ing any operations againfl the Englifh fettlements. But encouraged 
by their fhynefs at the lafl meeting, he now determined to lay fiege 
to Madrafs. 

The Englifh, informed of the preparations which were making - 
at Pondicherry^ to. attack them, called on the Nabob to fulfil 
I his promife of reflraining the French from committing, hoflilities 

againfl them by land. But they omitted to employ the mofl certain 

means 
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means of obtaining his proteCHon:fby neglecting to accompany their 
application for his afliftance with a prefent of money. "This ill- 
judged parfimony left the Nabob fo lukewarm in their mterefts, that 
although he’did not give Mr. Dupleix a pofitive permifiion, he re- 
frained ’from making any preparations, or even from ufing menaces 
to prevent the French from attacking Madrafs. 

This (ettlement had been about 100 years the principal eftablifh- 
ment of the Englifh nation on the coaft of Coromandel- ft was 
ink tenitory granted bv the Grea t Mogul to the Eaft India com- 
pany, which extended about five miles along the lea fhore, and about 
one mile m land. The town confuted of three divUions ; that to the 
fouth extended about 400 yards in length from north to fbuth, and 
about 100 yards in breadth: none but the Enghfh, or other Euroi 
peans under their protection, refided in this divifion, which con- 
tained about 50 good houfes,'an Enghfh and a Roman Catholic 
church, together with the refidence of the faftory, and other build- 
ings belonging to the company : it was furrounded with a flender 
wall, defended with foul baftions and as many batteries, but thefe 
were very flight and defective in their conftruChon, nor had they 
any outworks to defend them : this Quarter has long been known 
in Europe by the name of Fort St. George, and was in India called 
for diftmCtion the White Town. On the north of this, ‘and con- 
tiguous, was another divifion, much larger and worfe fortified, in 
which were many veiy good habitations belonging to 1 the Armenian 
and to the ncheft of the Indian merchants, who 'refided in the com- 
pany’s territory: this quarter was called the Black Town. Bejonct 
this divifion, and tb the-nohh of it, was a 1 fuhurb, where the Indian 
-natives of all ranks Ilid their habitations promifeuoufl} . Befides 
thefe three divifions, which compofed the town of Madrafs, there 
were two large and populous {ullages abbuta mile to thefouthward 
of it, within the company’s territory, and thefe were like wife inha- 
bited by Indian natives. " 

The trade from itrigldnd to the Coaft of Coromandel, together 
, with that which is 'carried on. by merchants of various natiohsnort 
dne part of India to another, had railed Madrafs* to* a degree of opu- 
lence and reputation, winch rendered it inferior to none of the Eu- 
-K ropean 
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i. ropean eftablilhments in India, excepting Goa and Batavia. There 
were 250,000 inhabitants in the company’s territory, of which the 
greateft part were natives of India of various cafts and religions : 
amongft thefe were three or four thoufand of thofe Indian chriftians 
who call themfelves Portuguefe, and pretend to be defeended from 
that nation. The Englifli in the colony did not exceed the number 
of 300 men': and 200 of thefe were the foldicrs of the garrifon ; but 
none of them excepting two or three of their officers, had ever feen 
any other fervice than that of the^ parade: the reft of the Englifli 
inhabitants, folely employed in the occupations of commerce, were 
ftill more unfit for military fervices. At the fame time the defence 
of the place depended on this fmall number of Engliffi fubjects; for 
it was known that the reft of the inhabitants, regarding themfelves 
as neutrals, would take flight on the firft approach of danger. 

On the 1 8th o f Auguft the French fquadron appeared and can- 
nonaded the town, but without doing any damage. They attempted 
to take a fliip belonging to the Englifli company out of the road ; 
but Ihe moved into flioal-water, fo near the 'batteries of. the fort, 
that the French did not venture to attack her with arm’d boats ; 
and it was evident, from the unlkilfulnefs of their operations during 
this cruile, that Mr. De,la Bourdonnais did not command them in 
perfon ; he was at this time in Pondicherry, confined to his bed by 
ficknefs. 

The proteflion of the Englifli fettlements on the coaft of Coro- 
mandel was the principal object for which the fquadron had been lent 
into India; and their appearance before Madrafs was at this time 
thought ft) necelfary to its defence, that the inhabitants were in 
hourly expectation of feeing them, although they had received no in- 
telligence of them fince they were laft feen, fix weeks before, by Mm 
De la Bourdonnais.

On the 3d of September the French fquadron anchored four leagues 
to the fouth of Madrafs, having* on board the droops, 'artillery and 
ftores intended for the fiege. Here a part of the troops was landed, 
and marching along/ the Coaft ‘advanced the next day within cannon 
fhot of the town, where the' reft of the foldiers were landed. The 
whole confifted of 1 ico Europeans, 4 - 0 ° Caffres, and ^400 Indian 
natives difciplined in the ‘European manner. There remained on 
board of the fquadron 1800 European mariners.' ' 

Mr. De la Bourdonnais directed his attack againft the White 
Town, in which the Englilh relided : the. northern fide of this di- 
\ifion could not be attacked by cannon, as the houfes of the next 
divifioii almoft touched, the waif; which Separated ’them from each 
other : the eaftern fide could only be battdred from the fea; but the 
fouth and weft lay open to the plaitW On'the 7th of September the 
French began to bombard the town, from a battery of nine mortars, 
which they erefled to 'the weftward, under the /h el ter of a large 
honfe, 1 within 500 yards of the walls. '-'In' the evening three of their 
largeft Ihips diew as near hs the depth of water would permit/ and 
' cannonaded the town. In the" might 1 Mr. De la 'Bourdonnais was' 
flung into great perplexity/ by intelligence that fome large fhipS were 
feen to the fouthward of Pondicherry; which indeed was' contra- 
dialed in the morning : but the firft report caufed lo much alarm in 
the French camp, that they. were prepaiing to telhip their heavy 
cannon. . r ’ n ’ 1 1 

On the 8 th of September the French 'had finifhed a battery of 
five mortars to the fouth, and bombarded the town w ithout inter- 
Iniflion until the next morning, when two Engli/h deputies went to 
their camp, to treat with Mr. De la Bourdonnais, who infilled that 
the town Ihould be delivered “up to him' On his own terms : and 
threatned, in cafe of refulal, . to make a general aflault. This re- 
folution arofe from his apprehenfion 1 of the return of the Englifh 
fquadron. As foonJ is the deputies returned, 1 the bombardment 
recommenced, and continued until the evening, when it was fuf- 
K- x 2 .pended 
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4.6.' pended, for two hours, during the conference of another deputy fent 
r *^ from the town ; after, which it continued during the reft of the 
, night. ' : r 

• The next morning, thebi.oth of September, the. deputies returned 
to the French camp, and, after tome altercations, 1 contented to the ar- 
ticles of capitulation, which had been dictated to them in the firft con- 
ference. It was agreed that the Engliflv jfhould furrender them- 
felves prifonbrs of war: that the. town fliould be immediately de- 
livered up but that it. Ihould be afterwards ranfomed. Mr. De la. 
Bourdonnais gave lfis pfomife that he would fettle the ranfom.on 
ealy- and moderate terms. ; ■ '■ • 

The capitulation was figned in the afternoon, when Mr. de la 
Bourdonnais, at the head of a large body of troops, marched, to the- 
gates, where lie’ received ; f he : keys from the governor. The French 
colours byerej immediately difplayed ; 'and - at the lame time, the Eng- 
lilh fliip, belonging. to the Eaft India fcompany, which lay in the road, 
was taken pofleftion of without! refinance by the boats of the French 
fquadron... There was not a man killed- in the French camp during 
the fiege ; .four or, five Engl iflimen. were killedin the town by .the ex- 
plofiqn .of the.; bombs,- which Iike\yife. 'deftroyed two or three houles. 
From this.- period 'it.is ■ Ufeful ,fo contemplate .the. progrefs made by the 
Englifh in Indoftan, both’ jn the fcience and ipirit of war. 

• The . Englifh., inhabitants were. permitted to refide without: mo-- 
leftatioii iii- , th.eirj houfes, ; ; but/the' magazines and warc-houfes. be-,- 
longing ; to ; the. Eaft India-; company, were, taken pofleftion of bv the 
French commiflaries. . 

' .On the day. in. which Madrafs was furrendered, a.meflenger from.

However, the effeitts ofMadrafs, which Mr Dc la Bourdonnais 
intended to carry aw a) m his (hips, were put on board by the itt of 
O&ober, and two of them had f ulqd to Pondicherry Mr Duplcix 
>vas not as jet reconciled to the treaty of ranfom, and Mr De la 
Bourdonnais w as determined not to leave Madrafs befoic the gover- 
nor and council of Pondicherry had given their approbation at the 
fame time his experience in the navigation of India fully apprized 
him of the danger to which Ins fhips were expofed, hy remaining on 
thccoatt of Coromandel at this critical feafon of the year 

In India the year is divided into tw o feafons T ronv the month of 
October to March the winds blow from the north, and during the 
rett of the year from the fbutiiern points of the compafs thefe fca- 
^ ferns 
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fonr. arc by mariner;, called mnn loons: the change from one to the 
other is generally preceded by an interval of about twenty da vs, in 
which calms or light and uncertain wind** prcinll: the jetting in 
r>{ the northern montnon genet ally falls out lome time in the month 
of October, as that of tiie fouthern in the mouth of April. On the 
coaft of Coromandel the northern mon/bon fometimes begins with 
a violent tempeft or hurricane; and if the monfoon lets in with mo- 
deration, it is often productive of temptations weather at different 
intervals, until the. middle of December, and fometimes later; fb that 
it is held dangerous for any veitcL to remain on the coaft after the 
15th of October, or to return to it before the 20th of December. 

On the ad of October the weather was remarkably fine and mo- 
derate all dav. About midnight a Anions florin arofe, and continued 
with the /mnteft violence until the noon of tlie next dav. Six of the 
French Blips were in the road when the ftorm began, and not one of 
them was to he feen at day-break. One put before the wind, and 
was driven fo much to the fouthward, that /he was not able to gain 
the coaft again ; the jo gun fiiip loft all her mafts : tliree others of 
the fquadron were likewife difmafted, and had fo much water in the 
hold, that the people on hoard expelled every minute to perifh, not- 
withftanding thev had thrown over-board all the cannon of the 
lower tier: the other (hip, during the few moments of a whirlwind 
which happened in the moft furious part of the ftorm, was covered 
by the waves, and foundered in an inftailt, and only fix of the crew 
efcapcd alive. Twenty other vcftcls belonging to different nations, 
were cither driven on fhorc, or perifhed at fca. 

The other two flops, laden with part of the effefts of Madrafs, 
together with the three lately arrived from Europe, were at anchor 
ia the road of Pondicherry, where they felt no effect of the ftorm 
which was raging at Mad rajs : It is obferved, that the violence of 
thpfc hurricanes is generally confined' to 60 or 80 miles in breadth, 
although in their progrefs they generally blow quite acrofs the Bay 
£>f Bengal. 

The articles of the treaty .of ranfom had been adjufted the day 
before the ftorm happened. It was .agreed that the French fhoukl 
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evacuate the town bv the 4th of 0£labcr, and bv one of the ar- 
ticles, the artillery and warlike (lores remaining m the town, were 
to he equally divided between the French nnd Luglifli 

Mr Dupleix had rcprcfcntcd to Mr D*. la Bourdounai’?, that he 
would not interfere in anv tranlaftions with the ] nglifh after his 
departure, unlcfs the French remained in pofllffion of Madriis for 
fo much time ns might be neccfiarv to adjuft all difcufbons arifmg 
from the treat\ Mr Dc la Bourdonnn* therefore rtprefented to 
the Enghfh, the necefih) to which he was rcdiccd, bv the obfimacy 
of Mr Dapleix, of protrafhng for three months, the term m which 
he had agreed to put them m pofleftion of the tow n the Lnghih, 
apprehenfive that if the) refilled to admit of this alteration, the) 
(hould be left to the merev of Mr Duplcs\ w ithout a treat) ,acquiciccd 
in tins propofal , and the treaty was fignedon the l othg f Oilober 
All the merchandizes, and a part of t!ie mihtar) (lores, belonging 
to the Lad India company , together w ith all the naval (lores found m 
the town, had been laden on board of the Trench (hips thefe arti- 
cles, according to the computation made b) the French, amounted 
to 130*000 pounds ikrhng, and the gold and fiber of which they 
took pofTefilon to the value of 31,000 pounds (lerhng , the half of

month of Odlober in the jear 1749 and for the remaining 200,000

On the 12th of Oflober, Mr De la Bourdonnais imeflcd one of

(.(). veinment of Madrafs, and went on board of his own fhip, which had 
been refitted with jury marts. He anchored in the road of Pondi- 
cherry on the 1 5th, and failed from thence the 20th with feven fhips, 
intending to proceed to Achin : but forcfecing that a part of them 
would probably be unable to reach that port, he formed the fquadron 
into two divifions; one confirtcd of the three /hips which arrived Jart 
from Europe, together, with another that had efcaped the rtorm.: 
thefe were all in good condition ; and were therefore ordered to make 
their way to Achin, without waiting for the other divifion, which 
•confirted of Mr. De la Bourdonnais’ 70 gun fhip, one that had been 
difmafted, and a mcrchant-rtiip which had likewife fullered in the 
dlorm. The four found fliips very foon failed out of fight of- their 
■comrades : and Mr. De la Bourdonnais, finding that the fhnttered 
condition of the other three rendered them incapable of gaining their 
• deftined port againft a violent and contrary wind, made fail for the 
ifland of Mauritius, where they arrived in the beginning of December 
without any accident. He foon after left Mauritius, which, from a 
foreft, he had rendered a flourifhing colony, and the arfenal of all the ' 
Trench military expeditions in India. Every body knows the treat- 
ment he received on his arrival in'France. The friends of Mr. Du- 
.pleix had influence enough at the court to get him confined to the 
baftile, where he remained a prifoner almoft three years : upon an 
examination of his condtidt, his jurtification, proved by original pa- 
pers which have been made public, procured him his liberty. Had 
he fiirvived the fubfequent ill fucceffes of his nation at fen, his abili- 
ties would probably have railed him to the higheft commands in the 
navy of France. His knowledge in mechanics rendered him capable 
of building a fhip from the keel r bis fkill in navigation, of cohdufb- 
J ing her to any part of the globe : and his courage, of defending her 
againrt any equal force. Xn the conduct of an expedition, he fuper- 
intended all the details of the .fervice, without being perplexed either 
with the variety or number of them. His plans were fimple, his 
orders precife, and both the bert adapted to the fervice in which he 
was engaged. His application Was, inceflant ; and difficulties ie'rved 
only to encreafe his activity, which always gave the example of zeal 
to thofe he commanded. 

The 
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firffc fire, and the convoy entered Verdachelum without any lofs. 
From hence Mr. Pigot lent the detachment through the country of 
Tanjore to reinforce the battalion at Tritchinopoly, which they 
joined without interruption ; the French at this time not having 
eroded the Caveri.' Pie then returned from Verdachelum to Fort 
St.' David, accompanied' by Mr. Clive, 12 Sepoys, and as many fer- 
vants : in their way they were furrounded by the Polygar’s troops, 
who with matchlocks harafled this little party fome hours, and killed 
feven of the Sepoys, and feveral of the attendants. The ammunition 
of the red: being expended; they were ordered to difperfe, and Mr. 
Pigot and Clive faved themfelvcs by the ipeed of their horfes from, 
a party of cavalry, who purfued them feveral 'miles. 

In the middle of July the prefidency prepared to fend another re- 
inforcement to Tritchinopoly, where the difeontent which prevailed 
amongd the officers made it neceflary to remove feveral of them at a 
time when there were very few fit to fucceed to their pods : a cap- 
tain’s commiffion was therefore given to Mr. Clive, who proceeded 
with a detachment into the country of Tanjore, where he was joined- 
by another from Devi-Cotah, under the command of Captain Clarke, 
who took the command of the whole, which, united, confided of 
only 100 Europeans, and 50 Sepoys, with one fmall field piece. Ther 
king of Tanjore, like all other Indian princes, cautious of declaring- 
whild the event remained doubtful, differed both the Englifh and 
French troops to march through his country to Tritchinopoly: and 
this being the only rout by which the Englidi from the fea-coad 
could now gain the city, the fort of Deyi-Cotah began to acquire an 
importance not forefeen when they took i|. The French detached 
from Coiladdy 30 Europeans and 500 Sepoys, who came in fight of 
the Englifh paity near the village of Condore, fituated ten miles to 
the north of Tanjore; the high readied through the village, and : 
both anxious to get poffeffion of it, entered it hadily at the fame time- 
at different ends. A fkirmiffi enfued, in which the French officer 
was defperately wounded, and 10 of his Europeans were killed, on 
which the red with the Sepoys took flight ; and the Englifh making’ 
a circuit of feveral miles to avoid the enemy’s camp, arrived fafe at 
the city.

opinion of the fortitude of the approaching aicm), thatjhcy uiftantly 
abandoned the forffaml Tfew hours after the Cnglifh entered the city, 
which had no Avails or defences, and marching through 100,000 
fpeflators, who gazed on them with admiration and refpeft, took paf- 
ftffiouof theJort, iu which they found a large quantity of lead atul 
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gun-powder, with 8 pieces- ofcannon, from 4 to 8 pounders. The 
merchants had, for fecurity, depofited in the fort effedls to the value 
of 50,000 pounds, but thefe were pun£tually reftored to the owners ; 
and this judicious abftemioufnels conciliated many of the principal 
inhabitants to the Englifh intereft. The fort was inhabited by 3 or 
4000 perfons, who, at their own requeft, were permitted to remain 
in -their dwellings. 

Captain Clive made it his firft care to colledl fuch provifions and 
materials as lliight enable him to fuftain a fiege ; and forefeeing that 
the enemy would foon recover from their fright, and return into the 
town, if he confined himfelf to the fort, determined to go in quell of 
them : and on the 4th of September marched out with the greatell 
part of his men, and four field pieces : in the afternoon he dilcoverecl 
the fugitive garrifon, eonfiliing of 600 horfe and 500 foot, drawn up 
near Timery, a fort lituated 6 miles fouth-well of the city. They had 
a field piece, managed by two or three Europeans, from which they 
fired at a great dillance, and killed a camel and wounded a Sepoy ; 
but as foon as they faw the Englifh within mulket-fhot, retreated to 
the hills in their rear ; upon which the Englifh returned to the fort. 

The troops marched out again on the 6th, and found the enemy 
drawn up within gun-lhot of Tjmery, in a grove, inclofed with a bank 
and a ditch ; about 50 yards' in front of which was a large tank, fur- 
roundedlikewife with abank much higher than that of the grove; but by 
age and negledl the tank itfelf was almoll choaked up and dry. Their 
number now appeared to be 2000, and they had two field pieces, which 
fired fmartly as the Englifh advanced, and killed three Europeans ; on 
which accident theline advanced more brifkly towards the enemy, who 
frightened by the vivacity of their approach, did not think themfelves 
fafe in the grove, but hurried with precipitation into the tank, and be- 
gan to fire from the banks, expofing fo little of their bodies that the 
Enelifh fire did no execution amonsrft them, whilft theirs wounded 
feveral of the Europeans and Sepoys. The troops were therefore 01 dered 
to move behind tome neighbouring buildings, from which enfign Glafs 
was loon after detached with a platoon of 40 men, to attack one fide 
pf the tank, whilft another, under the command of lieutenant Bulkley, 
pufhed to attack the enemy in front.

Their mufketry, from the adjacent houfes, kept a con- 
tinual fire upon the ramparts ; and this- attack producing no effect, a 
large body of horfe and foot advanced promiicuoufly to the principal 
gate, endeavouring by outcries, and the noife of their military mufic, 
to confound the attention of the garrifon, from whom they fuftained 
leveral difeharges of mulkctry without quitting their ground. At 
lad lo me grenades were thrown amongft them, the cxploiion of which 
frightening the horlcs, flung their cavalry into fuch confullou that 
they galloped away, trampling over the foot: ‘but within an hour 
they recovered their ipirits, anil made Inch another attack at the other' 
gate, where they were received and beaten ofiF as at the firft. .. Their 
infantry -continued their fire until day-break, when the Englilli de- 
tachments, with the convoy, entered the town, upon which they 
abandoned it with precipitation. The inhabitants in the fort, latisfied 
with the treatment they had received from the garrifon, betrayed no- 
Symptoms of infurreftion during the attack. 

The acquifition of the fort of Arcot fooa produced the effedt which 
had, been expedled from it. Chunda-faheb detached 4000 of his 
troops, horfe and foot, from Tritchinopoly, who in their rout were 
joined by his fon Raja-faheb, with 150 Europeans from Pondicherry, 
and together with the troops already colledted in the neighbourhood 
of Arcot, entered the city on the 23d of September, and Raja-faheb. 
fixed his head- quarters in the palace of the Nabob.- 

Captain Clive finding himfelf on the point of being clofely be- 
fieged, -determined to make one vigorous effort to drive the enemy 
out of the town, which, if it did not lucceecT, might at leaf! produce 
the good effedt of imprefling them with an opinion of the courage of 
his men. On the 24th at noon, the greateft part of the garrifon, with 
the four field pieces, Tallied out of the north- weft gate : this faced a 
ftreet which, after continuing about leventy yards in a diredt line to the 
north, turned off to the eaft, and formed another ftreet, at the end of 
which on the left hand was fituated the Nabob’s palace. This fronted 
"another ftreet, which ftriking to the -fouth, continued, on the eaftern 

fidfi:

fide of the fort. The fquarc interval between thefe three Greets and 
the northern wall of the foit was filled with buildings and inclofures. 
Captain Clive intending ta place the enemy between two fires, ordered 
n platoon under the command of enJignjDlafs to march up the ftreet 
on the cuftern lido of the tort, which led up to the palace, and 'ad- 
vanced himfclf with the main body along the ftreet leading from the 
-north-weft gate.* The French troops, with four fie hi pieces, were 
drawn up at the end of the croft ftreet in front of the palace. Cap- 
tain Clive's party no (boner came in fight of them than a hot can- 
nonade enfued in the croft ftreet, at the di fiance of only 30 jards. 
The French in a few minutes were driven from their guns, and ran 
into the palace ; but by this time the troops of Raj a- fall cb had taken 
pofleffion of all the houfes in the ftreet ; and (ccurc under this cover, 
kept up a continual fire from their mulketry with fuch good aim, that 
14. men, who pulhed to bring away the French guns, were all either 
killed or wounded. Thpre was on one fide of the ftreet a large Choul- 
X\y : thefe are buildiugsintended for the reception of travellers, covered 
and inclofed on three fideswith. walls, but open in front, where, iuftcad 
of a wall, die roof is fupported by pillars. Captain Clive, to preserve 
his men, relinquifhcd the intention of bringing off the enemy’s can- 
non, and ordered them to enter the Choultry ; from lienee the artillery 
men ftepping out and retreating into it immediately after they had per- 
formed the fcrvices allotted to each of them, continued to load and file 
their field pieces until they had recoiled into the north ftreet. The 
•troops then quitting the Choultry, joined their guns and proceeded to 
’the fort without meeting any farther molcftation, Enfign Glaft’s 
platoon returned at the fame time: thefe had encountered and put to 
flight_jL5T.4oi}j)f the enemy's Sepoys, whom they found jiofted as an 
advanced guard in an inciofure adjoining to the ftreet through which 
they intended topaft to the palace ; where, by this interruption, they 
were prevented from arriving in tune to render ‘the fervice expected 
from them. The garrifon differed this day the Joftaf 1$ Europeans, 
Jrvho were either killed on the fpot-, or died afterwards of their wounds ; 
,amongft them was UcutenajjtJTtemyiyhj who perceiving a Sepoy 
'from a windows taking aim at captaiu Clive, pulled him <111 one fide, 
B b 3 • . , upon. 
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upon which the Sepoy, changing his aim; flnot lieutenant Trenwith, 
through the body. Lieu tenant Revel,, the. only artillery officer, with 1 6- 
other men,, was like wife difabled.. This fally would .be condemned . 

. by.. the .rules.. of. war. eftablilhedin. Europe, -for theyjfprbid.the belieged 
to run-fuch a rifque,' unlels they are affined of greatly outnumbering; 
the party they attack;; but it, is not reafonable to drain the rules calcu- 
lated for one fyftem, to the fervice of another differing, lo widely from., 
it, as the modes of war in Indoftan differ from thofe.in Europe..-. 

The next, day Raja-faheb was joined by 2000 men from..Veloor > .. 
commanded. by- Mortiz-alJy in perfen;- and took poffeffion of all’ the 
.avenues leading to the fort, which feemed little capable of fuftaining, ' 
the impending ffege. • Its extent was more than a mile in circum- 
ference.. The walls were, in many places ruinous ; the rampart too. 
narrow to admit the firing of artillery;- the parapet low and- {lightly 
built ; feveral of the towers were, decayed,, and none' of them capable 
of receiving more than one piece, of cannon ; the ditch was in moft 
"'place's fordable, in. others dry, and m fome-choaked up : there was 
between the. foot of the walls and the ditch a {pace about 10 -feet 
broad,, intended for a fauffebray, but this had! no parapet at the fcarp 
of the ditch.. The fort had. two gates,, one to the north-weft, the-other 
to- the eaft ;. both of which were- large piles of mafonry projecting 40. 
feet beyond: the- walls,:, and the paffage from thefe gates was, inftead 
of a draw-bridge,.a large caufeway eroding the ditch.: The garfffoa: 
had from, their arrival employed themfelves indefatigably to remove r 
and repair as many of thefe. inconveniences and defects as the fiuallnels- 
of their numbers could attend to. They had endeavoured to burn down> 
feveral of the neareft houfes,. but without fuccefs ; for thefe having no- 
wood-work in their conftruction, excepting the beams which-fiipported . 
the celling, refilled the blaze:- of thefe houfes the enemy’s- infantry, 
took poffeffion, and- began- to fire upon the ramparts, and wounded, 
feveral of the garrilbn before night, when they. retired.. At midnight,, 
enfign Glafs was Tent with to. men, and .feme barrels of gun-powder,, 
to blow up two of the houfes which moft annoyed the fort. This 
party were let down, by ropes over the walls, and entering the houfes.. 
without being difeovered, made the explofion, but. with fo little {kill 
that it did not produce the intended, effect : at their return the rope,. 

J • ' by, 
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by which enfigu Gla fs was get ting iuto the fort, broke, and he was by i 
the fall rendered incapable of farther duty ; fo thar, at the beginning *■ 
of the (lege, the garrilou was deprived of the fervicc of four of the 
eightjofficejs who fet out on the expedition;- for one was killed, two 
"wounded, and another returned to Madrafs ; and the troops fit for duty 
were diminilhed to i_ao Europeans and 100 ScpO)s; thefe were be- 
fieged by tyoEuropcans, 2000 Sepoys, 3000 cavalry, and 5000 Peons. 

The (lore of provlfiou in the fort was only fulficicnt to fupply the 
garrilon fixty d jys, which rendered it neccffary to fend away all the 
inhabitants, excepting a few artificers, and tile enemy permitted them 
to pafs through their guards "withoutmoleftation : amongft thole who 
remained was a- mafon»w ho had for many years been employed in the 
fort he gave information that there was an aqueduct under ground, 
known to very few, but which, if difeovered by the enemy, would 
enable them to drain the only reforvoir of water in the fort ; the man 
was rewarded for this fcafonable intelligence, ami employ cd to prevent 
the mifohicf, by choaking up a part of the acjucdudlwithiu the walls. 
For 14. days, the enemy, not yet furnilhed with battering cannon, 
carried on the fiege by firing frormthchoufcs with mulkctry, and a 
bombardment from, four mortars! The bombardment did little da- 
mage, and to avoid, the eflcfl of the mulkctry, none of the.garrifon 
were fullered, to appear on the ramparts,, excepting the few imme. 
diatcly necelhry to prevent a forprize; but notwithftanding this pre- 
’ caution, feveral were killed, and more wounded : for the enemy, 
fecure in the houfes, and firing from rcding-places, took fuch excel- 
lent aim, that they often hit a man when nothing but his head ap- 
peared above the parapet ; and in this manner three ferjeants were 
killed, who at different times (ingly accompanied captain Clive ia 
Vifiting the works.. Mortiz-aily, a_f«y_days after^liis arrival,. pre— - 
_tenffedjtp_bejliflatisfied with JRaja-f ahcb , and removed his troops to-- 
. a different part of the city, from whence he fent a meflenger, inviting J 
the garri fon to m ake ajally onjhe quartcrs of Raja-fahcb.Jn which 
be offered to aflift them with his whole force. Captain Clive mif* 
trufted.his profeffions,’' but confidering the advantage of keeping 
fuch a number of the enemy’s troops ina&ive, pretended to approve' 
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of the propofal, and carried on for feveral days a correfpondencc, until 
Mortiz-ally, fuipe&ing his fcheme was detected, rejoined the army. 

On the 24th of Obtober, the French troops received from Pondi- 
cherry two 1 8 pounders, and feyen pieces of fmuller calibre, and im- 
mediately opened a battery to the north- weft, which was fo well 
ferved, ; that their very firft fhot difmounted one of the 18 pounders 
in the fort, and. the next entirely difabled it. Thegarrilon mounted 
.the other 18 pounder ; and this, after a few (hot, was likewife dif- 
mounted : after which it was employed _ only in fuch parts of the 
.fort, where it was not expofed to the enemy’s artillery. The three 
'field pieces were likewife cautioufly referved to repulfe the enemy 
when they ftiould ftorm ; fo that their battery firing without much 
oppolition, in fix days beat down all the wall lying between two 
towers, and made a prafticable breach of fifty feet. In the mean 
time the garrifon were employed in making works to defend it : a 
trench was dug juft under the rampart, and behind that at lome dif- 
.tance another ; both of which were' fcattered with crows feet, and 
behind them the wall of "a houfe -was pulled down to the height of a 
breaft-work ; from whence a row of pallifadoes was carried along on 
each end of both trenches, and continued up the rampart to the pa- 
rapet. A field piece was planted on one of the towers which flanked 
the breach without, and two fmall pieces of cannon on the flat roof 
of a houfe within the fort, oppofite tp the entrance. In thefe em- 
ployments, as indeed in all others, the officers contributed their la- 
bour equally with the common men ; and the enemy, informed of 
thefe preparations to defend the breach, did not think it fafe to attack, 
it before they had made another ; they had by this time burft one of 
their 18 pounders, and removed the other, with one’ nine pounder, 
to a battery which they erected to the fouth-weft. 

The garrifon intending to convince Raja-faheb that they- were in a 
condition to execute even labours not indifpenfibly neceffary, thickened 
the higheft tower of the ramparts, and. then raifed on the top of it a 
mound of earth to fuch a height as commanded the palace over the 
•interjacent houfes. On the top of. this mound they hoifted a vaft 
piece of cannon, feat, according to the tradition of the fort, from' ’ 
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Delhi, by Aureng-zebe, an J laid to have been drawn by i cod 3 oke of 
oxen. There were levfcral iron halls belonging to it, each weighing 
7 z pounds. The cannon, was laid on the mound, and loaded with 
30 pounds of powder, which was fired by a tram earned to a con- 
fiderable diftance on the ground. Thej hot we nt throu gh the palace, 
_to the no fma ll terror of Raju-faheb-and his piincipal officers ; and as 
this was the only effeft intended, the cannon was fired only once in 
the day, at the time when the officers alfembledat the head-quarters 
o n tlie fourth day i t burft. 

The enemy, as if they intended to retaliate this affiant, filled up a 
large houfe, which commanded the eaftern gate, with eaith well 
ratnm’d down, and upon this bafe raifed a fquare mound of earth to 
fuch a height as commanded not only the gate, but likewile every part 
within the fort : from hence they intended to fire on the rampart with, 
mulketry and two finall pieces of cannon. They were {uffered to g 0 011 
with their work until they had compleated it and mounted the cannon, 
when the garrifim. began to file from, the relerved 18 pounder, and in 
_Jeft_than. an hour the mound gave way and tumbled at once with 50 
men Rationed on it*, (ome of whom were killed, and many difabled. 

Notwithftanding the numbers of the enemy’s guards which fur- 
rounded the fort, the garrilon, by means "of able fpies, carried on a 
conftan t cor refp onden ce ivTtlTIVladrafs and Fort St." David, where the 
company’s agents were very follicitous to relieve them, and having re- 
ceived fome recruits from Europe, formed a party of iqo Europeans, 
who with" 200* Sepoys, let out from Mudraftundej t he c omma nd o f 
lieutenant Innis. before they had advanced 30 miles in their way to 
Aicot, they were lurrouuded in the town of Trivatore by 2000 of 
Raja-faheb’s troops detached with 20 Europeans and two field pieces, 
from the city. The Englifli party having no cannon, were fo feverely 
annoyed by the enemy’s, that lieutenant Innis, as the only refirorcc, 
made a pufh with all his Europeans to dnve them from their guns. 
The attempt fucceeded, but not without a {harp conteff, in which 30 of 
the Englifh and two of theii officers were killed, and a greater number 
wounded. This loft deterred the reft from continuing their march, 
and they retreated to Ponamalec, a fort built Jby the Moors, and at 
this time belonging to the company, 15 miles weft of Madraft. 
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On the 24th of Oftober the enemy opened their battery to the 
Xouth-weft : the part of the wall againft which they diredled their fire 
was in a very ruinous condition, but it had the advantage of being 
•much lefs expofed than any other to the fire from the houfes. The 
garrifon -therefore kept up a conftant fire of mufketry again ft the 
battery, -and feveral times drove the enemy out of it, but the breach 
notwithftanding increafed every day. 

The retreat' of lieutenant Innis left the garrifon little hopes of fuc- 
cour from the fettlemencs ; but at this time their ipirits were raifetl 
by the hopes of other refources. A. body of 6000 Morattoes, under 
■the command of Morari-row, had lain for fome time encamped at 
the foot of thew/eftern mountains, about 30 miles from Arcot : they 
had been hired to affift Mahomed-ally by the king of My fore ; but the 
retreat of the Englith, and the Nabob’s troops to Tritchinopoly, had 
been reprefented in the neighbouring countries fo much to their pre- 
judice, that the Nabob’s affairs were thought to be defperate, and his 
.-allies were fufpedted of having little .intention to fupport him ; and 
‘from this. per fuafion the Morattoes remained inactive. Captain Clive 
had found means to fend a meffenger to inform them of his fituation, 
and to requeft their approach to ,his relief ; the meffenger returning 
fafely to the fort, brought a letter from Morari-row, in which he faid 
, that he would not delay a momentto fend attachment of his troops 
to the affiftance of fuch brave men as the defenders of Arcot, whole 
behaviour had now firft convinced him that the Englifh could fight. 

Raja-faheb receiving intelligence of their intentions, fent a flag of 
■truc e on t he goth of October, with propofals for the iurrender of the 
fort. He offered hopourable terms to the garrifon, and a large firm 
of money to captain Clive; and if his offers were not accepted, he 
threatened to form the fort immediately, and put every man to the 
fvvord. 

Captain Clive, in his anfwer, reproached the badnefs of Chunda- 
faheb’s caufe, treated Raja-faheb’s offers of money with contempt; and 
, faid, that he ha'd too good an opinion of his prudence to believe that 
Re would attempt to form, until he had got better foldiers than the 
rabble of which his army was compofec!. As foon.as the meffenger 
was difpatched, the flag of truce was pulled down ; but the enemy net

undcrftandingthe rules of European war, numbers of them remained 1 75 
near the ditch parleying with the Sepoys, and perfuading them to dc- v "‘ v ' 
fert. The croud was tcvcral times warned to retire, but continuing 
to difregard the injunction, were difperlcd by a volley of finail arms, 
which killed fevcrul of them. 

Lieutenant Innis’s party, reiuforced to the number of 1 50 Euro- 
peans, and with four field pieces, was now advancing under the com- 
mand of Capt. Kill Patr ick ; and on the 9 th of Nov ember a detachment 
of Mo iatto cs arrived in the neighbourhood, and intercepted lotnc am- 
munition going to the enemy. They likewise attempted to enter 
the town ; but finding every ftrcct and avenue barricaded, they con- 
tented themfelvcs with plundering and fetting fire to tome houfes in 
the fkirts of it, after which they retreated. - 

By this time the enemy had, from their battery to the fouth-weft, 
made a breach much larger than that to the north-wed, for it ex- 
tended near 30 yards ; but the ditch before it was full of water, and 
not fordable : and the garrifon had counterworked this breach With 
the fame kinds of defences as tljc other. 

Raja-faheb, exafperated by the anfwcr he had received to his fum- 
mons, and alarmed by the approach of the Morales, and the detach- ( 
ment from Madrafs, determined to dorm the fort. In the evening 
a jpy brought intelligence of this to the garrifon, and at midnight 
another came with a particular account of all the enemy’s di/pofitions, 
and of the hour of attack, which was to begin at the dawn of day by 
the fignal .of three bombs. Captain., Clive, alinoft exhaufted with 
fatigue, laid down to deep, ordering himfelf to be awakened at the 
firft alarm. 

It was the 1 4ih^0^ v ^Hher, and the feftival which comme- 
morates the murder of the brothers Ilaffcin and jaflein happened to 
fall out at this time. This is celebrated by the Mahomedaus of L> 
doflan with a kind. of religious madnefs, fome afting and other* ee- 
wailing the cataftrophe of their faints with fo much encrjrr, dar 
fcveral dicofjhe excefles they commit : they arc likewlfc --r~ 
that whoever falls in battle, again ft unbelievers, during rer* 
days of this ceremony, flrall inftantly be tranflated k H r 
parailife, without flopping at any, of the intennedL-e -r-r-.r-f ^ . 
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To the enthufiafm of fuperftition was added the more certain efficacy 
of inebriation ; for raoft of the troops, as is cuftomary during the 
agitations of this feftival, had eaten plentifully of bang, a plant which 
either llupifies, or excites the mod: delperate exccffes of rage. Thus 
prepared, as foon as the morning broke, the army of Raja-faheb ad- 
vanced to the attack. Befides a multitude that came with ladders to 
every part of the walls that; were accelfibl'e, there appeared four prin- 
cipal divifions. Two of thefe divifions advanced to the two gates, 
and the other two were allotted to the breaches. 

Captain Clive, awakened by the alarm, found his garrifbn at their 
polls, according to the difpofitions he had made. The parties who 
attacked the gates drove before them feveral elephants, who, with 
large plates of iron fixed to their foreheads, were intended to break 
them down ; but the elephants, wounded by the mufketry, foon 
turned, and trampled on thofe who efcorted them. The ditch before 
the breach to the north-well was fordable ; and as many as the breach 
would admit, mounted it with a mad kind of intrepidity, whilft num- 
bers came and fat down with great compofure in the faulfe-braye 
under the tower where the field piece was planted, and waited there 
to relieve thofe who were employed in the attack : thefe palled the 
breach, and-fome of them even got over the firll trench before the 
defenders gave fire ; it fell heavily, and every Ihot did execution r 
and a number of mulkets wer<^Loaded in readinefs, which thofe be- 
hind delivered to the firll rank as fall as they could dilcharge thenv 
The two pieces of cannon from the top of the houle fired likewile on 
- the alfailants, who in a few’ minutes abandoned the attack, when 
another body, and then another fucceeded, who were driven off in 
the fame manner : in the mean- time bombs, with fhort fulees, which , 
had- been prepared and lodged on the adjacent rampart, were thrown 
into the faulfe-braye, and by their explofion drove the croud, who 
had leated themfelves there-, back again over the ditch. At the' 
breach to the fouth-well the enemy brought a raft, and leventy men 
embarked on it to crofs the ditch, which was flanked by two field 1 
pieces, one in each tower : the raft had almoft gained the faulfe-braye, 
when captain Clive oblerving that the gunners fired with bad aim, 
took the management of one of the field pieces himlelf, and in three 

or 
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or four difchargcs flung them into luch confufion that they ovcrlet 
the raft, and tumbled into the ditch ; where Ionic of them were 
drowned, and the reft, intent only on their own preservation, fwam 
back and left the raft behind. 

r» thefe ditferent attacks the enemy con/inucd'the ftorm for an 
hour, u hen they rclinquilhcd all their attempts of annoyance at once, 
and employed thcmfclvcs tvimcftlyin earning off their ^lead. Amongft 
thefe was the commander of their Sepoy s, who fell in the fauftc-brayc 
of the northern breach : he had diftinguifhed himfclf with great 
bravery in the attack, and was lo much beloved by his troops, that 
one of them crofted the ditch and carried of his body, expofing him- 
fclf during the attempt to the lire of 40 mulkcts, from which he Had 
the good fortune to clcapc. It leemed as if the enemy expected 
that the garrilbn would permit them to fulfil this duty to their friends ; 
but finding that they fullered /eve rely in attempting it, they at lalt 
retreated and di/appeared. Their lo Is during the ftorm was computed 
to be not left than 400 men killed and wounded, of which very few 
were Europeans, for moft of the French troops were obferved drawn 
up and looking on at a diftancc. Of the defenders, only four Euro- 
peans were killed and two Sepoy s wounded. Many of the garrilbn 
being difablcd by fickncft or wounds, the number which rcpullcd the 
ftorm was no more than 80 Eqropcans, officers included, and 1 20 
, Sepoys; and thefe, bcfidcs ferving five pieces. of cannon, expended 
• 1 2,000 mu/ket cartridges during the attack. 

Two hours after the enemy renewed their fire upon the fort, both 
with their cannon and with muiketry from the houfes : at two in the 
afternoon they demanded leave to bury their dead, which was granted, 
and a truce allowed until four : they then recommenced and continued 
their fire fmartly till two in the morning, when on a fudden it ccafcd 
j totally ; andjitday-break, intelligence .was brought that the whole 
1 army had abandoned the town with precipitation. On receiving 
this joyful news, the garrifon immediately marched into the enemy’s 
quarters, where they found four pieces of artillery, four mortars, and 
a large quantity of ammunition, which they brought in triumph into 
the fort. During the time that the garrilbn were Ihut up in the 
' C c a ' , fort. 
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fort, 45 Europeans and 30 Sepoys were' Tilled, and a greater num- 
ber of both wounded, moft of whom fuffered by the enemy’s mulketry 
from the houfes. .■ ■ ' : ■ 

Thus ended thishiege,.. maintained 5,0 days, under every difad van-r 
tage of'fituation and force, by a handful of men in their firft cam- 
paign, with a fpirit worthy of the moft veteran troops.; /and conducted 
by their young commander with indefatigable adtivity, unfhaken.con- 
ftancy, and undaunted courage : and nofwithftanding he had at this 
time neither read books, or converfed with men capable, of giving 
him much inftrudtion in the military art ; all the refources which he 
employed in the defence, of Arcot,.were fuch as are didtated by the 
beft mafters in the fcience of war. 

In the evening the detachment with captain , Killpatrick entered 
the town, which the army of Raja-faheb no fooner quitted than all 
the troops, lent to his affiftance by different chiefs, returned: to their 
homes, and there remained with him only thole which had been de- 
tached by his father from Tritchinopoly. With thefe and the French 
he retired to Yelore,. and pitching his camp clofe to the eaftern fide 
of the town, fortified it with ftrong entrenchments.. Captain Clive 
leaving captain Killpatrick with a garrifon in the fort, took the field 
on the 19th of November, with 200 Europeans, 700 Sepoys, and three 
field pieces, and marched, to Timerv, which, the governor now liir- 
rendered on the firft lummons : a fmall garrifon was left in this place, 
and the army returned and encamped near the welfern fide of the 
city, waiting to be joined by the jVlorattoes. Of thefe 5000 horfe, 
with Morari-row at their head, had proceeded to the louthward, and 
1 000 under the command of Bafto-row, a nephew of Morari-row, 
remained to affift captain Clive; but,- inftead of joining him imrnedh 
ately, they employed themfelves fome days in plundering the country. 
As they lay encamped with great negligence within a Ihort march of 
Veiore, the French troops with Raja-faheb attacked them with fuc- 
cefs in the night, killed 40 or 50 of their horfes, and plundered their 
camp. After this defeat ...they came to .the Englilh. camp, and in- 
treated captain Clive to march to the place where they had differed, 
in hopes of recovering their lols. ’ Their requeft was complied with 
. to keep them in temper ; but nothing was recovered, for the enemy 

had 
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Lad carried cj and fecured the booty. At this time intelligence u os 
received that a party of European* irom Pondicherry were approach- 
ing cowan 1 * Arm, a thong foie floated about 20 rnilu* to the fbuth 
or Arcot; on which captain Ch.civqucdcd Uuin-rnw to accompany 
him a ith hi* troop* tojntcrccpt thc.n before they thjuld join K ija- 
faheh. The Morattoc teeing no probability of acquiring plunder, rc- 
fufed lui affidancc, and the Koghih marched without him; but 
hearing that the french part) h xf retreated to Cluttapet, returned 
to their dation nc3r Arcot* Two or three days utter, Maju-faheb 
quitted bis encampment near Vclorc, and in the night made a forced 
march to Arm, where he was joined by the patty from Chitlapet* 
The Morattoc* ilill continued unwilling to accompany the Englifli in 
qued of the euemy : hut, hearing from their fpics tii it the enemy ’s re* 
inforcement had brought a large fum of money for !{ ijvfahcb, Uafin* 
row now tvprcflcd as much engerneft to march agninrt him as he had 
hitherto tln/wii xcluttancc. '1 he tioops immediately moved; but 
the Morattoc was not able to alfcmblc more than 600 of his horfcmcn # 
the red being employed in their utual cxcutnoti). 'I he next alter* 
noon, by a* forced march of 20 miles, the army came in fight of the 
enemy, juft as they were preparing to croft the river winch runs to 
the north of Arm. The enemy, encouraged by the fiipcnonty of 1 
their force, which conltftcd of 300 Europeans, 2000 horfc, and 2500 | 
Sepoys, with lour field pieces, immediately formal, and returned to 
meet them. CuptamChvc halted to receive them m an advantageous 
pod: the Murattocs were datioiicd m a grove of palm trees to the 
left; the ScjKiys in a village to the right; and the Europeans, with 
the field piece*, in the center, in an open ground, which extended 
about three hundred yards between the grove ami the village ; m the _ 
front were nee fields, which at this time of the year were very 
fwampy, and the approach of the enemy’s cannon would have been 
impracticable, had there not been a caufcuay leading to the village 
on the right. The french troops, with about 1500 Scjioys, and 
their artillery, marched along tile caufcuay ; and the horfc, amongd 
which the reft of the Sepoys were mtcrfpcrfcd, moved in a fepirute f 
body to the left, and attacked the Morattoc* in the grov c fume time * 
before the other wing was engaged any other way than by cannonading 

at 
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at a diftance. The Morattoes fought in a manner peculiar to them- 
felves : their cavaliy were armed with fabres, and every horfeman 
was clofely accompanied by a man on foot, armed with a fword and a 
large club ; and fome inftead of a club carried a fhort ftrong fpear : if 
a horfe was killed and the rider remained unhurt, he immediately 
began to a< 5 t on foot ; and if ‘the rider fell, and the horfe efcaped, he 
was immediately mounted, and preffed on again to the charge by the 
firft foot-man who could feize him. v Notwithstanding the difference 
of numbers, and the advantage of the enemy’s difpofition, they be- 
haved with great lpirit, and made five fucceffive charges, in every one 
of which they were repulfed by the fire of the enemy’s Sepoys. In 
the mean time the other wing advanced .towards the village; but 
their line of march along the caufeway was fo much galled and en- 
filaded by the Englifh field pieces, that all but the artillery-men with 
the cannon, and two or three platoons to fupport them, quitted the 
caufeway, and formed in the rice fields an extenfive front, which 
reached almoft to the grove, where their cavalry were engaged, who 
imagined that this motion was made to reinforce them. Upon this 
change in their difpofition, two field pieces were fent to fupport the 
Morattoes ; and the Sepoys, with two platoons of Eui opeans, were 
ordered to fally from the village and attack the enemy’s artillery. This 
, unexpedted motion terrified thofe who remained to defend the cannon 
i fo much, that they immediately began to draw them off and retreat. 
Their example was followed by the Sepoys in the rice fields, and the 
retreat of thefe immediately difpirited the horfe and foot fighting at 
the grove, who had fuffered'from the two field pieces fent thither; and 
this whole wing gave way and retreated likewife, purlued by the Mo- 
rattoes. Capt v Clive, with his infantry and field pieces, advanced 
along the caufeway in purfuit of the enemy, who made a hand at / 
three different choultries in their rout, but were beaten out of each 
of them ; when night coming on, the purluit ceafed. About 50 of 
the French, and 150 of the enemy’s cavalry and ^Sepoys, were either 
killed or wounded in the action. The Englifh loft no European, 
and only eight Sepoys; but of the Morattoes about fifty were either 
killed or difabled. 

The enemy continuing their retreat, croffed the river, and entered 
8 the 
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the tow n of Ann : v Jiich at midnight they quitted in great difordcr, i J 
iiftcmfing to make the left- of their way taGingee; and the next c " 
morning the E.iglilh entered tlic town, in winch they found many 
tents, and a large quantity of baggage. The Morattocs fet out in 
purfuitof the cnernv, ami, before night, returned with 400 horfes, 
and Raja-fitheb’s military chtft, in which they found 1 00,000 rupees. 

A great number oF the cnenn’s Sc pins came and offered their icr- 
\ice to captain Clive, who eulitled as many as brought good arms; 
of whom tlic number amounted tojSqo^ Receiving intelligence from 
them that Ruja-fahcb had depofited feme valuable ifiefls in the fort of 
Amj, he luminoned the governor to deliver them up, together with 
**his fort ; who, after fomc altercations, feut out an elephant and 15 
horfes, with a great quantity of baggage, and agreed to take the oath 
of fealty to Ahho mcd-allv^but refufed to lurrcnder his fort; which 
the army, having no battering cannon, was not in a condition to 
attack. 

The French, during the fiegc of Arcot, had again taken poflcffiou 
of the great pagoda of .Cottjeveram, and placed in it a garrifoii of 
30 Europeans and 300 Sepoys, who from hence interrupted the com- 
munication bctvv ecn Arcot and Mad rafs, ami had fijrpriacd a party 
of difabled men, returning from the fiegc. Atnongft thefe were the 
officers Reve l and GUIs, to whom the French gav c quarter, after they 
had murdered five or fix Europeans as they lay in their litters without 
arms, and incapable of making refinance. Captain Clive determined* 
to avail himfclf • of the ^dijjirrfion of Raja-faheb’s force st q_rcd uce Con- 
jeveram ; and two or three dajs after his victory, marched thither at the 
head of his own force : for Hafin-rovv, in obedience to orders which he 
bad received from his uncle, proceeded with the Morattocs from Arni 
to Tritebinopoly. The French officer at Conjev cram was fummoned 
_ to furreuder ; and none of the garriion underfhuulmg the EugUtU 
language, he ordered his prifbuerS, Revel and GUIs, to’ write a 
letter, arid acquaint captain Clive, that he intended to expofe them 
on the walls, if the pagoda was attacked. They wrote this, but 
added, that they hoped no regard to their fafety would induce him 
to difeontinue his opciations againft the place. ‘The army waited fome 
days for two 18 pounders, which were coming from Madrafs ; and 
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as foon as they arrived began to batter in breach at the diftnncc of 
200 yards : the enemy had no cannon, but fired very final tly with their 
mulketry, which killed feveral men at the battery, and lieutenant 
Bulkley, reconnoitering the pagoda over a garden- wall in company 
with captain Clive, was fhot through the head dole by his title. The 
wall refilled three days before it began to give way, when the gar- 
rifon, confcious of their demerits, and dreading the juft reJentment 
of thc'Englilh, abandoned the pagoda in the night, but left behind 
the two pri (oners. After ruining the defences of Conjcvcram, cap- 
tain Clive lent 300 Europeans and 500 Sepoys to Arcot, and returned 
in the middle of December with the reft to Madrafs; from whence 
he went to Fort St. David, to give an account of his campaign to 
the prefidency. 

During thefe luccelVes in the province of Arcot, Chunda-litheb 
beleaguered Tritchinopoly. The French battalion fixed their quar- 
ters at a village called Chuckly-pollam, on the fouthern bank of the 
Caveri, about two miles and a half from the eaft fide of the town. 
The troops of Chunda-faheb, for the convenience of water, encamped 
likevvife along the bank of the river, and to the eaftward of Chuckle- 
pollam, which poll fecurcd one of the flanks of their camp, and at the 
other extremityof it, three miles diftant, they railed a redoubt, on which 
they mounted two pieces of cannon. The French, on whom the ope- 
rations of the fiege principally depended, lent to their fettlement of Ka- 
ricalforatrainof battering artillery ; and in the beginning of September 
they raifed their principal battery a little to the louth of the north-caft 
angle of the town, and at the diftance of 1200 yards from the walls. 
To fave the fatigue of carrying 011 trenches between this poll; and the 
camp, they afterwards made the battery a regular redoubt, by inclofing 
it on both flanks and in the rear with a parapet and a deep ditch ; here 
they mounted three 8 pounders, and three mortars, which were defended 
by aconftantguard of 100 Europeans and 409 Sepoys. .They likevvife 
mounted two 18 pounders on a rock, which has ever fince obtained 
the name of the French rock, and is fituated about 2000 yards directly 
eaft from the fouth-eaft angle of the town ; they alfo railed a battery of 
two guns on the iflaijd of Seringham, from which they fired acrois 
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the Caveri at the' northern gate of the city, to interrupt the com- 
munication of the inhabitants with the river; thcle guns, as well as 
thole on the French rock, were at too great a diftancc to make any 
imprefiion on the walls. By thefe works alone they hoped to reduce 
the city ; the infufliciency of them icon railed in tile Englifli battalion 
a contpmpt of their courage and military abilities, and it was now 
that they began to be aflumed of having retreated before luch an 
cncm> ; and judging, as ulual, from c\ cnt3, to blame their commander 
for an excels of caution in his retreat, of w inch their own panicks had 
been the principal caufc : for captain Gingen was undoubtedly a 
man of courage, and had feen much Icrvicc in Europe ; but having 
had no experience agamft an Indian army, fell into the error of 
imagining that the cavalry of Chunda-faheb would aft with all the 
vigour of which their number and appearance feemed capable. IBs 
prudence, if improper before, became abfolutcly ucceflary now, as 
the French bad taken pofleflion of pods in which they could do no 
harm to the town, but from which they could not be driven without 
great lofsi he therefore determined to prclcrvc his men, wluld the 
enemy fatigued their troops and exhaufted their ammunition to no 
purpolc : and in tins intention he kept the g routed part of the bat- 
talion and Sepoys encamped clofc to the wedern fide of the town, 
where they were out of the reach of annoyance. 

To lave that part of the wall againft which the enemy's principal 
battery fired, a glacis was railed ,to fitch a height as left nothing but 
the parapet expo fed ; and! the- grenadiers, commanded by captain 
Dalton, were poded belli wj this glacis : an entrenchment was flung 
up between the French rock and the (outh-caft angle of the town, m 
which the company of CofTre^a were poded, to protect from fill prizes 
the Nabob’s cavalry encamped to the fouth ; and to oppofc the enemy’s 
battery in the ifland, two guns' were mounted clofc to the Joutheriii 
batik of the river. ( 

To infilude thefe, the French mounted two guns on the fame fide! 
of, the rivci ; but were one night driven from this pod by captahil 
Dalton : they, a few day3 after, furprized the Englifli entrenchment 1 
oppofite to the French rock, and carried olf the captain and nuns' 
D d i - - Coflxccs ;> 
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treaty by his oath, ami the Dalaway determined to affift him with 
efficacy. In confluence of this negotiation, a patty Q*f feventy v 
hortcm.cn arrived at Tritchitiopoly in the beginning of October from 
Scringapatnam, the capital of M) tore. They brought the hundred 
thoufaud rupees : great rcfpccl was (hewn to their officer ; ami the 
-day after his arrival a (kirmifh happened, which, although inconfidcr- 
ablc, gave him a favourable opinion of tire Nabob’s European allies; 

A platoon, with two or three companies of Sepoys, were lent to cut 
down wood at a gro\ c fituated about a mile and a half ibulh-cafl from 
the city. The enemy having intelligence of this detachment, lent 
a large body of cavalry to cut off their retreat : their march being 
difeovered from the rock in the city, the grenadiers, with fomc Se- 
poys, and one field piece, were lent to fupport the firfl party, and the 
troop of Myforcans accompanied them. Captain Dalton meeting 
the wood*carts loaded, ordered them to proceed to the town by a dif- 
tant road, and forming the two panics into one column, with the 
field piece in front, matched towards the enemy, inflcad of returning 
direfUy to the city, He firfl met the French dragoons, who halted 
on a fmall eminence to reconnoitre, and waited there until they re- 
ceived the fire of a platoon, on which they retreated to bring up the 
body of Chunda-faheb’s cavalry, who remained at feme diflance in 
the rear. Thefe came up fomc time after at full fpcctl, flourifhing 
their fwords, and made a ludt within point blank fhot, to draw tho 
fire of the Englilh troops before they charged ; but captaiu-Dalton 
ordered his men to prefen c it, and wait with fixed baronets 111 dole 
order. The field piece alone was fired, and the firfl (hot demounted 
three Moors, and a few more difeharges put tho whole body to flight. 
They left 22 horfes killed on the plain, and the Myfareans took five 
priftmers, together with their, horfc3 ; which at their return, a few 
da>3 after, they carried in a kind of triumph to their own country. 

The Flench continued to bombard the town without any change 
in their pofition ; and in the latte: 1 end Of November the king of My- 

fotdaarmy be gan to a fl cmblc at Car oor, fituated about 50 miles from 

Tritchinopoiy, and 5 miles to the fouth of the Caveri ; he hkewife 
took into his pay 60 00 Morattocs, under. t hfi.command of Mornrl.rmv, 
often mentioned in this hifiory : 1000 of them were fent to fecond 
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the efforts of captain Clive in the Arcot province ; and in the begin- 
ning of December, 500 under the command of Jnnis-Khan, a bra\e 
and a<ftive officer, came to Tritchinopoly. The day after their arrival, 
they went boldly to reconnoitre the plain, where none of the Nabob’s 
difpirited cavalry had ever ventured to drew themfelves, and finding a 
ffnall detached camp of about 200 horfe, which had lain four months 
unmolefted near the French lock, they rode into it fword in hand, 
and brought off every thing they found with the greateft compolure, 
fhewing no fear at the fwarms of Chunda-faheb’s cavalry, who 
mounted and marched towards them from their principal camp. 

After this exploit, the Morattoes went out feverai days fuc- 
ceffively to reconnoitre ;• and Innis-Khan having obferved that the 
French dragoons were much more alert than any of Chunda-faheb’s 
cavalry, mounting and advancing' 'on every alarm, he formed the 
defign of drawing them into an'ambufcade ; and having communi- 
cated his plan to captain Gingen, a party' of Europeans, with two 
field pieces, were detached before day, who entering a large ‘ and 
deep water-courfe, which runs acrofs the plain to the fouth of the 
city, concealed themfelves in it, within 400 yards of the French 
rock, and at the fame time Innis-IChan, with 300 horfemen, marched 
out fiom his encampment on the weft fide of the- town. The 'fur- 
face of the plain round Tritchinopoly is ‘very uneven, and full of 
hollow ways. The Morattoe taking a large circuit, placed his men 
in a hollow, where, when difmounted, they could not be perceived 
either from the French rock or that in the city.- Every thing re- 
mained quiet in both camps until noon, when 40 Morattoes, mounted 
on the beft horfes, fet out from the camp, and keeping out of cannon- 
fhot of the French rock, proceeded to the eaftward of it, and then 
galloped fwoid in hand directly to’ the enemy’s camp, where they 
made no fmail hurry and confufion, either cutting down or driving all 
the foragers they met, quite up to the tents. This provoking the 
French, 60 dragoons fallied, and were followed flowly by 400 of 
Chunda-faheb’s cavalry. The Morattoes retreated leifurely before 
them, halting as they halted, but always keeping at the diftance of 
mufket-fhot from them : and in this manner they led the enemy as far

as the French rock, when Mr. Pilchard, a brave officer, exafperated 
at the repeated defiances of luch a handful of men, formed his, troop, 
and leaving the Moorifli cavalry, let out in pur lint of them at full 
jpetd.' They now flew before the dragoons, until they had led them 
jnfcnftbly out of the reach of the French artillery on the rock, and 
.hc)Otid their own party in umbufeade; when thefe mounting in an 
infant, fattied from the hollow way, and charged the dragoons im- 
nctuoufly in the rear, vvhiUfc the flying party wheeling, attacked them 
with equal fury in front. The nftion teas over in an inflnnt; the 
French had only time to dilchargc a, few pifloh, and were all cut to 
pieces, excepting i o, \\ ho had not been able to keep up with the reft. 
The detachment of Chunda-lahcb’s cavalry, either from covvat dice, or 
fufpicion of the ftfatagem, never ftirred from the reek ; but the officer 
who commanded in that poft detached too men to fuccour his un- 
fortunate friends. Lieutenant Trufler, polled in the entrenchment 
oppofitc the rock, feeing them march, and not knowing the fuccels 
of the Morattocs, immediately advanced with the company of Coflrecs 
to oblige the party to return, who finding all loft on the plain, 
haflened back and lived the rock, which Trufler was on the point of 
carrying. The fucccfs of this ambulcadc dilpirited the enemy Co 
much, that they fufFered their dead to lay on the plain without ven- 
turing out to bury them ; and when, two days after, the Englifli 
.went to perform this charitable office, they found the bodies devoured 
by the jackals. 

.. The Morattocs, on the other hand, were lo much elevated, and 
> conceived Co dcfpicablc an opinion of the enemy, that they prefled 
{‘.their allies to march out and oiler them battle : promifing, thatif tire 
1 EuglUh battalion would engage -the Ft each, they would prevent it 
from being incommoded by Chunda-lahcb’s cavalry, although thefe 
were 12,000, and they thcmfeUcs only 500. The rcafouable ob- 
jections made to this hardy_ propofal latisficd them, until the arrival 
ofJBafin-rovv with _hia,body,jDf .1000 men from the Arcot country, 
when thinking that this reinforcement rendered them a full match 
for the enemy, they alpired at the glory of fimflfmg the war tlicm- 
felvcs, and became more and more follicitous for 'a general engage- 
. . - meat. 
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I751. ment, in which they promifed to charge the French battalion on both 
flanks; finding that the Englilh ftill declined to put any thing to 
rifque until the arrival of the My tore army, and of a reinforcement 
expc&ed from Fort St. David, they did not fcruplc to tell tliem, that 
they were not the lame kind of men as thole they had fecn fighting 
fo gallantly at Arcot. 

In the mean time the army of My lore, with 4000 Moralises under 
Morari-row, had alTombled on the frontier of Curoor; and the regent, 
after many delays, at lnft yielded to the prefiing Ibllicitaiioru cf the 
Nabob, and prepared to march to TritchinopoJy ; when the enemy 
having intelligence of his intention, ventured to detach a ft long party 
of Europeans, cavalry and Sepoys, to the village of Kiftuavar«ni, 
fituated 30 miles to the weft of the city in the high road to My lore: 
they found the place, although fortified, without a garrilbn ; and as 
foon as they were in pofTeflion of it, began to improve the lAiaaceo, 
fpreading a report, that if the Mylbrcans oiibred to-move, they .vuuld 
attack them, and afterwards pillage their country. This fin pped the 
regent’s march, and he wrote to the Nabob deliring that a r . - -ug party 
of Europeans might be lent to his afliftnneo without delay, as he was 
utterly ignorant of the manner in which he ought to conduct himfeif 
againft white men who fought with mulketry and cannon. 

Lieutenant Trufler was detached on this lerviccwiih 40 Europeans 
and roo Sepoys ; but it foon appearing that this force was infufficient, 
captain Cope proceeded with zoo more Europeans and two Irnall field 
pieces. Fie was inftru&cc! to diflodge the enemy at all events, and 
, found’ them polled in a much ftrouger fituation than he expected. 
The village was inclofed by a mud wall, flanked by round towers, 

, and in the center of it was, a fort : the northern fide was dole to the 
hank of the Caveri, and the other fides were furrounded by a deep 
morafs, paflable only in one part to the weftward ; to defend which, 
the French had flung up on an eminence an entrenchment at the dif- 
iance of gun-lhot from the village. Captain Cope encamped to the 
weft of this eminence, which he intended to attack before day-break, - 
but by Come miftake the troops were not ready before the fun was 
rifen, by which time the enemy had reinforced the poll, and had lined 

fevcral 
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fcverrtl banks, and water-courfes leading to it with Sepoys : he never- 
thclefs , periifted in his intention i but the forlorn-hope coming to, a 
' bank which, fheltercd them from the enemy’s fire, could not be pre- 
vailed an to advance beyond it, and this example was followed by the 
reft-* Lieutenant Felix received a fhot through the bod), as he flood 
encouraging them on the top of the bank ; 1 and foon after, captain 
Cope,’ returning with a. platoon from the icfervc, was mortally; 
wounded : on which difaflers the whole party ictreated to their carnp> 
in d border. 

. Captain Dalton wasfent from Trilchmopoly to take the command, 
, and found the detachment joined by the \ an of the Myiore army; and 
two days after the regent himlelf cameup with the reft; the whole cou- 
fifted of 12,000 horle and 8,000 foot, including the Mojattoes, He 
immediately defired a conference with captain Dalton, whom- he re- 
ceived with great politenefs, admit Ing, not without aftonifhment, the 
martial appearance and regulaiity of the EngUfh troops ; and forming 
naturally the fame high opinion of the French, he declared, that he 
1 fhould neither expofe his men, nor lofe time, in attacking them, but 
proceed at midnight with half the army dire&Iy to Tritchinopoly by 
another road at fome diftance on the plain, leaving the reft with cap- 
tain Dalton, whom he requefted to divert the enemy’s attention by a 
falfe attack until He was out of the reach of danger : and, not content 
with thefe precautions, he defired that fome Europeans might accom- 
pany him as a fafeguard to his perfbn. Thefe difpofitions anflvering 
the purpofe for which the detachment was fent, captain Dalton en~ 
' couraged him in his refolution, and at midnight began to fkirmifli 
againft the enemy’s pofts, which he kept alarmed until morning, by 
• which time the rear of the regent's divifion was out of fight. This fer- 
vice proved to be much more neceffary than it firft appeared to be : for. 
fuch was thejmilitarj ignorance.of the M>Xoreans,_that they were dif- 
cov eredin th e night pafling over the plain \yith tenthoufand lights, jis 
if they had been marching in the procefiion ofan India/1 wedding. 

Thenext day the 1 eft of their army proceeded, defiring captain Dalton, 
to remain before the village until they were out of fight, and promifedi 
to halt and wait for him ; but they were no fooner out of danger than 
they hurried away to j oin the regent. Somohour s after, the Englifh d e- 
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752. tachment decamped, and paffing by Kiftnavaram without tnoleffation- 
from the garrifbn, returned to Tritchinopoly, where they arrived onthe* 
6th of February, and the French foon after recalled their detachment. 

The junction of. the Myforeans determined the king of. Tanjore 
to declare for the Nabob; and loon after then - arrival he fent to 
Tritchinopoly 3000 horfe and 2000 foot under the command of his 
general Monack-jee. The Polygar Tondiman, whole country lies 
between Tanjore and Madura, likewife lent 400 horfe and 3000 
Colleries : thefe are a people, who, under feveral petty chiefs, inhabit 
the woods between Tritchinopoly and Cape Comorin ; their name -in 
their own language fignifies Thieves, and juftly defcribes their ge- 
neral character, which however has differences in different parts of 
the country. Thofe to the north of Madura are almoft favage : their 
weapon is a pike 18 feet long, with which they creep along the 
ground, and ufe it with great addrefs in ambufcades ; but the prin- 
cipal fervice they render to an army is, by healing or killing the 
horfes of the enemy’s camp. .Thus the force of MaHomed-ally be- 
came on a hidden fuperior to that of Chunda-faheb ; for the troops 
of his allies joined to his own, formed a body of 20,000 cavalry, 
6000 of which were Morattoes, and of 20,000 infantry. The army 
of Chunda-faheb had likewife fince their arrival before Tritchinopoly, 
been augmented to 15,000 horfe and 20,000 foot, by the junction of 
1 3000 horfe commanded by Allum-IChan, the governor of Madura, 
and of 4000 Peons and Colleries belonging to the Polygar, Mora- 
war, whofe country lies to the fouth of the kingdom of Tanjore. 
The king of Myfore, impatient to be put in poffeffion of the places 
which Mahomed-ally had agreed to give up to him in return for his- 
affiftance, preffed the Englifh battalion to make a general attack on 
the enemy with the whole army, and Morari-row, the Morattoe, fc~~ 
conded him very flrongly in this propofal ; but captain Gingen know- 
ing that thefe Indian troops were capable of rendering very little fer- 
vice againfl fortified polls, defended by Europeans, and confidering 
that if the Englifh battalion, on whom the brunt would lay, fhould 
fhffer feverely in thefe attacks, fuch a. lofs would be irreparable, he' 
determined, to wait until he was reinforced by a body of Europeans, 
which were preparing to take the field in the province of Arcot, 
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Here the fcattered troops of Raja faheb no fbouer faw the EnghfR 17 
retire to their garrftans, after the taking of Conje\ eram, than they re- 
aflembled and moved, in the bcgumingof January, down to the fca- 
coaft, carrying their ravages into the company's territory of Poiu- 
malec, where they burnt leveral \illagcs, and plundered the country 
houfes built by the Englilh at the foot of St Thomas s mount after 
thefe hoftihttes, they returned to Conjeveiam, and having repaired 
the damages which the pagoda had fuftained from the Enghlh, 
they garrifbncd it with 300 Sepoys, and then kept the held between 
this place and the fort of Ponamalec, which they (ometimes threatened 
to attack The violences they committed, and the contributions 
they levied, impaired the Nabob s as well as the Company’s revenues 
fo much, that the presidency determined to make an effort, with all 
the force they could affcmblc, to reduce this enemy, before they lent 
a reinforcement to Tritchinopol) Captain Ch\c, appointed to this 
fervice, returned in the beginning of February to Madrafs, where, 
whilft he was employed 111 levying Sepoys,* a detachment of ioo Eu- 
ropeans arrived from Bengal with thefe, and Bo more from the 
garnfon of Madrafs, he took the field the sad of February, and was 
the fame day joined by aoo Europeans and 500 Sejio)s from the gar- 
rifon of Arcot His whole force united confifted of 380 Europeans, f 
• 1 300 Sepoys with li\ field pieces the enemy were 2500 horlc, 200Q ' 

Sepoys, and 400 Europeans, w ith a large tram of artillery and, not- 
withftandmg this iupeuont), they no iooner heard of the preparations 
that the Englifli were making to attack them, than they fortified 
themlelves ftrongly in their camp at Vcndal ore, a village fituated 
about 25 miles fouth weft of Madrafs Captain Chve marched to- 
wards them with an intent of attacking their camp by furprizc in 
the rear , but had not proceeded fai before he received information 
that they had fuddcnly abandoned ir, and had difperfed w ith the ap- 
pearance of people terrificdjw fome difaft er, mfomuch that it was be- 
lieved they had received news of lome bad iucceh at Ti ritchinopoly, 
and were hurrying thither to reinfoice the army of Chunda laheb 
The Enghfti however continued their maich, and took pofiefiion of 
the ground the enemy had quitted, where, fome hours after, intelli- 
gence was received, that all the difperied parties weic re united at 
E e Conjevenm 
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Conjeveram. It was then not doubted that they had received advice 
of the weaknefs of the garrifon at-Arcot ; and that they intended to 
take advantage of it by making a fudden afiault on the fort. Captain 
Clive therefore made a forced march of 20 miles to Conjeveram,- 
where the garrifon of the pagoda furrendered on the fir ft fummons ; 
and a few hours after, the conjecture which had been made of the 
enemy’s intentions was verified by news that they were in full march 
towards Arcot. . The troops weie too much fatigued to follow them” 
immediately, but the next day took the fame rout ; and on their march, 
a letter was received from the commanding officer at Arcot, advifing* 
that they had entered the town, and fitirmifhed againft the fort with 
mufketry for leveral hours in expedition that the gates would have 
been opened to them by two officers of the Englifh Sepoys, with 
whom they had carried on a correfpondence ; but that the plot had 
been difcovered, and the enemy finding their fignals not anfvvered, had 
quitted the city with precipitation, and it was not yet known what 
rout they had taken. In this uncertainty it was determined to haften 
to Arcot. 

The army arrived in fight of Covrepauk at fiin-fet, when the van 
marching in the high road without fufpicion, were fired upon from 
the right at' no greater difiance than 250 yards, by nine pieces of 
cannon. Thefo were the French artillery, polled in a thick grove of 
mango trees, which had a ditch and a bank in front : the fire did 
tome mifehief before it could be either anfvvered or avoided ; but 
luckily there was a water-courfe at a little difiance to the left of the 
road, in which the infantry were ordered to take Ihelter, and the bag-, 
gage to march back half a mile with one of the field pieces and a 
platoon to defend it ; and two field pieces, fupported by a platoon of- 
Europeans with 200 Sepoys, were detached to oppofe'Raja-laheb’s 
.cavalry which appeared extending themfelves on the plain to the left 
of the water-courfe; in the meantime the reft of the artillery, drawn up 
on the right, anfvvered the enemy T s fire from the grove ; the F rench in- 
fantry entered the water-courfe, and advanced along it in a column 
of fix men in front : the Englifh formed in the fame order, and a 
fire was kept up on both fides for two hours, by moon-light, during 
which neither ventured to cpme to the pufh of bayonet. The enemy’s 
3' _ cavalry 
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cavalry made feveral unfucccfsful attacks both oa the patty oppofed 
to them, aud the baggage hi the rear : but their artillery in the grove 
being anfwcred only by three pieces of cannon, did execution in pro- 
portion to this fuperiority, and cither killed or difabled fo many of the 
Englilh gunners that prudence feemed to dictate a retreat, unlcls 
their cannon could be taken. Captain Clive did not defpair of this 
ladrefource, and at ten at night lent one Shawlum, a ferjeant, who 
Ipokc the country languages, with a few Sepoys, to reconnoitre : he* 
returned and reported that the enemy had polled no guards in the 
rear of the grove ; on which intelligence 200 of the bell Europeans 
and 400 Sepoys were immediately ordered to proceed thither under 
the command of lieutenant Keene, with Shawlum as their guide. 
Captain Clive himlelf accompanied the detachment half way, and on 
his return found the troops he had left lighting in the water-courle 
fo much dilpirited by the departure of Keene’s detachment, that they 
were on the point of taking flight, and fomc had already run away; 
he, however, not without difficulty, rallied them, aud the firing was 
renewed. In the mean time Keene taking a large circuit, came di- 
ie£Uy oppofitc to the rear of the grove, and halted at the didauce of 
300 )ards from it, whilft enfign Symmonds advanced alone to examine 
the enemy’s difpofition. This officer had not proceeded far before 
Jie came to a deep trench, in which a large body, confiding of all the 
enemy’s Sepojs, whole lervicc had not been demanded in the water- 
courle, were fitting down to avoid the random Ihots of the fight. 
They challenged Symmonds, and prepared at firll to Ihoot him,* but 
deceived by his Ipeahing French, differed him to pals as a French 
officer ; he then went on to the grove, where he perceived, befides 
the men employed at the guns, too Europeans Rationed to dip port 
them, who only kept a look-out towards the field of battle ; and 
palling in his return at a didance to the right of the trench where he 
had found the enem) ’s Sepoys, he 1 cjoined his own detachment ; who 
immediately marched by the lame way he had returned, and entering 
the grove unperceived, gave their fire in a ge’ncral volley at the dis- 
tance of 30 jards. It fell heavy, and adoniflied the enemy lo much 
that they did not leturn a fingle ihot, but in 11 an tly- abandoned their 
E e a guns. 
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* guns, every man endeavouring to fave himfelf by precipitate flight. 
Many of them ran into a choultry in the grove, where they were fo 
crowded together that they were not able to make ufe of their arms. 

• The Englifh drew up before the choultry, and to fpare the impend- 
ing flaughter of their fire, offered quarter, which was accepted with 
joy, and the Frenchmen coming out one by one, as they were ordered, 
delivered up their arms, and were made priforiers. The Englifh 
troops fighting at the water-courfe wei;e immediately convinced of 
the fuccefs of the detachment, by the fudden filence of the enemy’s 
artillery : but the enemy’s infantry remained ignorant of it, and con- 
tinued the fight, until fome of the fugitives from the grove informed 
them of the difafter, on which they immediately took flight, and their - 
horfe difperfed at the fame time. The field being thus cleared, the 
•whole army united, and remained underarms until day-break, when 
they. found themfelves in pofleffion of nine field pieces, three cohorn 
moftars, and 60 European prifoners. They likewife counted 50 dead 

. on the field, and not lefs than 300 Sepoys : for the enemy had ex- 
pofed thefe troops more freely than the others. Of the Englifh, 40 • 
Europeans and 30 Sepoys were killed, and a great number of • both ■ 
wounded. . , . , 

Part of the fugitives took fhelter in the neighbouring fort of Covre- 
pauk, which was fummoned to furrender ; but the governor returned 
anfwer, that the troops of Raja-faheb were much more 'numerous- 
than his garrifon, and, contrary to his inclination, intended to de- 
fend the fort : a detachment was therefore fent to inveft it, but - 
before they arrived the fugitives abandoned it, upon which he' fub- - 
mitted. ’ i 

From hence the troops proceeded to Arcot, and the next day 
marched towards Velore, not in expectation of reducing the place, but 
, in hopes that fome hoftilities would induce Mortiz-ally to pay a con- 
| tribution, or at lead: to deliver up the elephants and baggage, which 
Raja-faheb had depofited in his fort foon after he had railed the fiege 
of Arcot; but before the troops came in fight of Velore, captain' . 
Clive received an order from the prefidency of Fort St. David, to 
repair thither with all his force, for it was now determined to fend 

them 
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^jhcm to Tritehinopoly. I le therefore changed his rouf, ami march- 
ing acrols the country, came to die Ipet where Nazir-jing had been 
killed: here he found a riling town projected hv the vanity of Mr. 
Duplciv to commemorate that dctcllablc aftiun, and called Duplclx- 
. lfajtc.ibad, or the town of Duplcix’s viflpry: it it laid, that he vvas 
preparing a column, with a pomj»ou$ imeription in* the French, 
Malabar, Per lie, and ludollan languages, which he intended to croft 
in the middle of die town, where he lud already cau fed coin* flruck 
with lymbol* of tile vidory to be buried. The troops did not <juic 
this place until they had razed to the ground all that uav crcftcd, 
after which they proceeded to Post SC David. During the whole 
march they no where met a linglc fijuadron of the enemy's troops. 
'Hie defeat at Cowepauk tucceeding to their former dilgniccs, in- 
tircly broke their force as well as their fpirits: their horfe either 
dilbanded, or took fcrvicc with die governor* in the provinces who 
dill acknowledged Chunda-Cthcb ; and t);c French troops and Scjkijs 
- were recalled to Po.idiclicrry, where Mr. Duplcix was fo'inecnied 
^agaiaflKaia.lahcb, that lie would not fuller him for fcvcral days.to 
appear in liis prcfcncc. Thus die EngliJh luccclTcs in the Carnatic 
recovered to Mahomal-aUy an extent of country jo miles in breadth 
aml6o in length, the annual revenues of which,, including that of 
the famous pagoda at Tripclti, amounted to 400,000 jiagodas. ! 

Three dap after their arrival at Fort St. David, the noopv were 
ready to ukc the field again under the command of captain Clive, 
when, on the 13th of March, Major Law re nee ai rived fimn England,., 
and two da) 3 after put himfclf at the head of the detachment. It 
I confided of 400 Europeans and 1 too Sepoys, with eight field pieces, 
l ud.'/A a. Uc-ge. Cfvwsjty af wdliuc^ (Wes, w,jjw.hwi 

^the king of Tanjorc’s country townids Tritchinopoly. 

Here the Mjlbrcaris and Morattocs were fir much difplealed with 
the precaution of‘ captain Cingcu, who confiantlv re filial to attack 
the enemy’s polls before he was Joined by die expelled rcinforce- 

i ment, that the Dalaway of M) fore, difiicflcd by the great c.xpcuccs 
of his army, had more than once been on the point of returning to 
his own country : however, him tire Nabob appealed, by making 
‘ * ' over 
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1752. .over the revenues of all the difiri&s which had been recovered fince 
' his arrival: but Morari-rovv was lo exafperated by this inactivity, 
which deprived his troops of opportunities to get plunder, and re- 
moved the profpeCf of more important acquifitions, which he expected 
from this war, that he meditated defection, and began to treat with 
Chunda-laheb. 

Both armies were equally lbllicitous of the fate of the approaching 
reinforcement, and Mr. Dupleix lent repeated orders to Mr. Law, 
who commanded the French battalion, to intercept them at all events. 
They arrived on the 26th of March at a fort belonging to the king 
of Tanjore, within 20' miles of Tritchinopoly ; where they depofited 
fiich part of the ftores, as would have retarded their march and cra- 
baraffed their operations. The next day proceeding along die high 
road, which pafleth within point blank fhot of Coiladdy, major Law- 
rence received intelligence that the enemy had ported at this fort a 
rtroug party with artillery : on which he ordered his guides to look 
out for another road ; but they, by fome mi flake, led him within 
reach of the very (pot. he wanted to avoid, and the troops were un- 
expectedly fired upon by fix pieces of cannon from acrofs the Caveri. 
To divert this fire from the baggage, among which it created no fmall 
confufion, it was anfwered from the rear divifion of guns confiding of 
four field pieces, fupported by 100 Europeans, under the command of 
captain Clive, whilft the line marched on inclining to the left, which 
direction foon brought them out of the enemy’s reach, but not before 
20 Europeans were killed. They then halted, and were joined by 
the rear divifion, after which they continued their march without 
meeting any farther interruption, and in the evening halted within 
10 miles of Tritchinopoly. From hence captain Gingen detached 
in the night 1 00 Europeans, with 50 dragoons, who joined the re- 
inforcement before morning ; and at day-break captain Dalton was 
likewife detached from the city'with his own company of grenadiers, 
and another of the battalion, in all 200 Europeans, 400 Sepoys, and 
four field pieces, who were ordered to lie at a rock called the Sugar- 
loaf, about three miles fouth of the French rock, from whence they 
were to join the reinforcement, as foon as it came in fight. 

In ‘ 
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In the mean time the major advanced towards ElimUcrum. This 
is a rock with a fortified 'pagoda on the fummit, where the- French 
had mounted cannon : it is fituated three miles to the fouth-eaft of 
the French rock ; and between thefe; two polls the greateft part of 
the enemy’s army j were drawn up in order of (battle F the reft were 
in a line which extended from the French rock to the village of 
Chucklypollam by the river fide. ’ The roajor,Jnformcd 'of this dif- 
politico, made to furround him if he palled to the north of Elimife- 
rum, directed his march to the louth of it : and before he came in 
fight of the enemy, the whole of the confederate troops, employed for 
the Nabob, were in the field, and by their 'appearance deterred the 
enemy from making any detachments to attack the major. At noon, 
captain Dalton’s part), with the Myforeans and the Nabob’s troops^ • 
met him half-way between EHmilerum and the fugar-loaf-rock, 
wkilft Moran-row with the Morattoes remained ikirm filling faintly 
with the enemy. ' 1 

The fun linking excc/fivcly hot, the troops were ordered to halt 
and refrelh themfelvcs ; but m lcls than half an hour the Icoutscame 
in at full fpced, bringing intelligence that the whole of the enemy’s 
army was advancing, and that the fire of their cannon had put the 
Morattoes to flight : thefe loon after came up, and forming with the 
reft of the allies in the rear of the Europeans and Sepoys, followed 
them “flow ly at a diftanec. 

Captain Clive having reconnoitred the enemy,* reported, that 
there was a large choultry, with lome Hone buildings, not far from the 
front of the French battalion, which they, bufied in forming their 
line, had neglefited to take poflefiion of. On this advice he was or- 
dered to proceed with the firft divifion of artillery, fupported by the | 
grenadiers, as fart as portihfe to thgjflfrouftfy, whiff? the rert of the J 
column moved up flovvly in regular order. The enemy, inrtead of 
fending forward a detachment to prevent them, contented themfehes 
with cannonading as their battalion advanced, which had approached 
within 800 yards of the choultry by the time the Englirti detachment 
arrived there ; and now made a puffi agamft their artillery, which 
was lo well pointed, that it kept them at a diftance until the reft of 
the battalion and Sepoys came up. The confederate troop’, unwil- 
ling to expofe their horfes to a cannonade, halted at a diftance j but 
s thofe 
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thofe of Chunda-faheb, commanded by Allum-Khan, the governor* of 
Madura, kept clofe to the rear of the French. A cannonade enfued, 
the hotted: without doubt, for the time it lafted, that had' ever been 
feen on the plains of Indoftan; for the^ French fired from 22 pieces 
of cannon and the Englifh from nine; Such of the.Englifh troops 
as were not employed at the guns found fhelter behind the choultry 
and the buildings near it, whilft the whole of the enemy’s army Food 
expofed oh the open plain, fuffering in proportion to this difadvantage. 
The French battalion in half an hour began to’ waver, and drew off 
their guns to a greater diftance, upon which the Englifh advanced 
their artillery, and the men of the battalion who fupported them 
were ordered to lit down with their- arms grounded ; by which pre- 
caution many lives were faved. They ftill continued to retreat, but 
Chunda-faheb’s cavalry kept their ground for fome time, and fuftained , 
the cannonade with much more firmnefs than had ever been' ob- 
ferved in the troops of India : they were fpirited by the example of 
their commander,- Allum-Khan, whofe head was at length taken off 
by a cannon-ball, as he was encouraging them to advance on which 
dilafter they gave way and retreated likewife. The Captains , Clive 
and Dalton continuing to advance with the fir ft divilion of artillery, 
followed the French, who flung themfelves into a great water-courfe 
near the 1* rcnch rock, where they were on the point of being enfiladed 
by a fire that would have made great havock amongft them ; 
when Major Lawrence, fatisfied with the advantages that had 
been gained, and unwilling to expofe the men to more fatigue 
under fuch a burning fun, ordered the purfuit to ceafe. Seven men 
of the battalion were (truck dead by the heat, and 14 were killed or 
diiabled by the cannonade. The French loft about 40 men; and 
300 of Chunda-faheb’s troops, with 285 horles and an elephant, were 
found dead on the plain. The fuccefs of this day might have been 
much greater, had the confederate troops behaved with common ac- 
r :v :ty, in ft cad of which they remained at a diftance, idle fpedlators, 
nor could they be prevailed on to make a tingle charge, even when the 
enemy’s cavalry retreated. This inaction proceeded not from want 
of bravery, hut trom the treachery of Morari-row, who being at this 
v.u.c m treaty with Chunda-faheb, was unwilling to bring his Morat- 
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toes to ad ion 5 and fuch was the opinion entertained of their courage, 
that none of the reft of the allies would venture to light without 
them. 

Major Lawience continuing, his march, arrived in jthe_cvening at 
Tritchi nopoly, and the next day conferred with the Nabob and the 
other generals on the plan of their future operations : they concurred 
in opinion that a general attack _fhould be ma de w ithout delay on the 
enemy’s camp £ hut when the time was to be fixed, he found both 
Moors and In dians fo a ttached to lucky and unlucky dajs, that leveral 
were likely to be loft be,ft>ie they would agice in the notion of ajfor- 
-tunatthour, without which none of them, thought it lafe to rilk an 
engagement. In the mean time, thinking it not prudent to luffer the 
enemy to recover from the impreflion which they had received on the 
day of his arrival, he determined to attempt as much againft them as 
could be executed with his own force ; and perceiving that the French 
pofts were too ftrougly fortified to he canicd without the afliftance of 
the whole arm), he refolvcd to attack the cam]) of Chunda-faheb, 
which extended along the river without entrenchments. On the ift 
of April at night, captain Dalton, with 400 men, was ordered to 
march, and, by taking a- large circuit, to come in at the caftern ex- 
tremity of the enemy’s camp, which he was to enter, beat up, and 
let fire to. The Englilh troops, from their Jong inactivity, knew fo 
little of the ground about Tritchinopoly, that they were obliged to 
truft to Indian guides ; and thefe being ordeicd to conduct them out 
of the reach of the enemy’s advanced pofts, fell into the other extreme, . 
and led them leveral 'miles out of their way, and through luch bad 
roads, that when the morning ftar appeared, they found themfelves 
between Elimilcrum and the French rock, two miles from Chunda- 
labeb’s camp, anif in the center of' ail" their polls. The approach oF 
day not only rendered it impolfible to furprize the enemy, as was in- 
tended, but likewife expofed the party, if they 'pei filled, to the danger 
of being furrounded by their whole force: it was therefore determined 
to march back without, delay to Tritchinopoly. The French dif- 
covered them as they weie retreating, and gueffing at the intention 
for which they had been lent, thought themlelves no longer lafe to 
the fouth of the Caveri, and took 'the reiblutioa of retreating that 
F f - ^ very 
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very clay to the pagodas on the ifland. Chunda-faheb ftrenuoufly op- 
pofed this refolution, for which indeed there appeared no neceffity; 
but finding that he could not prevail on Mr. Law to alter it, he gave 
orders for his own troops to crofs the river like wile. The retreat, 
as is ufual when meafures have not been previoufly concerted, was 
made with fo much precipitation, that his army had time to traniport 
only a part of their baggage, but none of the vaft quantity of pro- 
vifions with which they had ftored their magazines ; thefe they there- 
fore let fire to. The French carrying off their artillery, abandoned 
"all their pofts excepting Elimiferum, and before the next morning the 
whole army was on the iflancl, where Mr. Law took up his quarters 
in the pagoda of Jumbakiftna ; of Chunda-faheb’s troops fome went 
into the pagoda of Seringham, others encamped under the northern 
wall, and the reft extended farther eaftward along the bank of the 
Coleroon. 

The next clay, captain Dalton was fent with the company of gre- 
nadiers, fome Morattoes and Sepoys, to attack Elimiferum : the pai ty 
had with them two pieces of cannon and a mortar, the tranlporting 
of which through bad roads prevented them from arriving near the 
place before night, when captain Dalton-with two others advanced to 
reconnoitre. " Difcoverins no centinels, and finding: the sate of the 
wall which furrounds the foot of the rock open, they concluded that 
the place was abandoned, and entering, . began to afeend the fteps 
which led to the pagoda on the fummit ; but before they got there, 
the enemy, alarmed by the neighing of the horfes, ran to their guns 
and fired upon the detachment, which they difeovered, ip-ft by the 
light of their matches, and foon after by the blaze of fome huts to ' 
which the Morattoes, as is their cuftom, had fet fire. The fmoke 
■ of the guns, and the darknefs of the night, enabled captain Dalton 
and his companions to retreat unperceived ; and as foon as he re- 
joined the detachment, he fent fome men to lodge themlelves under 
cover of a bank before the lower gate, where they were directed to 
remain until morning, in order to prevent the enemy from making 
their efcape. But this party, defirous of fignalizing themfelves, im- 
prudently exceeded their orders, and entering the lower gate, ran up 
the fteps, and endeavoured to force the doors of the pagoda above ; 

. where 
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where the) u ere received with a finart fire, which Toon obliged them 
to retreat with fisc Europeans and ten hcpo)s wounded. A rein- 
forcement was immediately lent to take charge of the bank, and all 
remained quiet until morning, when the enemy, perceiving that pre- 
parations were making to bomb ml them, lurremkred biftccn Eu- 
ropeans, thirt) Sepoys, and two pieces of cannon, oncof them a fine 
1 8 pounder, were found here, the (mailer piece of cannon, with 
feme Sepo)s, were left to garnion this poft*. the reft returned with 
the other gun to Trite hi nopol), which was pretented to the Nabob, 
as the firft which had been taken during the campaign. Two da)S 
after the grenadiers, who had ilwa)S behaved w ith the fpirit peculiar 
to this clafi. of foldicrs, gained another advantage. T he great men 
of the allied arm) complained, that they w ere much difturbed in 
their daily ablutions in the Cavcri, by a gun which fired from the 
choultry l)ing half- w a) between the pagoda of Scringham and the 
river. Captain Dalton was lent to attack tins port, who concealed 
lus men behind an old wall on the bank of the river, where they 
waited till near noon, when the great heat of the fun induced a part 
of the enemy’s guard to return to the camp, and the reft to retire 
into the choultry to deep : the grenadiers then rufticd acrols the 
river, which was fordable, and entered the poft With fo much rapidity 
that they took the gun before the enemy had time to fire it more 
than once, it was brought away without any oppofition, for Ionic field 
1 pieces had been lent to the nver-fide to cover the retreat 

Events of fuch a nature as the attacks of Ehmiftrum and the choul- 
tr), as well as fevcral others, which appear in the corn 1c of this work, 
would have no influence m (ucli iangumar) wars as moft writers 
have only thought worthy of their attention and thefe details mij 
therefore by many be deemed cquall) tircfbme and fuperfluous , but 
the ftiels of this Indian war lying on the European lilies, who rarely 
have exceeded a thousand men on a fide, the adhons of a fingjc pla- 
toon in India may have the (amc influence on the general fuccclfs, as 
the conduct of a whole regiment m Europe and to giv c a juft idea of 
the fuperiority of European arms, when oppofed to thole of Indoftau, 
is one of the principal intentions of this narrative The new activity 
which began to appear in the Englilh battalion, induced Moian-row 
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1752. to relinquifh his correfpondence with Chunda-faheb, and impieffed 
the enemy with terrors equal to thofe which they had formerly raifed 
both in the Englifh and the Nabob’s army : there feemed to be no 
fenfe in their councils. The whole Carnatic lay before them, and by 
retreating into it they might protraft the war until the want of money 
fhould decide the conteft ; but inftead of taking this ftep, they fuffered 
themfelves to be captivated by the apparent ftrength of the two pa- 
godas, and determined to ftand their ground in them, notwithftand- 
ing that, by the deftruction of their magazines, they were already 
reduced 'to the neceffity of fetching their provifions from a great dis- 
tance : they were afraid to light, and alhamed to retreat. 

At the fame time nothing but a refolution, juffified by very few ex- 
amples, and bordering in appearance on ralhnefs, feemed capable of 
putting a fpeedy end to the war, of which the expences had now 
greatly diftreffed the Eaft India company’s mercantile affairs. The 
intimacy and confidence with which c major Lawrence diffinguilhed 
capt. Clive, permitted this officer to fugged: to him the refolution of 
dividing the army into two bodies, and detaching one of thefe under 
his command to the north of the Coleroon, whilft the other remained 
to the louth of the Caveri this was rifquing the whole to gain the 
whole ; for if the enemy fhould overpower one of thefe bodies, by 
attacking it with their whole, force, the' Nabob’s affairs would again 
be reduced to the brink of ruin ; and if they negle&ed or failed in 
this attempt, they would infallibly be ruined themfelves. The pro- 
pofal, hardy as it was, was adopted by the major without any hefitation; 
and with a fpirit of equity rarely poffeffed by competitors for glory, 
he was fo far from taking umbrage at the author of this mafterly ad- 
vice, that he determined in his own mind to give him the command 
of the feparate body, although he refrained from declaring his in- 
tention until he could reconcile it to the reft of the captains in the bat- 
talion, who were all of them his liiperiors in rank; but the fchemewas 
no fooner propofed to the Nabob and the generals of the alliance, 
than the Morattoes and Myforeans removed the difficulty, by declaring 
that they would not make any detachments of their troops if they were 
to be commanded by any other perfon. It was neceffary to reduce the 
polls of which the enemy were in poffeffion to the north of the Cole- 
roon : 
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roou to intercept the reinforcements which might come from Pon- 
dicherry through the (heights of Utatoor > aiu! above all, that cap- 
tain Clive’s dtvifion ftiould not be out of the reach of a forced march 
from the reft: of the armv encamped near l ritclunopoly, left the 
whole of the enemy's force fliould fall upon him before major Law- 
rence could move to his alfiftancc It wa» therefore determined to 
chuft fuch a central fituation between the ftrughts of Ltataor and 
die Colcroon as would beft anlwcr all thclc mtcntious Lvery thing 
bciug fettled, cap tarn Clive began Ins march m the night of the 6th 
qf April with 400 Luropcaus, 700 Sepoys, 3000 Morattocs under the 
command of Iums-Miati, 1000 of die 1 anjoruic horfc, and eight 
pieces of artillery » two of which were battering caunon, and fix of 
them field pieces, lo conceal their march, they crofted over mto 
the ifland three miles to the cjftward of Jumbakifttia. The number 
of deep w atcr-courfea w hich interfered this part of it, rendered the 
tranlportmg of the cannon difficult and laborious , and whilft the 
Europeans were employed at one of the watcr-courfc3, *i bod) of the 
enemy’s Sepoys, returning from Coiladdy with a convoy of o\cn laden 
w ith provifions, came up, intending to pals at die lame place , and 
before they could retreat, received two or three vollics, winch hilled 
fcveral of them 

The troops having pafled the Colcroon before morning, proceeded 
(even miles to the north of it, and took pofleffion of the village of Sa- 
miavaram, m winch arc two pagodis about a quarter of a mile difi- 
taut from each other, one on each fide of the high road leading to 
Utatoor theft were allotted for the quarters of the Luropeans and 
Sepoys , ravelins were immediately flung up before the gates, ami 1 
redoubt capable of receiving all the cannon wis conftruftcd to com- 
mand the road to the north and fbuth 1 lie Morattocs and Tan- 
\ jorines encamped round the pagodas 

Whilft the army were employed 111 theft works, a party from Se- 
rmgham took pofleffion of Muufurpett, a p igoda iituated near the 
high road between Pitchandah and Samiavaram It commanded a 
view of the country fcveral miles, which advantage, joined to tint 
of its fituation, rendered it the beft advanced port that could be choftn 
by either fide, a detachment was therefore immedutely fent to dif- 

lodgc 
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lodge the enemy, who defended thenjfelves all day, killing an officery 
three Europeans,- and io Sepoys, and in the night made their efcape 
to Pitchandah undifcoyered. 

' The next day a party of Sepoys, with a few Europeans, were de- 
tached to attack Lalguddy, a mud fort fituated about feven- miles to 
the eaft of Seringham, clofe to the. bank of the Coleroon, and oppo- 
fite to the eaftern part of the enemy’s late encampment to the fouth 
of the Caveri. They kept a garrifon of Sepoys here, intending to 
make it an intermediate magazine of provifions, which were to be 
brought from hence to their camp on the illand as opportunity offered. 
The Sepoys attacking the fort bpefcalade, carried.it after a faint re- 
finance, and found in it a quantity of grain fufficient for ten thoufand 
men for two months. 

Mr. Dupleix, againft whofe orders Mr. Law had retreated to the 
north of the Caveri, was much alarmed at the critical fituation to 
which the army of Chunda-faheb and his own troops were reduced. 
He, however, with his ufual perfeverance and activity, determined to 
make the greateft efforts he’ was able to reinforce them ; and imme- 
diately on receiving news that captain Clive was encamped at 
Samiavaram, detached 1 20 Europeans, 500 Sepoys, and four field- 
pieces, with a large convoy of provifions and ftores. This party 
was led by Mr. D’Auteuil, who was empowered to take the command 
from Mr. Law. They arrived on the 14th of April at Utatoor, and 
intended, by making a large circuit to the weft of 'Samiayaram, to 
gain in the night the bank of the Coleroon. The fate of the two., 
armies depended in a great meafure upon the fuccefs or mifcarriage 
of this convoy and reinforcement. Captain- Clive, apprized of Mr. 
D’Auteuil’s intention, fet out the fame night with the greateft part 
of his force to intercept him ; .but Mr. D’Auteuil receiving advice of 
his approach, immediately turned back and regained the fort; on which 
captain Clive returned with the- utmoft expedition to Samiavaram, 
where he arrived in the morning. In the afternoon, Mr. Law got in- 
telligence of his march, without hearing of his return, which could not 
naturally be fufpedted, as Utatoor is 13 miles from Samiavaram : he 
therefore, as loon as it was dark, detached 80 Europeans, and 70a 

Sepoys, 
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Sepovs, to attack the few troops he imagined to be rcmauimg thctc 
of thele men forty Mere Enghfli deierters I Ins paity arrived near 
the camp at midnight, w hen one of their ipics informed the com- 
manding officer tint the troops which had marched againfi: Mr 
D’Auteud were returned, but he, imputing the inform ition cithu 
to cowardice or treachery, gave no credit to the lp\, and proceeded , 
they were challenged by the advanced guard of Lngiilh Sepoys, on 
which the officer of the deierters, an Irifhman, ftept out and told 
them, that he %vas lent by major Lawrence to reinforce captam Chve 
and the reft of the deierters fpcakmg Cnghfh likewifc, confirmed the 
alTertion and perfuaded the Sepoys lb full), tint they omitted die ufual 
precaution of alking the counter word, which would certainly have 
dilcovcrcd the ftratagem and lent one of their body to conduft the 
enemy to the head quarters They continued their march through 
a part of the Morattoc camp, without gi\mg or receiving any dis- 
turbance until they came to the lclTer pagoda I lerc they were 
challenged bv the centincls, and by others who were polled m a 
neighbouring choultry to the north of it, in which captain Chve lay 
afieep They returned the challenge by a volley into each place, and 
immediately entered the pagoda, putt ng all thev met to the fvvord. 
Captam Clive Hatting out of his deep, and not conceiving it poflible 
that the enemy could have advanced into the center of Ins cimp, 
imputed the firing to his ow n Sepoys, alarmed by lome attack, at the 
outlkirts he however ran to the upper pagoda, where the greateft: 
part of his Europeans were quartered, who having hkevvile taken 
the alarm, were under arms , and lie immediately returned with 200 
of them to the choultry Here he now dilcovcrcd a large body of 
Sepoys drawn up facing the fouth, and firing at random Their 
pofitton, which looked towards the enemy s encampment, joined 
to then confilfion, confirmed him in Ins conjecture that they were 
Ins own troops, who had taken iome unncccfiary alert In this 
fuppofition he drew up his Europeans within -20 yards of their 
rear, and then going alone amongft them, ordered the firing to 
ceafe, upbraiding fomc with the panfc he fuppofed them to have 
taken, and even, finking others At length one of the Sepoys, who 
underftood a little of the Trench language, difeov euog that he w as an 
8 Enghfitman, 
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752. Englifliman, attacked aud wounded him in two places with his 
'T w fword ; but finding himfclf on the point of being overpowered, ran 
away to the lower pagoda: captain Clive, exasperated at this infolence 
from a man whom he imagined to be in his own fervice, followed him 
to the gate, where, to his great furprizc, he was accofted by fix 
Frenchmen : his ufual prcfencc of mind did not fail him in this cri- 
tical occafion, but iuggefting to him all that had happened, he told 
the Frenchmen, with great compofure, that he was come to offer 
them terms ; and if they would look out, they would perceive the 
pagoda furrounded by his whole army, who were determined to give 
no quarter if any reiiftance were made. The firmnels with which 
thefe words were delivered, made fuch an impreflion, that three of 
the Frenchmen ran into the pagoda to carry this intelligence, whilft 
the other three furrendered their arms to captain Clive, and followed 
him towards the choultry, whither he haftened, intending to order the 
Europeans to attack the body of Sepoys, whom he now firft knew 
to be enemies ; but thefe had already dilcovered the danger of their 
•fituation, and had marched out of the reach of the Europeans, who 
imagining that they did this in obedience to captain Clive’s orders, 
made no motion to interrupt or attack them. Soon after, eight 
Frenchmen, who had been lent from the pagoda to reconnoitre, fell 
, in with the Englifh troops, and were made priioners ; and thefe, with 
the other three which captain Clive had taken, were delivered to the 
charge of a ferjeant’s party, who not knowing in this time of darknefs 
and confufion, that the enemy were in pofielfion of the lower pagoda, 
carried them thither ; and on delivering them to the guard, found out 
their error ; but fuch was alfo the confufion of the French in the pa- 
goda, that they fuffered the ferjeant and his party to return unmolefted.. 
The reft of the Englifh troops had now joined the others, and captain 
Clive imagining that the enemy would never have attempted fo del- x 
perate an enterprize without fupporting it with their whole army, 
deemed it abfolutely neceffary to ftorm the pagoda before the troops 
who were in it could receive any afiiftance. One of the two folding 
doors of thegatewayhad for fome time been taken down to berepaired, 
and the other was ftrongly ftapled down, fo that the remaining part of 

the 
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the entrance would admit only two men abreaft : the Engliflt loldiers 17 
made the attack, and continued it for Tome time with great yefolution ; Un 
luit the deferters within fought dclpcratcly, and killed an officer and 
fifteen men,' on which the attack was ordered to ccafc until day* 
break ; and in the mean time luch a diipofition was made as might 
prevent thole in the pagoda from clcaping, ami at the lame time 
cijipofc any other body which might come to their relief. At day- 
break the commanding officer of the French feeing the danger of his 
lituation, made a tally at the head, of his men, who received lb heavy 
a fire, that he himfelf, with twelve others who fir ft came out of the 
gateway were killed by the- volley ; on which- the- reft ran back into 
the pagoda. Captain Clive then advanced into the porch of the gate- 
to parly with tile enemy, and being weak with the lols of blood, and 
fatigue, (load with his back to the wall of the porch, and leaned^ 
{looping forward, on the Ihouldcrs of two ferjeants. The officer of 
the Englilh deferters prefented himlclf with great inlolcnce, and tell- 
ing Captain Clive with abufivc language, that he would /hoot him, 
iired his mulkct. ...The. baH .milled him, but- went, through the bodies 
-of both .the lerjeants on whom lie was.leaning, and they both fell • 
mortally wounded. The Frenchmen had hitherto defended the pa- 
goda in compliance with the Englilh deferters, but thinking it nc- 
ceflary to difavow luch an outrage, which might exclude them from 
any pretcnfions'to quarter, their officer immediately fur rendered. By 
this time the body of the enemy’s Sepoys had palTed out of the camp- 
with as little interruption as they had entered it : but orders having 
,bccn lent to the Morattoes to purlue them, Innis-Khaii with all his. 
men mounted at. day-break, and came up with them in the open plain 
before they gained the .bank of the Coleroon. The Sepoys no looncr 
perceived them than they flung away their arms, and attempted to* 
favc thcmfelves by difperfing ; but the Morattoes, who never figure, 
fo much as in thefe cruel exploits, exerted thcmfelves with luch ac- 
tivity, that, according to their own report, not a finglc man. of yoo, 
efcaped alive > it is certain that none of them ever appeared to con- 
tradict this afiertion. Befidcs the clcapes already mentioned, captain* 

Clive had another, which was not dilcovered until the hurry of the: 
day was over, when it was found that the volley which the enemy - - 
, Gg fired 
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fired info the choultry where he was floeping had fhattered a box 
that lay under his tcet, and killed afervant who lay clofc to him, 
"Pitehandah and Utatoor were now the only ports which the enemy 
held to the north of the Colcroon, but they were in pofiefiion of 
Coiladdy, which commands the eaftern extremity of the ifland ; and 
lert Mr. Law fhould attempt to force his way on this fide, major 
Lawrence 'detached Monack-jee the general of the Tanjorines to take 
it; and to the fouth of the Caveri, where the enemy had no ports, a 
line of troops, were difpoled, which extended five miles on. each fide 
of the city of Tritchinopoly. 

Monack-jee on the 26th of Aprd took Coilladdy, and the enemy 
lofing here their lart: magazine of provilions, became every day more 
and more dirtrefled ; but the hopes of being joined by Mr. D’Auteuil 
kept up their Spirits, and prevented them from making any attempts 
,to get out of the ifland : he rtill remained at Utatoor watching feme 
opportunity to make his way good to Seringham : it was therefore 
determined to attack him ; but as the late attempt on Samiavarara 
rtiewed the neceflity of keeping the arniy there intirc, major Law- 
rence refolved .to fend a party from his own divirton on this fervice. 
Accordingly captain Dalton on the 9th of May crofied the. rivers iu 
.the night with 15.0 Europeans, 400 Sepoys, 5po,Morattoes, and four 
fkhhpieces, one of them a x 2. pounder ; and halting feme hours at 
Samiavaram, arrived at. five the next evening at a choultry within 
.two miles of Utatoor, where he intended to pals the night, as the 
troops were much fatigued. There was at feme diftance in front 
of the choultry. a village, which appearing a proper port for an ad- 
vanced • guard, feme dragoons were fent to reconnoitre it, who dis- 
covered that the enemy had already taken.pofleffion of it-; on which 
a party of Europeans, and -Sepoys were fent to diflodge them.; which 
they effe< 5 ted with fo much eafe, that, fiufhed with their fuccefs, they 
•purfued the enemy' beyond the village, until they came in fight of Mr. 
'D’Auteuil marching out.of. Utatoor, who, inftead of waiting to attack 
with- his whole force, fent, forward a party to, fall upon the Englifh 
whilft they, were forming ; a fkirmifh enfued,.and the enemy was re- 
pulfed ; but the Englifh officer, being mortally, wounded, the detach-. 
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ment retreated to the village, where they remained, and fuftained the 1 7 ‘ 
fire of the enemy’s cannon until the reft of the troops came up. It t- ' v 
was almoft duik, and captain Dalton concluding that the enemy 
might be deceived in their opinion of his ftrength, and miftake it for 
the whole of captain Clive’s force, ventured to divide his men into 
two bodies, who marched to attack each flank of the enemy’s line, 
whilft a few Europeans left with the guns near the village cannon- 
aded them in front. Mr. D’Autcuii no fooncr perceived this dif- 
pafition than itfiiggcftcd to him the opinion it was intended to produce, 
and he retreated with great precipitation, purlucd within a few yards 
of' the walls of Utatoor: the English were on the point of getting 
poflcflion of one of Uis guns, when they were obliged to halt and 
face about, to defeud thcmfelves againft the enemy’s cavalry, who 
taking advantage of the du(k of the evening, had made a circuit, 
and appeared unexpectedly in their rear. The Morattocs however 
galloping in, flung thcmfelves between, and the two bodies of cavalry 
remained feme time firing carabines and piftols, until one of the 
• Englilh 6 pounders came up, .which after a few fhot decided the con- 
teft, and obliged the enemy’s horfc to retreat ; the Morattocs then 
charged them fword in hand, and drove them into the fort ; but not 
without fullering thcmfelves; for fevcral of them returned much 
wounded. The Englilh fired at the fort from the rocks which arc 
clofe to the walls until eight o’clock, when they retreated back'to the 
choultry, leaving an advanced guard of Europeans at the village, and 
200 Morattocs, who promifed to patrolc all night, and' give imme- 
diate information if the enemy Ihould make any motion to abandon, 
the fort. 

Mr. D’Autcuii continuing in his miftake concerning the force 
which .was come againft him, no looner found that they had returned 
to the choultry, than he quitted the fort with all his troops, and 
, marched away to Volcondah, leaving behind in the hurry a gi cat 
‘quantity of militaiy~ftorcs and ammunition, as well as refreshments 
; intended for* the officers of Mr. Law’s army. The Morattocs per- 
formed the duty they had undertaken with fo little vigilance, that 
captain Dalton did not hear of the enemies retreat until two in the 
Ggz morning,' 
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morning, when it was' too late to purlue them : lie, however, marched 
to the fort, and Look poflefliun of the (lores which the enemy had 

* left in it. 

Mr. Law received no intelligence of captain Dalton’s march acrofs 
the rivers ; but the next morning dilcovering from the fpire of Sc- 
ringham, the detachment proceeding from Samiavaram towards Lta- 
toor, imagined it to be a pait of captain Clive’s army; and on this 
fuppofition croffed the Coleroon with all his Europeans and Sepoys, 
and a large body of cavalry. Captain Clive immediately marched to 
meet him with all his troops, excepting the guards neceffary to defend 
the approaches to his camp, and came in fight ot the enemy juft as 
their rear had crofted the river. Mr. Law, ftartled at the appearance 
of a force which fo much exceeded hi? expectation, halted and formed 
his line in a {Irons; fituation along .the bank of the river. Loth 
armies remained in .order of .battle until evening, each having ad- 
vantages, which -the .other refpefted too much to venture to attack. 
Some Ikirmifhes pafled between the .advanced Sepoys, and in the 
night the French re-crofted the river. 

Captain Dalton remained two days at Utatoor, when he received 
orders to rejoin major Lawrence ; but by this time the Coleroon 
was fo much fwelled as -to be impaflable, and the troops at Samia- 
varam w.er.e preparing to avail themfelves of this opportunity to 
attack- 1 the enemy’s poll of Pitchandah, which could receive no iuc- 
cours from. the ifland till the waters fubfided : he.therefore, to forwai'd 
. this fervice, put his detachment under captain Clive’s command ; 
and to-prevent the disputes which might arife from the luperiority of 
his rank, refolved to aft himfelf as a volunteer. On the 14th at 
.night the army moved down to the river-fide. 

There runs along the northern-bank of the Coleroon, from Pitchan- 
dah to the ground oppofite the great pagoda of Seringham, a large 
mound of earth 50 feet broad at the top, thrown up by the people of 
the country to refill the current of the river, which in this part lets 

• ftrongly from the oppofite fhore whenever the waters rife. The 
enemy’s camp on the ifland lay oppofite and within cannon-lhot of 
this mound; it was therefore determined to' employ the artillery 
.againll them, until the battery againft Pitchandah could be finifhecl.

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1 Every common ioldier in an Indian army is accompanied either hv 
j n wife or a concubine j the officers have (evcral, and the generals 
whole feraglio’s : beftdes thefe the army unencumbered by a number 
| of attendants and iervants exceeding that of tile fighting men ; and

| lars, and retailers of all forts, follow the camp ; to whom a (eparate 
1 quarter is allotted, in which they daily exhibit their different com- 
modities in greater quantities and with more regularity than in any 
’fair in Europe ; all of them fitting on the giound in a line with their 
'merchandises expofed before them, and flickered from the fun by a 
Uwit fuppoi ted by (licks. i 

- The next morning, the 1 5th, at fun-rife, fix pieces of cannon began 
to fire upon the camp from etnbrafurcs cut through the top of the 
mound, which flickered thpm from the guns of Pitchandah. This un- 
expected annoyance (bon created the greatek cpnfufion :1 the enemy 
began immediate!} .to krikc their tents, and every one to remove c\cry 
thing that was cither > aluable or dear to him: elephants, camels, 
oxen and horfes, mingled with men, women and children affrighted 
and making lamcntoble.outcncs at the dckrudiou which fell around 
them, prefled to get out of the reach of it in fuch a hurry as only 
jfcfved to retard their flight : however, in two hovn s not a tent was 
(landing. The crowd firft mo\cd between tlic pagodas of Seringham 
and Jumbakiflna, towards the bank of the Caveri, and from this fide 
they were fired on by the guns- of Tritchinopoly : they then hurried to 
the eaftward of Jumbakiflna, where finding therafclvcs out of the 
j-each. of danger, they began to fet up their tents again. The garrifoit 
of Pitchandah attempted to interrupt the cannonade ; and finding that 
their artillery had no eiTeft to difmouut the Englifli gijns cohered by 
the mound, they made a fidly.to (ei^ them, but had not proceeded far 
before they received the fiic qf a detachment, ^ybiqb. captain ..CJive 
liad taken the precaution to pod in thc 5 \yay they{wet;e coming ; and. 
this inflautly drove them back again, not without fome lofs. J’ , 
During the reft of the day, the Englifli troops, were employed n\ 
erecting the battery in a ruined village, about, a 00 yards to tile north 
of Pitchandah. , The pagoda, like mod others op the coafl,bf Co- 
romandel, is a (quaie, qf which the gateway §{jprpjc6hng beyond the 
1 walls, 
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2. walls, flank the angles : the French had 70 Europeans, 200 Sepoys, 
and three pieces of cannon in the place. The attack began the next 
morning at day-break, from two pieces of battering cannon, which 
fired from embrafures cut through the wall of a brick houfe ; the 
fhock foon brought down the wall, and left the artillerv-mcn for 
fomc time expofed ; but a large body of Sepoys being ordered to keep 
a conflant fire on the parapet, the enemy were very cautious in 
making ufe either of their Irnall arms or cannon. Some time after 
one of the Englifh guns built, and killed three Europeans, and 
wounded captain Dalton ; the breach neverthelels was made practi- 
cable by four in the afternoon, when it was determined to /form the 
breach and cfcalade the walls at the fame time. The enemy feeing 
the preparations for the alfault, were difeouraged, and beat the 
chamade. The Sepoys miftaking this fignal of iurrender for a de- 
fiance, fired a volley, which killed the drummer, and then giving a- 
fhout, ran to plant the colours on the breach. This motion was 
rapid and unexpected, that they got to the top of it before any of the- 
Englifh officers were able to come up and inform them of their mif- 
fake, which they were unluckily confirmed in by the behaviour of 
fome of the garrifbn, who drew up as faft as they could to defend 
themfelves. A body of Europeans immediately marched after them, 
with orders to reprefs their violences, even by firing upon them, if 
neceflary : but they did not arrive before the Sepoys had killed fevcral 
of the garrifon, and ftruck fuch a. terror that 1 5 Frenchmen jumped 
over the walls into the Coleroon, where they were drowned. The 
reft furrendered to the Europeans, whofe prefence preferved them 
from another rifque equal to-that which they had juft efcaped; for 
the Morattoes, feeing the Sepoys in motion, imagined that they would 
carry off all the plunder of the place ; and refolving to have a fhare 
of it themfelves, they mounted and galloped up fword in hand to the 
breach : and feveral of them even rode up to the top of it. The 
enemy’s army on the ifland were fpefiiators of the whole attack, and 
fired, to yery little effeCt, a great number of random fhot at the village 
in which the Englifh were polled. 

•’ ’ By the reduction of Pitchandah, the enemy’s communications with 

. , the country to the north of the Coleroon were intirely cut off, and their 
' Indian 
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Indian camp became again expofed to a cannonade. The dread of x y 
this, and of the many other diftrefies which ftraitened the army more 
clofely every day, . determined the gre ate part of .Chuada-faheb’s 
officers jto quit his fervice; and they went in a body and informed 
him of this refolution. He heard it with great temper, and in dead 
•jf reproaching them for defertinghim, laid, that if they had not pre- 
vented him, he fhould of himfelf have prqpofed what they defired ; 
that although he was not able to difcliarge the whole of their arrears, 
they might be allured he would > punctually acquit himfelf of all his 
obligatipus whenfeever his better fortune fhould return ; and, as a 
proof of his fincerity, he offered to deliver up to them the greateft part 
of his elephants, camels, hoifes, and other military effe&s, which the/ 
received at a valuation in part of what he was indebted to them. 

The next day thefe officers fent meflengers to the confederates,, 
fome offering to take fervice, others defiring to pafs through their 
polls : but the Indian allies, who had for fome time regarded the 
\yhole of the enemy’s. baggage as a booty which could not efeape 
them, hefitated to comply with their requefl ;/ and the Morattoes 
parti cularl y,. who fcarcely.jate thejifejof a man at the value of his 
.turban^were averfe-to the.granting of any terms which might hinder 
them from exerting their fabres to get the ipoil, being perfuaded 
that, if hoftilities were canied on to extremity, their adKvity would- 
acquire much tlie larger (hare of it. The Englifh fruflrated thefe 
cruel intentions, by determining to_give their own paflports, if tlie 
reft of the. allies perfifeed in refilling; upon winch they contented To" 
give theirs likewife. 

Accordingly flags were planted on the banks of the. Caveri and 
Coleroon, as a fignal to the enemy’s troops that they might pals over 
in fecurity. -Xwa.thoufiyid ofiChimda -iaheb’s belt horfe. an<l r $00 - 
. Sepoys, joined captain Cli\e-at Samiayaram ; others went to the Mj- 
Jbrcaus ; very few to the Nabob : the trgto ps of Mora war and Madura^ZT 
-and oiherindependent bodies, retui nedinta.their.QWJa countries On. 
the 4th day noFalent was ftandiug in the ifland ; and there remained j 
with Chuuda-faheb no more than 2000 horfe and 3000 foot, who-> 

, . ' . took/ 
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752. took fhelter in the pagoda of Seringham : amongft the foot were 
v '° 1000 Rajpoots, who, from a motive of religion, undertook to defend 

the' inward temples againft - all intruders. The' French 'battalion, 
with 2000 Sepoys, /hut themfelves up in Jumbakiftna, giving out, 

; as is the cuftom of that nation, that they intended to defend them- 
felves to the laft extremity. They preferred this to the other pagoda 1 ,, 
becaufe its outward wall, was- in a better condition, and its fmaller 
extent better proportioned to the number of their troops. 

The artillery of Tritchinopoly and the allied- army furnifhing no? 
more than three pieces of battering cannon, a train was ordered* 
from Devi Cotah; and to lofe no opportunity of increafing the; 
enemy’s diftreffes before it arrived, major Lawrence on the 18th of 
May, the fame day that the French withdrew into the ; pagoda,, 
quitted his poll at Chuckly-pollam, and- encamping oppolke to ip 
on the ifland, immediately threw up. an entrenchment from one- 
river to the other ; at the- fame time Monack-jee with the Tan- 
jorines moving from the eaftward, took poffeffion* of Chuckly-pol- 
lam ; and the army at Samiavaram quitting that- poll, encamped' 
along the northern bank of the Coleroon.. The Myforeans re- 
mained, • as before, to the well; of the city- 
, But although the obftacles which now furrounded the enemy were* 
difficult to be overcome, they were not abfolutely infurmountable. The 
troops in Jumbakiftna outnumbered thofe in the major’s camp two to ‘ 
one, and both the livers fwelling often at this feafon of the. year, 
Mr. Law might force his way through, it before any fuccours could" 
come from the main land: if fuccefsful in this attempt, he might, as 
foon as the rivers began to fall, crofs the Caveri at fome pals farther to 
the eaftward, before captain Clive’s divilion would be able to pals the- 
Coleroon, as this being the deeper channel, does not become fordable - 
again fo foon as the other : he might then by hafty marches make his - 
way good to Karical, haraffed indeed in his rout by Myforeans and 
Morattoes, who, unfopported by the Englifh troops, would probably 
make few vigorous efforts againft a compadt body of European infantry 
provided with a well-appointed train of artillery: butfuch a- plan im-’ 
plied an option" of difficulties not to be expected from troops difpirited 

by 
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by ill luccefs, and commanded by officers of no great talents ; nor . 
does it appear that the French ever entertained any thoughts of cairy- 
ing it into execution. They flattered themfelves in their irrefolute 
•councils, that Mr. D*A uteuil would make his way good into thp 
ifland, notwithftanding this attempt was now becomff more difficult, 
than ever ; and they hoped, with the fupplies he was bringing, To 
protract the defence of the pagoda to the end of June, at which time ( 
lhips were expelled at Pondicheiry with a confiderable reinforcement 
of troops from France; however, for fear of the worfl, Mr. Law de- 
termined to take fuch meafures as he thought would place the perfon 
of Ckunda-fahcb out of danger. 

Deferters informing the Englifh how much the euemyV’future 
refolutions depended on the arrival of Mr. D’Aute uil's convoy, it 
was detei mined to, make another attempt again ft that reinforcement ; 
but as it was reported that they were in pofleffion of all the foid- 
fications^at,Yol=condah, it was thought neceflary, if poflible, to_bring_ 

the governor over. to. the Nabohlsnuterefb A letter was written to 

him full of promiles : the man changing fades with fortune, anfwercd, 
that although he had permitted Mr. D.’Auteuil to take up his quar- 
ters in the pettah, he had not fiiffered him to take pofleffion either of 
the ftone foit, or the fortifications of the. rock; and that, if any 
troops were fent to attack the French, he w ould affift to defFroy 
them. About the fame time Mr. D’AutcuiJ, prefled by the repeated 
follicitations of Mr. Law, quitted Vol-condah, and to conceal fome 
other plan gave out that he intended to retake the fort of Utatoor, 
Such an oppoitunity of attacking him was more to be relied on than 
tire proatifes the governor^ sadesptaki CH\'c marched ag&hiit him 

' without delay. 

He left a ftrong garrifon in Pitchandab, and in his'eamp a num- 
ber o'f troops fufficierit by wcjl contrived difpofitions, to prevent Mr. 
Law from fufpedfing the abfence of the force he took with him, 
which confifted of too Euiopeans, 1000 Sepoys, and 20Q0 Morattoe ( 
horfe, with fix field pieces. They let out on the 27th of May in .* 

* the evening, and arrived before morning at Utatoor, w’here they fhu^ 
themfehes up in the fort all that day and the en filing night, in hopes 
1 H h that 
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752. .that Mr. D’Autcuil would inadvertently come near enough to give 
them an opportunity of falling upon him on the plain before he could 
regain Yol-condah. He did indeed advance within feven miles of 
IVatoor; but cither from tome rumour, or fiilpicion, his courage 
failed him bn a hidden, and lie took the refutation of returning in 
great hade to the place from whence he came. Captain Clive was 
no fooncr informed of his retreat than he let out in purluit of him, 
and early in the morning lent the Morattocs before, inftrucring 
them to keep their main body out of light, and to endeavour ro 
harrafs and retard the enemy’s march with fared 1 parties, i’uch as 
might be mifhiken for detachments lent only in quell of plunder, and 
prevent them from fufpecting any thing more. Some of them came 
up With the enemy in the afternoon, within a league of Vol-condah, 
and amufed Mr. D’Autcuil lb well, that he, hoping to entice them 
within reach of his fire, wafted fome time in making evolutions; but 
greater numbers coming in light, he began to lulpecl the ftratagem, 

' and forming his men in a column with two field pieces in front, re- 
treated. By this time the whole body of Morattoes came up and ho- 
vered round him until he reached \ r ol-condah, where he drew up 
between -the mud wall of the pettah and the river Valarru, which 
was almoft dry. Soon after the Sepoys, who formed the van of the 
Englilh column, appeared outmarching the Europeans at a great 
rate ; 600 of them had, in the enemy’s iervice, {formed the breaches 
at th'e a fault of Arcot, and having fince that time been employed in. 
the Englilh iervice in ieverai actions under the command. of captain 
Clive, entertained no final] opinion of their own proweis when 
fupported by a body of Europeans. Thefe men no fiooner came^ 
within cannon-fhot of the enemy, than they ran precipitately ro 
attack them, without regarding any order. They received' the fire 
-of the enemy’s cannon, and mulkctry, which killed many of them, 
but did not check the reft from ruining on to the pulh of bayonet. 
The Morattoes, animated by fuch an example, galloped acrois the 
• river, and charging the flanks, increafed the confulion, which- the 
-Sepoys' had made in the center. The attack was too general and 
impetuous to be long refilled, and the. enemy retired haftily through 

the 
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the harrier into the pctlab, where they began to make icfiftance again 
b) tiring over the mud u all. IJ) this time the Europeans came up, 
aiul afiault'mg the barrier, icon forced their u ay and j>ut the enemy 
to flight a fecond time, who now ran to take flicltcrjn the ftonc fort, 
whcrc-tbc. governor, according to his promilc, fliut the gate; hut 
ibmc of them getting o\cr the walls witli fealing ladders, in an un- 
guarded part, opened the gate, in Ipitc of the garrilon, and let in 
their fellow* fugitives. This palled whilft the Eughlh troops, cau- 
tious of dilpcrfing in a place they were not acquainted with, were 
forming to follow them hi order, and loon after the field pieces began 
to fire upon the gate, whilft the mulkctry under flicker of the houlcs 
detened the enemy from appearing on the ramparts. Mr. D’Autcuil 
thcicforc,as the Iaft rclburcc, attempted to get into the fortifications 
of the adjacent rock ; but the governor, who was there in perfon, 
fent him w*ord, that if lie perfilted in uting any violence he would 
fire into the fort, [n this perplexity, which the. night hicrcafed, lie 
r confultcd his oificcrs, who upaninioufly agreed to lurrcnder. The 
white flag was hung out, and the tcims were /bou fettled. It was 
agreed, that the deferters fliould he pardoned, that the French com- 
"miflioned officcis fliould not ferve again ft the Nabob for 12 months, 
and the private men remain priloncrs of war at hi* difcrction, The 
whole party con lifted of 100 Europeans, of which 35 were Englifli 
deferters, 4.00 Sepo)S, and 34.0 horfe. Their artillery was only three 
pieces of cannon, but there was found in the pcttali three large 
magazines, which, befidcs a \nriety of other military {lores, con- 
tained. 800 baij_els_ofg;un r powdcr.incX300o mulkcts. It was kuowu 
that Mr D’Autcuil had with him a large fum of money, but lie 1c- 
crcted great part of it. amongft his own baggage, which he was per- 
mitted to carry away without examination : the troops on both tides 
embezzled part of tlio remainder : lb that onlyjJOjPop rupees were 
regularly taken pofleflion of for the ule of the captors ; whole booty, 
| cxclulh e of the military ftorcs, w hich were referv cd for the Company, 

' amounted to 10,000 pounds fterling : thchorfemcn and Sepoys were, 
as ufual, dilarmed and let at liberty, and captain CliCc icturned to liis 
camp with the reft of the priloncrs*. 

II h 3 Th c 
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facreil of all to an Indian ioldicr, on hi-; fibre and poniard, wifliing 
thev might be turned to hi> own deflrucHon if he failed in his on- 
gagements, which were to fend away Chunda-laheb as loon as he came 
into his quarters, with an efcort of horfe, to the French lettlement of 
Rarical. At the lame time a 'i'anjorine officer allured Mr. Law that 
he was appointed to command the efcort, and thewed the pallankin 
and other preparations which were intended for the journey. Mr. 
Law and the officer then repaired to a choultry, were Chunda-laheb 
himfelf, with a few attendants, waited the rcfult of the conference. 
As loon as he had heard it related, he proceeded with the Tanjorine 
to Monack-jec’s quarters, where, in Head of ‘the efcort he expected, . 
he was met by a guard patrohng for him, who carried him with j 
violence into a tent, where they immediately put him into irons. 

The news was inftantly communicated’ to the Nabob, the M)fo- 
rean and Morattoe, and kept them up all night debating on the fate 
of thepriioner. The next morning they repaired together with Mo- 
nack-jee to major Lawrence’s tent, in whole prefence they held a 
■council.- Each of them infilled that Chunda-laheb ought to be tie- 
livered to himfelf, fupporting the demand with the luperior im- 
portance each thought he bore in the general caufe ; but Monack- 
jee firmly refufed to give his prize out of his own hands. The 
major had hitherto remained filent, but finding that the diffention was 
irreconcileable, propofed that the Englifh ffiould have the care of him, 
and keep him in one of their fettlements. They were all of them 
averfe to this fcheme, and broke up the conference without coming to 
any refolution ; the three competitors in high indignation againfl one 
another, and againfl Monack-jee, who had moreover the mortification 
of feeing that the treachery he had committed was fo far from being 
acknowledged as a lervice rendered to the general caufe, that the Mv- 
■forean, the Morattoe, and perhaps the Nabob himfelf, wifhed in the 
•bottom, of their hearts that Chunda-laheb had not been taken, fince 
they had not the difpofal of him in their, own power. . 

Immediately after the conference, major- Lawrence lent another 
fummons to Miv Law, 'more peremptory, than the former : for a de- 
cifiye ..airiwer vyaa •demanded before noon the next day ; after, which

his flags of truce would be fired upon; and if the hattenes once 
began to play, it was declared that every man in the pagoda fliould 
be put to the (word. 

He had already been informed of the fate of his ally, and had heard 
a rumour of the defeat At Yol-condah, but this he did not mtirely 
give credit to ; when convinced of it by the report of one of his own 
officers who had feen Mr ,D’Auteuil u\ the LngUfh camp, hejdefired 
a perfonal conference vith major Lawrence, \yhich, aftei feveral 
meflages, was agreed to be held the next day 

He began, bj afleittng that the peace which exifled between the 
two crowns, entitled lnm to expedt from the Enghfli every mark of 
confideration for the French troops, fince they were now left un- 
connected with anv pow ers contending in, the Carnatic, by the difi. 
perfion of Chunda-falicb’s arm), and the unprifonment of its leader; 
he therefore expected that the ^nglilh would, mftead of adding as 
^ enemies, contribute as allies to facilitate the retieat of his aimy into 
the French fettlements Major Lawrence replied, that he adled m 
the conference only as the interpreter of the Nabob’s intentions, 
with whom the Enghfli were in clofe alliance , and as a juftification 
of the Nabob’s conduct, produced a letter in winch Mr. Dupleix 
had declared that he \vould Jievei c^afe to purfue him whilft: a Angle 
Frenchman lemamed ip India. 

After feveral other altercations, which produced little change in 
the terms fir ft propoled, the capitulation^ as figned. It was agreed 
that the pagoda of Jutnbakiihix fliould be delivered up, with all the 
guns, ftores, and ammunition ; that the officers fliould give their 
paiole not to ferve agauift the Nabob or Ins allies , that the private 
men of the battalion, Europeans, Coflrees ai d Topaflea, fliould re- 
main priloners; a^d that tnc defuters fliould be paidoned. ' 
The troops with captain Clive \ ere then ordered to rejoin the 
majoi’s divifion, and the next morning, before break of day, captain 
Dalton marched with 250 cholen men, who halted, beating their 
drums at an abandoned out-poft within piftol-fhot of the walls of 
jumbakiftna, whilft the major remained not far off with the reft of 
the troops, drawn up ready to prevent the effedt of any treachery * 

, but 
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but none was intended : for Mr. Law foon came out with Tome of 
his officers, and conducted the detachment into the pagoda, where 
they formed with their hacks to the gate, oppoiite to the French 
troops, who immediately flung down their arms in a heap, and fur- , 
rendered prifoners. The whole confided of 35 commiflion officers, 
725 battalion men bearing arms, belides 60 fiek and wounded in the 
hofpital, and 2000 Sepoys : their artillciy were four 13 inch mortars, 

S cohorns, 2 petards, 31 pieces of cannon, of which 11 were for > 
battering, moflly 18 pounders, and the relt field pieces: they had - 
likewife a great quantity of ammunition, (lores and carriages of all 
forts in very good condition. The pagoda of Seringham was foon 
after delivered up, and the horfe and foot who had taken refuge in 
it fullered to pafs away without molella'tion ; but the 1000 Rajpoots 
refufed to quit the temple, and threatened their \iclors to cut them 
to pieces if they offered to enter within the third wall : the Engli/h, 
in admiration of their enthuliaim, promifed to give them no occafion 
of offence. 

Thus was this formidable army, whofc numbers two months before 
were nearly equal to the confederates, reduced, without a battle, more 
effectually than- it probably could have Been by what is generally 
efteemed a total defeat in the field. The foldier who regards his 
profeffion as a fcience, will difeover examples worthy of his meditation, 
both in the abfurdity of the enemy’s^ choice of their duration, and in 
the advantages which were taken of it. It is indeed difficult to de- ; 
termine whether the Englifh conducted themfclves with more ability j 
and fpint, or the French with more irrefblution and ignorance, after 
•major Lawrence and captain Clive arrived at Tritchinopoly. 

- Still the fate of Chunda-faheb remained to be decided before the fiic- 
cefs of this day could be deemed complete. Thd’anxiety which Mo- 
nack-jee carried away from the conference in major Lawrence’s tent was 
encreafed every hour by the meffages and propofals he received. The 
Myforean promifed money, the Nabob threatened refentment, and Mo- 
rari-row; more plainly, that he would pay him a vifit at the head of 
6000 horfe. Terrified at the commotions which would inevitably fol- 
low, if he gave the preference to any one of the competitors, he fawno 
method of finifhing the contefl but by putting an end to the life of his 

" ' ' § ' ' . prifoner ; 
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prifoner ; however, as the major had exprefled a defire that the Eng- 
lift might have him ill their poflefllon, he thought it ncceflary to 
know whether they ferioufly expc&cd this deference, and accordingly, 
on the fame morning that the pagoda furrendcred, went to the 
major; with whom he had a conference, which convinced him that 
the Englifti were his friends, and that they were rcfolvcd not to in- 
terfere any farther in.thc ddputfc. lie therefore immediately on his 
return tojChucUly-pollam put his defign into cxccutiou, by ordering 
.the head ofChunda-faheb to be flruck o(F. 

The exccutioucr of this deed was a Pitan, one of Monack-jce’s re- 
tiuuc, relcrvcd for (uch purpofes. lie found the unfortunate vi&irn , 
an aged man, foctcbed on the ground, from whence tlic infirmities i 
of fickncfs rendered him unable to rear himfelf. The aipeft and | 
abrupt intrufion of the afiaflin infontly fuggefod to Chunda-faheb 1 
the errand on which he was lent. lie waved his hand, and defired 
to fpcak to Monack-jce before he died, fa)ing, that he had fomething 
of great importance to communicate to him ; but the man of blood 
giving no heed* to his words, proceeded to his work, and after tab- 
bing him to the heart, fevered his head from his body. 

The head was immediately^ lent into Tritchinopoly to the Nabob, 
whojiowJQr.the.firft time law the face of his rival. After he; had 
gratified his courtiers with a fight of it, they tied it to the neck of a 
camel, and in this manner it was carried five times round the walls 
of the city, attended by a hundred thoufimd fpefotors, infiilting it 
with all the obfeene and indeccntJnvcfHves peculiar to the manners 
of Indofon. It wasjiftcr wai ds carefully packed up in a box, and 
wvjfcftart, vrivo gist -c/ca \V*ty *«««. to tassy 'a to 
viewed by the Great Mogul at Delhi; a practice generally obferved 
to heighten the reputation of the fuccefsful caufe : but, there is no 
^reafon to believe that-it was cvcr~canicdj>u$_pf the Ca rnatic. 

Such was the unfortunate and ignominious end of this man. The 

.rnajiy,examples ofji fimilar/.itc, which arc perpetually produced by 
the-contcfts of ambition in this unfcttled empire, have efoblifiied a 
proverb, that fortune is a throne ; and therefore he who falls in fuch 
contefts is only reckoned unfortunate, without having the odium of 
1 i ' rebellion 
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rebellion or treachery charged on his memory, imlcl*; he oppofesthc 
fbvereign of Ibvereigns, the Great Mogul ; all the roll is reckoned 
the common courlc of polities : for there is fcarccly throughout the 
empire a Nabob, who ha.-, not an open or latent competitor. It 
therefore only remains to I peak of the private character of Chunda- 
fahob, in which he is generally acknowledged to have been a brave, 
benevolent, humane and generou : man, as princes go in Indoftan, 
His military abilities were much greater than arc commonly found 

- *. » 4 

in the generals of India, iniomuch that if he had an ab/blute com- 
mand over the French troops, it is believed he would not have com- 
mitted the mi flake $ which brought- on his catafrrophe, and the total 
reduction of his army. 

But fisnal as thole lucccfles were, thev were lb far from bein'/ the 
means of reftoring tranquillity to the Carnatic, that in the very prin- 
ciples which produced them were intermixed the feeds of another 
more dangerous and obiVmatc war: and this the Nabob had the an- 
. guifh to know, whilft he was giving the dcmoiiitrations of joy ex- 
pected from him on fuccefles which appeared lb deciiive. 


End of t/ie T u r n n Boo Rv 
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F OUR hundred of the French prifouers were Rut under an 
eftort to Fort St. David; and the reft, together with the 
artillery and ftores taken at Jumbikiftna, were carried into 
Tmchmopoly • after theft and ftme other ncccflary ddpofitions were 
made, major Lawrence repreftnted to the Nabob the ncceffity of his 
marching without delay at die head of the confederate army into the 
Carnatic, where it was not to be doubted that the reputation of 
their late fucccfles would contribute greatly to reduce fuch for- 
trefles as w’crc in the intcrcft of Chunda-lahcb, and facilitate the efta- 
-T-bliftimcnt of lus government over the province, from Which he had 
hitherto received neither revenues nor afliftancc. The Nabob ac- 
quicfted m this advice, but continued for ftveral days to flietv an 
unaccountable backwardnefs, as often as he was prefled to put it into 
execution. The mconfiftcncy of this conduift perplexed all but the 
very few who weic acquainted with the caufc ; and the linghfti had 
no conception of the difficulties winch w ith-hcld him, when, to their 
very great aftomftiment, the My for can explained the my ft cry, by 
refufing to march until the city of Tntchinopoly with all its depen- 
dencies vv as delivered up to him} for fuch was the price he had 
ftipulatcd with the Nabob for Ins afliftancc. 

They had both, for every realbn, agreed to keep this important 
article a profound ftcret ; but the Myforean had either not been 
able to conceal it from the fagacity of his iubfidiary the Morattoe, or 
perhaps had made the agreement by his advice. It is certain tint 
the Morattoe had all along projected to turn it to his own advantage 
at a proper occafion t excepting theft puncipals, and their immediate 
fecretaries, not a man m the province had any idea, of it. Great 
therefore was t he g ene ral jTurprize and anxiety when it was made 
public. 

1 1 2 The 
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The Nabob finding diflimulution no longer of any fcrvice, con fettl'd 
the truth when major Lawrence demanded an explanation of it ; pro- 
tefting that his extreme diftrels alone had extorted a promife from 
him, which the Mylorenn himlelf might very well know was totally 
out of his power to perform. Tritehinopoly, he laid, was the Great 
Mogul’s, and himlelf only a viceroy, appointed to govern it during the 
plealure of that great prince : that the reftgning of this important 
place to the government of an Indian king, would involve both him- 
felf and the Englilh in continual wars with the whole Mogul empire. 
In fliort, firmly refolved at all events not to part with the place, he 
propofed to amufc the regent with a further promife of delivering it 
up within two months ; in which time lie hoped, by collecting tlio 
large arrears due from the Arcot province, to repay the expeuces 
which the Myforeans had incurred by a Hiding him. As a palliative- 
for the- prefont,, he- meant to give up the fort of Madura with its de- 
pendencies, which include a very large diftruSt. Thefe terms he 
thought a full and ample rccompencc for all that the regent had' 
done for him, more elpecially as- the- reduction of Chunda-fahebL . 
power had been an cflfential advantage to the intcrcfts of the My- 
foreans as well as to- his own.. Major Lawrence,, whole power was- 
confined to the operations of the field,, waited for inffructionsfroai. 
the presidency, who received at the fame time applications from both, 
parties, letting forth, as ufual, the lubjedt in a very different manner.. 
They prudently determined not to interfere in the dilpute, unlels vioa- 
lence Ihould be tifed again!!: the Nabob ; and : profetting great friend— 
fihip to the- Myforean, they ftrenuouffy recommeudecL to both parties- 
an amicable adjustment of their differences. • 

But thefe differences continued with great warmth ; and' in the long- 
debate on this fubjedt, Morarl-row conducted himlelf with fo much', 
feeming impartiality, that he was chofen, with equal confidence on 
both lides, to be the mediator between, them ; and the time being; 
fixed for the conference, be came one evening into the city in great 
ftate, accompanied by two commilTaries deputed bv the regent : they- 
proceeded to the Nabob’s palace, where captain Dalton, as com- 
manderof the Englilh garrilon, was prelent,.

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The uiual ceremonies being ov cr, the Morattocwith great delibera- 
tion and piopricty enumerated the many obligations which the Nabob 
ow ed to the regent I Ic painted m liv cly colours the diftrefsful Hate 
of his affairs, when the regent gcncrouflv undertook lus caulc , at 
which tunc, although nominal lordof a country extending from the 
river Pennar to Cape Comorin, he icalh pofllflcd-no more of tins 
great dominion than the ground mclofcd b) the walls of Tntchmopol)^ 
where he was clofely belicged by a much fupcrior and implacable 
enemy He appealed to the Nabob for the truth of what he afierted., 
and then demanded m form the delis crj of the cit) and territor) ol 
Tntchmopoly, in confcqucncc of the folcmn agreement he had made 
with the Mjfbrcan, which he produced figned and foaled. 

The Nabob, who c\pc£lcd this Inrrangue, acknowledged the fa- 
vours he had recused, and faid, that he was relolved to fulfil Ins 
engagements but that being at this time in pofleflion of no other 
confidcrablc fortified town, it was impoflible to remove lus fund), 
which was very large, until he had, by reducing the Arcot province, 
got a place proper for their reception he therefore demauded a 
_rclpitc of two months, at the expiration of which hepromifed to fend 
orders to lus brother-in-law to deliver up the city 1 he Morattoc 
highly commended this refolution r and after fome other vague dif- 
courfe, he fignified an inclination to fpcak to him. m private, and 
defired the commiflancs to withdraw. As fbon as they and the i efl 
of the audience, excepting captain Dalton, were retired, changing lus 
countenance from- the folemnit) of a negociator to the fmdc of a 
courtier, he told the Nabob, that he belies ed him endowed with too 
much fenfe to mind what he had find before thofi. two ftupid fellows,, 
mcainngtlie commiffaries }0U mud hkcwifc, find he, think that I 
have too much difeernment to believe )ou has c an) intention of ful- 
filling the- promife ) ou have now made I low could you anisver to- 
the Great Mogul the a iving up fo confidcrablc a jxirt of lus dominion 
to fuch infigmficant people it svould be the highed abiurdity to 
think of it Thclc ) ou may be affured are my real lcntimcids, what- 
ever my private mtereft may induce me to lay to the contrarv m 
public. The Nabob was not a little delighted to find him m thu 
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2. difpofition ; for it was his rdcntmcnt more than the regent’s that 
he dreaded r anti immediately made him a preicut of a draught on 
his treafury for 50,000 rupees, promiling much more if he would re- 
concile matters, and divert the regent front in lifting on the letter of 
, the treaty. This the other allured him lie would -do, though nothing 
was farther from his intentions. He was in 'reality the moll improper 
perfon that could have been cholut to adjull the difference. I [is 
views were, lirft by ingratiating himlclf with the Nabob, to pcifuacle 
him to admit a large body of Morattoes into the city as the bell means 
of deceiving the regent into a belief that he really intended to give it 
up according to his promile; and thefe military umpires would have 
been inllrufled to feizc on any opportunity that might offer of fedu- 
cing or overpowering the reft of the garrilbn ; and if this iniquitous 
fcheme luccceded, he intended to keep poffdlion of the city, which 
he had formerly governed, for himlclf. If there Ihould be no open- 
ing for this plan, he determined Lo protraft the dilputc as long as 
poffible by negociations, during which he was fure of being kept in 
pay by the Myforean, and did not doubt of having the addrefs to get 
conlklcrable prefents from the Nabob. When this double dealing 
fhould be exhaulted, he purpofed to make the Myforean declare war, 
-knowing that he had too great an opinion of the Morattoes to carry 
it on without continuing them in his fervice. 

The apprehenfions' of an immediate rupture obliged the Engl ilia 
troops, who had proceeded on the 16th of June as far as Utatoor, to 
return on the i 3 th to Tritchinopoly ; for the Myforean had even, 
threatened to attack the Nabob, if he offered to march out of the 
city in order to join his European allies, as he had promilcd, Their 
appearance, more .than their remonllrances, produced an accommo- 
dation for the prefent. The Nabob made over to the regent the re* 
venues of the ifland <?f Seringham, and of feveral other diflridls, im- 
'powering him to colledl them himfelf; promifed again to deliver up 
- Tritchinopoly at the end of two months ; and in the mean time 
,• agreed to receive 700 men, provided they were not Morattoes, into 
• the city. On thefe conditions the Myforean agreed to alfift-him 
with all his force to reduce the Arcot province. Neither tide gave 
any credit to the other, but both expedled advantages by gaining 
4 time. 
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time. The Nabob knew that aji immediate declaration of w ar, would 
effe&ually flop the progrefs of his arms in the Carnatic, where he 
hoped to gain fome ftgnal advantage; Whilft 1 the regent 1 delayed to 
commence hoftilities againft him ; and the regent wiftied for nothing 
fo much as the departure of the Nabob and the Enghfli battalion, 
that he might carry on his fchemCs to fuprize Tritchinopoly, which 
jie knew their prefence would render ineffectual. The excufes he 
made, when preflpd tb mdrch, fufficiently explained his intentions ; 
and tofruftrate them, ^200 Europeans .with 1500 Sepoys were placed 
Jin garrifon in the city, under the commdnd of captain Dalton, who 
was inftru&e'd to take every precaution againft a furprize. 

The battalion, now leduced to 500 men, together with 2500 Se- 
poys, began their march on the 28th of June, accompanied by the 
Nabob at the head of -2000 horfe : thefe, with about the fame num- 
ber of Peons left in Tritchinopoly, were all the force he commanded, 
for none of the numerous allies, whom 1 he faw afling in his fervice d 
few days befoie, remained with' him. The Tanjorines had rendered 
too great fervices to be refufed the periniflion of returning home and 
the troops of the Polygars were not obliged to a£l out of the diftri&s 
of Tritchinopoly. The Myforeans and Morattoes remained in their 
encampment? to the weft of the city, placing a detachment in Sering- 
ham Pagoda, of which the Nabob had permitted them t6 take 
pofiefllon. ' ** r * 1 u7 1,1 rl 

The weakness to which the Nabob'^ force was reduced by this fatal 
conteft, and the apprehenfion of ftill worfe'confequences from it, de- 
ftroyed the hopes which the' Engliflf had entertained a few day's 
before, of 'carrying his arms in triumph againft^Velore. or 1 Gingee. 
Their late fuccefs, inftead of inlpinng exultation, fervecl 'only to im- 
bitter the fenfe of their incapacity to reap any advantage from it. 
They marched away more with the fullennefs of men defeated, than 
with the alacrity of troops fluflied with victory ; and pioceedmg with- 
out any regular plan for their future operations, they followed'the 
high road until they came to Vol-condah. 1 * * 

Here they halted for fome days, whilft the Nabob ncgociated with 
the governoi , who refufed to deliver up his fort, but took the oath of 
allegiance, and paying 8o,ooojrupeesas a cohfide ration for thearrears 
■ > that 
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52. that were clue from him, gave jecurify for the punthial diicharge of 
V ~' J the revenues of his dill riel in futuic. , 

f -From hence the Nabob detached his brother Abdulhvahab Khan 
with 1000 horfe to Arcot, appointing him his lieutenant of the coun- 
tries to the north of the riyer Paliar ; and the reft of the army match- 
ing by Verdachelum, proceeded to Trivadi, whete they arrived on 
the 6th of July, and found a gari i(bn of Ft each Sepoys in the pagoda, 
who lurreiulered on the firft/ummons, The troops then encamped 
in the neighbourhood, and major Lawrence leaving the command to 
captain Gingen, went for, the recovery of his health into Fort St. 
David. This place was no longer the lcat of the prefulency, which, 
by orders from England, .had been removed, two months before, to 
its ancient relidence at Madrafs. 

. The death of Chunda-fiiheb, and the capture of Scringham, ftruck 
the inhabitants of Pondicherry. with the deepeft confirmation : for 
excepting thofe who, received 4 ad vantages fiom their employments in 
the war, fqw had ever approved .of the ambitious views of their go- 
yernor r and fewer were-per finally. attached to him. The haughtmefs 
■ and arrogance of his Ipirit dilgufted all who approached him ; lie 
exhibited on all occafions the oriental pomp, and marks of cjiftinction, 
wfiich, he affirmed as the, Great, Mogul’s viceroy in the , countries 
fouth.of the Kriftna; jnfomuch that he had more than once obliged 
his own countrymen to fubmit to the humiliation of paying him ha* 
mage on their knees, This'domincering infolencc had created him 
many; enemies, who, with a.fphrit of malice common to violent pre- 
judices, were, not forry to find their own fetile of his romantic fehemes 
juftified by- the. late fignal difafters, which they hoped would deter 
him from profecuting.them any farther. But they did not know the 
man : difficulties and difappointments, inftead of deprefling him, only 
fuggefted.the,necefiity of exerting hirpfelf with more vigour. And 
iqdeed his plan of gaining vaft acquifitions in the Decan had been 
laid with fo much lagacity, that the fucc eftes of his arms to the north* 

- -ward already ballanced the difgrace they had fufteied at Sering* ~ 
ham. 

In the mouth of February of the preceeeing year, Salabat-jing the 
r new Soubah, with the French troops under the command of Biiffy, 
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quitted the country of Cudapah where the unfortunate Murzif.i-jmg 
had been killed. On the 15th of March they came to Canoul, the 
capital of the Pitan Nabob by whofc hand that prince was flam, 
and it was determined that the city fliould atone for the tieichcrv 
and rebellion of its Lord. The place was originally well forttliul ; 
hut fince it had been in the pofi*cflion of Pitans, thcle people, as 
avaricious as they arc brave, had Coffered the defences both of the 
town and its citadel to fall to decay ; and the river which runs dole 
to the city, had lately earned away 200 yards of the wall ; there were 
4000 Pitans m the place, who attempted to defend this entrance , 
but not accuftomed to the fire of field pieces, were cafily put to flight, 
they retired into the cafilc, fcveral parts of which wcie hkcwile m 
turns; and the French troops, animated by their fucccls, and„led by 
Mr. Ivirjcan, a nephew of Mr. Duplcix, floimcd if, with great viva- 
city, where the breaches were moft prafhcablc ; by which time* the 
army of Salabat-jmg came up, and affiftul with good will in putting 
all the garrifon to the fword ; many of the inhabitants were Ukcwifc 
mafiacred. The wife of the late Nabob and her tw o fons were made 
prifoners. 

The French doubtlefi. intended, by the unmerciful {laughter which 
they made at the taking of this city, to fpread early the terror of 
their arms, through the countries in which they w ere going to efta- 
blifli themfelves, where no European force had ever before appeared: 
and in order to raife an opinion of their good faith and juflu-c, equal 
to the reputation of their prowefs, Mr I 3 uflv, immediately after 
Canoul was taken, obliged Salabat-jing to fettle the fortune of Sad- 
oudin Khan, the mfuitjon of Murzafajmg, their late ally and Sou- 
j bah He received the inv efliture of the government o£ Aflpjj;, which 
had been the patrimony of Ins father, and as a jufl: reparation for the 
treachery that caufed lus death, the ten itory of the Nabob of Cudapah, 
who planned the conlpiracy, and of Canoul, by whole arm he fell, 
were added to the fovcrcignty of the young pi nice, which by the 
French accounts produced all together an annual revenue of near a 
million of pounds ilcrhng. An example of generofit) , winch, if true, 
could not fail to iai(e admiration in a country, where- the merits of 
the fathei arc fo fcldom of advantage to the diflreflcs of the (on. 

K k - The 
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The army then crofled the Kriflna, between which and Golcondah 
were polled 25000 Morattoes, employed by Gazy-o-din Khan, the 
( eldefl "brother of Salabat-jing, and generaliffimo of the empire, to 
oppofe their paflage towards the city. They were commanded by 
Balagerow, the principal general of the Sahah Rajah, or lung of all 
the Morattoe nations. A negotiation enfued, and the Moiattoes, 
having hitherto received nothing fiom Gazy-o-din Khan, who was at 
Delhi, were eafily perfuaded, 'with fomc ready money, not only to 
retire, but’alfo to make an alliance with the prince they were lent 
to oppofe. 

Nothing more remained to obfixu£l the paflage of the army, which 
entered Gol-condah in the procefficn of an caftcrn triumph on the 
ad of April. Salabat-jing was acknowledged Soubah without oppo- 
fition, and went through the ceremony of fitting on the Mufmnl or 
throne in public, and of receiving homage not only from his own 
immediate officers, but alfo from moll of the governors of the neigh- 
bouring countries. 

The fervices which the French battalion had rendered were now 
amply rewarded. A prefent fuppofed to be 100,000 pounds fterling 
was given to the commander in chief, the other officers likewife re- 
ceived' gratuities, and that of an enfign, amounted to 50,000 rupees. 
The monthly pay of a captain, befides the carriage of his baggage 
furnifhed at Salabat-jing’s expence, was fettled at 1000 rupees, of a- 
lieutenant at 500, of an enfign at 300, of a ferjeant at 90, and of a 
common foldier at 60 rupees. The policy of Mr. Dupleix, in taking 
! > pofleffion of Mafulipatnam, was now manifefted by the facility with 
I which the army at Gol-condah was fupplied with recruits of men,. 
' fiores, and ammunition from that port. 

In the mean time, Gazy-o-din Khan had obtained frorn the minifixy 
- at Delhi a commiffion for the Soubahlhip of the Decan, and the ru- 
mour of an army marching by his orders towards Brampore, deter- 
mined Salabat-jing to proceed immediately to Aurengabad. He left 
Gol-condah in the beginning of May, and during the rout, intelli- 
gence was received that feveral principal men in the city had declared 
againfi: him, and Shanavaze-Khan, who had been the prime minifter 
of Nazir-jing, and had ever fince his reconciliation, with the French 
4 1 after 
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the Mogul’s dominions : its inhabitants, when the Suttbah is there, 
are computed at a million ami a hah' of Suui>. The {‘’tench had a 
convenient tjuai ter afiigned them, to which Mr. Uuliy Strictly obliged 
the troops to coniine themlDvc?, led the disparity of manners Should 
create hi oils and tumult? which might end fatally. 

In the month of August, Salahat-jiug exhibited another cere- 
mony to araulc the people, receiving a delegate from Delhi, who 
brought, as was pretended, the Serpaw or •> eft, with tin. - Sword, and 
other fymhols of fovcroijutv, which the Great Mogul lend, to his 
viceroys, on appointment. But by this time, Balagerow appeared 
again at the head of .5.0,000 men, ravaging the neighbouring coun- 
tries. Battles and negociations Succeeded one another alternately 
during the red of the year, and until the end of May in the next, 
without producing cither a decisive victory, or a definitive treaty. 
The Morattocs would in more than one action have been Successful 
had not the French battalion, and their field pieces, rqmlScd their on- 
lets. Thcle fcrvices gave Mr. Bull)' lupreme influence in the coun- 
cils of his ally, which, .on hearing of the decline of Chunda-faheb’s 
affairs atTritchinopoly, he employed to obtain a commidion, appoint- 
ing Mr. Dupleix Nabob of the Carnatic, notwithstanding that Chun- 
da-faheb was ltill alive ; this, with Several other pompous patents, 
-was font to Pondicherry, and Salabat-jing promifed they Ihould foou 
be followed by an ambaflador from the Great Mogul. 

Mr. Dupleix published thefe mandates and marks of favour to awe 
.the Carnatic, adonifhed and rendered wavering by the catadrophe 
■of Chunda-laheb : nor were theSe his only refources. He had been 
early apprized of the difeontent of the Myforeans at Tritchinopoly, 
and was already deeply engaged in fomenting their defection. The 
annual Ships from France arriving at the, time Mr. Law Surrendered, 
brought a large reinforcement to Pondicherry, which he increased, 
by taking the Tailors, and fending Lafcars on board la navigate the 
Ships to China. Thus armed, and relying on no vain expectations, 
the difafters at Seringham were fo far from inducing him to make any 
propofals of accommodation either to the Englith or the Nabob, that 
he 'immediately discovered his intentions of continuing the war, by 

pro-

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proclahuhigRaja-fahebr the fon of Clpmda,-fakeb,.Nabob of the pro- 
vince, m virtue of the pretended authority inverted in himfelf, and by 
ordering a body of 500 men to take the field. 

Mahomed- ally felt more fcvercly every day the bad confequences of 
his promife to the Myforean, for none but the moft mfignificant 
chiefs in the province offered voluntarily to acknowledge him; the 
reft-ivaited to be attacked befor6 they made their fubmiflion ; and he 
being little Ikillcd in military matters, but deeply fenfvble of the de- 
cline of Ins fortune, conceived a notion, that the Engliffi troops were 
capable of reducing the fortrefe of Cingec ; in this perfuafioiv he re- 
quefted of the prclidcncy in the moft preffing terms to render him 
this fervicc, and they with too much complaifancc determined to give 
him the fatisfj&ion of feeing the experiment tried, notwithftandmg 
that major Lawrence went to Madrafs on purpofc to reprefent the 
improbability of fucceeding in the attempt. 

Accordingly on the 23d of July, major Kipecr, an officer lately ar- 
rived fiom Europe, marched with 200 Europeans, 1500 Sepoys, and 
600 of the Nabob’s cavalry, and the next day fummoned V ( illaparum, 
a fort twelve miles to the north of Trivadi : it furrcndcicd without 
making any refiftancc. Proceeding on their march, they found diffi- 
culties incrcafc ' r for the.country 10 miles round Gmgce is inclofed 
by a circular chain of mountains, and the roads leading through them 
arc ftrong paflfes r of which it is neceflary that, an army attacking the 
place fliouldjbc iitpofleffion, in order, to keep the communication 
open. Major Kincer’s force being much too fmail to afford proper 
detachments for this fervicc, he marched on with the whole to Gin- 
gee, where he arrived the 26th. The garrifon was fummoned to 
jurrender, andithe officer anfwcrcd with civility, that he kept the j 
place foe the. king of Fiance,. and was determined to defend it. The 
troops were in no condition to attack it;, for by fome unaccountable, 
piefumption, tlicy had ncglc&ed to wait for two pieces of battering 
cannon, which were coming from Fait St. David. MtCDuplcix no» 
foonei heard that the Euglifh had palled the mountains, than he dc T ■ 
tachedfjoo Europeans and 500 Sepoys, with feven field pieces, .who.! 
took pofleffion of Vicravandi,.a town fituated in the high road, and> 
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not far dillant from the pais through which the English had marched; 
upon which major Kineer, who upon a view of Gingee delpaired of 
1 educing it even with battering cannon, immediately repailed the 
mountains, and being reinforced by the reft of the Nabob’s cavalry, 
and fome other troops from Trivadi, marched on the 26th of Jul}, 
with 300 Europeans, 500 Sepoys, a company of Caffiees, and 2000 
horfe, to give the enemy battle. 

They were polled in a ftrong fituation. The greatefl part of the 
town was encircled by a rivulet, which lerving as a ditch, was de- 
fended by a parapet, formed of the ruins of old houfes, and interrupted 
at proper intervals to give play to the cannon. The outward bank 
was in many parts as high as the parapet, and that part of the village 
which the rivulet did not bound might be eafily entered ; but the 
Englilh, negleCting to reconnoitre before they began the attack^ loll 
the advantages which they might have taken of thefe circumflances. 

They marched diredtly to the enemy, who, in order to bring on 
the engagement in that part where they were flrongell, appeared at 
Jfirll drawn up on the outward bank of the rivulet, but as loon as the 
field pieces began to lire, recrolfed it with precipitation, and the ap- 
pearance of fear. The Englilh, elated with the imagination of then- 
panic, advanced to the bank, and leaving their field pieces behind, 
began the attack with the fire of their mulketry.only. The enemy 
anfwering it, both from mulketry and field pieces, and under Ihelter, 
fuffered little lofs, and did much execution. The company of Eng- 
lilh Caffres were firll flung into diforder by carrying off their wounded 
as they dropped, and loon after took flight ; they were followed by the 
Sepoys; and major Kineer in this inllant receiving a wound which difi* 
abled him, the Europeans began to waver likewife. The enemy per- 
ceiving the confufion, detached 100 of their bell men, amongll 
which were 50 volunteers, who, croffing the rivulet brifkly, advanced 
to tire bank. The vivacity of this unexpected motion increafed the 
panic, and only 1 4 grenadiers, with two enfigns, flood by the colours r 
thefe indeed defended them bravely, until they were rejoined by lome' 
of the fugitives, with whom they retreated in order ; and the French, 
fatisfied with their liiqcefs, ^returned to the village, having, with very 

little 
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little Jofs to themfelves, killed and_ wounded. 4Q, of. the, EnghSh bat-- 

talion, which-fuftered in this a&ion more difgrace than in any other 

that had happened during the war : Major Kinecf was To affe&ed by 
it, that although he recovered of his wound, his vexation brought on 
•" an illneft, of which he fome time after died. 

The troops retreated to Trivadi, and the enemy, quitting Viera- 
vandi, retook the fort of Villaparum, which they demolished. Mr. 
Dupleix, animated by thefe fuccefles, flight as they were, reinforced 
them with all the men he 'could fend into the field ; the whole, con- 
lifting of _45qEuropeans, 1500 Sepoys, and 500 Moorish, horfe, 
marched and encamped to the north of Fort St. David, clofe to the 
bounds ; upon which the Englilh and the Nabob’s troops quitted 
Trivadi, and encampet] at Chimyntjelum, a redoubt in the bound 
hedge, three miles tQ the weft of St. David ; here they remained for 
fome days iua&ive,. waiting for more troops fiom Madraft, where 
the_. Ships -from England had brought a reinforcement, conlifting 
principally of two companies of Swift, each of 100 men, commanded' 
by officers of that natipn- 

To avoid the rifqne and delay of a march by land, oi)e of thefe 
companies was immediately embarked m Mafloolas, the common and' 
flighteft boats of the country, and ordered to proceed to Fort St. Da- 
vid by fea ; 'for it was not imagined that the French would venture to 
violate the Englifh colours on this element ; but the boats no fooner 
came in fight of Pondicherry than a Ship in the road weighed anchor,, 
and feizitig every one of the boats, carried the troops into the town J, 
where Mr. Dupleix kept them prisoners,, and infilled that the cap- 
ture was as justifiable as that which had been made of his own t loops, 
at Seringham.- , 

As foon as the news of this loft reached Madrafs, Major Lawrence 
embarked with the other company of SwiSs, on, board of one of the 
company’s Ships, and arrived the i6th.-of-Auguftat.Fort St. David.. 
The next day he took the command of the arm), which conflfted of 
400 Europeans, 1 700 Sepo>s, and 4000 of the Nabob’s troops, cavalry,, I 
and Peqns„with eight Held pieces. The enemy hearing of his arrival- j 
decamped in the night, and retreated, to Bahoor, and iindmg them- 

felycsv 
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felves followed, the next day went nearer to Pondicherry, and en- 
camped between the bound hedge and Yillanore, from whence the 
commanding officer lent a' letter protefting again ft the Englilh, for 
- not relpedling the territory of the French company. Major Law- 
rence being inftrucled by the prefidency not to enter their antient 
limits, the bound hedge, unlefs they Ihould let the example, contented 
himfelf with attacking their advanced poft at Yillanore, which they 
immediately abandoned, and their whole army retreated under the 
walls of the town. 

They fhewed lo little inclination to quit this fituation, that major 
Lawrence, imagining nothing would intice them out of it but a per- 
• fualion that the Englilh. were become as unwilling as themfelves to 
venture a general engagement, retreated precipitately to Bahoor. 
The ftratagem- took effect, not with the commanding officer Mr. 
ICirjeanj but with his uncle Mr. Dupleix, who ordered him to follow 
the Englilh, and take advantage of their fuppofed fears. The re- 
monftrances of his nephew only produced a more peremptory order, 
in obedience to which Mr. Kirjean marched, and encamped within 
two miles of Bahoor, where major Lawrence immediately made the 
neceffary dilpolitions for attacking him. 

- The troops began to march at three the next morning : the Sepoys 
formed the firftline, the battalion the fecond, and the artillery were di- 
vided on the flanks ; the Nabob’s cavalry were ffationed to the right on 
the other fide of a high bank, which ran from the Englilh to the ene- 
my’s camp : the attack began a little before the dawn of day. The 
Sepoys were challenged by the advanced polls, and not anfwering, 
received their fire, which they returned, and Hill marching on 
came to an engagement with the enemy’s Sepoys, which lalled till 
day-light, when the French battalion were difeovered drawn up; 
tfieir right defended by the bank, and their left by a large - 
pond. The Englilh battalion halted to form their front equal to 
that of the enemy, who, during this operation, kept up a brilk fire 
fiom eight pieces of cannon, and continued it until the fmall arms be- 
gan. The abtion now became warm, the Englilh firing as they ad- 
vanced, and the French Handing their ground until the bayonets met. 

This 
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This crifis of modem war is generally decided in an infant, and 
very few examples of it occur. The company of Englifli grenadiers, 
with two platoons, broke the enemy’s center, on which their whole 
line immediately gave way, and no quarter being expefted in fuch a 
confii&f they thr ew doiV njheir arms as incumbrances to their flight. 
This was the moment foe the Nabob’s cavalry to charge, as they 
had been inftru&ed j but inilead of letting out in purfuit of the 
fugitives, they galloped into the camp, and employed themfelves in 
plunder; however, the Sepoys picked up many of them. Mr. Kir- 
j ean v with 13r.glficgr3.and, roo piivate men, were made prifeners, 
and a greater number were killed ; all the enemy’s artillery, ammu- 
nition, and fares were taken. Of the Englifli battalion, 4 officers 
and 7& private men were killed and wounded. 

This victory broke die enemy’s 'force fo effe&ually, that Mr. Du- 
^ pie he was obliged to wait the arrival of farther reinforcements be- 
fore he attempted any thing more in the field ; nor was this the only 
advantage obtained by it, for it checked the refolution which the 
Myfoiean had juft taken of declaring openly for the French. 

. The Englifli battalion 110 (boner .quitted Tritchinopoly, than the 
regent fet about accomplifliing his fehemc of furprizing the city, and 
by dilburfing large funis of money, endeavoured to gain 500 of the 
Nabob’s beft Peons, armed with lirelocks. The Jeniautdars, or cap- 
tains of thefe troops, receded his bribes, and promifed to join the 700 
Mylbreansin the garrifon whenevei they (hould rife. Captain Dal- 
ton receiving feme hints of the conlpiracy, kept waid iu the city 
with as much vigilance as if he had been in an enemy’s country, and 
caufed the artiilciy on the ramparts to be pointed eveiy evening in- 
wards' on the quarters of the Myfercans, and of the fufpc&ed Peons. 

Thefe precautions naturally alarmed thofe who had been treating 
with the regent ; but ftiU none of them made any difeoveiy ; where- 
upon, at a. general review of arms ordered for this purpofe, he di- 
re£led their flints to be taken out of their fii clocks, under pretenco 
of fopplyiug them with feme of a better fert. This convincing 
them that, their pra&ices were difeovered, the Jemautdars came and, 
confefitd all that had pafled, imploring forgivenefs : each brought 
the fum he had received, and that of the' principal man was 16,000 I 
- K 1 ' rupees. ' 
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rupees. They protefted that they had no. view in taking the mo- 
ney, but to keep their troops from ftarving, who had fcarccly, re- 
ceived any pay from the Nabob for nine months ; and as a proof 
that they had no intention of affifting the Myforean in his dciigns, 
they laid, that not one of them had removed his wife and family 
out of the city. Captain Dalton made them few reproaches, but 
ordered them to march with their troops the next morning to join 
the Nabob’s army at Trivadi. The regent finding this ichemc frus- 
trated, hired two fellows to (hoot captain Dalton as lie walked on 
the ramparts, who luckily receiving intelligence of their defign a 
few hours before they intended to put it in execution, font a detach- 
ment, which took them prifoners in the houfe where they had con- 
cealed themielves with their arms. One was fullen, and laid little, 
but the other confelled the whole, and declared, that three more 
were engaged in the plot, who had undertaken to watch the gate of 
the palace, and lhoot Kiroodin Khan, the Nabob’s brother-in-law, 
when he ffiould come out on the tumult which the death of the 
Englifh commander would naturally occalion ; but thele, on feeing, 
the foldiers march to the-houfe, had made their efcape. The regent, 
when reproached for this treachery, denied that he had any know- 
ledge of it. He employed, however, Moran-row to folicit the par- 
don of the afTaffins ; and the friendfhip of the Morattoe being at 
this time thought very valuable, Kiroodin Khan granted his re quell:, 
but did not reprieve the men before they 'had gone through the ce-- 
remony of being fattened to the muzzles of two field pieces in fight 
of the whole garrifon drawn up under' arms. Five. days after two 
other Myforeans came to another Jemautdar, who commanded i So 
Sepoys at one of the gates of the city, and attempted to feduce him ^ 
but this officer, an old and faithful fervant of the company, fecured 
the fellows, and carried them to captain Dalton. The articles figned’ 
-by the regent were found on 'them, which leaving no room for equi- 
vocation; they confefled the adl, and were the next morning blown 
from the muzzles of two field pieces. This execution ttruck fuch a 
terror, that the regent could not get any more of .his own-people to 
undertake fuch commiffions and having remained quiet for lome 
days, he at length pitched upon one Clement Poyerio ?J a Neapolitan, 

who 
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who commanded a company of Topaffes in the Nabob’s fervice, and 
had often the guard over the French priioners in the city. This 
man, trading a good deal, went frequently into the camp of the My- 
ioreans, which gave the regent an opportunity of making application 
to him in perfon. He affured Poverio that he had, betides the Mv- 
foreans in garrifon, a ftrong party in the city, and offered great re- 
wards if he would join them on tjie firft commotion. The Neapo- 
litan gave him caufb to believe he was to be wrought upon, but laid 
he mud firft found the difpofitiou of his officers ; and on his return 
he made a faithful report to captain Dalton of what had puffed. He 
was ordered to return to the camp the next moi ning with inftruc- 
tions how to proceed, and conducted himfelf fo dexteioufly, that a few 
conferences intirely gained him the confidence of the regent. Hav- 
ing fettled the plan of operations, he brought to captain Dalton the 
agreement figned by the regent and himfelf, fealed with the great 
feai of Myfore: it was fpccified, that captain Poverio fhould receive 
20,000 rupees for himfelf, and 3,000 more to buy firelocks, in order 
to arm the French prifbners, who were to be let out the firft time 
his company took the guard over them ; he was at the fame time 
to feize on the weftern gate of the city, near which the hlyforeans 
were cucamped, and to hoift a red flag, on which figaal the whole 
army were to move, and enter the town. 

On the day fixed for the execution of this enterprize,all the cannon 
* that could be brought to bear on the Myfore camp were well manned, 
and above 700 mufketeers, Europeans and Sepoys, were concealed 
in the trave rfes and works near the weftern gateway, with a great 
number of hand grenades; the reft of the garrifon was under 
arms, and the Mjlbrcans would certainly have fuffered feverely; 
1 but the fears of the Nabob’s brother-in-law put a flop to the enter- 
I prize. He was apprehenfiv c that the attempt might fucceed, .and 
to avoid the rifque, font a mefienger to upbraid the regent, and to 
acquaint him that the garrifon were prepared to receive him. 

The regent thinking himfelf no longer fafe under the cannon of 
the city,’ decamped, and fixed his head quarters three miles to the 
.weft Ward, at the Pagodas of Wariore, which were" garrifon cd by 
E 1 2 - Englifh 
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Engl ifh. Sepoys ; hut finding that captain Dakun had reinforced this 
poll:, he moved again, ami encamped near Seringham. . 

. The mutual diftrurt increated daily, although the outwaid ajipear- 
ance of fricndlhip fuhfdrcd ; for the regent ll-nt every day one of his 
principal officers to enquire after captain Dalton’.s health, in order to 
have an opportunity of dilcovering what he was doing. When th.e 
two months rtipulatcd for the delivery of the city were expired, he 
fent four of his principal officers in form to demand the furrendcr of 
it; but Iviroodiu Khan, a man haughtv and iuioleur, when no dan- 
ger was near, flew out into a paffiou, a ml reproaching the eommifla- 
ries with the treacherous and clandefVine practices of their prince, 
produced the agreement with captain Povcrio, figued ami iealcd,and 
then told them plainly, that they had no city to expect, but Ihould 
be paid the money which the regent had dilburlcd, as loon as the 
Nabob’s finances were in a better condition. 


The regent pretended to be much offended with this anfwer; how- 
ever, after fome confideration, he lent his mini tier to lay the accounts 
.before the Nabob, declaring that he was willing to rdinquifh his claim," 
to Tritchinopoly, provided the money was immediately paid. This 
appearance of moderation was only intended to lefien the Nabob’s 
character with the publick, and to juftifv the meafiires he was deter- 
mined to take himfelf ; for he was too well acquainted with his cir- 
cumftauccs, to imagine him able to pay fo large a fum, which, by 
the accounts he produced, amounted to 8,500,000 rupees. 

There now remained little hopes of reconciling the difference, 
which Mr. Dupleix had' from the beginning diligently inflamed : 
knowing that it was the intereft of the Morattoes to protract a war, 
he addrelled himfelf particularly to Morari-row, who continually re- 
ceived .prefents and letters from him, as alfo from his wife. In thele 
letters theEnglifh were reprel'ented as a plodding.raercantile people, 

' unacquainted with the art of war, and not fit to appear in the field, 
oppofed to a nation of -fo- martial a genius as the French; and the 
fuccefs at Seringham was totally- aferibed to the valour and activity 
of the Morattoe cavalry.. 
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I , Mdrari-raw having fettled his plan, eafily pcrfuaded the regent to 
; acquiefce in it, and embaffadors weie feat to Pondicherry', where a 
treaty was Soon concluded, and war refohed; Mr. Dupleix promising 
to take Tiitchinopoly, and give it to the Myforeans. In confequence 
of this alliance, Innis Khan, with 3000 Morattoes, wa^dctached 
from Seringham in the middle of Auguft, with inftru&ions to join 
the French, but Sirft to go to the Nabob’s camp, and endeavour to 
get Some money from him ; -for this object never failed to be inter- 
" woven in all Moral i-row’s fehemes. The detachment taking time 
to plunder the province as they marched along, were at lome dis- 
tance from the coaft when they received news of the battle at Bahoor j . 
ftaitled at this fucceSs, Innis Khan halted, waiting for farther inSlrup- 
tions.from Tiitchinopoly; in consequence of which he joined the 
Nabob, with great proteftations of friendship and feemmg joy at the 
late event, pretending to lament that he had not come up in time to- 
f have a Share in it ; and in order to accomplish his intention of getting 
money, he did not helitate to take the oath of fidelity to the Nabob. 

Major Lawrence, notwithstanding his late fuccefs at Bahoor, did 
hot think it prudent to engage in any fartheroperations, whilst he re- 
mained in Uncertainty of the refolution which theSe Morattoes might 
take ; but’ as foon as they joined him, he moved from Fort St. David 
to Trivadi, and prepared to employ the remainder of the Seaton, be- 
fore the rains began, in reducing the country between Pondicherry 
and the riv'er Paliatv At the Same time the Nabob requested the 
presidency to fend a force to attack Chinglapet and Cobelong, two* 
Strong holds. Situated to the 1101th of that river, which kept in Subjec- 
tion 1 a considerable tract of country, and from whence detachments 
frequently plundered the territory belonging to the Nabob and the 
company.! <*• * »•> * _ 1 In - 1 1 ‘1 ' 

-’'iMddrnfsIwas able to furmfh no more than aoo Euiopearr recruits^ 
juft arrived from England, and, as ufual, the refute of the vileftemt 
plo) meats in London, together with 5<3o Sepoj* nowty raiSedj andafe- 
unexpenenced as the Europeans. 'Such a force appeared very unequal 
to the enterprizeof lajing Siege loJtrorig forts; audit could haidh be 
expected that any officer, who had acquired -reputation, would wil- 
1 ^ * iiilgly 
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lingly rifque it by taking the command of them; but captain Clive, 
whofe military life had been a continued option of difficulties, volunta- 
rily offered his fervice on this occafion, notwithftanding that his health 
was at this time much impaired by the excefs of his former fatigues. 

The troops, with four 24 pounders, marched 'on the xoth of Sep- 
tember againft Cobelohg. This fort, called by the Moors Saudet Bun- 
dar, and fituated twenty miles fouth of Madrafs,. and within mulket 
fhot of the fea, was built by An’vvar-odean Khan, near the ruins of 
another belonging to the Offend company. The French got poffeflion 
of it in the beginning of the year 1750 by a ftratagem. A fhip an- 
choied in the road, making fignals of diffrefs, and the Moors who re- 
paired on board were told, that moft of the crew had died of the 
lcurvy, and that the' reft would perifh likewife, if they were not per- 
mitted to come athore immediately, fince they were no longer able 
to navigate the veflel. The Nabob’s officer, in hopes of being well 
paid, granted their requeft; on which thirty Frenchmen of lean and 
' a ellow phyftognomies, counterfeiting various kinds of infirmities, were 
admitted, and having arms conceded under their cloaths, overpowered 
the garrifbn in the night. The fort had no ditch, but a ftrong wall 
flanked by round towers, on which were mounted thirty pieces of 
cannon, and it was garrifoned by 50 Europeans and 300 Sepoys. 

The Englifh troops arrived in the evening at an eminence about 
two miles to the weftward, from whence half of" them marched in 
the night under the command of lieutenant Cooper, to take poflef- 
fton of a garden, fituated about 600 yards to the fouth of the fort. At 
break of day the garrifon detached 30 Europeans and 100 Sepoys, 
who advancing to the garden unobferved, began to fire through fe- 
veral large crevices in the gate, which was in a ruinous condition, 
and a fhot killed lieutenant Cooper. The troops were fo terrified by 
this alarm, and by the death of their officer, that they fled precipi-, 
tately out of the garden, and would probably, have run back to Ma- 
drafs, had they not b,een met by captain Clive advancing with the 
reft of his force, who obliged them, not without difficulty, and even 
violence, to rally, and return with him to the garden, which the ene- 
my abandoned on his approach. - ‘ \ 

The 
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The next day lie 'lent a fummons to the French officer, who an-, 
fevered, that the Fort belonged to the king of France, and that if 
the' Englith committed any hoftilities, his nation would deem it a 
declaration of war : <he theicfoj-e cxpedled tliat they fliould imme- 
diately withdraw ; but if they perfffted, and attacked the place, he 
and his garrifbn were determined to die in the breach. This blufter- 
ijig language proceeded from his reliance on a reinforcement of 700 
Sepoys and 40 Europeans, which Mr. Dupleix had detached from 
Pondicherry to Cliinglapet, with orders to the officer commanding 
theie to introduce them at all events into Cobelong. The Euglifh 
the next day.began to ereft a battery between the garden and the 
Fort, at the diftance of 300 yaqds from the walls, and at the fame 
time placed a ftrong guard on a rock about too yards to the left of 
the battery, - ■•Thc i enemy brought many of their guns to bear upon 
the face of the attack,' and fired fmartly ; wbilft it was with the 
greateft difficulty the Englifli troops could be kept to their ports, both 
Europeans and Sepoys taking flight on every alarm : an unlucky fhot, 
.which rtruck the lock, and with the fplinters it made, killed and 
wounded fourteen men, lightened the whole fo much, that it was 
fome time before they would, venture Jo cxppfe themfelvcs again, and 
one of the advanced centrics was found fcveral hours after concealed 
in the bottom of a well. . , „ • . , 

Captain Clive judging that Ihamc would avail more than feverity 
to reclaim them from their cowardice; expofed himfclf continually 
tp the hotted of the enemy’s fire, andjiis example hi ought them in mo 
days to. do their duty with fome firmnefs. On the third, intelligence 
was received that the paity from Cliinglapet were advanced within 
four miles, on which he immediately marched with half his force to 
give them battle; but they, on hearing, of his, approach, retreated/ 
with great precipitation. On the fourth at noon,' the hattery.tvas 
finifhed, and juft as the Englifli were pieparing to fire, to his great 
\ fur prize, he received a meflage fiom the commanding officer, offering 
1 to rtirrender at diferetion, on condition that he might carry away.his 
own effects : thefe terms were immediately accepted, land, the. JJdg*. 
iifh before the evening received into the place, where it was .found 
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that all the effedts of the commandant confifted of a great number 
of turkies, and a great quantity of fnuff, commodities in v/hich he 
dealt. Befides the cannon mounted on the walls, there were found 
other pieces of the large# calibres, which proved to be part of the 
artiller) that the company. had lofb at Madrals, when takdn by Mr.' 
De la Bouidonnais. ' ' : 

The next morning enfign Jofeph Smith, walking out at day break, 
difcoveted a large body of troops eroding a fmall river that runs 
about half a mde to the weft of the Fort, and concluding that they- 
were the reinforcement coming again from Chinglapet, immediately 
informed captain Clive, who inftantly haftened from the fort to join 
the fioops, which enfign Smith had already pofted in ambufeade 
among# the rocks and underwood, which commanded the high road. ‘ 
Enfign Smith was not deceived in his conjediure ; 'for the command-' 
ing officer at Chinglapet having received the day before a letter from 
the officer at Cobelong, advifing him that the place could not hold 
out 24. hours unlefs relieved, determined to make an effort more vi- 
gorous than the former, and being ignorant of the lurrender, intended 
to furprize- the En'glifh camp early in the morning. The Nabob’s’ 
colours were hoifted in thd fort, and thefe being white, Ikirted with 
green, were at a diftance miftaken ‘by the enemy for their own flag ; 
which confirmed their notion that the place ffill held out ; and they 
continued to advance with great lecurity, until the whole party were 
Within the reach of the troops in ambufeade, who then gave their fire ' 
from all fides with great vivacity. It fell heavy, and in a few minutes 
ftruck down xoo men; the reft; were fo terrified that not more than 
half retained even prefence of mind to provide for their lafety by 
flight: the commanding officer, 25 Europeans, and 250 Sepoys, with 
two pieces of cannon, were taken : thofe who fled, flinging awayLbeir 
arms, hurried to- Chinglapet, where they communicated no lmall con- 
ffernation, of which captain Clive detei mined to take advantage by 
marching with the utmoft expedition again# the place. 

It is fituated 30 miles weft of Cobelong, 40 fouth we# of Madrals, 
and within ‘half a mile of the northern bank of the river Paliar. The 
§ - - French- 
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French took pofteflion of it in the beginning of the preceding year, 
when their troops marched out of Pondicherry u ith Chunda-faheb to 
reduce the Arcot province. It was, and not without rcafon, el- 
teemed by the natives- a very ftrong hold. Its outline, exejufive of 
fome .irregular projections at the gateways, is nearly a parallelogram, 
extending 400 yards from north to Couth, anil 310 from eaft to 
weft. The caftern, and half the northern fide is covered by a con- 
tinued fn atrip of rice fields, and the other half of the north, toge- 
ther with the whole of the weft fide, is defended by a large lake. 
Inacccifiblc in thele parts, it would have been impregnable, if the 
foutK" fide had been equally tecure ; but here the ground is high, 
and gives advantages to an enemy. The Indian engineer, whoever 
he w as, that ercdlcd the fort, teems to have exceeded the common 
leach of his couptrymcn in the knowledge of his art, not only by 
the choice of the fpot, but alfo by proportioning the ftrength of the 
defences to the advantages and diladvantages of the filiation : for 
the fortifications to the foutb are much the ftiongeft, thote oppofitc 
to the rice fields fomething weaker, and the part that is (kirted by 
the lake is defended only by a (lender wall ; a deep ditch do feet 
wide, and faced with ftone, a faufle-braye, and a ftone wall 18 feet 
high, with round towers on and betweeq the angles, form the de- 
fences to the land : nor are thefe all ; for parallel to the teuth, eaft, 
and north fides of thefe outward works, are others of the ihme kind 
repeated within them, and thefe joining to the (lender wall which 
runs to the weft along the lake, form a (econd enclofure or fortifi- 
v cation. The garriten confifted of 40 Europeans and 500 Sepoys, 
1 and X $ pieces of cannon were mounted in the place. 

A battery, confiding of four twenty -four pounders, was rafted to 
the tenth about 500 jaids from the wall, which refilling at this dis- 
tance longer than w as expefled, the guns were removed and mounted 
within 200 yards, and f'om hence in four days they made a breach 
through both the outward and inward wgll ; but ftilJ it remained to 
dram and fillup the ditches, and even after this a much greater num- 
ber than the befiegers might have been eafily repulfed. But the officer, 
on feeing the Enghfli preparing to make approaches to the outw ard 
M m ditch, 
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ditch, imagined that he had fufficiently afferted the honour of his 
nation, and hung out the flag to capitulate, offering to give up the 
fort if the garrilon were permitted to march away with the honours 
of war. Captain Clive, thinking that the rifque of {forming a place 
fo capable of making an obftinate refinance, was not to be put in 
competition with the ideal honour of reducing the garrilon to le- 
verer terms, immediately complied with the enemy’s propolals, who 
on the 31ft of Ofrober evacuated the fort, and marched away to 
Pondicherry. 

A garrifon of Europeans and Sepoys, under the command of an 
Englifh officer, was placed in Chinglapett ; and lome time after, at 
the Nabob’s requeff, the fortifications of Cobelong were blown up. 
The capture of thefe two places completed the reduftion of all the 
country that remained unfubdued to the north of the river Paliar, be- 
tween Sadrafs and Arcot. 

The health of Captain Clive declining every day after this expe- 
dition, induced him not only to quit the field, but alfo to take the 
refolution of returning to his native country. Pie left Madrafs in 
the beginning of the next year, univeifally acknowledged as the man 
whofe example firft roufed his countrymen from that lethargy of their 
natural charafter, into which they were plunged before the fiege of 
Arcot ; and who, by a train of uninterrupted fucceffes, had contri- 
buted more than any other officer, at this time, to raife the reputa- 
tion of their arms in India. 

During thefe fieges, major Lawrence, accompanied by the Nabob, 
advanced fromTrivadi to Y a ndiwafh. This place, fituated 20 miles 
to the north of Gingee, was under the government of Tuckea-laheb, 
who had, as well as Chunda-laheb, and Mortiz-ally, married one of 
the lifters of the Nabob, Subder-ally Khan : the widow of this un- 
fortunate prince, together with his pofthumous and only lurviving 
fon, called Ally Ddaft Khan, refided with Tuckea-laheb in the fort. 
It was imagined that a^place capable of fending forth fuch pretenders 
to difturb the title of Mahomed-ally, would have been attacked with 
the utmoft vigour ; but the Nabob was in fuch diftrefs for money, 
that he preferred to liften to the offers of Tuckea-faheb to ranfom 
a his 
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Ins town and fort from hofhhtics. Winlft an officer deputed for this 
purpofe was fettling the terms, a cannon Ihot from the foit \va» by 
fome accident fired into the camp. The Sepoys, \e\cd at the nego- 
tiation, which dilappomtcd their expeditions ol plunder, ferzed on 
this opportunity to break it off, and under pretence of refentmg the 
uifult, rufiied into the Pettah, and broke open the houfes . the poor 
iurprized inhabitants were incapable of making refinance ; but it 
being apprehended that the garrilbn might fall) from the fort, a 
party of Europeans w ere lent to fupport the Sepoys. '1 uchea-faheb, 
ignorant of the caulc of this ludden ad of violence, imputed it to 
treachery, and ordered his garri/on to fire at the troops they faw m 
the Pettah. This brought on tartiiLr hofiilitics ; the Engh/h bom- 
barding the fort with two mortars, and the gar ri foil keeping up a 
confiant fire from their mulkctry and cannon until morning; when 
a parly enfued, which explaining matters, the troops were recalled 
out of the Pettah, and the contribution was fettled at 300,000 ni- 
pccs, which were paid the fame day. 

The Morattocs during this expedition were continually roaming 
for plunder, which they took, inihflcicntly, as well 111 the countries 
acknowledging the Nabob as m the did rids of di fa defied chiefs ; at 
tlic lame time that they were doing this mifchicf, they expeded to 
be paid, only bccaufc they had it in their pow cr to do more by openly 
joining ins enemies. 

The army returned from Vandiwafli toTmadi, where they pre- 
pared to canton thcinlclvcs during the rainy monloon, which began 
on the 31ft of Odober at night, with the moil violent hurricane 
that had been remembered on the coaft ; the rain that fell conti- 
nually /or fcvcraldays after laid the whole country under water, 
and fpicad fuch a iiekneik amongft the troops, as obliged them, cn 
the 15th of Nos cmbci, to retire to 1 ort St. Dai id ; winch place 
affording quaitcrs only for the Enghfli, inoff of the N 1 bob's men, 
11 naccu ftomed to remain in the field in this inclement fcafon, left 
him, and w cut to their homes. 

By this time the regent at Sennglnm, perceiving tint the Nabob 
and the Enghfii had made fo little advantage of their fuccels at Ba- 
hoor, recovered from the confiernation lie had been /IruJcwith by 
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that event ; and he no fooner heard that they had returned into win- 
ter quarters, than he lent away Morari-row, with ail his Morattoes 
excepting 500, to Pondicherry; and Innis Khan, with thofe under 
his command, quitted the Nabob at Trhadi in the beginning of No- 
vember, but not without having got lome of the money received at 
Vandivvafh. Mr. Dupleix promifed to fend fome Europeans to Se- 
ringham, and the regent hoping to divert the garrifon of Tritchino- 
poly from making any attempt againft him before they arrived, pre- 
tended that he had no defign to make war with the Nabob, and that 
Morari-row had left him in -conlequence of a difpute which ha’d 
arilenon fettling their accounts; but notwithftandi’ng this declaration, 
his patroles of horfe flopped and carried to his camp all the provi- 
fions that were coming to the city : the eftefts of this hoftilky were 
foon felt ; and the prefideucy of Madrafs, who, in confideration of 
his pretenfions to Tritchinopoly, had hitherto declined to take re- 
venge of his treacherous. attempts to get poffeffion of ft, now thought 
it time to treat him as a declared enemy. 

In confequence of this refolution, captain Dalton on the ,23d of 
December marched out of the city at ten o’clock at night, with the 
greateft part of the Europeans and Sepoys, to beat up his camp, 
which extended under the northern wall of Seringham ; but the re- 
gent himfelf with a confiderable guard remained within the pagoda. 
_An artillery officer with three pieces of cannon, was previoufly polled 
on the fouthern bank of the Caveri, oppofite the pagoda, with orders 
to create what alarm he could by throwing fhot into the place, as 
foon as he fhould hear the fire of the mulketry ’in the camp : the 
troops palTed -the Caveri at Chuckly-pollam, and then eroding the 
illand marched along .'the bank of the Coleroon, until they came 
within a quarter of a mile of the enemy’s, camp, when they halted 
in order to refrefh themfelves, and to form for the attack : but on 
the review it was found that no lefs than 500 of the Sepoys wereab- 
fent, having,- as they afterwards affirmed, inadvertenly miffed the 
line of march in the dark ; however the reft not feeming to be dis- 
couraged, it Avas determined to proceed : they were divided into two 
bodies, the firft marched only four in front, being defigned to pene- 
trate through the camp, firing two to the right, and two to the left ; 

whilft. 
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whilft the’ other, drawn up in a more compact manner, were ordered 
to halt as fooa as they came amongft the tents, and there remain as 
a (upport to the firfl: party ; ’who moving on, found the enemy’s ad- 
vanced guard fall afleep, and dabbing them with their bayonets, en- 
tered the camp without oppofition, and to the right and left begau a 
brilk fire from front to rear. The alarm was inftantly fpread, and 
produced (uch confternation, that nothing was heard but the (hrieks 
of men wounded, and the outcries of others warning their friends 
to fly from the danger. The enemy, according to their fenfelels 
cuftom, raifed a number of blue lights in the air, in order to difcover 
the motions of the column, but thefe lights (erved much better to 
direct the fire againft themfelves ; in the mean time thofe within 
the pagoda manned the walls, but refrained from firing for fear of 
killing their own people in the camp, who in lefs than an hour were 
totally difperfed ; and if the Englilh had brought with them a pe- 
tard, they would 'probably have forced into the pagoda, and have 
finiihed the war by fccuring the perlon of the regent. Every thing 
being now quiet, the Sepoys were permitted to take as many hoi (es 
as they could conveniently lead away ; and marching foremofl: out 
of the camp, were followed by the Europeans in good order ; but 
by this time, the Mylbreans within the pagoda, finding by the ex- 
tinftion of the lights, that none of their own army remained within 
reach, began to fire fmartly from the walls, .tuid killed and wounded 
20 men, of whom (even were Europeans. 

The troops reached the city by day break, when they difeovered the 
enemy returning to the ifland, who immediately flruck all their tents, 
and retired into the pagoda. This fufliciently the wed their panic ; 
but neverthelefs it was evident that their continuance in the neigh- 
bourhood would prevent the inhabitants from bringing in provifions, 
of winch they began already to feel the want ; captain XJalton 
therefore determined to bombard the pagoda, not doubting, that if 
he could drive the enemy out of it, their fears would deter them 
from encamping again within a night’s march. With this view he 
lent half his force die following night acrofs the river, and diflodged 
them -from a great choultry that (lands by the water (ide, dire&ly 
•* oppofite 
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oppofite to the louth-gate of- Seringham; the building was ioo feet 
fquare, and 30 high ; a great number of Coolies were immediately 
fet to work, and before morning they inclofed the choultry with a 
ftrong entrenchment, and likewife made a parapet with fand bags 
round the roof, on which two field pieces were mounted. As it was 
not doubted that the enemy would make an effort to recover a pod 
fo capable of moleding them, captain Dalton determined to fupport 
it with die red: of his force ; the bed of the Caveri having at this 
time little or no water, he took pod: over againd the choultry, on the 
fouthern bank of the river ; where a low wall ferved the party as a 
parapet; who had with them four field pieces, which might eafily 
flank the choultry, as the river in this part was only 400 yards wide : 
the enemy remained quiet until noon, when having diffidently in- 
toxicated themfelves with opium, they began to fwarm out in great 
numbers ; but the field pieces kept them for fome time at a didance, 
every fhot doing execution. During the cannonade a party of the 
Nabob’s S„epoys eroded the river, and taking poffeflion of a fmall 
choultry at a little didance to the right of the other, began to fire 
from this untenable pod ; upon which, a body of 300 Morattoe horfe 
galloped up to attack them, but before they arrived the. Sepoys took 
flight ; feveral of them were cut to pieces, and the red re-croffing 
the , river, ran into the city ; the Morattoes, encouraged by this • 
luccefs, now galloped up towards,, the entrenchment of the great 
choultry, where they were, .differed to come fo near, that feveral of 
them made ufe of their' fabres acrofs the parapet before the troops 
within gave fire, which then began, and feconded by that of the 
four pieces of .cannon on the other fide of the river, killed and 
wounded a great number of men and hordes, and obliged the enemy 
to retire in confufion : in this inflant an officer unadvifedly took the 
refolution of quitting his pod, and paffed the. river, in order to give 
captain Dalton fome information concerning the artillery : fome of ' 
the foldiers feeing this, imagined that he went away through fear, aod 
concluding that' things were worfe. than appeared to them, followed 
his example, and ran out of the entrenchment ;> which the red perceiv- 
ing, a panic feized the whole, and they left the pod with the greated 
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precipitation, notwithftamjiiig they had the minute before given three 
huzzas, on the retreat of the Morattoes : a body of 3000 My fore 
horfe, who were drawn up on the bank, immediately galloped into the 
bed of the river, and charging the fugitives with fury, cut down the 
whole party excepting 1 5 men : flufoed with this foccefs, they made 
a pulh at captain Dalton's divifion on the other fide. All thefe mo- 
tions fucceeded one another lo rapidly, that he had hardly time to 
p'ut his men on their guard ; more elpecially as many of them had 
caught the panic, from having been Ipc&ators of the maflacre of their 
comrades : however fomc of the brave ft hearkening to his exhorta- 
tions ftood firm by the artillery ; their behaviour encouraged the Se- 
poys, who made a ftrong fire from behind the low wall in their front, 
which, accompanied by the grape-foot of the four field pieces, foon 
abated the ardour of the enemy, and obliged them to retreat, leaving 
fome horles, whole riders fell \vithin 20 yards of the muzzles of the 
guns : captain Dalto n then advanced a little way into the bed of the 
river, where he remained until he had collected the dead antfavounded. 
Not a man who efoaped could give any' rcafon why he quitted his 
poft, all of them acknowledging that at the time \\ hen they took 
flight only one man in the enticnchment was wounded, and that 
they had nine bariels of ammunition. 

This dildfter diminifoed the ftrengtb of the gariifon near one half> 
not by the number, but the quality of the troops that were loft; /or 
the killed and difabled were 70 Europeans, and 300 of the beft Se- 
poys, together with-the lieutenants Wilkey and Crow ; who having 
endeavoured in vain to rally the men, gallantly determined to ftay 
in the entrenchment, where they were cut down. No farther jhopes 
— therefore- remainedjaf drivin g,the regent out of Seiingham ; on the 
. contrary, it became neceflary for the garrifon, thus leflened, to give 
their whole attention to the fec urity of_ the. city ; and all negotiations 
between the Nabob and the regent being at an end, captain Dalton 
t turned out the 700 M yforeans, foffering them to retire peaceably 
with their arms and baggage: but he detained their commande r Go- 
paulrauze, the regent’s brother, peimitting him however to keep fijclT 
. domefticks as he thought proper. * ' * 1 
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But left the enemy fhould imagine that he was totally difpirited, 
if he (hould remain inactive, captain Dalton determined to make 
jfome attempt, which, at the lame time that it might he executed 
without much rifque, might make them believe he was Iiiil in a 
capacity to aft in the field. They had a poft about four miles weft 
of Tritchinopoly, at a pagoda called Vclore, wiiere the guard pre- 
vented the country people from carrying provitions into the city. 
The pagoda had a ftrong Clone wall, and they had chunked up the 
great gate with mud, leaving at the bottom a wicket, by which only 
one man could enter at a time, and this they carefully (hut every 
evening : 30 Europeans marched in a dark night, and having con- 
cealed themfelvcs in a watcrcourfc near the gate, a ferjeant of artil- 
lery, carrying a barrel of gun powder with a long fauluge to it, went 
- forward, and digging, placed the barrel under the wicket unobferved, 
although the centinel was fitting at, the top of the gate linging a 
Moorilh fong : the cxplolion not only brought down the mud-work, 
but alfo blew up the terrace of the gateway, with the guard alleep on 
it, fo that the foldicrs entered immediately without difficulty, and 
having frelh in their memory the lofs of their comrades at the choul- 
try, put all the Myforeans they met to the fword. 

The regent, convinced by this exploit that famine would be the 
fureft means of reducing the garrilon, ordered a party of 200 horte 
to lie on the plain every night, between the city and the country 
of the Polygar Tondiman, from whence alone provifions were ob- 
tained : they feized fome of the people bringing in rice, anti accord- 
ing to their ancient and barbarous cuftom, cut off their nofes, and 
lent them thus mangled to Tritchinopoly. This cruelty ft aide 
fuch a terror, that for lome days no one would venture to bring in 
fupplies : in order therefore to diflodge this detachment, 400 men. 
Sepoys and Europeans, with two field pieces, marched in the even- 
ing and took pofieflion of the ground where they ufed to pafs the 
night ; the enemy coming up lome time after, did not difeover their 
danger before they received the fire of the troops, which imme- 
diately. put them to flight, and by their outcries it was imagined 
they lufFered confidefably. 

. Whatever 
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'Whatever might be their loft, tHfc furprizc ftruck fiich a terror, 
that no more finall detachments could be prevailed on to remain 
‘witbirr reach of the garrison during the dark, nights ; and their re- 
fund luggeflcd to the regent the refolution' of dividing his force, and 
of forming a confiderahlc camp between the city and Tondiman’s 
country, whilft he remained with the reft at String ham. A multi- 
tude of people fet to the work finifhcd in a few days an entrench- 
ment, with a flout mud wall, at a^place called Facquire’s 7 o/>e, or 
the grove of the Facquirc, fituated four miles to the fouth, and one 
'to the weft of the cit> ; after which 5000 horfc and 3000 foot, being 
nearly one half of the drmy, and the beft troops in it, moved from 
the ifland with therr baggage, anti pitched their tents within this 
fortification. The effeft of this difpofitiou was loon fevcrcly felt ; 
110 more' grain was brought to the market, the (liops were fhut, and 
the inhabitants began to cry famine, whilft the garrifon had the morti- 
fication to perceive themftlvcs incapable of removing thediflreft, be- 
ing, fincc the loft at the choultiy, too weak to cope with the enemy, 
in cither of their camps. 

' Such was the fituation of affairs at Tritchinopoly at the end of 
‘March 1753. In the mean time the junction oftthc Morattocs ena- 
bled Mr. Duplclx to make head againft the Nabob in t ha Carnatic, 
nnd he had likcwifc received the fatisfaflion of hearing that bis ally 
' Salabad-jmg had removed a raoft dangerous competitor for theSou- 
• bahfliip, by the murder of bis brother Gazi-o-dm Khan. 

'* This prince having long tent before him > many threats andmi- 
’ mburs’of his approach to the Decan, Ut length marched from Delhi ; 
”amJ in the beginning of O&ober 1752^ appeared before Aurengabad 
■ 'at the -head of i50,qoo men : at the fame time, and by hisinftigation, 
(/Ealdgcfow aild Ragogi' Bonfbla entered the province? of Gol-coudah, 
with too. poo Morattoes.. Balagprow is known t and RagpgjLBoa- 
fola We* have feen invading the Carnatic in ‘1,740, ten years before 
which he had made conqueftsand eflabhfhed the Morattoe dominion 
in fome parts’of the province of Berar, from whence, in conjunction 
with Balagcrovv, he invaded Betigdl in 17441 - Salabad-pug and Mr. j 
' Bufly were at Gol-condah when 'they- received intelligence of the ap- ; 
" preach of tHefe' armies, and immediately took the (fidld .with llieir ut-j 
r * N n molt 1 
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1752* . mofi: force, and at Beder,a very Itrong and ancient city 60 miles north- 
, weft of Gol-qondah, were met by the Morattocs. Meanwhile Ghazi- 
o-din Khan entered Aurengabad without oppofition. He had brought 
with him from Delhi a French furgeon named De Yolton, who had 
long been principal phyfician to the Great Mogul. This man, Ghazi- 
o-din Khan lent forward to Pondicherry, as an envoy empowered by 
the Great Mogul to offer Mr. Dupleix many advantages, if he would 
withdraw the French troops from the fervicc of Salabad-jing: and as 
a proof of this commifhon, De Volton was furnilhed with a blank 
paper, to which the great feal of the empire was affixed. Salabad- 
jing receiving intelligence of thefe intentions, fet about to fruftrate 
them by a method which could not fail of fuccefs, as it could not na- 
turally be fufpefted ; for he prevailed on his mother, who was at 
Aurengabad, to poifon his brother, who, however was not her ion ; 

• which (lie effe&ed by fending him a plate of vifluals, prepared, as 
fhe tpo truly allured him, with her own hands. On his death the 
greateft part of his army returned to their homes; but fome joined 
> the Morattoes at Beder. 

Whatfoever apprehenfions Salabad-jing might have, that Sche- 
- abeddin the foil. of Ghazi-o-din Khan at Delhi, would obtain the 
Soubahfhip of the Decan, and revenge the murder of his father ; he 
affedted to fear nothing from him, either as an enemy or a competi- 
tor : and aflerting with more confidence than ever, that he himlelf 
was the real Soubah,fent, immediately on Ghazi-o-din Khan’s death, 
an embaflador of his own to Pondicherry, who likewife pretended to 
come from the great Mogul, with a patent, as Salabad-jing had pro- 
1 mifed, confirming Mr. Dupleix Nabob of the countries to the fouth 
of the Kriftna. The man was received with great pomp and refpeft, 
and the patent publifhed throughout the province with much oflen- 
. tation. 

But frill this title, fpecious as it might be, furnilhed Mr. Dupleix, 
with no money, which in the wars of Indoflan is of more fervice 
than any title whatfoever ; for the revenues which Salabad-jing re- 
ceived at Aurengabad were continually exhaufted by the great army 
he was obliged to maintain, and the charge of Mr. Bully’s troops 
alone amounted to 400,000 pounds a year;, The diftrefs was as great at 

- Pondi- 
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Pondicherry ; for although many chiefs in the Carnatic had without 
compulfion contributed tofupportthe cauleof Chuuda-laheb during his 
life, their zeal ccaled at his death, from their fenfc of the incapacity 
of his fon Raja-fahcb, little qualified to profccute acontcft in which a 
man of his father’s abilities had pcriflied : andjn this time of anarchy 
and confufion, wkilft the authority of no one extended farther than his 
fword could reach, every chief referved for himfelf whatever revenues 
he could collefh So th3t notwithftanding Mr. Duplcix’s title was ac- 
knowledged by all who did not with well to. Mahomcd-ally, his power 
was confined to the diftrifts which lie between Pondicherry and Gin- 
gee, and thefe’did not fumifli more than 50,000 pounds a jear: at 
the fame time the French company, milled by his reprefentations, 
lent out no more money than was neceflary for their commerce, and 
with pofitivc orders that it Ihould not be employed to any other pur- 
pole. Thcfe diladvantagcs \Vould probably have reduced the French 
to ceafe hoflihtics after the capture at Seringham, had not Mr. Du- 
pleix been endowed (and this at Icaft is much to his honour) with a 
perlcvcrancc, that even fupcrlcdcd his regard to his own fortune, of 
^..which-he had at that time dilburlcd 140,000 pounds, and lie conti- 
nued with the lame Ipirit to fumilh more ; but as thisrefourcc could 
not lift long, and as the (lender capacity ofjlaja-fahcb rendered jhirn^ 
_ rather a burthen than a (upport to the caufc, he determined to make 
him rclinquilh the title of Nabob, and to give it to lome other pcrlbl), 
from whole wealth, ability, and connexion, he might re’afouably ex- 
pert confiderablc refources for carrying on the war. The man he 
pitched upon was Alortiz-ally Khan ofVelore, to whom he dilplajed 
all the commilfions he had received from Salabat-jing, and difeovered 
the ftate of his negotiations with the Morattoes, and Myforcans. The 
PhoulUar, fenfiblc that there could not be piuch rifle ini taking part 
with fuch av\ apparent fupeiwity, accepted the propofal,levkvltr©ops, 
and refolved to go to Pondicherry, as loon as the journey might be 
undertaken without danger. In the mean time 50 Europeans were 
fent from Pondicherry to Vclorc, and with their alfiltance he foriqed 
a conlptracy with the French priloners in the fort of Arcot, who 
were to nle and overpower the Engfilh garrifon, which they greatly 
outnumbered ; but a fulpicion ofjhis treachery was luckily enter- 
i Nn2 tamed 
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tamed in time to prevent the fucccfj of if, ami die prisoners were 
removed in the latter end of December to ChingkspuU. Thus eiuied 
the year 175a in the Carnatic. 

On the 3d of January 1753, the French, confiding of 500 Euro- 
peans, and a troop of 60 boric, together with 2 too Sepoy -g ;.nd 4200 
Morattoes under the command of Moran-row, marched from V:d- 
dore, and entrenched on the banka of the river Fanner, in sight of 
Trivadi : upon which Major Lawrence, with the tSabob, returned 
from Fort. St. David to their former encampment at that place, Their 
force confided of 700 Europeans, 2000 Sepoy •, and 1500 daltardly 
horfe belonging to the Nabob. On the 9th the Mounted, fupported 
. by two companies of TopaiCcs in their own pay, advanced with three 
held pieces, and began to cannonade the village or Triv.uii. The bat- 
talion was immediately under arms, and the grenadier.*, with lbme 
Sepoys, were ordered to attack their guns, which they got pofilihou 
of before the enemy had time to fire a fecoiul round: the Morattoes 
{till remaining on die plain, Major Lawrence followed them two 
miles towards their camp, and having as he thought fuHicietuly dif- 
perfed them with his field pieces, prepared to return, when they came 
.galloping up again furioully on all fides, and furrounded him. The 
foldiers preferved their lire till every fhot did execution, and the ar- 
tillery men behaving with the fame calnmefs and refolution icon beat 
them off, with the lofs of 100 men killed. Morari-ro\y, on his return 
to-the camp reproached the French for their cowardice, in not having 
fupported him in the manner that had been concerted between them. 
He continued however with great activity to diftrefs their enemies, by 
fending out parties, which prevented the country people from bring- 
ing proviftons to the Englilh camp; and this obliged Major Lawrence, 
-when in want, to march with his whole force, and clcort his fupplies 
-from Fort' St. David. Thefe marches were exceffivelv fatiguing, and 
might have been dangerous, had the French behaved with the fame 
activity at\d fpirit as the Morattoes, who never failed to be on the 
-road harraffing, and fometimes charging, the line of march : on the 
'28th of- January, in particular, they .accompanied the battalion the 
whole way from Trivadi to Fort St. David: but difpirited by the lols 
of 300 ,df their horfes, • which were killed by the field pieces in the 
2 different 
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different fkirmilhcs of the day, they did not venture to attack the 
hoops as they were returning to the camp nidi tiic con\oy. * 

Supported as the French were by this excellent cavalry, the) might 
without much rifquc have ventured on a general engagement; but 
INIr. Duplcix, whole c}e was always on Tritch in opoly, determined to 
protract the war on the fca coaft as Jong as polfiblc, that the M)(b- 
rcans might not be interrupted from blockading the cit>. He there- 
fore ordcrcd liis troops on the Fa nn a r to a£l intircl) on the defenfive, 
and to (Ircngthen their entrenchments; which, with the ufual dex- 
terity of that nation in w orks of this kind, u ere fbon complcatcd and 
rendered little inferior to the defences of a regular fortrefs. Tho 
pnglifh prefidenej, ftnfihlcof the great rifijuc of forming fucli works 
without a fulficient hod) of liorfc to cover the flanks of their infantry 
during the attack, foUicited the king of Tanjorc. to_ fcpil his cavalry 
to their alfiflancc : he promifvd fair, and a detachment of Europeans 
with two field pieces marched from Trivadi to favour the junction ; 
hut they had not proceeded far, before they heard that the* king had 
recalled his troops to the capital, on a report that the Morattocs in- 
tended to enter his countr). 

Di (appointed of this aflltencc, Major Lawrence was obliged to re- 
main ioadhvc in his camp, contemplating cv cry da) the fituatiou of the 
enemy, which he had in fight, and fretting at his incapacity to attack 
them. The Morattocs in the mean time were not idle;' their parties 
vyerc feen now at Trinomalcc, then at Arcot, then at Chdlambr am, 
that is, in every pJrt of the province between the river Falnr,and the 
Coleroon. In the middle of February, one of their detachments ap- 
peared, flourilhing their labrcs,and caracollmg within mufket (hot of 
Chimundclum, the ueftern redoubt of the bound-hedge of St. David: 
their infolcnce irritated the guard, and the lerjeant, a brave hut bhm- 
dcritif man., thinking this an opportunity of diftiiiguiflunj hTmfclf 
and of getting promotion, marched into the plain with his vyhojc 
force, 25 Europeans, and 50 Scpojs. Tlio / enemy retreated, until 
flic party was advanced half a mile from the redpubt ; when they 
turned on a hidden, and galloping up , fur rounded them in an in- 
fant ; the ferjeanr, not doubting that the fird fire would diljierfc 
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3. them, gave it in a general volly, which did fume execution ; hut before 
the troops could load again, the Morattocs charged them impctumdly 
fword in hand, broke the rank, and every hmfcmun futgling out a 
particular man, cut them all to pieces. Inactivity or retie at in war 
is never in Imloftan imputed to prudence or llratagcm, and the fide 
which ceafes to gain fucceffcs is gcneially luppoied to he on the brink 
of ruin. Sue!) were the notions entertained of the army at Trivadi, 
and they were induftrioufly propagated hy .Mr. Duplci.v, in order to 
encourage his new ally Morti/.-ally to let up his Itamiard in the pro- 
vince. The Phourtlar with his ufuai caution firll encamped without 
Velore, then advanced lomewhat farther, and at laft, allured hy the 
Morattoes that they would cover his march, ventured to proceed to 
Pondicherry, where, on furnifhing 50,000 pounds for the cxpenccs 
of the war, he was with great ceremony and public rejoicings pro- 
claimed Nabob of the Carnatic. 

But the fatisfaclion he might receive from tills exaltation did nor 
laft long. It was propofed that he fhouid begin by imitating the 
conduct of Chunda-laheb, and appear at the head of the army : this 
his nature abhorred. On fettling the terms of his regency, ro much 
a fli fiance in money and troops was expected from him, and fo little 
power or advantage offered in return, that he found the Nabobfhip 
held on fuch conditions, would be of Ids value than the inde- • 
pendant poffcflion of his government of Velore. At the fame time 
fufpefting what he himfelf would infallibly have done in a fimilar 
cafe, he was terrified with the notion that Mr. Ouplcix would keep 
him a prifoner at Pondicherry, if he dilcovercd his averliondo have 
any farther connexion with him : thefe fenriments did nor efcape the 
fagacity of Mr. Dupleix 1 but he had too much good fenfe, not to fee 
that fuch a breach of faith would probably determine the enemies of 
Mahomed-ally to make their peace on any terms with that prince- 
He therefore confcnted to Mortiz-ally’s return, who. promifing to 
make war in the country about Arcot, left Pondicherry in the end of 
March, convinced for the firfl time in his life, that he had met with, 
a. more cunning man than himfelf. 

In the mean time, no military operations parted, excepting the 

fkirmifhes.

fkirmiffies of die Morattoes with the Engliih battalion, during three 
or four marches, which they were obliged to make, in order to efcort , 
their provitions from Fort St. David. The French were not to he in- 
ticed out of their entrenchments ; and Major Lawrence, feeing no 
other method of {hiking a decifive blow, determined to {form their 
camp. The prefidency feconded this refolution, by (ending 200 Eu- 
ropeans, of which 100 were a company of Swifs lately arrived from 
Bengal, to Fort St. David; where the battalion joined them; and 
the whole. With a large convoy of provitions, fet out for the camp, oil 
the firft of April. The whole body of the Morattoes were waiting 
for them in fight of the bound-hedge ; and behaved this day with 
more a£Uvity than ever, rarely lemoving out of cannon {hot, and gal- 
loping up whenever the incumbrances of the 1 ' baggage ditunited the 
line of march, and left intervals open to their attacks. Thus con- 
tinually threatened, and often aflaulted, the convoy advanced very 
fiowly. The weather was exceffive hot, and leveral men fell dead 
with the heat, fatigue, and the want of water. When within three 
miles of Trivadi, the Morattoes made a general and vigorous charge, 
{grounding the front of the line, and were with difficulty repul fed ; 

, many of their horfes fell within a few yards of the field pieces, and 
amongft the naiirwa^sJBazinrow, Morari-row’s nephew, the lame who 
came to captain Clive’s afliftance, after the fiege of Arcot. His death 
damped their ardour, and they retreated to a diftance. But the work 
, of the day was not jet over ; for the troops continuing their march, 
difcovered within a mile of Trivadi, the French troops and Sepojs 
drawn up on their right : the convoy happened luckily-to march on 
the left along the bank of the river Gandelu. The two battalions 
advanced againft each other cannonading, until the French coming 
to a hollow-way, halted on the oppofite fide, imagining that the Eng- 
liffi would not venture to pafs it under the difadvantage of being ex- 
pofed to their fire ; but Major Lawrence ordered the Sepojs and ar- 
tillery to halt and defend the convoy againft the Morattoes, ftill hover- 
iug about, and pufhed on bnfkly with the main bodj of Europeans 
acrols the hallow way : the enemy, who^xpe&ed to find the Euglifh'* 
fatigued with a long and hai raffing march, vveie fo ftartlcd at the 
vivacity of this motign, that they only flayed to give one fire, and* then 
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ran away with the utmoll precipitation, leaving the Fnglilh to finish 
their march without farther moldbttion. A’, thou a; the troop; v*c re 
recovered from their fatigue. Major Laurence appm, idled nearer the 
enemy’s camp, within a mile of which they had an advanced part; , 
'at the village of Carvamuugatum ; the grenadier., and too tr.cn of the 
battalion were ordered to attack this poll, and fuon git pdfunon of 
it; after which a battery of two eighteen pounders v.\. . eixchd again fie 
their entrenchments, at the dilhmce of 700 yards : it wn.> not before 
this time that the Knglilh perfectly liifcovcred the llrength erf their 
works, which confuted of a rampart cannon proof, with redoubts at 
proper diftanees, a broad and deep ditch, and agouti glacis, defended 
by 30 pieces of cannon. The battery fired for ibrnc time, but made 
no imprcllion, and the dilliculty of getting provision; incrcufiug with 
the dUtauce from St. David, it was thought proper to debit from the 
attempt, and the army returned to Trivudi. 

In the mean time, the Morattoes were indefatigable, and being 
joined by a fmall party from Pondicherry, furprized a fort near 
Chillambrum, callal Bonagerry, from whence Fort St. David drew 
large fupplies of grain : captain Kilpatrick marched with a detach- 
ment to retake the place ; and upon his approach they abandoned 
it in the night. 

Three months indFeclually employed to bring the enemy to a gene- 
ral engagement, jconvinced Major Lawrence of the neceliity ofaitcr- 
' ing his plan of operations. He conlliltecl with the Nabob on re- 
moving the war to fome other part of the country, in order to draw 
‘ the French battalion from their prelent impugnable fituation ; but 
it was not eaiy to determine where' they fhould carry their arms ; and 
whilft they were deliberating on the choice, Hidden and unexpected 
" news from Tritchinopoiy refolved the dilliculty, and left them with- 
out an option. 

'Captain Dalton, forefeeing the diftrefies to which the cityhvould be 
reduced after the defeat of his party at the Choultry, had often quef- 
! tioned Kiroodin Khan the governor, 'on the quantity of provilions 
l\e had in Fore ; who always allured him, with great confidence, that 
l^e had fufficient to fupply the garrilon for four months. ‘For fome 

-* time 
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-time the final! convoys, which got into the city in fplte of the enemy's 
•patrolcs, balanced the daily confumptioh made out of the magazines ; 
hut as loon as the Myforcan divided his army into two camps, all 
■iupplici were cut 01T, and a patty of Sepoys, which had been lent 
into Tondimun's country, were not able to gc; hack. In this fitua- 
tion captain Dalton infilled on examining the magazines, w hen to his 
great furprizc Kiroodin Khan informed him that lie had taken ad- 
vantage of the fcarcitv, to fell out the provifions to the inhabitants at 
a high price, not doubting but that opportunities of replacing them 
would offer, and acknowledged that the Hock remaining yy as n o more 
than fufficicnt, for, fi fteen d ays : in which time the army at Tmadi 
could lrardly receive the news, -and march to the relief of the city. 
Expoftulations were vain, for the milchicf was real ; an cxprcls 
,was therefore lent with tills alarming intelligence to major Lawrence, 
who received it at ten at night, the 20th of April, and inftantly ifluod 
orders for the troops to be in readinefs to march by day-break ; when, 
leaving a garrifim of 150 Europeans, and 500 Sepoys, atTiiyadi, 
.the reft proceeded to Fort St. David, in order to colled the ncceilary 
fupplies of military ftorcs. . • 1 

. The want of horfc having hitherto been the principal obftacjc to 
the progrefs of the Nabob’s affairs, it was determined to apply again 
to the king of Tanjoic, and in order to encourage, or if ncccftary to 
awe him into a compliance, it was rcfblvcd to proceed to Tritchino- 
.poly, through his dominions. The army on the 33d 0/ April paffed 
by Chillambrum, and as foon as they crofted the Coleroon, the kiug 
deputed Succnjce, his prime miniftcr, to compliment the Nabob and 
major Lawrence ; and when they were arrived at Condore, ten miles 
from the capital,- he defired an interview, and met diem half W'ayat 
one of his gaidens, where he appeared in great fpletulor, accompanied 
.by 3000 horfc, and 200 elephants in rich trappings. Seeming to be j 
convinced “that it was his own intereft to fupport.thc Nabob, he gave j 
orders to his horfc to proceed with him to Tritchinopoly ; but the* 
next day, after marching a few' miles, they left the at my, piomifing, 
however, to a eturn very loon. . . { 

During this iutcrv al captain Dalton had not been inactive at TricUy-

753 * nopoly. The enemy’s troops at the Facquire’s Tope were com- 
mantled by Virana, the fame general who led the van of the army, 
when the Myforeans firft joined the Englifli detachment at Kiflna- 
varam, where captain Dalton had an opportunity of difeoveriiig the 
little reach of his military capacity, and knowing him to be a very 
, timorous man, particularly in the night, he did not doubt that if 
frequent alarms were given to the camp, the Myforean would, out of 
regard to his own fecurity, fend no more detachments abroad to in- 
tercept provifions coming to the city. For this purpofc lie creeled a 
redoubt, within random cannon fhot of the enemy’s camp, but much 
nearer to the city ; and when this poll was well lecured, and two 
pieces of heavy cannon mounted on it, the guard frequently advanced 
with two field pieces, and fired into the camp ; in the day time taking 
care to return to the redoubt, as foon as the enemy began to move, 
which they were apprized of by fignals from the rock in Trkchi- 
nopoly ; but in the night they proceeded with lets caution, and advanced 
near enough to throw grape fhot into the camp, the Myforeans never. 

1 once venturing to fend out a detachment to cut oft their retreat. 
Encouraged by this proof of their imbecillity, the party, under favour 
of a very dark night, approached the 15th of April much nearer, and 
fired 30 rounds of grape fhot into the camp, from each of the field 
pieces ; which created no fmall confufion, as appeared by the number 
of lights the enemy raifed, and the great uproar they made : next day 
. , - the party had fcarce recommenced their fire from the ufual flation, 
before ' they perceived the enemy decamping in a great hurry ; but 
fufpeSling this to be a feint to draw them nearer in order to cut off 
their retreat, they continued firing very brifkly without advancing r 
,and before noon the enemy ftruck all their tents, and abandoned the 
camp, which the party then took poftefiion of, and found in it a large 
quantity of. rice and other, provifions,.. as alfo feveral wounded men, 
who informed, them, that the cannonade of the preceding night having 
killed an elephant, two camels, and feveral horfos, had ftruck Virana 
with fuch terror, that he determined not to ftand the rifk of another 
attack. He however remained to the fouth of the Caveri two or

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than they fvvarmetl out in great numbers, and their cavalry, led by 
the Morattoes under the command of I la r ruling, came galloping up 
at a great rate, and making a refolutc charge on the left of the line;, 
where a body of Sepoys were polled, broke through them fword in 
hand; but the Sepoys feeing three platoons of Europeans advancing 
to their fupport,' behaved with fpirit, and recovering their ground, 
kept up a fmart fire, which after a fevere flaughtcr repulfed the 
cavalry, who made a mod precipitate retreat towards the pagoda-, 
expofed to the fire of ten pieces of cannon, eight of which were 
field pieces which accompanied the troops, and two. eighteen poun« 
ders which captain Dalton had lent to the bank of the river. By 
this time Mr. Aftruc, with the French troops and Sepoys marched 
up, and lodging the greateft part of them in a water courie,.wher$ 
they were effedtually flickered, placed' his cannon, four field pieces, on 
an eminence,, from whence they made a. brifk fire. They were an- 
fwered by the Englifh artillery but as it was not thought prudent to 
make a pufh at the water cotirle, at the rifque of being fallen upon 
by fuch numbers of cavalry as covered the plain, major Lawrence,, 
to preferve-his main body from the enemy’s cannonade, ordered them 
to take fhelter behind a bank, fo that the fight was-, maintained only 
by the artillery until noon,, when a party of the-enemy’s Sepoys, with 
fome Topaffes/took poffeffion of a large choultry to the left of the- 
Englifh line, which they began to incommode with the fire of their 
mufketry ; upon, this the company of grenadiers, with a detachment 
of Swifs under the command of captain Polier, were ordered to cliL- 
•lodge the Sepoys which ferries the grenadiers effected with great ro 
folution ; and,. animated by. their fuccefs, purfued the fugitives until 
they infenfibly gained the flank of the water courfe, where the main 
. body of the French troops was concealed ; who, on feeing the danger 
which threatened them, prepared to retreat, and were actually on the 
point of abandoning two of the field) pieces,, when captain Polier, 
who remaineebwith the Swifs at thechoukry,. and ■ from thence could 
not fee the enemy’s confufion, lent orders for the grenadiers to return. 
Thus was lofl- one of thole critical moments, on which the greeted 
advantages -of. war lb often depend but. without any difparagement 
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to the reputation of Polier, whofe orders directing him only to dis- 
lodge the enemy from the choultry, he would have bceu culpable, 
had he puffied his fuccels f irther without a foblequent order , \\ hich 
the major had no realon to fend, as from the fituatiou he was in, be 
could not difcover the diftrefs of the cuemj^ On the retreat of the 
grenadiers, the T rcnch again took pollcffion of the water courlc, and 
renewed the cannonade, which Iafted till the evening,. when the want 
of provifions, as well as the eveeffive fatigue which the Englifh troops 
had undcigone, obliged them to repafs the river, and return to 1 1 ltchi- 
liopol) , where they arrived at i oat nighty having without mtermiffion 
been emplojcd 20 hoursr either in march or aChon The lo(s they 
foftaincd was much lefs than might have been e\j e&cd, from the 
fire to which they had beca cvpofed , for only three officers we r c 
wounded,. and two with four private men and a few Sepojs killed 
The opeiationsof this day fliewed that the French troops were 
commanded by an abler officer than any who had jet appeared at 
their head , and little hopes remaimng of diflodging the Mjforcans 
from the pagoda, major Lawrence gave his whole attention to the 
means of fopplj mg the city with provifions Tor this purpofe the 
arm) marched into the plain, and encamped at theTacquirc s Tope, 
within the entrenchment winch Viraua the Mj fore general had lately 
abandoned, where they lay conveniently for protecting the convoys 
coming from Tondiman s country , proper agents, fupported by a de- 
tachment of ti oops, w ere fent to purchafe gi am, and at the Ame 
time the king of Tanjore was lequefted to colleft and 111 d fupplics 
But the Mjforean was not wanting to counteract thele meafures, 
he kept an agent both at Tanjore, and with Tondiman, who leprc- 
fented, that if Tritchmopoly fhould once be provided with a coa.- 
fd-mblt. flock of provifioiw, at was not to be doubted but that the 
Nabob and the Lnghfli would immedntel) carry their arms again 
into the Carnatic, leaving their dlies expoied to the juft reientment 
of the regent, who would not fail to tal e the fevereft revenge for 
the fervice they h id rendered his enemies This realoning w is well 
adapted to the genius of thofc to whom it w 4 addr-JTtd , for tl e 

Indians, 
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;3 , Indians, never influenced by the principle of gratitude themfelvcs, 
do not cxpecl to meet with it in others ; and accuftomed, after they 
have gained their ends, to pay no regard to the promifes they have 
made, they gave little credit to major Lawrence when he allured 
them that he would never remove from Tritchinopoly, before he 
had provided for the fafety of their countries. Nor did the Myforeaa . 
negleft to employ the relource of money to alienate thefe precarious 
allies : in Tondiman’s country he bribed the chiefs and officers of 
fuch di ftrifts as lay convenient for furnifhing provifions ; and at Tan- 
jore gained over to his interefl the prime minifler Succojcc, who in- 
tirely ruled the King his mailer ; however the King, not wholly un- 
follicitous of the confequences, if the Englifli fortune fliould change 
again, palliated his refufal with ipecious pretexts, and wrote to the 
prelidency that the enemy’s detachments had already done mifehief 
to the amount of 100,000 pounds in his country, where the harvefl 
was now coming on, but that as foon as it was gathered he would 
not fail to give .them all the affiflance in his power: this pretended 
' mifehief was no more than what all other parts of the country had 
fufFered from the Morattoes, who in their predatory excurfions made 
no diflinftion between the territories of friends and foes. 

Thus, notwithflanding no prudent meafure was neglected, the 
fupples received were fo far from being fufficient to flock the 
.magazines, that it was with "difficulty, enough was procured for 
the immediate conlumption of the army and garrifon. In this 
fltuation major Lawrence was obliged to remain for five weeks, 
without having an opportunity of afting againfl the enemy, who 
determined not to expofe themfelves, until they were reinforced 
•from the fea coaft. 

The French troops in this part of the country quitted their .en- 
trenchments on the fame day that the major marched from Fort St. 
David, and a detachment of 200 Europeans, with 300 Sepoys, attacked 
the village of Trivadi ; but captain Chace, the commanding officer, , 
fallying from the fort, repulfed them-; lome days after they renewed 
the attack, and were again repulfed by a detachment of 60 Euro- 
peans, and 300 Sepoys ; who., elated with -their fuccefs, quitted the 
* ' village. 
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^village, and contrary to their orders marched out into the plain* the 
Morattoes, who w ere in light, waiting for fuch an opportunity of 
, exerting thcmich cs, indantly furrounded the part), and charging 
with great fury, routed them, and cut every nvm to pieces. 'I his 
lols difobling the garrifon from making any more Tallies, the Trench 
took I efieffion of the village, cretfcd a battery, and cannonaded the 
fart. The troops within were dill iuificicnt to have made a good de- 
fence; but a mutiny arofc.and the lenity' of the commanding officer's 
temper, not permitting him to fee the necefiity of making fcvcic 
examples in the beginning, the men, no longer controulahle, got 
poflcfiion of the arrack, and mad with liquor, obliged him to capi- 
tulate, and were made pnfonera of v\ ar this misfortune affc&cd cap- 
tain Chace fo fcnfibly, that it threw him into a fever, of which ho 
died foon after at Pondicherry. At the fame time a detachment of 
Morattocs, with fome Europeans, appeared before Chillambrum, 
where the. Englifh kept a ferjeant with a feu artillery-men ; who 
difeovenng that the governor was plotting to deliver them up to the 
enemy, marched away in the night to Devi Cotah Nol was tliclofs 
of thefe places and their dependencies the only detriment which the 
„ Nabob’s affairs had fuftaincd in the Carnatic ; for a number of petty 
commanders, fbldicrs of fortune, let up their ftand ards, and pretend- 
ing to be authorized by Mr. Dupleix and Moran-row, lev icd contri- 
butions, and committed violences in all parts of the country. Even 
Mortiz-ally hearing foon after his return to Vclore that the Enghfli 
did not venture to attack the Trench entrenchments atTnvadi, ami 
that Tntchmopoly was hard prefled by the Myforeans, took courage, 
and entertaining thoughts of affcrting the title whi ch Mr. Dupleix 
had conferred upon him, ordered hi> troops to commit hodihties in 
the neighbourhood near Arcot. IIis force confided of 50 Euro-, 
peans K with three pieces of cannon, who accompanied him fom Pon-j 
dicker r), and aoco Sepoys, 1 500 horfc, and 500 matchlock Peons,' 
his own troops They plundered all the villages lying near the city 1 
without meeting any interruption, for Abdulhvahab khan, the Na- 
bob’s brother, and lieutenant 111 the province, an indolent fenfual 
man, difhpated in his pleafurcs and upon his favourites mod of the 
monies he collected, and gave no attention to the maintaining of a 
, competent 
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3. competent force to fupport his authority: encouraged by this negli- , 

^ gcnce, Mortiz-ally threatened to attack the city of Aicot itfelf, of 
which the prefidencv receiving intelligence, directed the command- 
ing officer of the fort to join the Nabob’s troops with as many Eu- 
ropeans as could prudently be fpared from the gairifon, and attack 
the enemy in the field. Abdullwahab, alarmed for his own fecuiity,- 
with fome difficulty got together 3 oo Sepoys, 1000 horfe and 500 
Peons, all of them the very world troops in the province ; they were 
commanded bv another of the Nabob’s brothers Nazcabulla, a man’ 
nearly of the fame character as Abdullwahab. This force, joined by 
40 Europeans, 200 Engliffi Sepoys, with two field pieces under the 
command of etffign Jofeph Smith, marched out of the city on the 21ft 
of April, and when half-way to Velore difeovered the Phoufdar’s 
army drawn up acrofs the road, their right ffieltered by the hills. It 
was with great reluftance that Nazeabulla Khan could be prevailed 
upon to attack them, although it was evident they would fall on him, 
as foon as -he offered to retreat : enfign Smith began a cannonade, 
and drove the French feveral times from their guns, but a party of 
500 excellent Sepoys maintained themfelves with much more refo- 
lution behind a bank, and in feveral attempts that were made to 
drive them from it, moft -of the Engliffi Sepoys were loft. The 
enemy’s cavalry feeing this, attacked the Europeans, but were re- 
pul fed by the grape ffiot ; on which they puffied at Nazeabulla’s ca- 
valry, who took flight without waiting the onfet, and fcon after his 
Sepoys and Peons went off like wife, leaving the Europeans, now re- , 
duced to 25 men, with about 40 Sepoys, ffirrounded by the enemy. 
Enfign Smith however kept the ground until night, when his men' 
leaving the field pieces behind, endeavoured, -as they could, to get 
back to the city; but .they weie difeovered, and all, excepting three; 
were intercepted; fome were killed, and the reft, amongft whom 
.was enfign Smith, were made prifoners and carried to Velore. 
Flufficd by this fuccefs, Mortiz-ally renewed his correfpondence 
with Mi. Dupleix, and undertook.to befiege Trinomalee, a ftrong 
fort fituated about 40 miles fouth of Arcot, in the high road to 
Tritchinopoly, and Morari-row moved from Chillambrum to affift 
hi the expedition. But Mr. Dupleix thinking- it of more import* 

ance 
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t ancc to reinforce tlic winy at Scringlum, prevailed on him to dc- 
, jach 5000 of his Moral Igcs under the command uf ltmi> Khun, and 
^ joined to them jeo Europeans and loco Sepoys. 

As loon as ihclc troops arrived, the enemy quitted Scringlum, ami 
eroding the Caveri, encamped on the plain three mile* to the north 
of Eacquirc's Tope. Their force uosv confided of 450 Eutopc.m>, 
1503 well-trained Sejion, 8000 My foie hoifc, 5500 Mor.mocs, ami 
two companies of TopalTcs with tooo Sepoys in the lav ice of die 
recent; the rcll of whole infantry was 15,000 Peons, armed with 
matchlocks, fvv ord>,bow s and arrow s, pike?, clubs, ami rockets ; im- 
perfect w c3|K>ns w 01 thy the rahhlc that bore them. Major l_iw rence 
had only the 500 Europeans, and the 2000 Sepoys he brought with 
him from the coart; but 700 of ihclc Sepoys were continual!) em- 
ployed In the Poly gar's country, to cfcort the convoys; his artillery 
vv ci c eight excellent lix-jioumlcfs ; of the Nabob’s horlc only too 
encamped with the Euglilh, the reft remaining under the walls, and 
peremptorily refuting to march *un til they were paid their arrears. 

There arc, about a mile to the louth of the 1 ‘acquirc’s Tope, fomc 
high mountains called the live jocks, on the fummit of which the 
Major always kept a ftrong guard of Sepoys: hut he being obliged 
to go into the city for the recovery of his health, the olficcr who com- 
manded during his abfcitcc negtccled to continue this detachment. 
The enemy reconnoitring, and finding this port without defence, de- 
tached in the night a ftrong party to take troilciiion of it; and early 
the next morning their whole army was ditcovcrcd in motion, aifcni- 
bling under (heller of the live rocks, whilft their advanced cannon 
plunged into the Euglilh camp; whither the Major immediately re- 
turned, hut found it impollUdc to regain the poll; he iiovscvcr kept 
his ground until night, and then encamped about a quarter of a mile 
ucacec Uve city, bctiuuL a. fwull cmwvewx wlucU flvtUcccd the troops, 
fiom the enemy's artillery ; they the next day quitted the camp to 
the north of the Facquirc's 'lope, and encamped at the five rocks. 
Here they lud it iu their power intircly to cut off the fopplics of 
provilions coming from the Poly gar's country, and to intercept the 
1* p t detachment 
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detachment of 700 Sepoys fent to efcort them : at the fame time the 
great fuperiority of their numbers, and the advantage of the ground 
they occupied, rendered an attack upon their camp impradticable : 
but it was evident that if they were not loon diflodged, neither the 
Englilh army in the field, -nor the garrifon of the city, could fubfift 
long ; to augment the diftrefs, a ftrong fpoirit of defertion arofe among 
the foldiery. In thefe circumftances, even the moll fanguine began 
to lofe hope, and to apprehend that the city muft be abandoned in 
order to fave the troops from perifhing by famine.. . 

The Major had Rationed a guard of 200 Sepoys, on a finall rock, 
fituated about half a mile fouth-weft of his camp,, and nearly a mile* 
north-eaft of the enemy’s. Mr. Aftruc foon difcovered the importance* 
of this poll, which if he could get pofleffion of, his artillery would 
eafily oblige the Englifh to decamp again, and retire under the walls, 
of the city, where, flill more.ftreightened, they would probably be. 
reduced in a very few days to the neceffity of retreating to their fettle- 
ments.' He therefore refolved to attack the poll, and marched early 
in the morning, on the 26th of June, with his grenadiers and a large 
body of Sepoys; but they meeting with more refiftance than was ex- 
pedited, he ordered the whole army to move and fupport them. The* 
Major, as foon as he found the rock attacked, ordered the picquet guard-, 
of the camp, confiding of 40 Europeans, to march and fupport his- 
Sepoys : but afterwards obferving the whole of the enemy’s army in 
motion, he ordered all' his troops to get under arms, and leaving 100 
Europeans to take care of the camp, marched with the red of his force,, 
which, in Europeans did not exceed 300 battalion men, with 80 be- 
longing to the artillery ; and he had with hiirrno more than 500 Se- 
poys : for the reft were at this time in the city endeavouring to pro- 
cure rice, of which none had been fold in camp fince the enemy ap- 
peared on the plain. With this finall force, he haffened, as fait as 
they could march, to reach the rock before the enemy’s main body.,' 
But Mr. Aftruc, with the party already engaged in the attack, per- 
ceiving his approach, made a vigorous effort, and before the Major had' 
got half way, the Sepoys who defended the rock, were all either killed, 
or taken prilbncrs, and the French colours immediately hoifted. This

\ hen the Lu 0 lilh Uatuhon executing their evolution with great ul- 
P p 2 drefr. 
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drefs, drew up at once directly oppofite to the enemy, at the difiancc 
of 20 yards. 

'The French troops were ffruck with confternation upon feeing’ 
themfelves thus daringly attacked in the midft of their numerous allies, 
by fuch a handful of men ; and indeed a ftrangcr, taking a view of 
the two armies from the top of one of the 'rocks on the plain, could 
fcarcely have believed that the one ventured to diiputc a province 
with the other. 

Mr. Aflruc exerted himfclf as a brave and a clivc officer, and with 
difficultyprevailed on his men to keep* their ranks with recovered arms, 
until the Englilh gave their fire, which falling in a well levell’d dU- 
charsc from the whole battalion, and ieconded bv a hot fire fiom the 
rock, together with a difeharge of grape fhot from the firlb field piece 
that came up, threw them into irreparable diforder ; they ran away with 
the utmoft precipitation, leaving three pieces of cannon, with fome 
ammunition carts behind them. The Morattoes immediately made 
a gallant effort to cover their retreat by flinging themfelves between, 
and fome of the grenadiers, who had run forward to feize the field 
pieces, fell under their fabres. Animated by this fuccefs, they at- 
tacked the battalion, pufhing in feveral charges up to the very bayo- 
nets, and endeavouring to cut down the men, who conffantly received 1 
them with fo much ffeadinefs, that they were not able to throw a 
fingle platoon into diforder : at length having fuffered much, and lofl: 
feveral of their beft men by the inceflant fire of the line, they defiffed 
from their attacks, and retreated to the main body of the Myloreans t 
’amongft their dead was JBallapah, one of their principal officers, 
brother-in-law to Morari-row, a very gallant man, much efteemed by 
the Englifh, who had often feen him exert himlelf with great bravery 
when fighting on their fide : he had broke his fword in cutting down 
a grenadier, when another, who was loading his piece, and law his- 
comrade fall, fhot both ball and ramrod through his body. In the, 
mean time the French never halted until they got into the rear of the 
Myfore army, when their officers prevailed on them to get into order 
again, and drew them up in a line with their allies, from whence they 
fired their two remaining field pieces with great vivacity, although 
the fhot did not reach above half way.

that a body of wcll-difciplincd infantry would always prevail again It 
irregular cavalry, let their numbers be ever fo great. In this con- 
fidence they halted, and without the halt emotion, waited for the 
enemy, who were fullered to come luificicntly near before the fignal 
was given to the artillciy officers: the cannonade then began fiotn 
eight fix pounders, loaded w ith grape, and w as kept up at the rate 
of eight or ten Ihot in a minute from each piece, lb well dirc&cd 
that'every fhot went amongtt the crowd, as was vifiblc by the numbers 
that dropped: this foon flopped their career, and they flood a while 
like men xflenithed by the full of thunder; Intt finding no mfcrmriffbn 
of the fire, and tliat the battalion ami ScjKiys rclcrvtd their3 witli ic- 
covcrcd arms, they went to the right about, ami got out of the reach 
as fafl as they had conic on, leaving the troops to teturn quietly to 
their camp.

The enemy difpirited by their defeat, brgast to disagree among: l 
themleives ; the iMvlbrcant and French icoipu cully imputing their 
ill iitcccf:* to one another, and the .Muratt* es with greet rcalua to 
both ; their ptuties appeared lets frequently on the plain in the day, 
and none ventured to patroic in the night: th.e English Sepovs in 
Tondiman's country availing thcmlclvc; of thi> interval, quitted the 
woods, and joined the camp in tin: night, with a convoy of pro*. i- 
iions which furnilhed a iluek for f.fty dev.;. ’1 hi* ncceilary object 
being provided for, the .Major determined to avoid Coming again to a 
general engagement, before he was joined by Some troops, which, the 
.arrival of the (hips from Europe enabled the proiitiency to Send into 
1 the field : they were ordered to march through the Tanjore country ; 
and as a body of cavalry war. (lilt more neceitarv to enable tire arrnv 
to a 61 with vigour again ft an enemy which had Inch numbers, he 
rcfolvccl to proceed without delay to Tanjore, in hopes that whilst 
he was waiting for the reinforcement, the appearance of the army 
and the reputation of their late fuccefs might determine the king to 
declare openly, and furnifh the afTi fiance of horfe, of which the Eng- 
lifh flood fo much in need. The pretence of the Nabob, being 
thought neccffary to facilitate the negociation, he prepared to march 
with the army; but on the evening that he intended to quit the city, 
his difeontented troops aflembled in the outer court of the palace, 
and clamouring declared that they would not fuller him to move, be- 
fore he had paid their arrears ; in vain were arguments to convince 
this rabble, more “infolent becaufe they had never rendered any effen- 
tial fervice, that his -going to Tanjore was the only meafure from 
which they could hope for a chance of receiving their pay; they re- 
mained inflexible, and threatened violence; upon which captain .Dal- 
ton fent a meflenger to the camp, from whence the grenadier com- 
pany immediately marched into the city, where they were joined by 
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ioo of the garnlbn, and all together forcing their uaj into the pa- 
lace, they got the Nabob into his pi!anhccn,.Jiulcfcorted him to the 
camp furrounded by 200 Luropcans with fixed bajontts , the male- 
contents not daring to otTu lum any outrage as he was parting, nor 
on the other hand w as any injury offered to them for nothvvith- 
ftamhng fuch proceedings m more civdued nations raiclv happen, 
and arc juftly crtccmcd mutiny and tiealon, vet m Indortan the) 
are common accidents, and a rife from fuch caufes as render it diffi- 
cult to afeertam w hethcr the prince or his army is moft m fault. The 
-Nabob had certainly 110 money to pay Ins tioops, fo far from it that 
_ the Enghflxliad now for two ) ears lurmlhed all the exp c nee of their 
_o\vn troops m the field* but it is a maxim with every prince in India* 
let his wealth be ever fo grcat , to k eep his army 111 long arrears, for 

fear they fhoqld defert 1 his npprehenfion is perhaps not unjuftly 

entertained of hirelings colleiSlcd from every pait of a dcfpotick em- 
pire, and infallible of notions of attachment to the prince or enufe 
they ferve ; but from hem c the fohlicr) , accurtomed to excufes u hen 
dictated by no mccfiity, * 1 . e no credit to tliofe which arc made to them,, 
when there is a real unpoflibiht) of (atisfymg their demands; and a 
praihee common to mofl of the princes of Indortan, concurs not a 
little to inercafe this mirtruft in all w ho ferve them, for on the one 
hand thevam notions m which they have been educated mfpirethem. 
with fuch a love ofoutvvird fhcvv, and the mervating climate in 
which they are bom rcndeis them lo incapable of refilling the im- 
pulfes of fane) ; and on the other the frequent reverfes of fortune in 
this empire diftatc fo rtrongly the neceflity of hoarding refources 
againft the horn of calamity, that nothing is more common than to 
lee a Nabob purchafing a jewel or ornament of great price, at the \ ery 
tune that he is in the greateft dirtrcls for monc) to anfvvcr the neccf- 
Cities of the government Hence, uiftcad of being (boobed at the da- 
rn quts of their foldiery, they are accuftomcd to live in expe&ation of 
them, and it is a maxim in their conduct to hear them w ith patience 
unlefs the croud proceed to violence ; but in ordei to prevent this 
they take care to attach to their mterdh fomc principal officers,\vitk 
fuch a number of the belt troops as may lerve on emergency to check 
the tumult, which is rarelj headed by a man of dirtinftion But when 

Ins. 
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his affairs become defperate by the fuccefs of a fuperior enemy, the 
prince atones feverely for his evafions, by a total dcfedlion of his 
army, or by buffering fuch outrages as the Nabob Mahomed-ally 
would in all probability have been expofed to, had he not been ref- 
cued in the manner we have deferibed. 

As boon as the Nabob arrived in the camp, major Lawrence began 
his march, and in order to avoid the enemy’s cavalry ftruck into the 
thick woods, which Ikirt the plain of Tritchinopoly to the fouth : the 
approach of the army teemed to determine the king of Tanjore to fur- 
n iff the affiftance they were coming to demand; and not to give him 
any unneceflary umbrage by proceeding abruptly to his capital, the 
Major refolved to halt for fome time at a diffance, and encamped at 
Conandercoil, a town in the woods half-way between Tritchinopoly 
and Tanjore ; where, at the expiration of ten days, he received advice 
from Mr. Palk, who had been deputed to the king, that he had pre- 
vailed upon him to declare openly, and that orders were given to Mo- 
nac-gee the general to affemble the Tanjorine troops. On which the 
Engliff army proceeded to Tanjore, where it was determined to re- 
main until they were joined by the reinforcement expedited from Fort 
St. David. 

Of all the Nabob’s cavalry, no more than fifty accompanied him, 
the reft remained encamped under' the walls of -Tritchinopoly, and a 
few days after the departure of the Engliff army went in a body, and 
informed captain Dalton that they intended to go over to the enemy, 
with whom thev had made their terms, defiring at the fame time 
rhat he would not fire upon them as they were marching off. This, 
as he was very' glad to- get rid of fuch a dangerous incumbrance, he 
readily promifed, and they went away unmolefted at noon-day. 

The enemy, having now no other immediate objedt, gave ' then- 
whole attention to blocade the city, which they were in a condition 
to effect without much difficulty; for their fuperiority in Europeans 
deterred the garrifon from venturing without the- walls to interrupt' 
their night patroles, as was their cuftom when they had only the My.- 
foreans and Morattoes to encounter. However captain Dalton took 
the precaution of undermining in a dark night the polls of Warriore 
and Weycondah, to the weft of the city; the defences of Warriore 
were ruined, but the explofion failed at Weycondah-. 
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The late Applies of provifious being entirely referred for the ufe 
of the garrifon, the inhabitants were left to provide for them (elves, 
and rice was now fold in the market for half a cjowu the meafure, 
•about an Eiiglifh quart, which was fifteen times dearer than the com- 
mon price; atul fire- wood was fearccly to be procured at any rate. 
JChisAarcity_foo)i. obliged them to quit their habitations, and in Ids 
than a month this Ipacious city, which had formerly contained 
400 ,000 perfons, was left almoft dclolate ; for the military people 
who remained in it, foldicrs and artificcis of all denominations, did 
not exceed 2000 men ; of thefc the Nabob’s Peons, as being capa- 
ble of no other fcrvicc than to give an alarm, were polled between 
the outward and imvard wall ; their number was about 1000: the 
Sepoys, 600, were Rationed round the ramparts, and the Europeans, 
about 200, were appointed, fomc to guard the gates, whilft the reft 
lay on their arms every night, in rcadinels to march to any quarter 
where the alarm might be given. 

Vigilance Applied as much as poffiblc the defeft of numbers; ne- 
vcrthclefs it was vifiblc that the city, thus fleuderly garrifoned, would 
run great rifque if the enemy attempted a vigorous allault by night; 
nor were they entirely without filch intentions; for the French pre- 
pared tcaling ladders, and often fent parties to found the depth of the 
ditch; but thefe were always difcovered and beaten off before they 
could accomplish their defign. In the mean time Mr. Dupleix ftrenu- 
oufly importuned Mr. Brenier/who had fiicceedcd Mr. Aftrue 111 the 
command, to attempt an efeatadc at all events, and fuggefted to him 
* a method of getting the information he wanted by lending one De 
Cattans an intelligent officer, as a deferter, into the town : the man 
was promifed the command of a company, and thirty thoufand ru- 
pees ; for which he not only undertook to find out the proper lp°C 
-\Vmne they 'ftiut&A p’lace Vmnf ftaYmg Wnlen, Wi aVTo Yo ittsatfactn. a 
correfpondence with the French priforfers, who were to break loole, 
and feize the arms of the guard, and' attack the quaiters of the Eng- 
lifh whilft the afiault was made on the walls. He was admitted into 
the city, and laid that he came to offer his fervice to the Englilh, 
being dilgufted by an unjuft cenfurc, which had been caft on his con- 
dud in the late battle at the golden rock : an over-ftrained affiliation 
Q. q . •„ of 
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of franknefs in his behaviour gave captain Dalton fome fufpicions r 
and two fpies were fet to watch his adions, who at different times 
difeovered him ineafuring the calibrc of the guns, taking a furvey of 
the works, and fathoming the height of the wall with a lead and 
line, after which he threw notes through the windows to the French 
priloners. There was in the garrifbn a French foldicr whole fidelity 
to the Englilh might be depended on ; this man engaged to detect 
his countryman {till more effectually, and futicrcd iumlelf to be chas- 
tized- in his light by captain Dalton for fome pretended neglect; after 
which he affeded fuch a refentment for this treatment, that De Cat- 
tans gave him his entire confidence, offering him a great reward if 
he would afiift in the execution of his plan. The foldicr laid- he was 
hot made for great onterprifos, but offered to defert the firft night he. 
fliould.be on guard at the barrier, and to carry a letter, provided De* 
Cattans would alfure him of pardon for having deferred from the- 
French.. This the other readily agreed to, and gave him a pardon 
in formfignecl with his- name, to which he added the title of pleni- 

potentiary of the. marquis Dupleix.” At the dime time he delivered: 
to him a letter for Mr. Brenier,. which contained a- full and ex act 
defeription of the defences of the place, and lome commendations'- 
on his own addrefs in deceiving the Englilli commandant, whom he- 
ilefcribed. as a very young man, that placed more confidence in him: 
than any of his own officers. The foldicr carried the letter to cap- 
tain Dalton, who immediately caufed De Cattans to-be arrefted-;. ate 
firft. he- denied' the fa6t;. but on feeing his own writing, defired tliat'- 
he- might not fuffer the. difgrace of being hanged, but have the ho- 
nour of being fhot by a file of mufketeers. Me was told that his -fate: 
could not be decided' before major Lawrence arrived ; captain Dal- 
ton, however,.defirousof drawing the enemy into a fnareby the fame- 
means which they had employed again ft himfelf, prorailed the cri- 
minal to intercede for his pardon,, provided- he would write a letter 
to Mr. Brenier, and prevail upon him -to attempt an efcalade at fuch 
- a part as he, captain Dalton,. fheuld di&ate this De Cattans readily 
agreed to ; the place fixed upon was Dalton’s battery, on the weft 
,fi de, not far from the northern angle, as being more accefiible than 
any other from without; but the defences and retrenchments within 
§ * were 
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were ftronger than any where e!ic. _ A block fellow .undertook to 

carry the letter for eight rupees, and Mr. Brcnier, giving him 

twenty, feat him back with a letter to Dc Cattails, promifing to put 
his plan into execution, and defiring him to write frequently. Ill 
vain did the garrifon watch feveial nights fucce/fivcly, hoping that 
the enemy would make the afiault ; but the various reports which 
they received of major Lawrence’s arrival, kept them in fuch a con- 
tinual buftlc and alarm, that they could not (pare a night for the ex- 
ecution of this enterprise, aotwithftanding they appeared convinced 
of its practicability. 

The Myforeans finding that the cxplofion made at We) condah, 
had done little damage, took pofle/fion of this port, and mounting 
two finall pieces of camion on the rampart, encamped 300 horle and 
iome Peons under the walls; and as the garrifon of Tritchinopoly 
had not lately ventured into the field, thole troops fiept m perfect 
fecurity without a fingle centincL Captain Dalton receiving intel- 
ligence of their negligence, r doited to beat u|> their quarters, and 
•chufing a time when it was vciy dark, a party of 400 men, moftly 
Sepoys, marched up clofe to the tents, and made a general difebarge 
amongft them before they were once challenged. ^ The Sepoys got 
lome liorfes and arms, and the whole party retreated out of reach 
before the enemy were fufficicutly rouzed to do more than fire a few 
ihot at random. 

At length, after remaining a month clofely blockaded, and obliged 
to be continually on their guard, the garrifon received advice that the 
Major was approaching ; he was joined by die Tanjormc army, con-, 
fiftin'g Of 3000 horfe, and 2000 matchlocks, undet the command off 
Monac-gee, as alfo by the expe&ed reinforcement from Fort St. Da\ Id,i 
of 170 Euro [leans and 300 Sepoys. On the 7th of Auguft, the army 
arrived at Dalaway’s choultry, fituated clofe to the fouthern bank of 
the Caveii, fix miles eaft of Tritchinopoly, where they wcie de- 
tained the next day by the falling of a heavy rain, which rendered 
the country between the choultry aijd city impaflable. This obliged 
them to fir ike to the fouth-weft, and the 9th in the morning they 
continued their march, efcorting a convoy of feveral thoufand bullocks 
provided, by the Nabob, and laid to be laden withprovifions; fignals, 
Q. q 2 from 
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3. from the top of the rock in Tritchinopoly, not only apprized them' 
^ that the enemy were in motion, but likewife pointed out the dif- 
politions they were making. Their cavalry in different parties ex- 
tended from the French rock to the golden rock: at the fugar-loaf 
rock, as being the place where major Laryrence would firft come 
within their reach, they kept their main body of European’s and- 
Sepoys, together with their artillery ; and a detachment took pof- 
feffion of the golden rock. The major, when arrived about a mile 
fouth-eafl of the fugar-loaf,. halted, and having conlideied the enemy’s 
difpolition, formed and ordered his march in confequence of it. To* 
preferve the baggage and provilions from the enemy’s fire, he deter- 
mined not to attempt a paffage through the polls they occupied ; but 
to march round the golden rock, whilfl the convoy with the Nabob.' 
and his retinue, elcorted by the Tanjorine troops, moved on at lome 
dillance on the left flank of the. Europeans and Sepoys. It was ne~ 

" ceffary at all events to drive the enemy from the golden rock, fince; 

’ their fire from hence might greatly incommode the line of march : 
but as a fufpicion of the major’s intention to pafs that way, wouldi 
naturally induce them to reinforce this poll, he refolved to divert their, 
attention, by halting, and forming as if he intended to march dire6lly„ 
and attack their main body at the .fugar-loaf rock. This ftratagerm 
had the delired effeft : monlieur Brenier, not an acute officer, recalled! 
the greatell part of his. detachment from the golden rock, and withi 
much bufrle got his troops in order, to jeceive the major : who jin _ 
the. mean time detached the grenadiers and 80a Sepoys from the: 
front of the line, ordering them to defile behind the convoy which* 
Ilill proceeded on, and to march with all poffible expedition and at- 
tack the golden rock. Mr.- Brenier did not perceive this motion be- 
fore it was too late to prevent the effefl of it ; he however inflantly; 
fent forward 1000 horfe at full gallop to intercept the Englifh party,, 
and at the fame time detached 300 Europeans to reinforce the guard- 
at the rock. The cavalry foon came up with the Englifh party, and 
endeavoured- to-retard their maich by caracolling and’ galloping about?, 
as if they intended to- charge: but the grenadiers did' not fuffer them— 
f eh es to be amufed by thefe motions, and fired hotly upon them with* 
out liackening their pace, nor made a halt until they’ had mounted' 
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the rock, drove the enema down, ami planted their colours on the t 
top, which they aciomplilhed before the enema’s party of mfantrv, u 
marching from the iugar loaf rock, had got half w a) : who feeing 
the poll the) were tent to reinforce loft, had not the heart to make 
a puth to recover it ; but halted, and taking Ihcltcr behind a bank, 
began to cannonade the grenadiers and Sepovs at the golden rock 
with four held pieces. B) tills time Mr. lhcnicr, with the reft of 
the French troops, had proceeded a little vva) from the lugnr loaf 
rock, to fupport Jus advanced part) ; hut feeing them halt, lie halted 
likcwife. So that t lie mam hotly of the Enghih troops continued 
their march, and lecurcd the poflclfion of the golden rock w ithout in- 
terruption : the Taujormc* loon after came up with the baggage,, 
and were ordered u> remain with it m the rear. The Enghlh ar- 
tillery were now uarmlv cnip*o)cd againft the cannon of the enemy's 
advanced part) , of w horn none but the artillcr) men were c\pofcd, for 
the reft kept dole behind the bank. The Enghih battalion was 
drawn up in the open phm without ihcltcr, and in this iituation luf- 
fered confulerably, whilft their artillery did little mifclnd to the 
cncm) r huwever the fliot that flew over the hank went amongft a 
large both of horfc who were drawn up in the rear of the advanced' 
part) , and flung them into confuflon ; w Inch captain Dalton ob- 
icrvmg, lie falhcd from the cit) with two field pieces, and the cnvalr) 
finding them (elves between two fires, burned out of reach, (omc to 
the caft, and others to the w eft. In the mean time lev era! of the Eng- 
hih battalion were ftri ek down, and major Lawrence abierving tint 
the enemy's mam body made no motion to join the advanced pirn, 
determined to mike a pu(h, and dme thete troops fium the advan- 
tageous ground of which they had t iken poftlfliou. The grenadiers. 
With 200 more Europeans, and 500 bepuys, were ordered to mirch 
and attack them, w hilft major Law rcncc remained at the golden rock 
avith the reft ready to fuppoit them if rcpulfcd, or if fuccclsful, to join 
and purfuc the advantage by driving (ho licaten pai ty on’the menu's 
mam bod) . The fucccl-s of tins attempt depending in a great imJiiu c 
on making the attack Injure- khc-memy k nnin body could move up to 
the fuccourof their party, the EnghiIi,foi 'nvoro c\|ftdition marched 
Mithoutuny field pieces; but the. artillery wastiotwithlhndinguot ulle‘ 
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Major Lawrence now ordered De Cattails to be hanged in fight of 
the enemy’s advanced guards: he died with great refolution, but 
Shewed much concern that he had endeavoured to betray captain 
Dalton, who had received him with lb much hofpitality and ,kind- 
nefs. As the Englifh had conddcended to employ this delinquent 
ngainfi: his own countrymen, after lie was detected, his life ought to 
have been fpared. 

The enemy hill remaining at Weycondah, major Lawrence made 
a motion towards them on the 23d, upon which they decamped in a 
hurry, and' leaving part of their baggage, with a gun and fume am- 
munition behind, made a diforderly retreat to Mootachellinoor, a 
ftro/ig pod; on the bank of the Caveri, which fecufed their commu- 
nication with Seringham : the next day major Lawrence took polief- 
fion of the ground they had abandoned with an intention to fend 
forward fame artillery near enough to cannonade them ; but this 
defign was unexpectedly fruftrated, for the next day a reinforcement, 
equal to the whole of the Englifh force, appeared on the bank of the 
Coleroon. It confided of 3000 Moruttoes, a great number of Peons, 
and fomeTopafles under the command of Morari-row, together with 
400 Europeans, and 2000 Sepoys, with fix guns. 

Mod of thefeEuropeans arrived in the end of June from the ifland 
of Mauritius, where they had been difeiplined; and Mr. Dupleix com- 
mitted a great error in not fending them immediately, together svith 
Morari-row’s troops, toTritchinopoly ; moreefpeciallyas the fignal de- 
feat of the French and Myloreans at the golden rock might have con- 
vinced him that they' would., hardly be able to prevent the Englidi, 
'when reinfo rcecl 1 by the troops of Tanjore, from making their way good 
i to the city with the convoy: but his vanity on this occafion confounded 
! his good fenfe ; for treating the battle of the golden rock as a trifling 
Ikirmifh, and attributing the ill fuccefs of it to fome pretended acci- 
dents common to the fortune of war, he feemed to difdain fending any. 
farther afliftance to an army which he confidently afferted could not 
fail to overpower their enemies in a very few days ; he therefore detain- 
ed this force to make conquefls in the Carnatic; but the wilful difpofition 
of Morari-row fruftrated in a great meaflire this defign : for regarding 
no injunctions excepting thofe of the Myforean, who was afraid to give 
' , • - . him 
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lnm pofittve orders, the Morattoe tra yerfed tlic province according to 
jus own inclination, it hout keeping his force united, or a£hng m 
concert with the troops of Pondicbeiry . However Mr. Dupleix pur- 
flung his plan as well as he was able, detached immediately after the 
capture of Chillambrum a large body of Sepoys, accompanied by lomc 
Morattoes, to attack the pagoda of Vcrdachclum ; this force was led 
by one Haflim Ally, who had long been commander m chief of the 
French Sepoys, and had difhngmfhcd hnnfelf lo much in this employ - 
meat that the Ficnch king lnd honoured him with a gold medal m 
token of his fcrvices; this man was taken at Seringham with Mr. 
Law, and the Engliih knowing his capacity kept him a clofe pufonei 
at Fort St Dawd, from whence, however, he had lately contmed to 
efcape, being carried through the guards in a balket which they 
imagined to contain lumber. The garnfon of Vcrdachelum confifled 
only of 50 Sepoys commanded by a ferjeant, who furrendered after a 
flight rcfiftance , from hence Haflan Ally, joined by 50 Europeans* 
proceeded to rnnomalee, whcTc they found Moran-row with the 
greatefl: part of his force afllfting, according to his promise, the troops 
of Velorc, who were laying clofe fiegc to the place. The army of 
the befiegers now amoun ted to dooo.cavalry, 5ooo_Sepoys, and 100 
Europeans, including the 50 which Mortiz-ally kept in his own pay. 
The garnfon, 1500 men, commanded by Barkatoola, a faithful fer- 
vant to the Nabob, and a gallant officer, defended themfehes with 
much bravery, making frequent falhes, and m one they furpnzed and 
beat up the quarters of the Morattoes, killing many of their horfes ; 
this loft, the moft fenfible that the Morattoes can fed, determined 
Moran-row to look out for eafier conquefts , and leaving the Phout- 
dar’s troops to continue the fiege as they could, he marched away, with 
an intention to lay fiege to PalamXotah, a fort m the neighbourhood 
of Chillambrum Here he was joined by a party of 350 Europeans, 
who endeavoured to prevail on him to march with them and attack 
the Enghfh lettlemen t of Devi Cota h , but Moran-row, apprehenflve 
of the loft he might fufFer m this attempt, refufed to accompany them. 
On this difference they feparated, the French marching towards the 
■woods of Wanore pollam, in hopes of levying contribution fiom the 
Poly gar , and the Morattoe to Trmomalee. Here, a few days after 
R r , his 
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hts arrival, he received letters from the regent informing hlm-of his 
diftrels, lince his convoys from Myforc began to lie intei cepted, and de- 
firing him in the molt preffing terms to move immediately to Sering- 
ham with his whole force ; and Mr. Duplcix informing him at the 
fame time that he intended to fend all the Europeans he could bring 
into the field,, the Morattoe, calling in all his ftragglers, hurried back 
to Chillambrum, which was appointed the place of general rendez- 
vous ; from hence the whole reinforcement proceeded by very expe- 
ditious marches to Tritchi nopoly, in fight of which they arrived on 
the 24th of Augu fir. 

Their appearance at fo critical a conjuncture did not fail to raife the 
enemy’s fpirits, who teftifiecL their joy by firing faiutes and exhibiting, 
fireworks for three days fuccefiively, at the fame rime making the ne~ 
celfary preparations for coming to the plains again ; whilft the Engli/h 
and their allies fawthemfelves under the nccefiity of taking. their mea- 
fures to-aCt again on the defenfive, under the lame diladvantages to- 
which they had been conftantly fubjeCt, excepting in the Ihort interval' 
fince the laft defeat of the enemy : but even in this interval they had not 
been able to- get more provifions than fufficed for the daily confump- 
tion ; for as their force was not lufficient ro fpare confiderable efcorts- 
at a diftance for the time neceflary to collect large fupplies, what they 
received came daily in fmall quantities,, about 100 bullock loads at a 
time, which indeed’had lately joined the camp without much difficulty- 
But it was evident that the enemy’s detachments would not fcour the 
plain again as ufual : the Major therefore,, to diminiffi the rilk of his 
convoys coming from the eafhvard,. quitted the neighbourhood of 
Weycondah as loon as their reinforcement appeared, and encamped on- 
the fame ground- which he had. formerly occupied a little to the north- 
of the Facquire’s Tope. The enemy three days after quitted Moota- 
chellinoor, and-encamped at the five, rocks, where their army covered! 
a great extent of ground, for they had like wife been- reinforced from: 
Myfore. From tire great fuperiority of then- numbers,, the Major ex- 
pected that they would attack him in his camp, and ordered his men to- 
deep on their arms ; but they contented themfelves with following 
their former plan of intercepting the convoys.. And the very next, 
day, the 2.8th, 'near 3000 horfe, Morattoes arid Myforeans, attacked an. 
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cfcoit of ioo Europeans with great vigour ; but the men, accufiomcd 
to tiich encounters, preferved them/elves and the convoy by not part- 
ing with, their fire, although the enemy xodc fevcral times to the very 
bayonets. 

The prefidency of Madrafs hearing of the reinforcement which Mr. 
Duplcix had fent to Seringham, determined to fire ng then their own 
army with all the men that could be /pared for the field, and fent 
them in one of the company’s /hips to De vi C otah ; and the Major, 
in order to facilitate the junrtion of the/e troops, as well as to protert 
his convoys, determined to encamp farther to the caftward ; and /end- 
ing off his baggage in the night, maicbcd at day break the firfi of Sep- 
tember over the plain in full view of the enemy, and pitched hrs camp 
at a little diftance to the fouth-eaft of the French rock. This ground 
was well cho/en, for the right flank was proterted by /bme pieces of 
artillery mounted on the rock, which were flanked by the cannon of the 
•city. The front of the camp was for the moft pai t /ccuied by a morals, 
and the rear by fwamps and rice fields. The Tanjorines were exceed- 
ingly delighted with the /ecurity in which they here fo.und them/elves, 
-for they had before began to droop with apprehenfions of haying their 
•quarters beat up by the Morattoes ; and Monac-gee exerting all his in- 
fluence amongft his countiymeu, prevailed on the merchants who dealt 
in rice, to bring frequent fupplies of grain, although in fmallquantitics. 
The enemy’s fcouts gave them (uch good intelligence of the approach 
•of the convoys that few efcaped unattacked, but being conftantly fup- 
ported by detachments of Europeans, they made their way good to the 
camp; not indeed without /ome lo/s, fince it was impofiible in the tu- 
mult to prevent the bullocks and cooleys from flinging down their loads 
and taking flight. However, what ai rived was fu/ficient for the doily 
wants, but fo little more, that if two or three convoys had been cut off; 
the army would have been obliged to have had recour/e to the /mall 
/lock which was laid up in the city. The enemy, as if determined to 
reduce them to this difire/s, moved from the five rocks, and encamped 
nt the fugar loaf, extending from hence to the golden rock. Here 
the regent and Morari-row having intelligence of the i einforcement 
-of which the Englifh were in exportation, preffingly mtreated the 
French to attack their camp befoie thofe troops arrived; but Mr. 
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Aftruc declined the attempt, and contented'himfelf with waiting for 
lefs hazardous opportunities of diminifhing their force: at length the 
Englifh reinforcement arrived on the 19th of September, at Kelli 
Cotah; aVort 1 5 miles call: of the city : and never perhaps had two ar- 
mies remained r8 days in fo extraordinary a fituation, both encamped 
on the open plain without a bufh-on it, at about two miles 'diftance 
from each other, fo that with their glades they could fee one another 
fitting at dinner in their tents; and a cannon fhot from the advanced 
pods might eafily reach the oppofite camp: but asthefwamps in the 
rear of both the camps did not permit either to move farther back, 
both refrained from commencing a cannonade ; the Englifh defired no- 
thing more than to keep their battalion unimpaired until the arrival of 
their reinforcement ; but for this very reafon the French ought to have 
‘taken all opportunities of diminifhing their number. Major Lawrence 
now apprehending nothing fo much, as that the enemy might fend a 
large detachment to intercept his reinforcement, determined if poft 
fible to divert their attention by cannonading their camp and the 
day in which the troops were ordered to march from Kelli Cotah, an 
eighteen pounder, feht fron\the city, was mounted about half a mile 
fouth-weft of theFrench rock, on the bank of the water-courfe that in- 
Aerfedls the plain, and early in the morning the 16th of September, it 
began to fire fnaartly ; every fhot was feen to ft r ike amongft the tents 
of the French battalion, who after having bore the infidt patiently for 
two hours, detached their three companies of grenadiers with a large 
body of their allies; horfe and foot, to attack the party polled with 
the eighteen pounder ; upon which motion the Major immediately 
threw a reinforcement' into the water courfe of 250 Europeans, 8oq 
Sepoys, and three field pieces under the command of captain Charles. 
Campbell, who" defended it fo well that the enemy were obliged to‘ 
defift from their attempt, and retreat to then* camp, not without a con- 
fiderable lofs ; for they had bore for forne time a fmart cannonade from 
five pieces of cannon upon the fouth-weft cavalier of the city, as well 
as from the artillery at the watercourfe. This repulfe, feconded by a 
continuance of the fire from the 18 pounder, either deterred or di- 
verted them during the reft cf the day from giving attention to the re- 
inforcement, who haying continued their march without moleflation, 
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I joined the camp in the evening. The whole con lifted of 237 Eu- 
I ropcans, with the captains Ridge and Calliaud, late!) arrived from 
\ Europe, and 300 Scpo)s. The juu&ion of thefc tioops infpired the 
1 army with as much joy as the doubtful cxpe&ation of their arrival 
had cauled anxiety and folicitudc; and to retaliate on theenemy the 
fame marks of exultation which they had lately emplo)ed on a like 
occafion, the tidings were announced to them by a di {charge of all 
the artillery in the camp and city. 

There being now' no more reinforcements to expeff, and the 
vicinity of the enemy having greatly augmented the difficulties of 
getting provifionsand fuel, major Lawrence, as foon as the troops juft 
arrived w ere refrefhed, determined to bring on a gener al battle, w hich 
if the enemy declined lie rcfolvcd to attack them in their camp. 

The tents and baggage were fent at night to remain under cover 
of the artillery of the city ; from whence at the lame time 100 Eu- 
ropeans, all who could be {pared from the garrifon, marched out and 
joined the army. Ev cry thing being prepared, major Lawrence quitted 
the ground near the French jock, and at clay break, the 20th of Sep- 
tember, the army appeared at the Facquirc’s Tope, and remained 
for feme hours drawn up, offering the cncni)'battlc ; but they flaw- 
ing no inclination to accept the defiance, the Major fent for his tents 
again, and encamped on the fpot on which he was drawn up,rcfolvmg 
to attack their camp tile next da) : as the fuccefs of this hardy enter- 
prize depended grcatlyon preventing the encm) from entertaining any 
(ufpicion of his intention, he cannonaded their camp, with an eigh- 
teen pounder, at different intervals during the left of the day ; hoping 
to make them believe that hepurpofed nothing more than to hairafe 
and incommode them. At night the tents w ere ft ruck, and fent back 
again towards the city, and the whole army was ordered, after taking 
their reft 111 the open field, to be underarms at four in the morning. 

The encm)’s camp extended on each fide of the fugar-Ioaf rock, 
but much farther to the weft than to the caft: moft of the Morattoes 
were encamped on the eaft, the French quarters were clofe to the 
weft of the rock, and be)ond thefe the M)forcans extended almoft 
as far as the golden rock, occup) ing the ground for a confiderable 
way behind the tivo rocks. The rear of the camp was covered with 
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thickets and rocky ground. The French had flung up an intrench- 
J ment in front of their own quarters, and intended to have continued 
ic along the left flank, facing the weft ; but on this fide had only 
fmiflied a fraall part, feparated about 300 yards from the weftern ex- 
tremity of their intrenchment in front, which interval was left open 
without defences : theMorattoes had likewife flung up an intrench- 
ment in their front to the eaft of the iugar-loaf: at'the golden rock, 
which commanded the left flank and the front of the ground on which 
the Myforeans were encamped, the French had ftationed an advanced 
guard of 100 Europeans, two companies of Topafles, and 600 Se- 
poys, with two pieces of cannon, under the command of a partizan 
of fome reputation. Major Lawrence being apprized of theft dif- 
pofitions, projedted his attack to take the utmoft advantage of them. 
At the hour appointed the army quitted the Facquire’s Tope, and 
marched in profound filence towards the golden rock : the battalion 
confifting of 600 men formed the van in three equal divifions ; the 
firft was compofed of the grenadier company of 1 00 men commanded 
by captain Kilpatrick, the picket of 40, by captain Calliaud, and two 
platoons, each of 30 men, under the command of captain Charles 
Campbell: the artillery, fix field pieces, with 100 artillery men, were 
divided on the flanks of each divifion : 2000 Sepoys, in two lines, 
followed the Europeans . the Tanjorine cavalry were ordered to ex- 
tend to the eaftward, and to march even with the laft line of Sepoys. 
The moon had hitherto been very bright; but a fudden cloud now 
obfeured it fo much, that the firft divifion of the battalion came within 
piftol ftiot of the golden rock before they were difeovered ; and giv- 
ing a very fmart fire, mounted it in three places at once, whilft the 
enemy, who had barely time to fnatch up their arms, hurried clown 
after making one irregular difeharge, and ran away to the camp with 
fuch precipitation, that they left their two field pieces, ready -loaded 
with grape, undifchargech Animated by this fuccefs, the men called 
out with one voice to be led on to the grand camp, and the Major 
availing himfelf of their alacrity, remained no longer at the rock 
than was necefiary ,to break the carriages of the enemy’s guns, and 
to form his troops again. Their dilpofition was now changed, the 
three divifions of Europeans were ordered to march, as near as they 
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could, in one line in front through the camp of the Myforeans, in 
order to fall at once upon the left flank of the French quarters : the 
Sepoys were divided on each flank of the battalion* but at fome dis- 
tance in the rear- 1 lad the camp, like thole in Europe, been covered 
with tents, it .would have been impoflible to havepenetrated through 
it iii this order; but in an Indian army none but the men of rank 
can afford the expence of a tent, and the reft flicker themfelves as 
they can in cabbins made of mats, lb flight that they may be pulhed 
down by the hand. The Tanjormc cavalry, intermixed with match- 
locks and peons, had halted- during the attack of the golden rock, on. 
the plain nearly opposite to the front of the French intrcnchmcnt, and 
they "were now inftruded to move dircdlly up to it, in order to create 
what confufion they could with their fire arms and rockets. The bat- 
talion received the orders for continuing the march .with loud huz- 
za's, and, the whole proceeded with the greateft confidence, as to a. 
victory of which they were furc the drums of the three divifions 
beating the grenadiers march, the gunners with their portfires lighted 
on the flanks, and the- Sepoys founding with no little energy all their 
variousinftruments of military mufic.. This did.not a little contribute 
.to augment the conftcrnation which, the fugitives from, the rock, had 
.fpread amongflr the Alyfbreans^who were already taking flight, whew 
the Englifh entered their camp. The Europeans marched with fixed 
bayonets, and recovered arms, but the Sepoys kept up a fmart fire 
upon the {warms that were takiug flight on all fides. The French 
dilcovered by the fugitives which way the attack would fall, and 
drew up to oppofe.it, facing the weft; the left of their battalion was- 
behind the finifhed but detached part of their- intrenchment on this 
fide; and the reft extended towards the intrenchment they had thrown- 
up in front of their camp;, which their liue,however did not reach by 
100 yards; but a bank running at this diftancc parallel to that in- 
trenchment, ferved to defend the right flank of their battalion: in this 
pofition they derived no advantage from that part of their works on 
which they had moll depended. To the left of their battalion was a* 
body of 2000 Sepoys, who Inclined to the left, intending to gain the 
flank of the Englifh battalion, and the fame number were defigned to> 
form their right wing;, but tbefc, by fome miftake,,in this iccne of 
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17153. hurry and confufion, polled themfelves on the fugar-'loaf rock. The 
— v — * Englilh troops advancing were prevented by the interruptions which 
they met with in the Myfore camp from keeping up in a line; fo that 
the hrft divifion had outmarched the fecond, and theiecond the third ; 
however as loon as they came nigh the enemy, whom they di (covered 
by the portfires of their guns, the hindermofl quickened their pace; 
but neverthelefs the whole line was not completely formed before 
they came within twenty yards of the enemy, by which time the Se- 
poys to the right had advanced from the rear, in order to oppofe thole 
on the enemy’s left : the artillery in the hurry could not keep up with 
the battalion. The French artillery had for lome time bred with great 
vivacity, but mod of the fhot flew too high, and killed feveral of the 
flying Myforeans. The adlion commenced juft as the day began to 
dawn : Mn Aftruc, with indefatigable activity prevailed on his men 
to wait arid receive the Englilli fire before they gave theirs : amongft 
thofe who buffered in this onfet was captain Kilpatrick, who com- 
manded the divifion on the right; he fell delperately wounded ; upon, 
which captain .Calliaud put himfelf at the head of the grenadiers, and 
took the command of the whole divifion; the French Sepoys on the 
left fcarcely flood the firft fire of the right wing- of the E nglilh Se- 
poys, but took flight : which captain Calliaud perceiving, he wheeled 
inftantly round with his divifion, and gaining the left flank of the in- 
trenchment, behind which the left of the French battalion was polled, 
poured in a clofe fire upon them; and the grenadiers pulbing on with 
their bayonets , drove them crowding upon their center : the whole 
line was already falling into confufion, when a well-levelled dilcharge 
from the center and left of the Englilh battalion in front compleated 
the route, and they ran away in great dilbrder to gain the other fide 
of the bank on their right, where Mr. Aftruc endeavoured to rally 
them : but the grenadiers purfuing them clofely, renewed the attack 
with their bayonets, and put them again to flight : every man now 
provided for his own fafety, without any regard to order, running 
towards the golden rock, as this way was the only outlet not ob- 
ftrudled ; but as loon as they got to fome diftance on the plain 
they dilperfed and took various routes. -The left wing of the Englilh 
Seapoys had hitherto taken no lhare in the engagement, for by 
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keeping toff much to the left of the battalion, they came to the out- 
fide of the French intrenchmcnt, on the ground to which thcTan- 
jorines were ordered to advance ; however, as footi as they perceived 
the French battalion in confufion, 'they puflied on to the fugar-loaf 
rock, and with much refolution attacked and dilperfed the body of the 
enemy’s Sepoys polled there, who from the beginning of the action 
had employed thcmfclves in firing random Ihot indiferiminately upon 
friends and foes. The vidlory was now decided, and the Enghih 
troops drew up on the French parade. A body of Morattoes were 
the only part of the Indian army which made any motions to draw 
.off the attention of the Enghih during the engagement ; they feeing 
one. of the field pieces left with a few men at a diftancc behind the 
reft, galloped up, and cutting down the men, got poflelfion of it ; but 
perceiving the battle loft, they did notvcntuie to carry it off; never- 
thelefs they did not immediately quit the camp, where they were foon 
•after joiued by feveral other bodies of cavalry, encouraged by their 
example : , but the Enghih artillery in a few rounds obliged them to 
letirc again, and they followed the reft of the fugitives, who were 
retreating towaids Seringham by the pafs of Mootachillinoor. It 
'was feme hours before the whole got into the ifland, for the throng 
.con lifted of 30,000 men of all forts on foot, and 16,000 horfe, befides 
* jl great number of oxen, camels, and elephants. The Tanjoriues 
wfcre ordered to fet out in purfuit of the French troops, who were 
taking flight, dilperfed on all fidcs over the plain 5 but they could not 
be.prevailed on to quit the Ipoil of the camp, whichithey were very 
buly in plundering, 

. The tents, baggage, and ammunition of the French camp, together 
j with eleven pieces of cannon, one an eighteen pounder, were taken ; 

I 100 of their battalion were either killed or wounded, and near joo 
| more, amongft whom was Mr. Aftruc, with ten officers, were made 
pnfoners : feveral were afterwards knocked on the head by the peo- 
ple of Tondiman’s woods, 65 were taken ftragghng in the Tanjore 
country ; and a detachment of Sepoys, font out by captain Dalton 
from the city, brought in 21 of thofe who were making their way to 
the ifland by the pafs of Chuchlypolam: fo that the whole of their lols 
was sat leaft 300 Europeans, with their bell officer ; for foch un- 
• S s doubtedly 
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753. ' doubtedly was Mr. Aftruc : it might have been much more, had the 
j Tanjorine's exerted themfelves as they were ordered.. Of the Englifh 
l about 40 Europeans were killed and wounded. 

-This aftion was decided entirely by the mufketry ; for the Englifh 
artillery were not brought into the engagement ; and the French 
cannon were ill pointed, and irrefolutely lerved, even before the con- 
flidt became hot and general ; after which the event could not remain 
long in fufpence between two bodies of men, whofe dead fell within 
20 yards of each other. There are few inftances of a vidfory in which 
the fagacity and Ipirit of the general, as well as the refolution of the 
troops, are .more to be admired. The French .themfelves confeffed 
that they had no fufpicion of the intentions to attack them ; nor did * 
chance interfere to fubfiradt from the merit of this fuccefs : for major 
Lawrence, before he quitted his camp at the Freneh rock, had pre- 
dated mod: of the events which concurred to produce it. The 
Nabob’s ftandard was now planted in the enemy’s camp ; and the 
Englifh flag, difplayed on the top of the fugar-loaf rock, proclaimed 
the triumph of their arms to the country feveral miles round. / 

The Tanjorines, elated to excefs, although they had contributed 
nothing more than their appearance in -the field to gain the victory, 
propofed, immediately after the battle, to follow the epemy, and be- 
fiege them in Seringham ; but major Lawrence paying no attention 
to this rhodomontade, moved with the army in the evening to lay 
' fiege to Weycondah. 

j This place, now a fort, was originally nothing more than a pagoda 
/ and choultry, fituated at the top of a rock about 30 feet high. The 
rock was afterwards inclofed by a fquare done wall, carried up as 
high as the top of the rock itfelf, and built thick enough to afford a 
rampart about five feet in breadth, befides a {lender "parapet, which 
has loop-holes to fire through : on the weftern fide is a gateway, of 
which the top communicates with the rampart on either hand : the 
enemy’s garrilon confided chiefly of Sepoys. A watercourfe ferved 
indead of a trench to fhelter the Englifh troops ; who having cut em- 
brafures through the bank about 400 yards from the wall, battered 
it with two eighteen pounders, and at the fame time threw fhells 
from a mortar and two cohorns.' By the next evening the wall was 
4 beaten 
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bcatcu down, within is feet of the ground. Earl/ the next morn- 
ing loine of die gamfon endeavoured to make tbeir efcape, through 
a fall) -port on the north, to a large bod/ of horfe, who were waiting 
at a dtflance to receive them, thelc fugitives were ddeovered h/ fome 
of the Englifli Scpojs on. the right, who immediate!/ ran to prevent 
an/ more from getting out ; and at the fame time 600 other Sepo/s, 
who w ere under arms in the watcrcourfc, fet out of their own accord, 
without well knowing what was the matter, and ran dircdly to the 
breach, rcgardlcls of the commands of their officers, who allured them 
diat it was not vet practicable ; but nothing could flop the tumult: 
the/ made lev end ineffectual attempts to mount the bleach, notwith- 
ftandmg the) were warmly fired upon bv the enemy from above. At 
length, finding it impracticable to fuccccd this way, they all ran to 
the gate, which fome endeavoured to force, whdft others fired up, to 
drive the defenders from the ramparts: but this attempt likewife 
proving ineffectual, a refolutc Enghfhman, ferjeant to a company of 
Scpo)S, mounted on the fhouldcrs of one of them, and getting hold 
of fome of die can cd w ork of the gate w a) , clambered up to the top ; 
and thole below handing up to him the colours of his company, he 
planted them fingl) on the parapet: here he was loon joined by about 
20 of his conipau) , who followed his example; and uhilfl fome of 
thefe were engaged w ith the enemy, others went down on the inflde 
of the rampart, and opened die gate. Thole without mflantly ruflied 
in like a torrent; which die cnem) perceiving, the) hurried down 
from the rampart, and ran up the Reps, to gam die choultr) and pa- 
goda at the top of the rock; but the Euglifh Scpo)s followed diem 
lo elofely, that they had not time to make any difpofitions to defend 
thcmfclves there before they were attacked at the pulh of bajouet : 
m the firfl fur) fcvcral were killed, but the reft, about 400, flinging 
d wm tVini airm. and catting for tpaitcr, 'were fpaved. 

From Wevcondah the army removed, and encamped at the French 
Rock, wherelhey"now abounded 111 as much plentv as they had 
hitherto fuffered diflrefs ; for none of the enemy’s parties v entured on 
the plain, and the country people, no longer terrified b) the apprehen- 
fion of lofing their nofes, brought m provifions in fuch abundance, that 
rice, which three days before was fold at four meafures for the rupee,

now fold at fixtecn; and at this rate a (lock was laid in fufficient to 
lupply the garrifon for fix months at full allowance. Captain Dalton 
feeing this objed of the general lollicitude provided for, and die city 
in all other relpebls out of danger, quitted the command of Tritchi- 
nopoly, and lome time after returned to Europe. 

The approach of the rainy monfoon in the middle of October 
.made it neccffury to carry the troops into cantonment: the city itfclf 
would certainly have afforded them the beft {belter : but the Dock 
of provifions laid up for the life of the garrifon' would loon have been 
con fumed by the addition of Inch a number of mouths: and as little 
danger was to be apprehended from any attempts which the enemy 
might make during the abicncc of the army, provided the garrifon 
were commonly vigilant, major Lawrence preferred to remove to 
Coilackly, on the frontiers of Tanjorc, from whence the wants of the 
army might conftantly be ftipplicd, without the necefiity of fatiguing 
the troops by employing them to eieort convoys. Four humlrcd-Se- 
poys and the Tick of the battalion, with i 50 Europeans, were lent 
into Tritchinopoly, to augment the garrifon ; a detachment ivas left 
to defend Elimiferum; and the reft of the Englilb troops marched 
on the 23d of October to their winter quarters : they were accom- 
panied by the Nabob, with the few troops he commanded ; but the 
Tanjorines quitted them, and proceeded to their capital, in order to 
be prefent at the celebration of a great feftival which falls out at this 
time of the year. It was with great rebalance that major Lawrence 
faw them depart, judging from, experience, that nothing but the laft 
necefiity would induce the king to fend them back, notwithftanding 
that he promifed, with much Teeming complacence, that they fhould . 
take the field, and rejoin the Nabob, as foon as the monfoon was paft. 

During thefe tranfablions to the fouth of the Coleroon, the Eng- 
lifli arms had likewife gained fome fuccefles in the Carnatic. The 
retreat of Morari-row from before Trinomalee increafed the courage 
of the garrifon, who fignalized themfelves fo much by frequent and 
vigorous Tallies, that the prefidency of Madrals determined to fend a 
reinforcement to their afliftance ; and 500 Sepoys detached from the 
garrifon of Arcot, arrived in the middle of September in fight of 
the place : but finding all the avenues blockaded, they concerted. 

• ■’ ■ f meafures 
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meafures with the governor, Berkatoola, to favour their junfhon, by 
making a general foil), on a certain quarter of the enemy’s camp, 
which the Sepojs proimfed to attack at the fame time in the rear. 
This plah was executed with fo much vigour, that notwithflandiug 
t the enemy took tile alarm time enough to bring the greateft part of 
their troops into a£hon, they were emu cl} defeated the general of 
the Velorc tioops being killed on the fpor, and_Huffim-all) , the com- 
mander o f the Trench Scpo)s^ taken pnfoner mortally wounded. 
This lofs of their commanders flruck the army with fb much con- 
dcrnation, that they immediately raifed the fiege 

In the fame month the piefidency were much alarmed by the at- 
tempts of ^Mahomed Comaul, the mod confiderable of the adven- 
turers, who in thefc times of confufion fet up the dandard of inde- 
pendency. This man commanded a bod) of horfe at the fiege of 
Arcot , and after the army of Raja faheb was difperfcd by the battle 
of Covrcpauk, kept together his own troops, and immediately levied 
contributions not only fuffictcnt to attach them to his fervicc, but 
alfo to engage others to mild under Ins banner however, alarmed 
by the fate of Chunda-fahcb at Scnngham, hcjudicioufly determined 
to remove out of the reach of danger into the country of Neloor, the 
north-cad: part of the Nabob’s dominions, not doubting that its dis- 
tance both from Ai cot and Madrafs would enable him toeftabhfh him- 
fclf m thofc didrifh he fucceedcd even bcioud Ins cxpe£lation, for 
he found means to lurprizc the capital of Neloor ltfclf, from whence 
lie obliged Nazcabulh, the governor, to flee to Arcot The Englifh 
and the Nabob had fo many enemies to fight, and fb few troops to 
fend into the field, that they could fpare none to check the enter- 
prizes of Mahomed Comaul, who having enjojed the fruits of his 
fuccedes without interruption for a year, extended lus views, and 
prepaicd to attack the pagoda ofTripetti This temple, one of the 
mod famous in the Decan, is fituated on the top of a mountain, about 
fifty miles north-cad of Arcot The fead of the god to whom it is 
dedicated is annually celebrated in the month of Septe mb er, and the 
offerings made by the concourfe of pilgrims who airive from all 
parts to a did at it, amount to fb great a film, that the Bramins, be- 
fide what they referve to themfelves, pay the go\ ernment an annual 
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h revenue of; 60,000 pagodas, or 24,000 pounds fterling. This revenue 
' J the Nabob affigned over to the Englifh as a reimburfement in part 
of the great expences they had incurred in the war ; and as neither- 
the Bramins nor the pilgrims are follicitous to whom this money is 
paid, provided the feaft goes on without interruption, it was the in- 
tention of Mahomed Comaul to get- pofteffion of the pagoda before 
the feaft began. The pre/idency of Madrafs, alarmed for the fafety of 
a place in which the company was fo much intercfted, fent a detach- 
, ment of forty Europeans, two companies of Sepoys, and-three pieces 
of cannon, with orders to march and defend the pagoda they were 
to be joined on the road by Nazeabulla, the Nabob’s brother, at the 
head of a large body of troops, but thefe not coming up in time, the 
detachment proceeded without them. When arrived near Tripetti 
they were unexpectedly furrounded by the whole of Mahomed Co- 
maul’s , force, 5000 men, horfe and foot ; the detachment had juft 
time to take fhelter in a neighbouring village, where the enemy im- 
mediately attacked them, and although conftantly repulfed, they did 
not .defift from their attempts before the night fet in ; when the de- 
tachment having loft feveral of their Europeans, and expended all 
their ammunition, retreated ; the next day they were joined by Nazea- 
bulla Cawn’s army, with whom the day afterwards they proceeded 
again towards Tripetti. Mahomed Comaul met them on the plain, 
and the action began by a cannonade, which having created Ibme 
confufion amongfc the enemy, enfign Holt, who commanded the 
Englifh detachment, marched up with his Europeans and Sepoys to 
improve the advantage ; but before they came near enough to give 
their lire, <a {hot from a wall-piece killed enfign Holt. However the 
men, not difconcerted by this accident, pufhed on under the com- , 
mand of their next officer, enfign Ogilby, and attacked the enemy 
with great vivacity, who were already wavering, when a lucky fhof, 
from one of the field pieces killed the elephant of Mahomed Comaul, 

\ f-Iis army feeing the ftandard of their general fall to the ground, as 
1 ufual took flight, and with lo much precipitation, that before he had 
time to mount a horfe, they left him at the mercy >of his enemies.„.He 
, was taken. . prifoner. and c at r ie d _to. _Na2ea_biil I a Caw, U, by whofe order , 
jie was inftantly_beheaded. His death removed .the moft .dangerous 
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dilhirber of the Nabob’s government in this part of the country, for 
he was a very brave and aflivc man there were fcvcral other chiefs 
oftcls confluence, who were conftantly making inroads into the 
diftnch of PononrmJcc, Chinglapctt, and A root, and gave frequent 
employment to the garrilons of thefe places, but they always re- 
treated as foon as they heard that a detachment of Luropcans was 
marching agatuft them 

i he enemy at Senngham licrntd fo little inchinbic to take ad- 
vantage of tl e abfcncc of the Lnghfli troops cantoned at Codaddy, 
that they did not even lend parties on the plain to prevent the conn 
try people from going daily with provilions to the market m Trit- 
chtnopoly where the garri f>n were as well lupphed and lived in as 
much tranquillity as if b uh fides had agreed in form to a ccHationof 
haftihties the enemy, however, convinced that the Lnglifh would 
never have attempted to attack their camp at the fu 0 ar loaf rock it 
they had not been joined by the cavalry of lanjorc, determined to 
leave no means untried to deprive them of this rclourcc in futuic 
Accordingly the regent gave bticco-gcc, the king’s nun liter ami fa- 
vourite, a fum of money more confiderablc than the firft bribe, and 
Mr Doplciv fen t a letter penned in the Malabar Jinguage by his 
wife, m which lie threatened the king, that if he dared to give the 
Nabob and the Enghfh any more a Alliance, the Mont toes fliouldlay 
wide his country with fire and (word, and th it if this fliouUI not be luf- 
ficicnt to tcrrifv him into i neutrality, he vvouhl bringdown theSou- 
bah balabad jmg, with his whole army, from Golconda The efied of 
theic practices, both on tlic king and his numftcr, was foon vifiblc, for 
Succo-gcc taking advanta 0 c of the timorous and fufjucious duradlcr 
of his mafttr; prevailed on him to remove tlic gcucril Monac gee j 
from the command of the army, by rcprclintmg him is a min in fuch l 
clofc coiuicxian with, die Lagldh, that be might probably, from a. re- ' 
hancc on their fnendlhip, be induced to form piojccL dangerous even 
to the king lumfclf, who, alarmed at the lame time by tlic menaces 
of Duplcix, determined to prclervc his country by breaking the pro- 
mile he In 1 mide to the Nabob and major Lawrence, to lend his 
troops to Coitaddy as loon as the r uns were over Having brougnt 
him thus far, the next dcj> was to make him join the cnemv , tins 
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likewife Succo-gee undertook to effeCt, and the king it is laid was 
on the point of figning the .treaty, when a fudden and unexpected 
event hopped his hand.. 

In the beginning of November the French at Seringham received 
a reinforcement of 300 Europeans, 200 Topaffes, and 1000 Sepoys, 
with fome cannon ; but inftead of giving any figns that they had reco- 
vered their fpirits by this increafc of their ftrength, they determined to 
remain quiet until major Lawrence ftiould be ready to quit Coiladdy, 
in hopes that the garrifon of Tritchinopoly would be lulled into tecu- 
rity by feeing them remain inactive fo long after the arrival of then- 
reinforcement, and entertain no fufpicion of the defign they were me- 
ditating, when the time (liould come for carrying it into execution. 

This defign. was nothing lei's than to {form the city of Tritchino- 
poly in the night by furprize. The' part which the French chofeto 
make the affault upon was Dalton’s battery, on the weft fide, near 
the north-weft angle of the town, the fame indicated by the letter 
which captain Dalton had prevailed on the ipy De Cattails to write 
to the French commander Mr. Brenier; it had formerly been a part 
of one of the four gateways to this city. The entrance, into an Indian 
fortification is through a large and complicated pile of building, pro- 
jecting in the form of a paralelogram from the main rampart ; and 
if the city has two walls, it projects beyond them both : this building 
confifts of feveral continued terraffes which are of the fame height 
as the main rampart and communicate with it : the inward walls of 
thefe terraffes form the fides of an intricate paffage, about twenty feet 
broad, which- leads hy various fhort turnings at right angles through 
the whole pile, to the principal gate that ftands in the main rampart: 
for fome fpace on each hand of Dalton’s battery, the interval between 
the outward and inward wall of the city was much broader than 
any where elfe. Captain Dalton, when intruded with the command 
of the garrifon, had converted that part of the gateway which pro- 
jected beyond the outward wall into a folid battery, with embrafures ; 
leaving the part between the 'two walls as it ftood with its windings 
and terraffes : an interval was likewife left between the backfide of the 
battery, and the terrafs neareft to it, which lay parallel to each other; fo - 
that an enemy who had gained the battery could not get to the ter- 
rain 
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rails without delccnding into the interjacent area, and then mount- j 7 
lug the wall of the terrafs with Icaling ladders the battery, how- *-*v 
ever, communicated with die rampart of the outw ard wall of the 
city, but being, as that was, only eighteen feet high, it was com*- 
manded by the terrafles behind it, as well as by the rampart of the 
inner wall, both of which were thirty feet high Upon one of the 
mu aid cavaltcrs, (buth of the gateway, were planted two pieces of 
cannon, to plunge into tile battery, and fcour the interval between 
the two walls, as far as the terrafles of the gateway , and two other 
pieces mounted 111 the north-w eft angle of the inward rampart, com- 
manded m like manner both the battery and the interval to the 
north of the terrafles The Trench were, by Dc Cattail’s letter, and 
by deferters, apprized of all thefl particulars, and notu lth/Hndmg 
the many difficulties they would have to (brmount in attempting to 
force their way into the town through this part of the fortifications* 
they preferred it to any other, bccaufe it was more acceflible from 
without, fora rock level with the water almoft choahed up the 
ditch m front of the battery 

Qn the 27th of November, at night, the grcatclk part of the ene- 
my’s army crofled the river the Myforcans and Morattocs were 
diftributed in different parties round the city, with orders to approach 
to the countecfcarp of the ditch, and divert the attention of the gar- 
nfon during the principal and real attack, which was referved for 
the Trench troops Of this body 600 Luropcans were appointed to 
cfcalade, whilft Mr Maiffin, the commander, with the reft of the 
battalion, zoo men, and a large body of Sepoys, waited at the edge 
of the ditch, ready to follow the firft party as foon as they fhould 
get info the town At three in the morning the fir/l party cio/Icd 
the rock m the ditch, and planting their fcahpg ladders* all of them 
mounted the battery without railing the lead alarm 111 t)ie garnlon 
for although the guard appointed for thq battqiy confided of fifty 
Sepoy s, with their officers, and foinc European gunners, who were 
all prelent and alert when the rounds palled at midnight, mod of { 
them were now abfent, ai}d they who remained on the battery were 
fall afleep , thcle the French killed, with their* bayonets, intending 
‘ 1 Tt“ not 
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not to fire -until they were fired upon : but this refolution was imme- 
diately after fruftrated by an unforefeen accident *' for lome of them at- 
tempting to getWa flight countervvall which ‘fines the backfide ‘of 
tfie battery, fell into 1 a deep pit, which Had' been left ‘in the body of 
the battery -itfelf, contiguous to that wall : none but the molt tried 
foldiets 1 caii refrain from firing 'upon 'any unexpected alarm in the 
night,' and upon the fcreaming of thofe who 4 /ere tumbling into the 
hole,'" federal mufkets were difcharged." The French now concluding 
that they were difcovered, imagined they might intimidate the gar- 
rifon by fhewing how far they' were already fuccefsful, and turning 
two bf’the tvvelve pounders upon the battery againft the town, dif- 
charged them together with a volley of fmall arms, their drums beat- 
ing, and their foldiers fhouting their ufual military cry, “ vive le roy 
Fortunately; the main guard, the barracks of the garrifon, and the 
quarters of the officers were in the north part of the tow n, not more 
than ‘460 yards from the "battery. ' Captain Kilpatrick, who com- 
manded, remained fo ill of the wounds he had' received in the laid 
engagement,' that he was unable to 1 remove from his bed ; lieutenant 
Harrifon, the next in command, came to him upon the alarm to re- 
ceive his orders,' which - fie' gave wife the' ufual calmnels that diftin- 
guilhed' his charafter oh all occafions, cjire&ing lieutenant Harrifon^ 
to march ihftantly ‘ with the picquet, referve, and the Sepoys who-, 
were not already polled, to 'the place w'here 'the attack was made, 
and to ‘order ‘the reft of the'garrifori to repair to their relpedlive alarm 
pofts,ivith injunctions not to ftir from' feefri upon pain of death. The 
enemy having drawn’up their fcaling 'ladders into the battery, fent 
two parties down from. ’itinto the interval' Between the two walls : 
one of'thefe parties harrying two petards', and conducted by a defer- 
ter, entered the paffage which led through the terrifies, intending to 
get into the town 'by - blowing open' the J gate which ftahds m the in- 
ward rampart: the other party carried 'th‘e' ladders, and were appointed 
to efcalade; whilft the main 1 body remained' upon the battery, keep'-' ' 
ing up a 1 eonftant fire upon' the 'terrafies^ and upoia the inward ram- 
part. ''But by 'this time the’alarm was taken, and the cannon from, 
each hand'began to fire' fmartly’ into the interval between the two 
walls, and upon the battery. Lieutenant 'Harrifon, with the main

guard, was likewifc armed upon the rampart, from whence the ?7< 
greateft part of them parted to the terrafles. The mufketry of the af- «--y~ 
iaiUnts and defenders were now employed with great vivacity againft , 
each other, but with fome uncertainty, having no pthcr light to direct 
their aim except the frequent (forties of /ire : not witJidanding tiic hurry 
and confufion, lieutenant Harrilbn had the prefence of mind to fration 
a platoon upon the rampart, dirc&Iy abo\ c the gatc,ordcring them tq 
Keep a conftant fire ujvoti the paflage immediately below, vv hether 
they law any thing or not : nothing could be more fcnfiblc or fortu- 
nate than his precaution; for the platoon* killed, without feeing them, 
the man who was to apply the firft petard, as well as, the deferter 
\v ho conduced him, and both of them fell \v ithin ten )ards of the gate. 
Thole appointed to cfcalade,' fixed their ladders on the ibuth fide of 
the terrartes, and a drummer, followed by an officer, had already 
mounted to the top, when a part) of Sepovseame to this ftation, who 
killed the drummer, wounded and feued the officer, and then over- 
turning the (baling fodders overfet the men who were upon them: the 
ladders broke with the fall, and the afiaifonts called for more; but were 
difoppointul; fur the reft which had been brought were Ihattcrcd and 
rendered ufclcfs by the grape-fliot fired from the two pieces of cannon 
planted upon the cavalier: it was foon after found that tiic man who 
was to manage the (ccoml petard was killed. Thus defeated in all 
their expectations the) determined to retreat, and went up to the bat- 
tery again, where the whole now rcfblvcd to make their cfcapc; but 
this for the want of their ladders was no longer practicable, except by 
leaping down eighteen feet perpendicular, either upon the rock or 
into the water. Defperate as this attempt appeared near one hundred 
made the experiment; but vvhat they fullcicd deterred the reft from 
following their example, who, in dcfpair, turned, and jccommenced 
vKcVr fixe from the battery upon the defenders, Lieutenant I hmitbn, 
with the greateft part of his Europeans, were aficmbled upon the ter- 
rains neareft the battery, and the two bodies, fepnratcd only by an in- 
terval of twenty feet, kept up a (mart fire upon each other as faft as , 
they could load : but the defenders had the ad vantage, of filing under 
the cbvei of parapets from a fituation twelve feet higher thpu, the 
enemy upon the battery, who were totally expofed from head to foot,* 
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who had promifed the legent to make a more {uccefsful attack upon 17 
the city; but finding the garnlbn alert they retreated without at- 
tempting an) thing. 

The king of Tanjore, who, notwithftandmg the alliance he was 
entering into with the French, knew nothing of their intentions to 
iiorm Tntchmopolj, was not a little aftomlhed at the news, and the 
lofs which they fu flamed m the attempt made him repent that he had 
fhcwn fo much inclination to abandon the Nabob and the Englifh : 
the French finding that their misfortune produced a change m the 
intentions which the king had began to entertain in their favour, de- 
termined to waftc no more time in negociatmg with him, but pre- 
pared to fend a part) of MoraUoes to ravage bis country. The king 
having intelligence of their defigti lent a body of tioops under the 
command of his uncle Gaudeiow to Tricatopol) , a fort eighteen miles 
eaft of IVitchinopoly, where they weie ordered to remain and puni/h 
the Morattoes: for tins phrafc, in the vain language of the princes 
of Indoftati, is fynontmous to fighting, and is not feldom made ufe of 
even by thole who lofe the battle The king making a merit of thi3 
refolution to the Nabob, pretended that Gauderow only waited on the 
frontiers until the whole army was aflcmbled, w hich would then im- 
mediately march to Tritchmopoly. Major Lawrence, w filing to put 
the fincenty of this profefiion to the teft, wiote to the king lint his 
troops would be of little fervice whilft they w ere commanded by fb 
unexperienced an officer as Gauderow, and defired that Monac-gee 
might be.remftated in the command, of which he was the only man 
in the kingdom capable. Tins commendation ferved to confirm thofe 
fufpicions of the general which had been railed in the king’s mind by 
the artifices of lus mmifter ; and major Law rence being informed of 
the alarm which the king had taken from his remonftrances m Mo- 
nac-gee’s favour, refolved to make no farther mentton of his name, 
left the confequeuces fhould be fatal to him : but requefted that the 
Tanjonne troops might jom bun without delay, even under the com- 
mand of Gauderow. None however came ; for the Morattoes hav- 
ing fent a finall party to amufe Gauderow, their main body of 1200 
men penetrated mto the kingdom at the end of December by another 
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[ 7 S3' I'oad, and as they had threatened began to lay the country wafte with 
fire and fword. 

This was the firffc motion which any of the enemy’s parties had 
made lince the afiault of Tritchinopoly : in the mean time feveral 
convoys were efcorted from Tricatopoly to the Engliflr camp. 

In the Carnatic the diftridls which acknowledged the Nabob had 
received no moleftation from his enemies lince the defeat of Maho- 
lped Comaul atTripetti, which happened in the month of September. 
The troops which Mr. Duploix was able to lend into the field from 
Pondicherry had lately been employed in befieging Palam Cotah, the 
fame fort which they had refuted to reduce for Morari-row. This 
place, with the circumjacent territory, is the only part in the Car- 
natic which does not depend on the Nabob of Arcot ; it belongs to 
the Nabob of Cudapah. .Examples of fuch iequoftrations occur in 
every province of the Mogul empire, which amongft the reft of its 
feudal inftitutions allots to every Nabob a certain revenue arifing 
from the produft of lands, for his private expences : but as the balls 
of the Mogul government confifts in regulations which deprive all 
its officers of any pretentions to real eftates, and in ‘obliging them to 
acknowledge that they hold nothing by any other title than the fa- 
vour of the fovereign ; the lands thus allotted to a Nabob are rarely 
fituated in the province governed by himtelf, but are generally chofen 
in the moft diftant part of one of the neighbouring provinces ; Co 
that iu this inftitution the Mogul’s authority over all his officers ap- 
pears in its utmoft majefty ; lince the inhabitants of a province fee 
the Nabob appointed to rule them, excluded from the right of ap- 
, propriating to himfelf any part of the territory over which his jurif- 
didtion, notwithstanding, extends. Hence likewile a perpetual lource - 
of difputes is eftabliffiecL. between the Nabobs of neighbouring pro- 
vinces, who never fail to give one another realon to complain of 
violence committed in thefe fequeftered lands. . The Nabob of Cu- 
dapah applied to the-prefidency of .Madrafs to affift the governor of 
Palam Cotah, on which they ordered a detachment of thirty Euro- 
peans, and two hundred Sepoye, to march frbm Devi Cotah and -re- ’ 
lievethe place. The detachment did not take the 'field -before the- 
n ■ enemy 
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enemy had made a pra&icablc breach which they intended to {lorm i ; 
the next day : but lieutenant Frazer hating concerted meafurcs with 
the governor, con trued to introduce his party that \cry night, and 
the enemy at day-break hearing Englilh drums beating in the place, 
fufpetfed what had happened, and impicdtatcly raifed die fiegc. 
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friend, had perfuaded Sallabadjing to appoint him Duan, or Vizier j. 
but as foon as Seid Lallcar Khan found himfelf well-eftabliffied" in 
this pod, he threw off the malk, and on all oecafions contradicted, 
the inclinations of his prince, whenever he thought they were dic- 
tated by the influences of Mr. Bully ; and now more than ever, when; 
he faw the extent of his demands for the French nation.- It hap- 
pened that in the beginning of the year 1 7^53, a few days after the 
peace with Ragogee, Mr. Bully fell dangeroully ill at Calberga-, and 
although his conftitution furmounted the firft attacks of his diflemper,. 
he remained much enfeebled ; and his phyfician being convinced,- that 
his recovery depended on a total relief from thole continual and anxious 
occupations, to which Mr. BulTy could not refufe himfelf, whilft he 
remained eitherin the camp, or court of Sallabadjing, he adviled him 
immediately to retire, anti to lequelter himfelf from all bulinels at 
Maiulipatnam, until he Ihould be perfectly recovered. Accordingly, . 
Mr. Bully departed from the camp in January, but- left all the French 
troops and Sepoys with Sallabadjing, who- foon after his departure 
proceeded without interruption to Hyderabad- The officer who now 
commanded the French troops,.had neither experience, nor capacity 
Efficient to penetrate ancl counteract the intrigues- of a faction in a 
Moorilh court ; and the Duan refolved, during Mr. Bully’s abfence, 

, to break the union between thefe too powerful auxiliaries and his 
fovereign. This- was no ealy talk; for Mr.. Bully had perfuaded 
Sallabadjing, a prince deficient both in perfonal courage and fagacity,, 
.that the French battalion were not only the principal fupport of his- 
government againll foreign enemies ; but alfo the belt lecurity of his^ 
perfon and authority againll inteltine plots and commotions.. The- 
‘.Duan therefore found it necelfary to accultom him by degrees to the - 
ablence of thele favourite troops:, it was equally neceflary to prevent 
them, from entertaining any fulpicion of this delign, for they were too 
-formidable to.be removed abruptly Mr. BulTy having joined to the 
| "battalion of Europeans,, a body of 5000. Sepoys, paid by himfelf and 
■ afting entirely under his- own orders. The Duan therefore negleCted 
for. fome time- to furnilh the pay of the French army at the ufual pe- 
riods, pretending that feveral conliderable diltriCts at a diftance from 
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Hyderabad, had /ailed in the payment of their revenues to the treafury; 
and when the French officers, as he expelled, complained loudly of 
their own diftrefles, he told them that he knew no other method of 
fotisfying their demands, unlefs by fending them to colleQ the revenues 
of the Soubah from thofe who withheld them : this propofol they 
very readdy accepted, expelling, from the cuflom of Indoflan, that 
they fhould receive confiderable pretents, befides the films which they 
were charged to levy. Still it would have been difficult to have ob- 
tained Sallabadjing’s content for their departure, had not their own 
mifcondull convinced him that it was neceflary for the peace of the 
city; where, fince Mr. Bufly’s departuic, the diteipline to which he 
had accufiomed them was fb much relaxed, that they daily committed 
diforders, for which, the perfons aggrieved, were continually demand- 
ing juftice at the gates of the palace. 

As footi as the Duan had thus removed and feparated the greateft 
part ofthe French troops, into leveral different parts of the country, 
he invented fome pretext to perfuade Sallabadji ng, that it was ne- 
ceflary he (hould return without delay to Aurengabad ; and even pre- 
vailed upon him, to permit no more than a fmall detachment of their 
Europeans and Sepoys to accompany him. He then inftru&ed the 
governor of Golcondah, to furnifh no pay to thofe who remained in 
the city, and to diftrefs them by every other means, excepting open 
hoflilities ; and the fome orders were given in the countries, to which 
the teveral detachments had been tent to collect their arrears. This 
treatment, fo different from what the French had hitherto received, 
he thought would lead them, of their own accord, to alk their difo 
^ miffion from a fervice, in which they fhould find that nothing more 
was to be got. * * 1 ' 

Arrnrdin^ljv, tbe foldiers and Sedovs ditefyioiated of their p3/ f be- 
gan to clamour and defert ; but the French officers flood firm to 
their duty, and contributed their own. money to appeate their troops. 
This refource, however, was very inadequate to the neceffity, and the 
danger encreafmg every day, they wrote to Ain. Bujly ? that his im- 
mediate retimi_to_Hyderabad, was the only means left to lave the" 
national affairs in the Decan. Air. Bufiy, not being yet recovered 
, ' , U u 2 from 
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from his illnefs, hefitated ; but was foon after determined by a pe- 
remptory letter from Mr. Dupleix, threatening to make him refpou- 
flble for the cpnfequences of his ab fence from the important com- 
mand with which the nation had intruded him with fuch unlimited 
confidence. He left Mafiilipatnam about the end of June,, having: 
previoully lent orders to all the detachments dationed abroad, to be- 
at Hyderabad, about the time that he expected to arrive there him- 
felf. He arrived on the 23d of July, and found all his troops aflem- 
• bled in the city ; they were 500 Europeans and 4000 Sepoys. This 
force, and his own prefence, impolecL refpeft upon the governor, and 
all the other officers of Sallabadjing’s adminidration. They imme- 
diately confented to furnilh fome money in part of the arrears, which, 
the Duan had withheld with fo much artifice, and Mr. Bully out of 
his own l\ock, and by his credit with the bankers,, procured more, 
which all togetherwas fufficient to appeafe the troops ; whom, never- 
thelefs, in the fird days after his arrival, he had with much difficulty 
been able to redrain from open tumult and violence in the city-. But 
although the prefent difhefs was removed, yet no_provifion was made 
for the future ; and from the late practices, every obdacle was dill to 
be expedted from the dilpofition of the Duan, who, at this very time, 
refiifed to furnifh the pay, and fubfidance of the fmall detachment 
which had accompanied Sallabadjing to Aurengabad. Mr, Budy 
law the only remedy ; and determined to proceed with his whole 
force to that city, ' as foon as the . rains fhould ceale, which, in that 
part of the Decan, continue from the beginning of July to. the end . 

. of September. The march from Golcondah to Aurengabad is at 
lead 300 miles : neverthelefs, he fbund means from his own refources 
to make the necelfary preparations, and left ’Golcondah in the begin- 
ning of Odtober. 

Notwithdanding the evil dilpofition of Seid Lalkar Khan, and his 
adherents, Mr. Bulfy had feveral friends, who were men of import- 
ance in the court of Aurengabad ; Sallabadjing himfelf was at this 
time very much, in debt to* his own army, and moreover, in appre- 
henfions of another rupture- with Ragogee the Morattoe ; fo that the 
boldnefs of Mr. Bully’s refolution, in marching uncalled for to Au- 
. 6 - rengabad. 
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‘rengabad, created no little perplexity in the councils of the Soubah* 
and more in the mind of his mini ft er, who even deliberated with 
bimfelf, whether he thould not take refuge in the impregnable for- 
trefs of Doltabad, about. eight miles from Aurengabad ; he however 
judged better, and tried negotiation, making many excutes and apo- 
logies, proffering to furrendcr the teals of his office, and requeftiug 
that Mr. Buffy would confer them upon tome other perfbn. Mr. 
Bully penetrated the artifice of this teeming humility, which was 
prafitifed by the Duan, only becaute he knew tliat Mr. Buff}* would 
not ritque the obloquy and reproach of having moved him from his 
office, as the preparatory means of obtaining the ambitious demands 
of his own nation from Sallabadjing. Both therefore were equally 
willing to treat, and an able agent, in whom both had equal con-' 
fidence, foon adjufted ttaterms of reconciliation. The ceremonials 
of the firft interviews, both withScid Latkar Khan and Sallabadjing, 
were di&atcd by Mr. Buffy, and agreed to by them. 

Every thing being fcttlfcd, the French army advanced on the 23d 
of November from the ground where they had halted tcvcral dajs,’ 
waiting for the concluffon of the terms of reconciliation. About 
eight miles from Aurengabad, they were met by Scid Latkar Khatri 
accompanied by twenty-one other lords of diftinftion, all riding irt 
the fame line on their elephants, attended by their retpetfive guards 
and retinues, and fui rounded by a great number of tpeflators. When 
near, the elephant of Scid Latkar Khan bowed firft; on which all the 
other lords demounted likewite, as did Mr. Buff}', who embraced firft 
Seid Latkar Khan, and then the other lords. All then mounted 
again, and> [proceeded in military order towards the Soubab,.wh» 
waited for them, accompanied by a great number of troops, in a tent, 
pitched at tome diftance from this interview. He embraced Mr. Buffy 
at the entrance of the tent, and was faluted by the French artillery. 
When feated within, Mr. Bufly. made his offerings, which confided 
of feveral elephants, fome horfes, and jewels; all his officers likewite 
pretented gold, rupees. After which Sallabadjing aiote and came out 
of the tent, holding Mr. Buffy by the hand, who atfifted him to 
mount hii elephant,, and then, mounted his own, as did all the lords. 

> . 1 The 
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3. The procefiion was now magnificent and immenfe, confiding of a 
^ great army, all the nobles, anil mod of the inhabitants of one of the 
ftrft cities in Indoftan. The pomp, when arrived at the palace, was 
Talutecl by numerous and repeated di (charges of cannon. As (bon as 
the court was' ranged, Sallabadjing made pre fonts to Mr. Bully, of 
the fame kind and value as lie had juft before received from him, 
and then difmified the aficmbly. Mr. Bully then proceeded to the 
houlc of Seid Lalkar Khan, who confirmed and fwore to the execut- 
ing the terms which Mr. Bully had infifted upon. They were, that 
u the provinces of Muftaphanagar, Elore, Rajamundrum, and Chi- 
“ cacolc, (hould be given for the fupport of the French army ; and 
“ that the patents (hould be delivered in three days : that the fums 
which Jalfer ali Khan, at that time governor of thole provinces, 
“ might have collated before Mr. Bully ftiould he able to fettle the 
*•* admuiiftration of them, ftiould he made goodfrom the Soitbah’s 
■ s ‘ treafury, in cafe Jalfer ali Khan bimfelf Ihould delay, or evade the 
*■* payment of them : that the French troops (hould, as before the 
- M reparation, have the guard of the Soubah’s perfou : that he ftiould 
c< fiot interfere in any manner in the .affairs of the province of Ar- 
•“ cot ; and that all other affairs in general, ftiould he conduced 
■V with the concurrence of Mr. Bully. In return, Mr. Bulfy fwore 
M to lupport and befriend Seid Lalkar Khan in his office of Duan.” 
The patents for the four provinces were prepared without delay, 
and delivered jto Mr. Bully, who lent them immediately to Mr. Mo- 
racin, the French chief at Mafulipatnara, with inftruclions to take 
poffeffion. 

)| Thefe acquifitions added to Mafulipatnam, and the province of 
! iCondavir, made the French mafters of the fea-coaft of Coromandel 
i and Orixa, in an uninterrupted line of 600 miles from Medapilly to 
the pagoda of Jagernaut. Thefe countries are bounded by a vaft chain 
.of mountains, which run nearly in the fame direction as the fea-coaft, 
and are -in moft places about eighty or ninety miles diftant from it, 
although in lome few n6t more than thirty. They are covered with 
impenetrable forefts of bamboes, and in their whole extent there are 
ho more than three .or four palfes, which according to Mr. Bully’s 
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account, may be defended by loo men againft an army. The pro- 
vince of Condavir extends between the river Kriftna and Gondegama, 
which gains the fea at Mcdapilly; the limits of the other four pro- 
vinces arc not exafUy afccrtained ; neverthelefe it appears that Mu£ 
taphanagar joins to the north of Condavir ; that Elorc lays to the 
northweft of Muflaphanagar ; that Rajamundrum is bounded to the 
fouth of thefe two provinces; and that Chicacolc, much the largeft 
of the four, extends 2 50 miles from the river Godaveri to the pagoda 
of Jagcrnaut. The revenues of the four provinces were computed 
at 3,100,000 rupees ; of Copdavir, at 680,000, and the dependencies 
'oTTilaiulipatnam were fo much improved that they produced this 
year 507,000 ; in all 4,287,000 rupees, equal to more than 535,000 
pounds fterling: all thefe rents, excepting thofe of Mafulipatnam, 
and its dependencies, which lecmed already to have been carried, to 
the height, might be greatly improved. So that thefe territories ten- 
dered the French m afters o _f. the greatcfl dominion, both in extent 
and value, that had ever been poflefled in Indoffim by Europeans, 
not excepting the Portuguczc, when at the height of their profperity., 
Nor were commercial advantages wanting to enhance the value of 
thefe acquifitions, for the manufactures <?f cloth proper for the Euro- 
pean markets pre made in this part of the Decan, of much better fa- 
bric, and at much cheaper rates than in the Carnatic: in Rajah - 
mundrum arc large forefts of teak trees, and it is the only jrart of the 
coafi: of Command el and Orixa that furnifhes this wood, which is 
equal in every refped to oak ; Chicacolc abounds in rice and other 
grain, of which great quantities are exported every year to the Carna-* 
tic. Although itAvasJnte nded t hat the French Hi Quid not hold thofe 
..countries, any longer than they maintained thcilipulated number of 
troops in the Soubalfs fervice,yct it is evident that he could not have 
given them an eftablifhment in any pait of his dominions, from 
which it would be fe difficult to expel them, in cafe they ncgleded to 
fulfil then obligation : for, defended on one hand by the chain of 
^mountains, and having on the other alDhe refeurces of the fea open,, 
_they might, vv itH a few precautions, defy" the united 'force of the De- 
can. This the Duan, Seid Lafkar Khan knew, and dreaded fo much, . 
that he had offered Mr> Bully a much larger trad of country, in the 
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53. inland parts pf the Spubahfhip, provided he would defifb from 
.demanding thefe provinces. ' 

Mr. Buffy paffed the remainder of, the year 1753, at Aurengabad, 
employed in regulating the difcipline of his troops, in providing 
means for their pay and fubfiftanee, and in making preparations to 
a6t in concert with the army of- Sallabadjing, again ft the Morattoe 
Ragogee Bonfola. 

Upon the death of jGhazi-o-din Khan, the emperor, Hamed Schah 
conferred .the office of captain-general of the arm.y,uppn„Scbe-abed- 
•din, the fon of Ghazi-o-dih Khan, although at that time a youth, not 
more than 16 years of age; but- a diligent .education, and very un- 
common natural talents, with the conflant advice pf the preceptor .of 
his infancy, enabled him to condudl’himfelf in this great office, not 
only without folly, or indecifion, but with fo much artifice and bold- 
nefs, as foon convinced all the omrahs of the court, that he was much", 
more to be 1 dreaded than defpifed; and indeed, he never rejected any 
.crime whicji promoted the end he intended to accompliffi. For fome 
j'time his uncle ‘Sallabadjing, remained in apprehenfions that he would 
. i march into the Decan, to revenge his father’s death ; but he had at 
j that time taken fo great a part in the diftradted affairs of Delhi, that 
] he had neither leifure or opportunity to interfere fo far from the 
capital. We ffiall defer to give any account of thefe events, until 
the confequences of them come to affect or influence the Engliffi 
affairs in another part of Indoftan. 

The Englifh themfelves .could- not refrain from admiring the 
fagacity ,of Mr. Dupleix’s conduct, which, by m aking, the war in _ 
- the Carnatic -fubfervient to his views on the northern provinces, 
had by degrees led his nation to the great eflablifhments of which 
•they were now in poffeffion. At the fame time tjsey had the fa- 
tisfaction to know that thefe fucceffes' of their enemies could not 
be imputed to any defedts in their own condudt; for fo far from 
, having a force fufficient to make head againfi: the French, in two 
parts of the country fo diftant from each other as Golcondah and 
. ’■ Tritchinopoly ; their whole force collected was always much infe- 
rior to .what the French were able to oppofe to them in the fouthern 
parts of the Decan ; where nothing but efforts of valour, Tcarcely 
v to 
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to be paralleled, bad carried them thiough the tao« ars ofChmuH- 
ftiheb and the Myforeans. It wis equally fortunate for the nat on, 
that chance fhould have placed during thefc aiduous time 0 , a man 
of much ia ga citVi i ndefa tigable application, and a peric\ ei ante equal 
to Dupleix’s , at the head of the prefidency ; fuchjvasjU^ S lunders, 
who came to the government a little before the death of Nazir - 
jing; and, convinced by that event of the ambitious fchemes of Mr. 
Du pie ix, detei mined to oppofe them to the utmoft of his ftrength, 
notwithfHqihng.heJiad no_mftru6hous frorn^thc company to engage 
m hoftihties; and notwithftandmg the two nations were at pence 
in, Europe, he had with the fame (pint continued the war, never 
difeoviraged by adverfe turns, nor drending the e\ ent of delperate at- 
tempts \\ hen neceflnry to retrieve them. The tn o governors had 
during the whole courfe of hoftihties carried on a fharp and acute 
contioverfy by letters; and Mr. Dupleix, who had even before the 
event happened, perfuaded lnmfelf that Mr. Buff} u ould obtain the 
northern provinces, had, towards the end of the} ear 1753* affe&ed 
to fltew an inclination to terminate the war m the Carnatic, nnd in 
the beginning of the year 17 54 , conten ted to treat 111 form. When 
jt was agreed that a conference fhould be held in the tow 11 o f Sadra fs,. 
belonging to the Dutch, on the load between Madiafs and Pondi- 
cherry. 

The deputies, on the fide of the Enghfh, were Mi. Palh and Mr. 
V anfitta rt on the French, the father Lavaur, fupenor of the French 
Jefuits in India; Mr. kirjean, nephew to Mr. Dupleix; and Mr. 
Bauffet, v. member of the council of Pondicherry The} met on the 
3d qfJ a PE ar y > tbe two governors fupermtending and direftmg their 
proceedings b) letters, which were no more than twelve hours in 
coming from Pondicherry , and only fix from Madrals The Englifh 
deputies opened the conference by propofing as the bafis of the ne- 
gociation, that Mahpmejbally fhould be ackaou ledged Nabob of the 
■Carmtic, with the fame authority as had ever been po fie fled by any 
•former^Nabob ; and that the kin g of Ti n tore Ihould be guaranteed 
ill the peaceable poffcflion of lus kingdom. The French then pro- 
duced their ideas of a bafis, and the w hole of their terms together : 
their bafis implied the acknowledgment of Salabad-jmg as Soubah of 
X x the 
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the Deean, and the immediate releafe of the French prifoners taken-, 
daring the war: the Englifli, in. return for their acquiefcence to thefe- 
two articles, were to be exempted from the ground rent of Madrafsy 
a fmall fine formerly paid to the government of Arcot 1 ; they were to 
keep pofTeflion of the country of Ponomaleej and fome edablifhment 
was to be made for Mahotned-ally after his difference with the My- 
forean concerning Tritchinopoly was conciliated. It was impoffible- 
to have made propofals more direftly-oppofite; for by acknowledging: 
Salabad-jing without redridlions, the French would become arbiters- 
of the fate of the Englifli in the Carnatic, as they would of the French,, 
if Mahomed-ally was acknowledged : fo that each fide required of the- 
other to give up every thing before they had well begun to treat off 
any thing. However the bufinefs did not flop, and the French depu- 
ties produced feven patents, which they called their authorities for- 
interfering as they had- done, in the affairs of the Mogul government,, 
and for making the'preient demands : two of thefe were patents frour. 
'Murzafa-jing one appointing Mr. Dupleix commander in. all the 
countries from the river Kriftna to the leu ; the other, Chunda-faheb 
governor of the- Carnatic four were from Salabad-jing;, two con- 
firming the two foregoing another giving the countries of Arcot and: 
Tritchinopoly to Mr. Dupleix after the death of Chunda-faheb,; the- 
other appointing Mortiz-ally of Velore, lieutenant under Mr. Dupleix. 
in thefe countries v the feventh and lad piece, which the French called: 
the mod authentic, was a letter from the Great Mogul, .confirming all: 
that Salabad-jing had- done in favour of Mr. Dupleix and his allies.. 
The French deputies then afked what titles the Englifli had to pro- 
duce ; who replied that they confided of patents from Nazir-jing,, 
Gazi-o-din Khan, and the Great Mogul, appointing Mahomed-ally- 
Nabob of the Carnatic t here again was a flat con tradition,, and of 
fuch a nature as could, not be adjuded without fending the deputies- 
to Delhi. The French, notwithdanding,infidedthat the titles fliould 
be examined; and being told- that the Nabob’s were.at Tritchinopoly,. 
defired that they might be immediately lent for neverthelefs> they in 
the mean time delivered copies of their own to be fcrutinized.by the 
Englifli deputies. But Mr. Saunders, convinced that this examination, 
would multiply difcuffions, without removing any of the fufpicions 
6 and 
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arid objcdhons winch prevailed with both /ides on th? validity of the 
advcriary’s titles* came cloft to the point, and ordered Ins deputies to 
propole that the Etighlh and French /hould be put m pofleflion of 
lands of equal value in luch different parts of the province as might 
prevent future di/putes ; that the commerce of the two companies in 
the Carnatic /hould be effabhffied on equal terms of advantage , that 
ftcurity Ihould be given to the M} loreans for fucli a fum of monc> as 
upon an equitable adjuftment of their account might appear to be due 
to them ; that a penffon /hould be affigned to Raja-faheb, the /bn of 
Chunda-ftheb; and that the French pnfoners /hould be rclcaftd; 
provided Mr. Dupleix would acknowledge Mahomed-ally Nabob of 
the Carnatic. Theft propofals left the French fuperioi by the whole 
of their ]>oflefffons to the noi thw ard, winch w ere of much greater va- 
lue than what the Englifh would have been content to take, fubjtdl 
to an equality with them in the Carnatic a moderation which w oulcl 
have been inconfiftcnt with the continual /ucce/s of the Engltlh arms, 
if the expences of the u ar had not already greatly hui t the commercial 
mterefts of the Eaft-Indu company, reftramed, b} theirchai ter, from 
enlarging their capital. The acknowledgment of Mahomed -all} ap- 
peared the only difficult} in Mr. Saunders’s propofal; but even this 
might be removed by the Engli/h acknowledging Salabad-j mg, oil 
condition that he would confirm Mahomed-ally m the Nabobihip ; 
and that the French would like wile agree to concur equally with the 
Enghffi m fupportuig this prince in his gov ernmeut. But Mr. Dupleix 
was lb intoxicated by his connexions with Salabad-jmg, and his no- 
tions of his own authority m the Carnatic, that he rej efted Mr. Say He. 
dersks propofol with difdam It was now no longer po/fiblc tq millake 
his views, or to doubt that he had any other intention than to leave 
the. EwsjLifh. ux puflcQkaxoCa. fortieth. «,vixtof the. tetevtoeves. d apexuiwxt 
on Arcot, on condition that they would tamely fuffer him to keep 
and govern all the reft with abfalute fovereignty. Big with theft 
ideas, he ordered his deputies to mftft ftrenuoufty on the validity of 
his titles . and whilft they were explaining the various events, which 
had led their nation to the acquifition offuch impoitaut prerogatives, 
the Eugh/h deputies diftovered that the Mogul’s letter to Mr. Du- 
pleix wanted the ufual fignature, which is a ftal engraved, with his 
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54. name and titles, ancl {lamped with ink at the head of the patent.. 
r '° They likewife obierved that the leal impreffed on the wax which had 
fecured the cover of the letter, appeared by the date to be thirty-three 
years old, and confequcntly belonged to a former emperor. Tilde 
defers naturally gave them many lulpicions, which were much con- 
firmed, when, on deliring an explanation from the French deputies, 
they immediately recalled all their papers, giving tor a realbn, that 
they would not lubmit them to any farther examination before the 
Nabob’s patents were produced. This in reality was no realbn at all;, 
they, however, confulted Mr. Dupleix on the objections made to the 
•* Mogul's letter, who replied, that the piece he had delivered to them 
was, only a duplicate, to which the writer in the fecretary’s office at 
Delhi, might have thought it needlels to affix the feal of fignature, 
and that with the fame ncsdigence the iirffc feal which came to- hand 
might have been taken up by him to feal the cover ; but that the 
original brought by the Mogul’s officer deputed from Delhi, had the 
feal of fignature affixed to it, which was dated in the firftyear of the 
reign of the late emperor Hamed Schah ; and that the letter itfelf 
was dated in the fifth year of his reign,, the fame in which it was 
received. It now became neceffary to examine the original, and to 
enquire whether it was the cuflora in the fecrctary’s office at Delhi 
to pay fo little attention, to duplicates ; but Mr. Saunders, and the 
Englifh deputies, thought that what they had already feen and heard 
was a fufficient proof that the copy was a forgery, and concluded the 
fame of the original,, ancl the reft' of the French papers the French 
deputies neverthelefs perlifted. to. defend the authenticity of them r 
and leaft the abrupt • manlier in which .they had withdrawn them 
from farther examination- fhould. be interpreted as a proof that they 
themfelvesknew their pieces could, hot ftand the teft, they now gave 
another reafon for this' part of their condubf, alledging that they had 
recalled them. only for. fear copies fhould be taken in order to direct 
Mahomed-ally in making, out thofe patents he had promifecl to pro- 
duce. , This blundering, apology expofed their-xaufe more than any 
remarks which their adverfaries had hitherto made for it. was . a 
.tacit acknowledgment, that they.- themfelves .were convinced of the 
poffibility of forging patents with fo much dexterity that the artifice 
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were inclofed in an iiland from which they could not get out again 
before the waters fubfided. Whilft they were waiting for this at the 
head of the ifland, Monac-gee marched and encamped ‘to the east- 
ward of them, near a pals which he knew would be fordable Sooner 
than any other part of the two arms by which they were encloled ; 
and the infant' that the waters were Sufficiently fallen, crofled over, 
and coming upon them by furprize, attacked them in the angle of the 
ifland, where it was -lo narrow that his troops extended from one arm 
.to the other in their front. The Morattoes, thus pent up, feeing no 
■other means to efcape but by cutting their way through the Tanjorines, 
exerted themfelves with their -ufual bravery, augmented by delpair: 
but on the other hand, the Tanjorines were inflamed by the defire of 
revenging the injuries -their country had fuffered from thefe cruel free- 
booters, and Monac-gee, fenfible that the continuance of his mailer’s 
■uncertain favour would depend on the luccels of this day, animated 
his troops, who loved him, by his own example; fighting in the 
thickeft throng with the utmoft intrepidity. Valour on both fides 
being thus equal, the fuperiority of numbers decided the vidtory : 
:8oo of the Morattoes were killed, and moll; of the reft were wounded 
.and taken prifoners. To deter them from invading his country in 
future, Monac-gee ordered all the dead bodies to be hanged upon trees; 
and all the prifoners, not. excepting' thofe who were wounded, to be 
impaled alive in fight of the high roads. Having dilgraced his vidtory 
■by this cruelty, he returned with the horles of the flain in triumph to 
Tanjore. The Englilh hoped that this fuccels would induce the 
king to fend his troops to join them ; and the vidtorious general ex- 
pedted that the fervice he had rendered would confirm him in his maf- 
■ter’s favour : but both were difappointed ; for the envy of the minifter 
.Succo-gee increafing with the merit of his rival, he perfuaded the king 
that there was no longer any neceffity to be at the expence of keeping 
■his troops in pay, fiiice the fevere blow which the' Morattoes had re T 
■ceived, would doubtlels deter them from making another incurfion into 
his country. The king therefore, after complimenting Monac-gee 
-on his fuccels, told him there was no farther occafion for his fervice, 
#nd difbanded his army- 
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The number of French prisoners jn Tntchmopoly, obliged major 
Lawrence to augment the garnfou to 300 Luropcans, and 1500 Se- 
poys, 150 of the battalion likew ife remained tick in the hofpital » (o 
that the whole foice with which he kept the held was no more than 
600 Europeans, including the artillery men, and 1800 Sepoys, tin. 
rceuch battalion, reinforced in December with 200 men, was now 
equal to the Enghfh, and the) had inoreov er four compames of To- 
pafles, each of 100 men, diHintt from their battalion, the} had alfo 
6000 Sepoys, and the My fore jus and Morattoes remained as before, 
with little alteration m tlicir numbers Notwith Handing this fupe- 
riority, the enemy did not venture to quit the ifland and encamp to 
the fouth of the Ca\en, 

The plain of Tntchmopoly having becn.io long the feat of war,. 
Jbarcc a tree _w as left Handing for lev cral miles round the city , and 
the Lnghfli detachments were obliged to march fi\ c or fix mdcs to 
get firewood Their prov lfions came chiefly fiom the Ta ljore coun- 
try , but the merchants would not venture nearer than Tncatapoly, 
a fort eighteen miles eaft of Tntchmopoly, from whence, when a 
fufficient quantity was colledled, they weic efcortcd to the camp. 
What came from Toiuhman’scountry was brought at appointed times 
to the fkirts of his woods, within fi\ or (ev cn miles of the camp The 
detachments lent, o 1 thefc fervices were Icldom lefc than 150 Euro- 
peans, and 500 Sepoys, a force winch the enemy s cavalry, titifup- 
porttd by Europeans, w ere always afraid to attack , ami levcn convoys 
were fafely efcortcd from the beginning of January to the middle of 
February, at which time a convov was in read ncls, much laiger 
than any of the former, foi it confided of a great quantity of military 
florcs, as well as provisions, the carriage of which required no lefs 
than 3000 oxen the efcort was theieforc made ftrooger than ufual, 
being com poled of the grenadier company of 100 men, 80 other Eu- 
ropeans, 800 Sepoys, and. fout pieces of cannon, this force, although 
more than one third of the army, was fcaiccly adequate to the con- 
voy, and, wlut was Hill more unfortunate, the command of the party 
fell, by the rotation of military duty, to an officer of little expencnce, 
and lefs ability - however, as the enemy had lately exerted themfelves 
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J4- little, little clanger was apprehended ; and it was imagined that a 
party of Tanjoriue horfe which lay encamped at Cootaparah, five 
miles north -eaft of Elimilerum, would join the effort upon any emer- 
gency : but thele, whether inadvertently, or from a malicious defign 
-of avoiding the fervice expected from them, quitted their poft the 
1 2th of February, the very day that the elcort marched ; which, how- 
ever, arrived without interruption at Tricatapoly in the -evening, from 
whence they fet out with the convoy the next day, and gained Kelli 
Cotah,- where they palfed the night : this fort is fituated about five 
miles to the eaft of Cootaparah, and the road between thele two places 
-lies through the Ikirts of Tondiman’s woods. The enemy at Sering- 
ham receiving intelligence that the party were returning, determined 
to meet them with a fufficient force; 12000 horfe, Morattoes and 
Myforeans,'6ooo Sepoys, 400 Europeans, with feven pieces of cannon., 
eroded the river in the night, and polled themfelves a little to the eaft 
of Cootaparah. . The convoy continuing their march at day-break the 
15th, advanced two miles from Kelli Cotah without any lulpicion of 
xlanger ; when they difeoverecl at a diftance feveral bodies of cavaliy 
moving on all fides amongft the thickets and Underwood. The com- 
manding officer neverthelefs made no change in his dllpolition, which 
happened to be the very word: that could have been imagined ; for he 
had diftributed the troops in fmall bodies along each dde of the line of 
bullocks and ca.rts, and even in the front and rear kept no more than a 
.iingle platoon. The Morattoes were commanded by Morari-row and 
Innis Ivhan, who foon difeovered the weaknels of this order of march, 
•and refolved to take advantage of it without waiting for the French 
•troops. On a fudden, all the different bodies of cavalry, which iiir- 
rounded the convoy, fet dp a Ihout in concert, and galloping up at full 
fpeed charged every part of the line almoft in the fame inflant pfbme 
pulhing on to the intervals which leparated the different platoons* and 
then falling on their flanks, whilft others attacked them in front. 
The onfet was fo fudden and impetuous, that few of the E'nglifh 
.troops had time to give more than a fingle difeharge, after which, what 
refillance they made, was all pell-mell, and in confufion, every man 
.trailing only to himfelf, and refolving to fell his life as dear as poffible.

Mod of the Sepoys flung down their arms and fled at the beginning 175. 
of the onfet. The bullocks, terrified by the tumult, incrcafed it by ' - ’ v ' 
pulhing on all fidcs to get away, iomctiincs againft the enemy, (umc- 
times upon the clcort. The light however continued until the French 
troops came up, who obliging the Moral toes, much agaiuft their 
will, to Ihcathc their (words, offered quarter, which was accepted: 

138 loldicrs were made prifoners, and of tiicfc 100 were wounded, 

50 were killed on the fpot ; of eight officers five were killed, and the 
other three were wounded; amongft them the commanding officer, 
mortally. Lieutenant Revel, the tame who fcrvcd at the defence of 
Arcot, commanded the artillery in this attton: this brave man feeing 
die day loft, and the enemy on the point of getting poflclfion of the 
cannon, flittered himfclf to be cut down without making rcfiflancc, 
rather than quit the work in which he was cmplo) cd, of (piking up 
one of the field pieces. The garri/on of Elimilcruni, as foon as they 
heard the, firing, marched to lecurc the village of Cootaparah, that 
the convoy might take pod in it: but all was lofl before tlicy arrived 
there. 

..This, was by far the fevered blow which the Englifli troops had 
fuflcrcd during the courfc of the war j it took off one third of the 
battalion ; but what rendered the misfortune irreparable, was the 
lofs of that gallant company of grenadiers, whole courage on every 
occafion we have (ceil deciding tl c victory, and who may be faid, 
without exaggeration, to have rendered more fcrvicc than the fame 
number of troops belonging to any nation in any part of the world., 

The whole convoy, provifions, military (lores, and 7000 pounds in 
money, fell into the enemy’s hands, who returned with their booty 
and their prifoners to the ifland. They (bon after let 'the Sepoys at 
liberty, who returned to the ICnglilh camp; and they permitted the 
two furviving Englilh officers to depart on their parole, which was 
taken in 'the name of Sallabadjing. 

The pccfidcucy of Madrafs, as (oon as they heard of this misfor- 
tune, lent a detachment of 180 men, under the command of captain , 
Pigou, to Devi Cottah, by lea; and about the fame time hopes were 
entertained of reinforcing the army with a body of cavalry, which 
' had lately arrived at Arcot, under the command of Maphuzc Khan, 
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754. the Nabob’s - elder brother. This man, taken priloncr when his fa- 
ther was killed at the battle of Ambour, was carried by Chundalahcb- 
to Pondicherry, where lie remained until Nazir-jing came into the 
province, when Mr. Dupleix, at the requeft of this prince, reieafcd. 
him- On Nazir-jing’s death he leemed inclinable to follow the for- 
tunes of Murzafa-jing, with whom he went out of the Carnatic ; but-' 
after his death retired to Cudapah, where he had remained until be- 
took it into his head to come back to the Carnatic with 2000 horfe,. 
and as many Peans, to ferve, as he faid, the Nabob his brother. • He* 
neverthelefs on his arrival at- Arcot declared lie could proceed no far- 
ther without receiving a fum of money to fatisfy his troops : this his- 
brother Abdul-wahabpromifed to fupply, upon u hich it was expected* 
that he would march immediately to Tritchi nopoly. The experience* 
of the late diluftcr convinced major Lawrence, that the party at Devi- 
Cottah was not ftrong enough to march to the camp, and dreading' 
to leave the city expofed to another afiault, by moving to join them, 
he ordered them to wait at Devi Cottah, until Maphuze Khan came* 
up, and determined in the mean time to maintain his ground on the* 
plain, notwithftanding he had only 400 Europeans in the held. The 
fmallnels of this number rendered it impoffible- to bring provifions' 
from fuch a diftance as the Tan-jore country, -and indeed the king,- 
not doubting but that the late defeat of the elcort would oblige the 
Englilh to retire from Tritchinopolv,.difcouraged his merchants from- 
fupplying them any longer. Tondiman’s country therefore remained 
the only refource, a party of 300 Sepoys were detached, with orders 
to colledt them in Killanore, a village in the woods, about twelve 
miles from the city. The detachments of Europeans employed to el- 
cort them were not permitted to move farther than live miles from 
the camp, at which diftance they halted, and fent forward a detach- 
ment of Sepoys, who met the provifions, elcoited by the party of 
Sepoys from Killanore, at the Ikirts of the wood, and returned with 
them from thence to the poll: where the Europeans were halting. In 
this fervice they were much aftifted by the adlivity and vigilance of 
Mahomed Iffoof, an excellent partizan, whole merit had railed him 
j from a captain of a company, to be commander in chief of all the 
5 Sepoys in the Englilh fervice, into which he firft inlifted under cap- 
\ . - tain 
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tain Clive, a little before the battle of Covrepauk . he was a brave 
and refolute man, but cool and wary m adhon, and capable of ftra- 
tagem : he conftantly procured intelligence of the enemy’s motions, 
aud having a perfect knowledge of the country, planned the marches 
of the convoys Co well, that by con dandy changing the roads, and 
the times of bringing the provifions out of the woods, not one of 
them was intercepted for three months. The enemy, howevei, get- 
ting intelligence that the magazines were hej t at fCdlanore, feat, m 
the end of March, a party to attack that place; but they weie repulfcd 
by the Sepoys Rationed there. About the fame time the legent de- 
tached 1000 horfe, and 1000 Sepoys, with fome pieces of cannon, 
to his own country, which the Morattoe Balagerow had entered, 
and was plundering but foon after he received a reinforcement of 
2000 Morattoes, under the command of Moran- row’s brother, which 
more than compenfatcd the draught he had made from his army . 
even this reinforcement did not tempt the enemy to quit the bland, 
and encamp on the plain, although it was evident that this mealurc 
would inevitably oblige the Englifh either to retire or bring on a 
general a£hon. In the mean tunc the Englifh camp, although not 
diftrefled for provifions, had little hopes of receiving any reinforce- 
ments to enable them to ftand their ground if the enemy fhould 
take this ftep ; for the detachment at Devi ,Cottah could not pru- 
dently move until they were joined by Maphuze Khan, who cavilling 
with his brother about the pay of his tioops, had got no f irther than 
Conjeveram, and fhewed no inclination to proceed from thence be- 
fore his demauds were fatisfied. Major Law rence therefoi e, as the 
only refource, reprefented to the prefidency the neceffity of endea- 
vouring to recover the king of Tanjore to the Nabob’s mtcreft, and 
Mr. Palk, who had during his former refid ence at Tanjore, made 
hvmfe’i? acceptable to the king, was fent t'mtheiTagam m the middle 
of April. Hejtow found the king d ifficult of ac cefs, and m ore t han 
_ ever underjhe influence of bis mimfter Succo-gee^yvho was cany- 
„ mg on a treaty wutHrthiTMyforeans, and had pi ev aded on hisjnaftcr 
to lmpnlbn Monac-gee, under pretence that he had not accounted 
regularly for the monies which had been lflued for the expences of 
the army. The reprefentations made by Mr. PalL, p evented the 
y J J Vaig 
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king from concluding J:h e . treaty -with the Myforeans, but did not' 
induce him to fend his troops to Tritchinopoly.- In thefe circum- 
fiances, which the enemy’s generals, if indued with common fagacity 
or a£livity,.might foon have rendered' deaerate, it was difcovered that 
the army had for fome time been expofed to the danger of treachery 
from a perfon in whom, by the nature of his office, major Lawrence 
had' been obliged to repofe the utmofl confidence. ' , 

One day in the. beginning of April, a Bramin informed the fervant ' 
oF captain Kilpatrick, that as he Was waihing himfelf that morning, 
at the river fide, fome of the enemy’s Colleries eroffed the river, and 
gave a parcel to fome Colleries belonging to the Englifh camp, whom- 
he heard, although indiflinflly, faying fomething about a letter, and . 
Mahomed Iffoof the commander of the Sepoys ; he added, that he* 
knew the men who had taken the parcel, and defiled affiflance to * 
feize them. The Colleries were immediately taken up, and one • 
of them, without hefitation, delivered a- woollen parcel, contain- 
ing a letter directed to Mahomed Iffoof, which captain- Kilpatrick . 
immediately carried to the major, in whofe prefence it was opened, , 
and interpreted by Poniapah, the principal linguifl.-Jt was from the* 
.regent of Myfore, fealed with his feal of fignature, and on the back- 
was flamped the print of a hand, a form equivalent with the Myfo-- 
reans to an oath. The letter defired Mahomed Iffoof, and- another 
officer of Sepoys, lo meet, according to their promife, fome perfons 
who were to be deputed by the regent, with powers to adjufl the- 
time and manner of betraying the city of Tritchinopoly jdn reward 
for which fervice the regent promifed, if the plot fucceeded, to give 
Mahomed Iffoof a fum of money equal to 160,000 pounds flerling, a 
confiderable command in his army, with fome lands ; he agreed 
likewife to reward, in the manner that Mahomed Iffoof fhould re- 
commend, fuch friends as he might employ in the enterprize. On 
this Mahomed Iffoof, the other officer of Sepoys mentioned in the 
letter, the Bramin who gave the information, and the Colleries he 
had acculed, were imprifoned ; and captain Kilpatrick, with captain 
Caillaud, were appointed to examine them. The Bramin was a writer 
to the commiffary of the army, and had lately been confined upon a 
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fufpicion of having embezzled fome money, he perilled in hi ftory , 
but the Collcrics faid, that the parcel was firfl difcovercd by diem 
I; mg on lomc fteps, near tlic place where they were waffling, and 
that ailing one another what it might be, they concluded it was 
iomcjimg belonging to a perfbn who had waflied there in the morn- 
ing, or to the ttramm huniclf who was then waffling \ cry near them 
fo they agreed not to touch it, and went away, but one lefs fcrupu- 
lous than the reff, m hopes that it might contain fomethmg of value,

However, fufpicions were entertained that the whole truth had 
not been told, and that fome perfon, of much more conference th m 
an infigmficant writer, iuch as the Bramm, \v is at the bottom of this 
daring iniquity the Bramm was therefore fuit back to pnfon, ami 
remained there flvcral days, often urged todifeover more, but ffill 
perfiffiug in his fee and depofition At length, majoi Law rcncc find- 
ing that gentle methods produced nothing, determined to tty the 
effeft of terror, and ordered Poniupah, the lniguift, to acquaint him, 
that he muft prepare to die the next morning, uulcfc he confeff d the 

whole 
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, whole truth, and iupport it by proof:;. The linguift returned and 
1 faid, the prifoncr had now confefied that lie had been advifed to go 
.to the king, and propofe the fcheme of the letter by one Gopirirauze, 
.a man who redded in Tritehinopolv, and formerly ferved as an in- 
terpreter to the Englilh commandant of the garrilbn. Gopinrauzc 
■was immediately examined ; he faid he knew nothing of the a hair, 
but appeared confounded and frightened, upon which Poniapah the 
linguilt laid he was certainly guilty. Whih'i the examination of Go- 
pinrauzc was carried on in the camp, the Bramin confined in the 
city, contrived to fend a meffage to Mahomed Iflbof, deliring to fee 
him, having Ibmething of importance to communicate. Mahomed 
ifloof repaired to the prifon, taking the precaution to carry another 
perfon with him to be a witnefs of the converfation ; when the pri- 
ibrrer made the following declaration. r I'hat ferving in the com- 
miffary’s department, under Peramrauze the principal agent and in- 
terpreter to the Englifh commiflary, he had foveral times been lent 
to Scringham to ibllicit the rcleale of bis mailer’s family, who had 
been taken prifoners, when the convoy corning from Tricatapolv was . 
defeated. After, feveral journies he procured their liberty, and a little 
while afterwards Poniapah. propofed to him, as he was known in the 
enemy’s camp, to carry a letter, and deliver it cither to the king, or 
fome of his principal officers; the Bramin anfwercd, that it was a 
dangerous bufinefs, for which he might be hanged ; to which the lin- 
guift replied, that he ffiould be able to lave him by laying that he em- 
ployed him as a lpy. The Bramin defired time to confider, and im- 
mediately went and confulted his mailer Peramrauze, who advifed 
him to comply with Poniapah’s requell. Poniapah, however, ap- 
prehenfive of a difeovery, told him that it was not proper to write 
the letter in the Euglifh camp, but directed the prifoner to write 
it himfelf when arrived in the enemy’s camp ; which inllrublion 
he obeyed. The letter was addrefled to two principal officers, - 
deliring they, would perfuade the regent to write to major Law- 
•rence, and requeft him to fend Poniapah to Seringham in order to 
. hear fome propofols relating to the dilpute with the Nabob concern-, 
ing Tritehinopolv.' The next day melfengers from the regent came 
.to major Lawrence, by whofe orders Poniapah proceeded to Sering- 
ham;

their inonev to no purpole , m> cxpcncc is no greater than it would 
be if I remained in My (ore Pomipali replied, that lie knew the 
Ltighlh would give up the city, if their cxpenccs wcic rcimbtirlcd, 
for tint he lnd feeu a letter to this purport, written by the governor 
of Madrafs, five or fix months igo The rcguit faid he was ready to 
make the agreement, but tint it mutt be kept a fecret from the 
I rcwch, for he would not truft them, knowing that thev w anted the 
city for thcmlclvcs Pomapah a.(Turcd him, that the buhnefs might 
he concluded as foon as Mr Palk arrived it lanjorc , and m anfwcr 
to qucftions made b\ the regent, he told him, tint the Lnglifh got all 
their provificns from Iondunan’s country, that there wcic onh pro- 
uhons for two months in the city, and hkcwife revealed lev oral other 
mtcrctting particulars of their condition The regent allured him, 
that if the negociation fuccccdcd, he would give him a great rew ird 
m money, a number of villages, and the command of a thou/and 
Bramms for Ponnpah himfelt was a Bramm 1 he conference 
then fm idled,, and Pomapah, at his return to camp, reported to the 
major fuch part of it only n3 couldiiot prejudice himfclf , he hkcwile 
ordered the Bramm to fay nothing of u hat lie. had heaid to any one, 
excepting his matter Peramrauze, and to tell him only luch p irticulars 
as he himlelf intended to relate to the major Some timcKiftcr the 
commidary’s bud nets requiring the Bramm to go to Tanjorc, P0111- 
apah was av erfe to his departure Oil his return from: thence he was 
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confined under a guard • of Sepoys, for- a deficiency in fome ' money 
• which had been intrufted to him ; but Peramrauze promifing to be 
refponfible for him, Mahomed Iffoof, after much follicitation, relea fed 
him : as foon as he came out of his confinement, his mafter fent him 
to Poniapah, who told him, that fo much- time had been loft by'his 
•journey to Tanjore, and his confinement after his return, that the re- 
gent, who had heard nothing of the bufinefs fince they went to Se- 
-ringham together, muft imagine they had trifled with him; it was 
neceffary therefore, he-faicj, that the Bramin fhould go to the regent 
without delay. The Bramin confenting, Poniapah gavediiminftruc- 
'-tions how to condufl himfelf.; -in confequence of which .he advifed 
the regent to write to Mr. Palk at Tanjore, defiring him to get per- 
1 million for Poniapah to come again to Seringham.: he added, that ir 
the regent could in the mean time contrive to prevent the Englifh 
from receiving provifions, -.they. muft inevitably retire ; that as the 
Neloor Subahdar was .the only perfon who knew how to conduit 
-their convoys, it wasmeceffary to get him killed, which might eafily 
be effeited, fince he' often went abroad with fmall parties,; but as a 
furer method to remove him, the regent ought to -write a letter-ad- 
dreffed to him, pretending that he had.promifed to betray the city. 
The regent wrote the letter without hefitatioii, and delivered it to the 
Bramin, who returning from Seringham, was taken up with the let- 
ter concealed in his cloaths, by feme of the .Englifh troopers : they 
carried him a prifoner to the camp, but without difcovering'the let- 
ter ; he was extricated out of-this difficulty by -Poniapah, who being 
. ordered to examine him, reported that he had been to vifit fome re- 
lations at Elimiferum. As foon as he was releafed, he went to his 
mafter Peramrauze, and gave him fome hints of the bufinefs he had 
been doing at Seringham. The next day he laid the letter on the 
fteps by the river fide, and as foon as he faw one of the Colleries take 
.it up, went and gave information to captain Kilpatrick’s fervant. 

Mahomed Iffoof, on hearing this account, wentto Peramrauze, and 
.afked him, what he knew of the affair. The man threw himfelf at 
his feet, and implored his mercy ; but Mahomed Iffoof immediately 
fecured him, and returning to the camp, related to major Lawrence 
■ i ' what 
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what the Bramin had declared, on which Poniapah was feized and 
imprilbncd. 

The Bramin repeated to the court of enquiry, without addition or 
deviation, all he had declared to Mahomed I Hoof: being a Iked, what 
induced him to acculc Gopinrauze, he find, that when major Law- 
rence had determined to put him to death, unlefs he difeovered his 
accomplices, Poniapah, who was ordered to acquaint him of this re- 
(olution, advifed him to acculc {omebody, and alked him whether he 
had lately had any conversation with Gopinrauze; he replied that he 
had met him at the houle of Pcramrauzc, on the evening after his 
return fiom Scringham, and that they had converted together in pri- 
vate near a quarter of an hour, vvhilft a number of Sepoy officers and 
other , par fans were affcmblcd in the houfe, in order to fee the ex- 
periments ofa gqnj urcr, who had been lent for by his matter, to dif- 
jcovctig.what manner Jh e mo ney was loth for which he, the Bramin, 
had been confined on his return from Tanjore: upon this, Poniapah 
adyiled him to accufc Gopinrauze, and to ttick to that, that would do. 
Peramrauze waslikewife examined, and his evidence coinciding with 
the declaration of the Bramin, in all the points of which the Bramin 
had declared him to have $uiy knowledge, Poniapah \yas_. cqu demned, 
and lomc time after blown o/F from thc,muzzJe_ofji,camion. He 
confcfled nothing ; his antipathy to Mahomed Ifloof aro/e from his 
jealouly of the influence which this .officer had obtained in the camp, 
by which his own importance was much diminifticd. This compli- 
~_cated.. treachery fhpws.to what dangm the affairs of -Europeans in 
Jadoftan may be expafcd, by not having perlons of their jowji nation 
Sufficiently yeittdjn the, languages of India* to ferve inttead of the 
catWes f as interpreters. 

The regent, in telling Poniapah that themamtcnance of his army 
at Seringham had not diftreffed his finances, diflembled the truth ; 
for his expences had been lb great, that ha could hardly find money 
to pay his own troops, and had none, to fatisfy the demands of the 
Moratfoes. Thx9 Morari-row perceiving, began to tire of the war, , 
and defirous of lomc plaufible pretext to break with him, demanded to j 
be paid his arrears, which by the account he made out, amounted to a * 
Z 7 . million 
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million of rupees ; but the regent having never refufed to fuppjy him 
with money whenever he demanded it, thought he had already over- 
paid him. This occalionctl tome llrarp altercation.;, and Morari-row, 
.as the Ihorteft way to bring the regent to hi-, terms, took all hisMo- 
rattoes from Seringlram, and encamped with them on the nth of 
Mav to the north of the Coleroon, declaring that he would not re- 
turn before the money was paid. 

The next day, the 12th of May, a party of 120 Europeans, 500 
Sepoys, anil two field pieces, under the command of captain Cailknui, 
marched from the camp at four in the morning, intending to wait 
about two miles to the louth of the l'ugar loaf rode, for a convoy of 
provifions which was ordered to advance out of the woods. The port 
in which the party intended to hah, had formerly been one of thole 
refervoirs of water called tanks, which occur lo frequently in the arid 
plains of this country, where that element is procured with lb much 
difficulty. Thole tanks are generally dug lquare, the lidos of Iome 
being 500 feet long, and of others not more than too ; with the earth 
taken out is formed a mound, which encloles the tank at the difhnce 
of forty feet from the margin of the water. The tank in which the 
party intended to take poll was, through age and neglect, choakcd 
up, but the mound remained. Mahomed lllbof riding at lbme dis- 
tance before the advanced guard, was lurprissed as he alcended a little 
eminence by the neighing of his horfe, who was immediately an- 
fwered by the neighing of ieveral others ; proceeding, neverthelels, 
to reconjioitre, he dilcovered the French troopers polled behind a bank 
on the other fide of the eminence, who immediately difeharged their 
carbines at him, and then mounted. Captain Calliaucl, on hearing 
the firing, formed his party, and rode up to the advanced guard, 
where he met Mahomed I Hoof, who told him that the enemy were 
lying in wait to intercept the convoy, and that he believed a body of 
French troops had taken poll in the tank where they themfelves in- 
tended to halt ; it was immediately determined .to attack them. The 
day was juft beginning to dawn ; the troops were formed in one line, 
the Sepoys on the right, and the Europeans on the left ; and captain 
Calliaud concluding that the enemy would exp eft the attack in front, 
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ordered t!»c Sepoys, under the command of Mahomed Ifloof, to 
wheel and attack them on the left, whilft lie himfclf with the Ku- 
rope an i fell on their tight flunk. The onfet was \igoroufl) made by 
both dnii" on* almoft in the fame inllant, and the enemy finding them- 
fUves unexpectedly lictuccu two fires, abandon ed the tank with pre- 
cipitation ; the Eugliih immediately took pofleflion of it, and a hide 
while after, da) -light enabled them to diflovcr that the numbers of 
the cncrn) were 250 Europeans, with four flcld pieces, toc-o Sepoys, 
anJ 4000 My fore liorfe, who now divided into two bodies, one on 
each talc of the tank, and began a (mart cannonade, which was an- 
fwered by the Knghflt field pieces. Major Lawrence was at this 
time lb much indiJjiufcd, that he had the day before been obliged to 
go into tlic city ; and captain Bolter commanded in his alienee, who 
no livsncr heard the firing than lie marched to the relief of the party 
u sth the fell of the army. 'Hie reft of the enemy'* army at the fame 
tfmc crdlcd the Caveri, hut the diflcrcucc of the diflancc enabled 
tiic Enghfh to get to the tank feme time before them ; thole of the 
enemy w ho were engaged with captain Calluud'-. party, fearful of 
placing themfehes between two Area, made no cflbrt to intercept 
captain Boiler’s diviilnn; but contented themfehes with cannon- 
ading them from the right and left as they advanced : a (hot ditablcd 
one of Ins field pieces, and on his arrival at the tank lie found that 
one of thofc with captain Caliiuud hud fuffered the fume mis- 
fortune; fume time was Ipent in fixing thefe guns 011 (jure car- 
riages during which the enemy’s mam body came up, and Icing 
joined by the rdl of theirtroops, the whole now formed together 
within cannon fhot to the right of the tank, their hue extend- 
ing 4 great way beyond it towards the city. Their numbers were 
700 Europeans, fifty dragoons, jooo Sepoy*, and »o,cco horfc, <f 
which fortunately none were Morattocs. The Eughfh army con- 
fined of no more than 360 men in battalion, 1500 Sepoys, and 
eleven troopers. However, encouraged by then officers, tljo njcii 


fhew cd 110 dtfmny at the lhpcnority of the enemy \s force, ami prepared 
with great alacrity to fight their way back, to the camp, 1 he Euro- 
peans defiled firft put of the tank into the plain, marching omvaid 
• in a column, ready on the firil occafiou to face about to the enemy 4 
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on the right. The Sepoys then followed in a line, which termlnacin 
itt a right angle with the rear of the battalion, extended to the Idt 
of it. The French battalion relying on the iiipcriorky of their ar- 
tillery, which were feven field pieces, did not come near enough to 
do much execution with their mufketry; hut their Sepoys moving 
into the rear of the Englifh Sepoys, fired very fmartly, anti killed ami 
wounded many of them, as well as tome of the Europeans, amongft 
whom captain Polier received a wound. However, the Englilh 
troops proceeded without making a hair, until they took pofil-fliou 
of another tank, fituated about a mile from that which thev had 
quitted. Jull as they had got into this poll, captain Polier received 
a fccond wound, which dilabling him from farther fern’ce, he gave 
up the command to captain Calliaud. The enemy now teemed de- 
termined to let the Englilh clcapc no farther; and threatened a ge- 
neral aflault on the tank, for their Sepoys and cavalry drew up on 
three fides of it, whilft the French menaced the other. Major Law- 
rence, although very ill, ordered himfelf to be carried to the top of 
one of the city gates, and contemplating from thence the difpofitions 
of both armies, trembled for the fate of his own ; but it happened 
otherwife. The three Englilh field pieces were brafs fix pounders, and 
capable of difeharging a great quantity of grape fhot; and the artillery 
men, with their ufual dexterity and calmnefs, fired them with fuch 
vivacity anti good aim as the French battalion advanced, that in a 
few minutes they firuck down near a hundred men, which execution 
daggering the reft, their line halted, irrefolute whether to proceed 
or retreat: captain Calliaud feized this inftaut, and lallying with all 
the Europeans, gave them a dilbharge of mufketry fo well levelled* 
that it immediately fiung them into dilorder, and breaking their 
ranks they ran away in great confufion : their officers endeavoured 
to rally them, but in vain, for they would not flop before they were, 
out of the reach of cannon fhot, and then could not be prevailed, 
upon to return to the attack. The Sepoys and My fore cavalry,, 
who had been hitherto kept at bay- by the Englifh Sepoys, feeing- 
their European allies retreating, immediately defifted from the en- 
gagement, and the whole ' retreated together by Weycondah to the 
ifland. The Englifh contented with their fuccefs, which was in- 
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deed greater "than could have been expcCtcd, did not purfue, but 17 
continued their march quietly to the camp; their lofs was feven Eu- 
ropeans killed, and forty-eight, with fix officers out of nine, wounded, 
and fj;o Sepoys were cither killed or wounded. The enemy fuf- 
fcrcd much more, having near 200 of their battalion, and 300 Se- 
poys killed or wounded. The convoy which had returned into the 
woods, leceiving information of the enemy’s retreat, let out again, 
and anived the fame night at the camp, which was in fuch want of 
provifions, that if the enemy had only taken thc^refolution of en- 
camping near the ground where they had fought, the Englifh army 
would have been obliged to march away the next day to Tanjore. 

The ( enemy reflecting with much vexation upon their difgrace, 
thought it neccffary to perform Come exploit which might re-efta-| 
blifh their reputation : but thinking it defperate to attack the Eng- 
lifh in their camp, 1 they’ determined to wreck their vengeance on the 
Polygar Tondimaii, whole attachment to the Englifh had alone en- 
abled them toftahd their ground at Tritchinopoly, fo long after 
they could get no more provifions from the Tanjore country. Ac- 
cordingly the fecond' night after the engagement, M. Maiflm with all 
his Europeans, 3000 Sepoys, and 2000 horfe, marched into the 
Polygar’s country, with an intention to commit every kind of ra- 
vage ; but the inhabitants alarmed, removed their efFe&s, and drove 
their cattle into the thickcfl pahs of their woods, where it was im- 
poffibleto follow them, and the enemy found nothing but empty 
villages to burn," except at Killanore, where after difperfing the 
Englifh Sepoys ftationed there, they took three or four hundred bags 
of lice, and an iron gun. Vexed that they had with much fatigue 
been able to do very little milcliief in this country, they^refplved to 
—fall onjhe dominions of the king' of Tanjore, and plundering as they 
went, appeared before Kelli Cottab, which furrendered on the fe- % 
cond day. ' ~ l 

Major Lawrence not doubting but that the war thus unexpectedly 
carried into his country would convince the king of the neceflity of 
acting again in conjunction with the Englifh, determined to avail [ 
himfclf of the firft impreffion which’ thefe hoflilftips might make ' 
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upon his mind, and prepared to march away to Tanjore. The guards 
at Elimiferum and the other out-pofts were drawn off: ioo of the 
battalion were fent into the city to augment the garrifon to 400 
Europeans, and the reft of the army fet out the 23d, at two in the 
morning, proceeding through Tondiman’s woods. 

Orders at the fame time were fent direfling the reinforcement 
which was waiting at Devi Cotah to march and join the army at 
Tanjore. The party which had been fent under the command of 
lieutenant Frazer to raife thefiege of Palam Cotah, returned in the 
month of January to Devi Cotah, from whence another was fent in 
the month of February to make an incurfion into the diftrifts ofChil- 
lambrum, where the French had juft cohefted a very large harveftof 
rice: this detachment confifted of thirty Europeans, and 200 Sepoys, 
commanded by a volunteer of no experience. . They deftro} ed and 
fet fire to a great quantity of grain, which they found piled up in 
ftacks in the fields ; but hearing that the enemy’s principal maga- 
zine was at Manaicoile, a pagoda, twelve miles feuth-weft from 
Chillambrum, they marched againft the place, and fummoned the 
French ferjeant who commanded in it. The man perceiving that 
they had no battering cannon; anfwered their fummons by a defiance. 
The Englifli officer believing, neveithelels, that he ffiould by the 
fire of his muiketry alone oblige the garrifon to furrender, remained 
before the place, making fome very aukward and infufficient difpo- 
fitions to reduce' it. The French garrifon at Chillambrum apprized 
of this by the lerjqant, marcned and came upon them by lurprize, 
and the ferjeant tally mg at the fame time with 100 Sepoys, the party 
was entirely routed, and the office!, with nine of his Europeans, 
were made piifoneis. The detachment, under the command of 
captain Pigou, ariiving foon after this at Devi Cotah, deterred the 
enemy for feme time from commiting any Hoftilities in this part of 
the country ; but finding at length that thefe troops, ‘whilft waiting 
for oideis to march to Tritchinopoly, did not venture to make any 
incui lions into their territories, Mr. Dupleix re-affiimed , his inten- 
tions of reducing Palam Cotah ; and in the end of April, a party 
confiding" of eight hundred Sepoys and feventy Europeans, with three 
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pieces of battering' cannon,' and tome Held pieces, appeared before 
the place the governor immediately applied for afliftance to the 
company’s agent at DevnCotah: fome time was loft in debating 
whether, the troops, intended for the ie«iuforcement of the army at 
Tritchinopoly ought to (be expofed on this fervice : but, at length, 
exa& intelligence being receded of the enemy’s numbers, it was con- 
cluded that they could ruin no rilque in attacking tliem ; and they 
marched, accompanied by five handled Sepoys. Early the next 
morning they arrived within four miles of Palam Cotali; when the 
enemy, difcovcring them, immediately fpiked up their heavy cannon,’ 
blew up and threw into ponds and wells all their ammunition, and 
marched away towards Chillambrum. Five hundred Sepoys were de- 
tached with orders to barrafs them until the mam body thould come 
up; but they had lo much the ftart, and continued their march with 
fuch precipitation, that the purftiit was vain. Two days after a re- 
port prevailed' that the Morattoes who had entered the kingdom of 
Tanjorc, intended to intercept the Enghfii troops in theit return to 
DeviCotah*. to prevent which they immediately quitted Palam Cotab. 
The French at Chillambrum hearing of their departure, marched 
out in hopes of gaining fome advantage over them in the retreat; 
and their advanced guard of Sepoys came up before the firft divifion 
had crofled the Colcraon ; enfigu Richard Smith, with the rear 
guard of three hundred Sepoys, was ordered to make head againft 
them, and kept them at a diftance until the reft had gamed the other 
bank ; but as foon as he began v to retreat with the rear guard, the 
enemy, now augmented to the number of one thoufand Sepoys, 
prefled hard upon him, and the frefhes of the Coleroon happening 
to defeend at this time, the river was rifen fo much fince the firft 
divifion began to crofs, that it was now fcarccly fordable ; the rear, 
however, having no other 'refource, 'determined to crols it at all 
events, and were all the while expofed to the enemy’sfire from the 
thickets which . covered the bank, by which twenty men were 
wounded, and fome of the’fhorteft fize were drowned in the ftream. 
A few days after his return to Devi Cotah, captain Pigou leceived 
orders from major Lawrence to proceed to Tanjoie. 

The 
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4. The major purfuing his march through the woods, was met the 
— ' day 'after his departure from Tritchinopoly by the Poly gar Tondiman, 
whom he received with the refpe<ft due to his fidelity and attach- 
ment to the Englifh caufe. The fame day likewife came an exprefs 
from the king of Tanjore, fraught with compliments for the refolu- 
tion which the major had taken to come to his aftiftance, and prefting 
him to haften his march. Indeed what had juft happened in his 
country rendered the major’s approach every day more and more 
welcome. From Kelli Cotah the enemy went to Coiladdy, which 
having taken on the 24th, they immediately cut through the great 
bank, which preventing the waters of the Caveri from running into 
the channel of the Coleroon, may be called the bulwark of the fer- 
tility of the Tanjore country. 

This, therefore, was the greateft mifchief they could do to that 
nation, and ftruck them with fo much confternation, that the king 
thinking it neceftary to fhew fome appearance of vigour, ordered his 
uncle Gauderow to march with 1500 horfe to Tricatopolv, and punifh 
the enemy ; but this unwary general was fui prized the next day by 
an enemy he did not expert. The Nabob, during the courfe of the 
war, had made feveral propofals to induce Morari-iow to ieturn to 
his own country, but the exorbitance of the demands on one tide, 
and the diftrefs for money on the other, had hitherto been infur- 
mountable obftacles to the conclufion of the tieaty. The fame caufes^ 
having now feparated the Morattoes from the Myforeans, the Nabob 
entertained hopes that he fhould get rid of this dangerous enemy 
without expence. But Morari-rovv lay at Pitchandah, brooding 
fchemes, and determined not to depart before he had got a certain 
fum of money from one or other of the contending parries, and per- 
haps from both. The march, of Gauderow to Tricatopoly, inftantiy 
fuggefted to him that a fevere blow ftruck upon thefe troops by the 
Morattoes would infallibly induce the king cf Tanjore, already ter- 
rified by the incuifions' of the French *and M\foreans, to furnifh the 
money neceftary to purchafe his, retreat ; if difappoinfed , in this ex- 
pectation, he at leaft would have the fatisfadiion of taking 1 ven-^ 
geance for the fevere blow which the Morattoes had fuftained from 
3 Monac- 
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IS lonac-gee in the beginning of thcyeai. Animated by the double i 
motive of iutereft and revenge, lie crofted the two riv ers in the night *■ 
with 3000 of his beft troops, who fell at day-break upon Gaudcrow’$ 
party lo fuiioufly that only 300 with their general cfcaped ; the left 
were all either killed, or taken prifoners. Two dajs after this de- 
feat, the Englifh arrived at Tanjorc, where they were joined by the 
detachment from Devi Cotah, of 150 Europeans, and 500 Sepoys, 
under the command of captain Pigou. Major Lawrence being at 1 
this time much indifpofcd, deputed captain Calliaud to a£i in con- 
junction with Mr. Palk in the conferences with the king on the mea- 
lures ncceflary to be taken. 

They found that although the late misfortunes had convinced the 
king of his imprudence in withdrawing his afliftance from the Eng- 
Ufli, as well as in displacing his general Monac-gee, they had not 
weaned him from his affedlion to Succo-gee, whole counlels had 
brought fuch diftrcls upon himlelf and Ins country. Seeking, as" 
irrefolute minds generally do, to reconcile incompatibilities, he wanted 
to employ the general without removing his mortal enemy the mini- 
fter, However, finding that the diimifiiou of Sitcco-gee was the 
only condition on which the Englifh would accept of his alliance, 
and hearing at the fame time that they daily' cxpe&ed confiderable 
reinforcements, fuch as might enable them to carry on the war with- 
out him, he at length, consented to bamfh Succo-ge e from h is-prelencp .. 
and councils, and not only ^^ iftatedJVfenac-g ce i n th e command 
of the army, but ljkewife appointed him prime mimftcr. Mr. Pallc 
and captain Calliaud, to fecure the king from a relapfe, infilled that 
the difgraced mimftcr fhoujd immediately quit the kingdom, and he 
departed with his family, giving out that he was going to vifit fome 
famous pagoda at a great diftance, the ufual pretext of fuch gieat 
men of the Indian religion, who think it neqeflary to retreat from 
danger, or are obliged to retire from power. This change, fo efien- 
tipl to the intqrefts of the Nabob and the Eaft-India company, was 
effected within feven { days after the arrival of the army at Tanjore, 
and Monac-gee received his commiflions from the king in ceremony 
on the yth of June, and immediately began to Jet y new troops to 
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repair the lofs which the Tanjorine army had lately fuflained ; but as 
it required fome time to collect the recruits, major Lawrence requeu- 
ed the prelideticy to haflcn the junction of Maphuze Khan, and of 


the reinforcements which were arrived at Madrafs from Bombav and 


Europe; lo that the whole might march from Tanjoru to Tritchi- 
nopoly in one body. 

Accordingly a detachment of 400 men in battalion, half Euro- 
peans and half Topafles, together with 500 Sepoys, marched to join 
Maphuzc Khan at Conjcveram, and from thence to proceed with him 
to Tanjore. This man, as fond of being at the head of a body of 
troops as he was incapable of employing them to any good purpole, 
fhewed no inclination to quit the country about Arcot, giving for a 
rcalon that Abduhrahab Khan had failed to advance the money ne- 
ceflary to iarisfy his troops. Under this pretext he moved up and 
down the country, levying contributions from fuch forts and polygars 
as were not ftrong enough to refill him. At length receiving 
afiurances from the prefidency that they would furnifh him with 
money, provided he would march immediately to the fouthward, he 
fet up his ftandard at Conjeveram in the month of May ; and allured 
them that he would proceed without delay ; but Mr. Dupleix, well 
acquainted with his character, confounded this refolution, by ordering 
the garrilon of Gingee, with fome other troops, to take the field. 
This body, although much inferior to Maphuze Khan’s force, fright- 
ened him fo much that he declared he could not proceed unlels he 
was joined by a detachment of Europeans : in the mean time the 
enemy, encouraged by his imbecility, advanced from Gingee, and took 
the fort of Outramaloor, which lays about 20 miles nearly well from 
Sadrals, and flulhed by this fuccefs they proceeded to another fort 
Hill nearer to Conjeveram : but enfign Pichard, who had now joined 
Maphuze Khan with a platoon of Europeans, prevailed upon him to 
march againft the enemy, who on their approach retreated to Outra- 
maloor ; enfign Pichard finding Maphuze Khan not a little elated with 
this acknowledgment of his fuperiority,. perfuaded him to follow 
them, and attack the fort, which being'in a ruinous condition, a ge- 
neral affault was given, which fucceeded, and the enemy ran away in a 
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panick to Gingcc, where they (hut them (elves up. This tecccls, 
nevcrthclefs, did not induce Maphuze Khan to proceed as he had 
promifed to Tritchinopoly ; hut he returned to Conjeveram with a 
refolution not to quit it again until he had received the money he had 
To often demanded. The prcfidency finding he was not to be influ- 
enced by any other motive, paid him 50,000 rupees, and agreed to 
pay as much more after he had crofted the Colcroon ; this and the 
jundlion of the large detachment lent to accompany him, left him 
without any farther pretences for delay, and he began his march from 
C onjev eram in the beginning of July. 

Moran-row returning, after the viftory he had gained over Gaude- 
■row, to his camp on the other fide of the Colcroon, purfued the reft 
•of his feheme, writing to the Nabob, who was then juft arri\ ed at 
tTanjorc, that if he would give him (ccurity for the pa) meat of 
j3oo,ooo rupees, he would return to his own country, and netcr more 
jbe an enemy either to him, the Englilh, or the Tanjorincs. The 
Nabob having no money, applied, as the Morattoe had forefeen, to 
•the king of Tanjorc, who after many meetings contented to furnilh 
•it, and the articles were drawn up and figned, ftipulating that 5 0,000 
rupees (hould be paid as loon as the Morattocs arrived at Volcondah,' 
100,000 more when they came to the pafs of the weftern mountains, 
•and the remaining 150,000 when they arrived in their own country. 
Whilft this tranfaftiou was carrying on at Tanjorc, Morari- row ac- 
quainted the regent of My fore th at, he was in treaty, with the Nabob, 
but offered if the Myfoiean would pay him the arrears he had lo 
often demanded to return to his abidance : the regent fent him what 
money he could (pare, about 50,000 rupee s, which the Morattoe no 
fooncr received than lie marched away with ail his troops to Volcon- 
dah, and in the beginning of July left the province and went to his 
own country, which lays about 130 nulcs north-caft from Arcot. 
— Her e M orari«row,,aftcc-bc Surrendered Tritchinopoly Jo Nizam-al- 
muluck in iyj.6, was permitted to c re£t a principalit y, dependant in- 
deed on the Sou bah of the Decan, but independant of his own nation : 
as all new dates arc conducted with more vigour and attention than 
(uch as have been long edablifhed, he loon made bimfelf admired and 
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refpcftcd by his neighbours, enlifting none of his countrymen but 
fuch'as were of approved valour, and treating them fo well, that they 
•never entertained any thoughts of quitting him : on the contrary the 
■•whole army feemed as one family ; the fpirit of exploit which he con- 
trived to keep* up among (1; them by equitable partitions of plunder,, 
rendered them 'fond of their fatigues, and they never complained but 
when they had nothing to do. The choice he made of his officers 
Till more difeovered his capacity ; for there was not a commander of 
•ioo- horfe who was not fit. to command the whole; notwithffanding 
which every one was contented in his particular ftation, and they all 
•lived in perfect harmony with each other, and in perfect obedience to 
their general. So that this body of troops were, without exception, 
the belt ioldiers of native Indians at this time in Indofran. Befides 


the qualities common to the reft of the Morattoe nation, iuch as ac- 
tivity, ftratagem, great dexterity -in the management of their horfes 
and fibres, they had by thpir conflicts again/l: Europeans fiirmountcd 
in a great degree, the terror of fire-arms, although oppofed to them 
v v with the fteadieft difeipline ; and what is more extraordinary, were 
even capable of handing againft the vivacity of a cannonade from 
‘. field pieces although this terrible annoyance, never made ufe of in 
’India before the war we are commemorating, continued to Trike all 
' other Indian troops with as much terror as their anceTors felt when 
regular muflcetry was firft employed againT them. 

Immediately after the departure of the Englifh army, the garrifon 
of Tritchinopoly received two or three convoys from the woods, upon 
which the enemy crofled the Caveri, and encamped on the plain, 
firft at Chucklypollam, and afterwards to the fouth of the city, 
changing their camp feveral times, between Elimiferum and the five 
rocks : their patroles conftantly traverling this line rendered it ini- 
poffible for the Sepoys at ICillanore to pafs with any more provifions, 
and the garrifon were obliged to live on their ftock, which with 
Iparing management might laft for three months.. More than one 
had already elapfed before the treaty with the Morattoes was concluded 
' at Tanjore ; after which major Lawrence, anxious to return, preffed 
Monac-gee to march. Few of _the generals of. India have, an y not ion..,. 
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of theialuc-oLtime m military operations, ami Monac-gee cither r 

pretended or found (uch difficulties in recruiting his caanlry, tint he 
declared he could not be ready before tlic end of July Weaned with 
thefe delay **, and hoping that luch a mirk of his impatience would 
excite the i anjoruics to follow him, major Lawrence, accompanied 
by the Nabob, marched aivaj with the Lnghfh troops from Tanjorc 
on the aad, and encamped at Atchcmpctt ih, a town in the woods 
belonging to the Collcncs, about tw eh c miles w eft from Tanjore 
flic days after Monac gee fit up his llamlard and joined lnm with 
the Tanjorinc army , but lie now declared that his troopj w on Id be 
greatly dilfitisficd if the\ proceeded a»\ farther before Maphuzc 
Khan with the reinforcement that accompanied him came up The 
Nabob likcwifc preffing major Lawrence to wait for thole troops, be 
much agamft lus w ill confcntcd, but obliged Monac gee to colled a 
quantity of prowfions fufficicnt to replace what 11 ould be confumed 
liy the Lnghlh troojis m the field and m Tntclmiopolv, during the 
delay occafionci! b\ tlu» resolution 

At this time a re volution , littl e expeded by anyone m India, hap- 

penal in the go\ eminent of Pondicherry 1 lie dn odors of the Eng- 

ldh Eaft India company had in the preceding \ear, made reprefen- 
tations to the mimftry of Great Britain, on the hoftihtics in which 
they were unohed on the coafl: of Coromandel, and folhcitcd the 
fupport of the government either to terminate or carry ouawar, 
which their own rclourccs were little lble to continue agauift the 
Trench company, ftrongly fupportedby the adminiftration of France. 
Tlic Briti/h mimftry foon conceived the ncccffity of lnterfeniigMgo- 
roufly, to flop the ambitious projeds of Mr Dupleix, and began o- 
negotiation w itk the I rench mimftry on the fubjed Mr Duvclaer r 
a duedor of the Trench compam, together with his biothei the 
count de Lude, who had both of them refilled for many years in the 
Eaft Indies, were deputed from Pans, to treat with the mimftry in 
London, and had frequent conferences with the earl of Iloldernefie,, 
at that time one of his rmjefty s principal Iccretancs of ftate, who» 
by much application and frequent enquiries from all perfons capabla 
of giving true information, had gamed an extenfive knowledge of 
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4. the fubjeCl ; however intricate and little underflood. This minifter 
finding that the French endeavoured as ufual, to gain time under the 
pretence of negotiating, prevailed on the king to order a lquadron of 
men of war to be equipped, on board of which a regiment was to be 
embarked for. the Eaft Indies. This vigorous relolution convinced 
the French adminiftration,.that a pcrfeverance in their fchemes of 
making conquefts, and obtaining dominions in fndoftan, would loon 
involve the. two nations in. a general war; for which France was in 
no wife prepared : and they confented that the difputcs of the two 
-companies fhould be adjufted by commifTarics in India, on a footing 
of equality,; without any regard to the advantages which either the 
one or the other might be in pofleflion of, at the time when, the treaty 
fhould be concluded. It now remained only to choole fuch commifia- 
.ries, as would implicitly fulfil thefe intentions, and the French them- 
.felves, were fo fully convinced that Mr. Dupleix, was not a man fit 
.to be. traded with a commiffion, which contradicted fo ftrongly every 
part of his conduCt fince the beginning of the war of Coromandel, 
.that they forefaw the Englifh miniftry would fufpeCt the good faith 
of every pacific profeffion they had lately made, if they fhould offer 
.to nominate Mr. Dupleix a commiffary to adjuft the terms of peace. 
.Having therefore no alternative, they of their own accord, and with- 
. out any application from the Englifh miniftry, took the refolution of 
removing him from the government of Pondicherry ; and appointed 
, .Mr.. .Godeheu, a direefor of the .French company, their commiflary 
- --..to . negot iate_the„. peace, .and. at the fame time commander general, 
.with abfolute authority over all their fettlements in the .Eaft .Indies. 
The Englifh company empowered Mr. Saunders, and lome other 
members of the council of Madrafspto treat with Mr. Godeheu.

/.tions, and the next day, a fhip anchored 'ar'Pondicherry with Mr. 

1 .Godeheu on hoard. He landed immediately, proclaimed his com- 
miffion, and took upon him the adminjftration of the government ;

ing the mandate into execution Ilis fucceffor Mr Godcheu not 
having occafion to make ufi. ot this extremitv of Ins power, treated 
linn with much refpeft, and even permitted him to continue the ex- 
hibition of thole marks of Moon Ih digmtv, which both Mur^afu jing, 
and Sallabad jing, had permitted him to ddplav, when the) ap- 
pointed him Nabob of the Carnatic. I hcle w ere of \ arious flags and 
enfigns, various mfttaimcnts of nulitar) mulit, particular ornament* 
for Ins palankeen, a Moorifli drefs dilluigudhcd hkcuifc with orna- 
ments peculiar to the Nabobflnp, and in tins equipage, he went with 
great lolcmmty to dmcwithMr Godcheu on the fcaft of St Louis, 

Mr Godcheu immediately on his arrival acquainted Mr Saunders 
of the intentions for which he was lent to India , and as a proof of 
his enrneftnefs to accomplish them, hilt b lek to M ulrafs the com- 
___paii) of Swifs foldicrs which Mr Duplcix had made prifoners as they 
were going ill Maflbolas from Madrats to Tort St David in the be- 
ginning of the preceding )car The two governors entued into a 
Lorrelpondcncc, and both feemed defirous of agreeing to a fulpenfion 
of arms, but until it fhould be concluded they feemed attentive to 
lofe no advantage which might be gained m the field 

The orders lent to haflen Maphuze Khan found lum after many 
unncceflar) dela)sjuft arrived at Fort St David, with no inclination 
to proceed any farther I ins indeed now fcarcely depended on his 
own choice, for h.s troops, grown rcfra&ory fiom their convidhon 
of his incapacity, refufed to march before the) received more money; 
jiotwithftaiidmg the prefidenc) had paid 50,000 rupees when they 
let out, and the remaining 50,000 was not due before they croflcd 
the Colcroon , but major Lawrence having no expcflation of eflen- 
tial fervice from fucli troops with fiich a commander, thought it uu- 
neceflary to wafte either more time or money to procure their aflift- 
ance, and ordered the detachment of Europeans to leave them behind 
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•54. Seringham to take poffefllon of flic French rock, which being per- 
’ V * v ceived by captain Kilpatrick, he fallied with a part of his garrifon, 
and cannonaded diem fo brilkiy that they retreated in great confulion 
to theifland. Some time was fpent in rc-affembling the icattered 
bullocks and coolies : after which the army continued their march, 
and encamped near the' walls to the louth of the city. Eight Euro- 
peans were killed by the cannonade, and amongrt them captain Pigou, 
an officer of prom ding hopes, whole death was much lamented; near 
100 of the French battalion were killed and wounded; but the irre- 
folution and faintnefs of their behaviour this day was not imputed fo 
much to want of courage, as to orders, which it was fuppoled their 
commander Mr. Maffiuhad received, to avoid a general engagement. 

The flock of provilions brought with the army were depoiited in 
the city for the ule of the garrifon, and major Lawrence determined 
to get lupplies for- his camp as ufual from Tanjore and Tondiman’s 
country; but as it was iieceffary to drive the enemy from the plain 
before this could be effected with facility, he moved on the 20th of 
Auguft to the Facquire’s Tope, hoping to provoke them to fight. 
This motion produced a different but a better effect,, for at noon they 
fet fire to their camp, and retreated to Moota Chellinour, oppofite to 
the head of the ifland. In the evening Monac-gee, with the Tanjo- 
rines, inverted Elimiferum, where the enemy had a guard of 1 50 Se- 
poys, and thirteen Europeans, with one piece of cannon; which after 
very little refirtance furrendered on the 22c! ; and a garrilbn of ioo 
Englifh Sepoys, with a few artillery men were left to fecure it- 

Major Lawrence finding that the enemy (lie wed no inclination to 
quit Moota Chellinoor, marched from the Facquire-’s Tope on the irt 
of September,, and. encamped- nearer to them, to the north-weft of 
Warriore pagodas. They had made an inundation on. eack flank of 
their camp.; the Caveri was* in their rear ; and they' had flung up 
works- and-mounted cannon to defend their front, which, was accef- 
fible only by one roaddeadingtlnough rice fields covered with water.. 
Notwithftanding the advantages of this fituation, they had- not cou- 
rage to continue in it ; but fufpecling. that the Englifh intended to 
attack them they' crofled the river in the night, and retreated to Se* 
xinghann The Englifh took pofleflion. of the port they had abanv 
> ' , doned,, 
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doned, and finding that they had done much mifchief to the water* 
courfes w inch from this place fupply the ditches and refervoirs of 
Tritchinopol), they employed fome days in repairing them; after 
which major Lawrence* in compliance with a promife he had made 
to the king of Tanjore* detached Monac-gee with the Tanjorine 
troops, accompanied by a party of aco Europeans, 600 Sepoys, and 
two field-pieces, under the command of captain Jofeph Smith, to 
Coiladdy, iti order to protect the coolies employed there in repairing 
the great hank which the enemy had ruined in the mouth df May. 
The rainy feafon being now fet in, the reft of the Englifii battalion 
and Scpojs went into cantonments in Warriore pagodas, on the 13th 
of September. * > • » 

At this time a fquadron, under the command of admiral Walton, i 
confiding of three fhips, of 60, 50, and 20 guns, with a {loop, as alfb j 
feveral of the company’s fliips, arrived on the coaft, having'on board f 
the 49 th regiment of 700 men, under the command of colonel _Ad- [ 
J_ercron, with 40 of the king’s artillery men, and 200 recruits for the ; 
company’s troops. The French likewife had received duiing this 1 
teuton, '1200 men, of which number 600 were a body of iiu liars, f 
under the command of Fittcher, a partizan of tome reputation ; but 
the reft \\ ere only raw recruits: to that both.fi des. nowwere able to . 
string into the field an .equal force of about 2000 Europeans; but the 
Englith troops were in quality to much fuperior to the French, that 
if this long and obftinately conteftcd war had now lefted on the de- 
cifion of the fword, there is ho doubt but that the French would foon ’ 
have been reduced to a(k for peace bn much left advantageous terms 
than the prefitlency 'of Madrals were obliged to accede to, in obedi- 
ence to the orders they now received from Europe. Mr. Godeheu 
himfelf was fenfible of this difparity, and dreading at the fame the 
advantages which the Englith might, derive from their fquadron, he 
fliewed a moderation in his propotals fufficient to induce Mr. Saun- 
ders to agr ee to a. fiifpenfioaof arms, before- the terms of the treaty 
were adjufted. 

The allies on both fidcs were included in this fufpenfion, which 
was proclaimed at Madrals, Pondicheiry, Tritchinopoly, and in all 
other places on the coaft of Coioiyiamlel, where the Eiwlifh and

The two armies, at ,TritcBinopo]y,.whihl remaining in expectation

Other fince the French retreated ;to. the. ifland. The French -indeed 
-detached,'; ail ftrong party to cannonade -the . workmen -repairing the 
great; bank, at ,Coiladdy : ;;,and; thefe troops, appeared feveral times. in 
fight of cap tain Smith’s .detachment, but were by the vigilance of this- 
officer prevented from giving any interruption to the work: fome 
other parties likewife molefted the coolies. repairing the watercourfes 
at Moota ; Chelljnoor, but rthey-clefifted as foon . as Mahomed . Iffoof,, 
With- fix companies of Sepoys . were: Rationed there. In . other iparts- of 
the province very, few . difturbances : had; happened fince Maphuze 
t Khan had marched from Conjeveram to Fort St. David, where he 
; Hill, remained. The Phoufclarof Velore,foon afterlie releafed cap?- 
tain Smith in April, made overtures, offering to acknowledge Maho.-- 
med-ally ; upon which the.preficjency of Mad rafs gave him in writing;

In the mean 
time the Mot at toes carried lire and (word through the province, and 
more particularly directed their ravages again ft his patrimonial ter- 
ritory. Araongtt ocher depredations they burnt the Dutch faeioi y of 
Jjimlapatnam, in which they found llveral c hefts of treafure ; but 
they offered no violence to the Englilh factory of Yinagapatnam. Mr. 
.Moracin immediately detached all the force he had, about 150 Euro- 
peans, and 250 o Sepcn s, to join the Rajah’s army, who now marched 
againft the enemy ; but the Morattoes kept in ffparate parties out of 
his reach, until they had got as much plunder as they could find 
means to carry away ; which having lent forward with a confiderable 
effort, they, in order to ffeure their booty from purluir, marched 
with their main body and offered -Vizeramrauzc battle. The fight 
was maintained irregularly for fevcral hours, but with courage on 
both tides : the Morattoes, however, at la.il: stave wav before tlic 
French artillery : they nevcrthelels remained lonie days longer in the 
neighbourhood, until they heard that their convoy was out of reach 
of danger; when they fuddenly decamped, eroded the Godavcri at a 
ford which they had difeovered, and palling through the province of 
Elore, coafted the northern mountains of Condavir, until they got 
out of the French territories, who rather than exp off their provinces 
to a ffcond ravage by-oppofing their retreat, differed them to proceed 
without interruption through feveral difficult paffes where they might 
eafily have been flopped. In the month of July Mr. Bully came from 
Hyderabad to Mafiilipatnam, from whence he went to the city of 
Rajahmundrum, and fettled the government of his new acquifitions, 
in which the French were now acknowledged fovereigns, without a 
rival or competitor ; for the Morattoes, content with the plunder they 
had gotten, fhewed no farther inclination to affift Jaffer-ally Khan in 
: the recovery of his governments ; who having no other refource left, 
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dung hlmScIf open the clemency cf Salubad-jmg, and went to Au- 
icn galad, where he mule Jut lU-muf.ua.

Thit con- 
ditional treaty ilipuhtcd as a Iwtir, that the two cumpamcs were for 
ever (j renounce all Moot ah government and dignity ; were never to 
interfere in any differences duttnight ante between the princes of the 
country; and that all places, excepting such xi Should be stipulated 
to remain in live pctlctfwa «f each company, were In be delivered \ij» 
t<» t!*c go. eminent of In Julian. 'Hie governors then proceeded to 
give their opinion wlut places each might retain without a nfquc of 
cngigmg them in future war*, either with one another, or with the 
princes cf the country. In the Tanjorc country the Knglijh were U> 
jH>jTcf» Devi Cotaii, the French, Katies), with the dirtriclr they at that 
time held : on (lie vuatl of Coromandel die Engblh were to poflclk 
•Multatsand Fort St. David; die French, Pondicherry, with dillrieb 
of equal value ; ami if it Should apjior that the Enghth poflertions in 
1 : 7 c kingdom of Tanjorc and in die Canutic together, wcic of more 
value than the French jk> H ellions in thole countries, then die French 
were tv» In: allowed an equivalent Stir thudiiFcrcnee in a Settlement to 
be choieit hetwceu the river of Condecama and Nizamjutnarn : uif- 
trivts near MiSulipatnaru were to be aSl'crtaiucd of equal value widt 
thctilind of DM, ami of the Sc diflriftiaml the illaud .1 partition was 
to be made a* the two nations could agree in the choice 2 to the north- 
ward of tiic dillrillsuf Mafulipatuam, in the Kajimurulrum and Chi- 
r acolc countries, each sution w ere to have four or live Subordinate fac- 
tories, or Simple houJei cf trade, without territorial revenues, chofcn 
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fo as not to interfere with one another.’ Upon the fie conditions a 
truce was to take j)lace between them and their allies, on the coaft 
of Coromandel, until the aniwers (hould be t*ecei\ed from Europe 
concerning this convention. Both nations obliged themfclve.-, dur- 
ing the truce, not to procure any new grant or cefiiou from the 
princes of the country, nor to build forts ; but they were permitted 
to repair fuch fortifications as were at this time in their pofleffion. 
Neither were to proceed to any ccflions, retiocdlions, or evacuations, 
until a definitive treaty Should be concluded in Europe, at which time 
were to be fettled the indemnifications which each was to receive for 
the cxpenccs incurred by the war. 

The truce to which this conditional treaty gave birth, fipecified 
that if cither of the European nations committed any acts of hoftility, 
or incroached upon the poftcfiions of the other, comrnifiarics were to 
be appointed to examine and adjufl: the difputc ; but if the Indian 
allies of either fide committed violences againft either of the two na- 
tions, both were to unite in repulting them : it was likewile agreed to 
proceed to an exchange of prifbners as far as the number taken by 
the F reach extended ; this was only z 50, whereas the Englifii had 
900. 

This convention was in reality nothing more than a cefijtion of hofi- 
tilities for eighteen mouths; lince there was no pofitive obligation 011 
either of the companies to adopt the opinions of their reprelentatives 
expreffed in the conditional treaty. la the mean time the French 
were left to enjoy, without interruption, the revenues of all the ter- 
ritories which they had acquired during the war. Thefe incomes, 
according to the accounts published by themfelves, were, from Ka- 
rical in the kingdom of Tanjore, 96,000 rupees; from the eighty 
villages in the diftridt of Pondicherry, 105,000; from Mafulipat- 
nam.with its dependencies, from the ifland of Divi, Nizampatnam? 
Devrecottah, and Condavir, all contiguous territories, 1,441,000; 
from the four provinces of Elore, Muftapba Nagar, Rajahmun- 
drum, and Chicacole, 3,100,000 ; from lands in the Carnatic, 
to the fouth of the river Paliar ; 1,700,000; from the ifland of 
Seringham and its dependencies, which Mahomed-ally had given 
up to the Myforeans when they came to his affiflance, and which

the Myforeans now give to the Trench, 400,000, in all 6,843,000 r 
rupees, equal to 855,000 pounds fteilmg w 

The acceflions which the tnglifh hid made during the war to 
thC'Uft'il incomes of tlicir fettlcments on the coaft of Coromandel, 
were no mote than 800,000 rupee's, drawn annually fiom lands lying 
to the north of the Paliar, mortgaged by the Nabob to rcmiburfe 
the great fum of money the) had defrayed on his account in military 
expences. It was therefore evident that no motive of ambition had 
induced them to carry on this war on the contrary, the continuance 
of it was deemed, and perhaps with reafon, incompatible with the 
cxiftcnce of the compan) ; otherwifc it would be impoffible eithci 
to account for, or excuft the conduct of the direftors, by whofe ordeis 
the prcfideucy of Madrafs was obliged to ^conclude a truce on fuch 
precarious and unequal terms as would enable the French to recom- 
mence the war with double ftrength, if the conditional treaty were 
not accepted by their mimftry 111 Europe; who for this very reafon 
might be ftrongly tempted to rejeft it. However the Englifli kept 
one ad\antage in their power, by not releafmg 650 prifoners whom 
they had taken duung the war more than the French had taken from 
them; and they derived another ad\antage„o£ the gicatefl confc- 
quence, by the removal of Mr. Duplcix Jroinjhe government of. 
Pondichcrr). He departed o£ his v6)age to Europe on the 14th of 
Oftober, having firft delivered his accounts with the French company 
to Mr. Godeheu, by which it appeared that he had dithurfed on then 
account near three millions of rupees more than he had received 
during the courft of die war. A great pa*t of this fum w as furmfhed 
out of his own eftate, and the reft from monies u hich he borrowed 
at intereft from the French inhabitants at Pondicherry, upon bonds 
given in his own name. Mr. Godeheu referred the djfcuftion of 
theft accounts to the direftors of the company in France, who pre- 
tendrng that Mr. Dupleix had made theft ei. peaces w ithout fufficient 
authority, refuftd to pay any part of the large balance he aflerted to 
be due to him upon~whichJie commenced a Jaw-fuit agamft the 
compan) , but the mimftry mterfeied and put a ftop to the proceed- 
ings, by the King’s authority, without entering into any diftuffioix 
of Mr. Dupleix’s claims, or taking any meafures to fatisfy them, 
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However, they gave him letter-! of protection to iecure him from 
being prolecuted by any of his creditor!. So that his foitune was 
left much Ids than that which he was pollelled of before hecntcied 
upon the government of Pondicherry in 174a. His conduct certainly 
merited a very different requital from hi; nation, which never had a 
, iubjcct to defirous and capable of extending its leputation and power 
in the Enll-lndics ; had he been fupplied with t!ie fotccs he defired 
immediately alter the death of Amvar-o-dean Khan, or had he after- 
wards been liipported from France in the manner neco fury to carry- 
on the extenfne projects he had formed, there is no doubt but that 
he would have placed Chundafuheb in the Nabobfhip of the Car- 
natic, given law to the Soubah of the Decan, and perhaps to the 
throne of Delhi itfclf, and have efiablithecl a lbvereignty over many 
of the moil valuable provinces of the empire ; armed with which 
power he would cafily iu\c reduced all the other European fettle- 
ments to fuch reftrictions as he might think proper to impoie : it is 
even piobable that his ambition did not flop here, but that he in- 
tended to expel all other Europeans out of fmloflan, and afterwards 
fiom all other parts of the Eafl- Indies, for he was known often to 
fav, that he would reduce the Englifli fettlements of Calcutta and 
Madrafs to their original hate of filhing towns. When we confider 
that he formed this plan of conquell and dominion at a time when 
all other Europeans entertained the highell opinion of the flrength 
of the Mogul government, fuffering tamely the inlolence of its 
meaneft officers, rather than venture to make, rcliilance againfl a 
power which they chimerically imagined to be capable of over- 
whelming them in an inftant, wc caiinot refrain from acknowledging 
and admiring the lagacity of his genius, which fir ft difcoverul and 


'delpifed this illuiion. But military qualifications were wanting in his 
compofition to carry effectually into execution projects which de- 
pended fo much upon the fuccefs of military operations; for although 
Efficiently verfed in the theory of war, he had not received from 
nature that firm nets of mind, which is capable of contemplating in- 
< .it ant and tumultuous danger with the lerenity necefiary to command 
an army ; nor were there any officers at Pondicherry of Efficient 
abilities to oppofe fuch as we have feen commanding the Englifh 
6 ~ forces ; 
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forces , for ns it was Mr, Dupleix’s cuflom to remove the comman- 
deuafter a defeat, nolefs thin fix lnd been employed by him m this 
flauon with equal ill fuccefs (nice the beginning of the year 1752 
the only man of diftinguilhed capacity who fened under him, was 
Mr Buflv, and his conduct to this officer (hewed that he knew the 
value of merit, *uid was capable of employing it to the utmoft advan- 
tage , for although Mr Bully had by his expedition to the north- 
ward acquired much reputation, and a great fortune, he beheld his 
fuccefles w ithout the lead envy, and implicitly followed his advice 
in all affairs of which Mr Bully, hy his fituation, might be a better 
judge than lmnfelf , from whence it may be prefumed, that inftead 
of pcrfecutuig he would have agreed as well with Mr Dc la Bour- 
donnais, if this officer had come into India with a commiflion de- 
pendant on his authority f but his pride could not with patience fee 
an equal purfumg (chem.es fo different from his own, in a country 
where he was laying the foundation of Co much greatnefs and repu- 
tation for himfelf Here, therefore, envy obfeured his underftanding, 
and warped his mind to mjufttce in his private life he is neverthc- 
lcls acknowledged to have been fncndlyand generous to (uch as had 
any merit, without being implacably (cvere to thofe vvhofc incapacity 
or milconduft difconcerted his (chemes The murder of Nazir jingis 
^theonly ad of atrocious, ini quity which i s imputed to him , but even m 
this no pioofa have ever appealed that he either inftigated the Pitau 
Nabobs, or concuired with them 111 planning the aflaflmation of that 
‘prince He no focner quitted Pondicherry than the antipathy, which 
many had conceiv ed agatnft him, from the haughtmefs and pride of his 
demeanor, fubfided , and all lus countrymen concurred in thinking 
that Ins difmiffiQU fiom the government o f Po ndicheiry wa^ the 
^reateft detriment that could have happened to their mtereffsliTlndia. 

The~trcaties were pubhflied on the nth of January, the diy on 
which the former fu (pen (Ion of arms ended, and two days after Mr 
Saunders quitted the government of Madrafs, and proceeded to Eng- 
land At the end of January Mr Watfon, with his (quadron, ar- 
rived from Bombay at Tort St David, having made the paflage 
again (V a contrary monfoon, with almoft as much expedition as if 
they had failed at a favourable feafon of the ycai In the beginning 
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of February Mr. Godeheu, having fulfilled the principal intentions j 
of his commiffiou, quitted Pondicherry and returned to France, leav- j 
ing the power of the governor much more limited than it had been' 
in the time of Mr. Dupleix. ' The two prefidencies, now at peace 
with each other, gave their whole attention to manage their relpec- 
tive territories, re\ enucs, and alliances, 'to the beft advantage, with- 
out infringing the truce. 

The Myforeans could not be made to underhand that they were 
no longer at liberty to commit hohilities againlt the Englilh or the v 
Nabob ; and the regent, when advifed by the French to return to his 
own country, laid that he was under ho obligation to regard any 
treaties that he had not made himfelfl that therefore helhould never 
leave Seringham until he had got Tritchinopoly, which he did not 
defpair of effecting even without their affiftance : finding, however, 
that the French thought themfelves obliged to acquaint the Englilh 
of any fchemes that he might put in practice for this putpofe, he 
offered the commanding officer 300,000 rupees if he would retire 
with the French troops to Pondicherry, and leave him at liberty to 
carry on his projedls without controul: .the Englilh, however, were 
under no apprefienfions- of the effects of them, and at the requell; of 
the Nabob a detachment of 500 Europeans and 2000 Sepoys were 
ordered to proceed into the countries of Madura and Tinivelly to 
aflilt in reducing them to his obedience. Maphuze Khan, who arrived 
at Tritchinopoly in the end of December -with 1000 horfe, was ape- 
pointed by the Nabob his reprefentative in thole countries, and joined 
his. troops to the Englilh detachment; the Nabob himfelf likewile 
refolved to accompany them lome part of the way. 

This army, commanded by lieutenant-colonel Heron, an officer 
lately arrived from England, fet out ip the beginning of February 
from their cantonments at Warriore pagodas, and halted thirty miles 
to the fouth of Tiitchinopoly, at a village called Manapar, where the 
Pol) gars of this part of the country had previoully been ordered to 
fend their agents to fettle their accounts with the Nabob. The 1 foitr 
principal Polygars obeyed the fummons; and, their agents gave oblt- 
. gations promifing to pay the tributes that were due ; but the Nabob 
knowing the deceitful character of thefe chiefs in general, defired _ 

that 
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that the army might remain at Manapar until the money was paid, 
and lent officers to collect it, who on their return reported that 
the Pol} gar Lachenaig, aftci pacing a part, refilled to pay the re- 
mainder. Upon this* it was refolved to attack his country, and the 
array after marching ten miles to the fbuth-w eft of Manapar, m the 
high load* leading to Dmdigul, came in tight of Ins woods, which Ije 
about two miles to the weft of that load 

The fubjefls of this, as well a» of all the other Poljgars in thefo 
fouthern p irts of the peniniula, are ' Colle nes, .a people differing m 
manv lefpedls from tlie reft c r the indnns^and hitherto little known 
to Europeans, theyfallv in tl e night fiom their recedes and ftrong- 
liolds to plunder the inhabitants of the neighbouring villages of their 
cattle, which if they cannot In ng away alive, thev kill with their 
loiyg lpear* b} conllant pradhee m thefc exploits- they acquire fo 
much dcxterit} and audacity tl at they will for hire undertake to 
lical and bring off i horfe even from the center of a camp, they are 
fo far fiom thinking it a difgracc to be accounted thieves, that they 
value themfclves upon excelling m the profeffion, and relate to 
ftrangers dories of defpeptc md ftccefsJul thefts accom|)hfhed by 
then countnmcn, with a* much complacence as other people com- 
memorate the heroic afhons of their anceftors , and indeed when 
boot} is the object, they regaid danger and death w ith indifference, 
of which the Engliih officers themfclves faw a vei v ftrihmg, example, 
whilft they were befieging the French and Chundatahcb. in Scring- 
lnm Of the part} of Collciics cmplo}td at that time bv the Eng- 
lish to fteal the enemy’s horfos, two brother were taken up and 
convidlcd of having ftoleu, at different tm.es, all the hoifc* belonging 
to major Law i ence and captain Clive; the pnfoners did not deny 
the fadt , but being told that the} were to be hanged, one o them 
offeied to go and bring back the horics in two da}S w lulft the other 
remained m prilou, pi ov ided that Loth ihowld be pardoned Hus. j i o- 
pofal being agreed to, one of them was relealed , but not appe ring in 
the ftipulatcd time, iqajor Lawrence ordered the other C oiler} to be 
brought before hnr, and atked him the realon w hv his brother hail not 
returned, bidding the pnfoner prepare for death if the horles w ere not 
produced before the next evening; to this the Collcr} with great com- 
pofure replied, that he w as furprized the Enghfh ihould be fo weak.

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The army began early in the morning to attack a part of this bar- 
rier : the field pieces were placed upon an eminence from whence 
they commanded the towers that defended the face of attack ; the 
Collcries appointed to guard the towers not being accuflomed to the 
announce of cannon fhot, foon abandoned them; but numbers, 
neverthclels, armed with matchlocks, and bows and arrows, perfifted 
in defending the hedge, htdng t item (elves within it,~and firing with 
excellent aim through the (mailed intervals; wlnld others appealed 
on the hills on each hand, leaping and bounding, by the help of their 
long (pears, from done to done, with the agility of monkeys, and 
howling and (creaming in hopes, to terrify the afladauts ; but asfoon 
as they found themlches within reach of their fire, they gained the 
furamits again as nimbly as they had defeended : returning, however, 
in the fame manner as loon as the firing ccaficd. At length, about 
ten o’clock m the forenoon, the army, after having lod fevcral men, 
forced their way through the barrier, when Mahomed Kloof was de- 
tached with 500 Sepoy s, fome Europeans and a field piece, to attack the 
principal town, didant about four miles from that part of the barrier 
through which they had forced their way ; but before the detachment 
came within fight of the town, they were unexpectedly dopped by 
another circumvallation of the fame kind, bur dionger than the fird : 
here the enemy had aficmbled their whole force, and defended them- 
felves with much more obdiyacy than before ; mfomuch that Ma- 
homed Ifloof, after Jofing 100 Sepoys and 12 Europeans, was obliged 
to feud for fuccours from the main body ; fioin whence a paity of 
100 Europeans was immediately detached to his alTidance ; but be- 
fore they arrived, the enemy having expended all their ammunition, 
abandoned theii defences and difiippeared. The army then piocecdcd 
without any interruption to their puncipal town, which they found 
like wife deferted, the enemy having retired with then cdtile to the 
hills out of the reach of further pui (bit : how ever, L ichcna.g finding 
that they (hewed no inclination to quit ins country, renewed lu> ne- 
gociation, and in a few days paid the icmaining part of his tribute. 
The Nabob now returned to Tritchuiopoly, aud the armv, together 
with Maphuze Khan, proceeded to Madura, where they arm ed in 
ten days. This city, fiuce the death of Allum khan, which hap- 
pened 
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pened In April 1 753, had remained in the po'fcfflon of another par- 
tizan in the intereft of Chundafaheb’s family, who regarding his go- 
vernment as a tranfitory poifeffion, and intent upon nothing but 
amaffing wealth, had neglected to repair the foi tifications, and kept 
only a {lender garrifon, very infufficient to defend a place of fuch ex- 
tent : he, therefore, flow retired with his garrifon to Coilgoody, a 
ftrong pagoda, fituated about eight miles to the ealf, and the army 
entered Madura without the lead: oppofition. Here they received a 
deputation from the Polygar Morawar, whofe country adjoins to the'" 
wefteru diftridts of Madura and Tinivelly. The Polygar apologized 
for his condudt during the war in tiding with Chundafaheb and the 
Myforeans, defired to be pardoned for that offence, and intreated to 
be received into alliance' with the Englifh, under whofe proteffion 
he promifed to remain faithful to the Nabob. As a proof of the fin- 
,cerity of his intentions, he offered to give the company two fettle- 
•ments on the fea-coaft of his country, oppofite to Ceylon, which, as 
he jurtly obferved, would greatly facilitate their future communica- 
tions with Tinivelly, for they had at prefent no other way of ap- 
-proaching that city but by a tedious and difficult march of feveral 
hundred miles ; whereas reinforcements might come by fea from 
Madrafs or Fort St. David in four or five days to the fettlements he 
intended to give, from which the march to Tinivelly was no more 
than fifty miles. Thefe offers colonel Heron deemed fo advantageous, 
that without confulting the prefidency, he entered into an alliance 
with the Polygar, and as a mark of the Englifh friendfhip, gave his 
■deputies three Englifh flags, with permiffiou to hoirt them in their 
country, wherefoever they fhould think proper. After this bufinefs 
was concluded, and the neceffary regulations made to ertablifh the 
Nabob’s authority in the city, colonel Heron determined to attack 
the fugitive governor in. Coil goody. The greatelf part of the Sepoys 
were lent foiward in the evening, under the command of Mahomed 
Iffoof, with orders to invert the pagoda clofely until the battalion 
came up; but by home mirtake they halted at the diftance of two 
miles' from the place, -and the governor receiving by his fpies intel- 
ligence of colonel Heron’s intentions, fled in the night, leaving how- 
ever the greatert part of his troops to defend it. The next day the 
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battalion Id out from Madura, with two eighteen pounders, but the

ever dcfpcratcly or abfurdh employed, fcldom fail* to intcrcft thofe 
who arc Ipeflators of it, and often obliges them to participate of the.

the part of volunteers, leading a forlorn hope Succcls, however, con- 
trary to the general ex pe&atiou, rewarded their endeavours, and m 
let* than an hour the gate was burnt down, when the toldicry ruflied 
jn, and in their firft fury put fevcral of the garnfon to the fword 
they were then permitted to plunder, and nothing asailujl, ctcaped 
them , for finding in the temples of the pagoda a great number of 
Juttlc brazen images, uorfhippcd by the people of the countrv, and 
particularly b) the Collerics, they tore them down from their .pedef 
tals, hoping to 1111 them at Jeaft for what the weight of the metal 
might be worth After this exploit, for w hich the people of thecoun- 
try held them m utter delegation, the troops returned to Madura , 
w here leaving a garnfon of Europeans and Sepoy for the ftcunty of 
the city, the reft of thv army, accompanied by Maphvwc Khan, pro- 
eccdcd tq Ttfuxclly, and arrived there about the middle of March 
D d d 1 his 
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•5. This town is without defences, and no body appeared to oppolc the::* 
entrance into it : the renters of the open country followed the ex- 
ample, of the capital, and acknowledged the Nabob without hefifa- 
> tion; but many of the neighbouring Polygais made pretences to evade 
the payment of the tiibute due from them. The moil confiderable 
of thele chiefs was Catabomanaig, whole country lies about fifty 
miles north-eaft from Tinivelly; and it being imagined that the 
inferior Polygars would not hold out long after he fhould have fub- 
mitted, a detachment of 200 Europeans, and 500 Sepoys, with two- 
field pieces, were lent to reduce him. 

Some days after another detachment, confiding of 100 Europeans, 
and 300 Sepoys, with two field pieces, were feat to attack the forr 
of Nelli-cotah, fituated forty miles to the foulh of Tinivelly. Thcfe 
troops fet out at midnight, and performed the march in eighteen 
hours : the Polygar, ftartled at the fuddennefs of their approach, 
fent out a deputy, who pretended he came to capitulate, and pro- 
, mifecl that his mailer would pay the money demanded of him, in a' 
few days ; but fufpicions being entertained of his veracity, it was 
determined to detain him as a pledge for the' execution of what he 
had promifed, and he was delivered over to the charge of a guard. 
The troops were fo much fatigued by the exceffive .march they' had- 
juft made, that even the advanced centinels could not keep awake, 
-and the deputy perceiving all the foldiers who were appointed to 
guard him, fail afleep, made his efcape out of the camp, and returned 1 
to the fort ; from whence the Polygar had fent him only to gain 
time, in order to make the neceflary preparations for his defence.- 
This being difeovered early in the morning, it was determined to' 
ftorm the place, of which the defences were nothing more than a' 
mud wall with round towers. The troops had brought • no fcaling- 
ladders, but the outfide of the wall was Hoping, and had many clefts* 
worn in it by the' rain, fo that the afTault, although hazardous, was' 
neverthelefs pra&icable. It was made both by the Europeans and : 
Sepoys with undaunted courage, in feveral parties at the fame time ; 
each of which gained the parapet without being once repulled, when* 
the garrifon retired to the buildings of the fort, where they called' 
out for quarter ; but the foldiers, as ufual in- delperate alfaults, were* 
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fo much cxalpcmtcd by a icnfc of the danger to u Inch they had ex- 
poled thcmfclvcs, tint they put nil the* met to the fword, not ex- 
cepting the women and children, fuffirmg only fix pcrlons out of 
four hundred to efcape line, forrv we arc to lav, that the troops and 
officers who bore the grcatclt pirt m this fhocking barbarity, were 
the brnvert: ot Enghfhmcn, having molt of them fcr\cd under colonel 
Lawrence on the plains of rntchmopoly but thole who contem- 
plate human nature will find mini rejlons, fupported by examples, 
to diffcnt from the common opinion, that cruelty is incompatible 
n ith courage. 

Meanwhile the 1 'oUgar Morawar was fo delighted at the fuccefi. 
of his negotiation with colonel Heron, that is a farther proof of his 
'good intentions to the rnghfli, he ordered 5000 men, under the 
command of his brother, to march and ailift them in reducing the 
Polygirs of 1 inn ell) ; hut the king ufTanjorc ami Tondimau hav- 
ing main jcirs been at implacable variance with the Morawar, be- 
held the marks of favour which had been fhewn to Ium with the 
utmofl jealoul), and rcprclcntcd their delegation of them in the 
ftrongeft terms to the prefidency of Madrafs, alludgmg that they 
thcmfclvcs could have no reliance on the fricndfhip of the Etighfh, 
if they faw them making treaties with their mortal enemies The 
prefidenev, unwilling to gw c umbrage to thclc allies, whole aflift- 
ancc they might probably foon ftand m need of again, dirc&cd colo- 
nel Heron to break off all farther communication with the Moiawar* 
thclc orders, however, did not arrive before the Morawar’s troops 
were advanced within five miles of Timvelly; when they were 
abruptl) told, that if they did uot immediately march back to their 
own country thev would be treated as enemies, not, however, 
imagining that the Enghfh would proceed to fuch extremities, they 
remained in their camp, and endeavoured to commence a negociation; 
but the orders winch colonel Heron had received w ere fo peremptory, 
that he thought himfclf obliged to march and attack them ; on this 
they decamped with fuch precipitation, tint they left behind them a 
great part of their baggage, with fomc horfes, which were plundered 
by the Scpo)$ of the advanced guard. 

The revenues w Inch had been collcdled during this expedition, 
D d d 2 did 
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did not amount to the expences of the army : part of the tributes- 
were embezzled by Maphuze Khan, and part was likewife diminished 
by the prefents which colonel Heron, with too much avidity^, con- 
fented to receive from thofe who had accounts to fettle with the 
vernment. In the mean time Maphuze Khan, in concert with co- 
lonel Heron’s interpreter, contrived every means to make the Hate of 
the province appear lefs advantageous than it really was ; and then 
made an offer to take the farm of the Madura and Tinivelly countries 
together at the yearly rent of 1,500,000 rupees : this propofal was 
feconded, as ufual, by the offer of a confiderable prelent, which colonel 
Heron accepted, and gave him the inveftiture of the countries. 

Whilft thefe tranfadtions paffed to the fouthward, the Myforeans- 
remained encamped at Seringham, where the regent had been dili- 
gently employed in fchemes to get poffeffion of Tritchinopoly : his 
piincipal reliance for the accomplifhment of this defign, was on a 
bramin, who perfuaded him that he had made a ffrong party in the 
city, and that he had feduced many of the garrifon : the man even 
carried his impofture fo far, that he mentioned the time when, as he 
pretended, the regent’s party in the city defired he would make the 
attack. The regent, dated with this chimerical hope, -could not re- 
frain from revealing a fecret, which gave him lb much fatisfachon,. 
to M. de Sauffay, the commander of the French troops, who imme- 
diately lent intelligence to the garrifon : captain Kilpatrick returned 
him thanks for the information; but to fhew the contempt in which 
he held the military character of the Myforeans, he defired de Sauf- 
fay to acquaint the regent, that if he would venture to make the at- 
tack, the gates of the city fhauld be left open to receive him. Soon 
after thejregent received news from Myfore, informing him, that a 
large army of Morattoes, under the command of Balagerow, who had„ 
levied a contribution from his country in the preceding year, was 
approaching again to the frontiers ; and that Salabad-jing, at the 
head of his army, accompanied by the French troops under the com- 
'mand of Mr. Buffv, was likewife advancing to demand the Mogul’s 
tribute, which had never been paid fince the death of Nizam-al- 
muluck. Alarmed by this intelligence, he immediately prepared to 
return to his own country, and on the rath of April, the great drum, 
a the 
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the fignal of decamping, was beaten, and the whole army crofting the 1 
Caveri marched away ; .l eaving the F jenchrin -poflefli on of.the-iflaiuL-*" 1 
-ofLSenn gharo , and the other territories which the Nabob had made 
over to him on his arrival, and of which he had from that time coi- 
ledtcd the revenues. 

It is difficult to find an example of a prince conducting lilmfelf 
with more weaknefs than the Myfbrean in the courfe of this war : 
the Nabob procured his afliftauce by a promife which he never in- 
tended to perform; ajid indeed, had the Myfbrean been endowed 
with common fagacity, he might have forefeen that the poflefiion of 
Tritchinopoly, the objeCt of all his endeavouis, would have been the 
gieateft misfoitune that could have happened to him, fince it would 
certainly fooncr or later have involved him in a war with the Mogul 
government, which piobably would have ended in reducing the king- 
dom of M) fore itfclf, like the Carnatic, to’ be a province of the em- 
pire. The.-Nabob 1 s bre ach pf. faith iiLrefufing to dcliver^up the city 
to him, only lerved to exafperate his eagernef’s to get poflcffion of it, 
which rendered him as great a dupe to the promifes of Mr. Dupleix, 
as he had been to thofe of the Nabob ; for it is certain, that he at lafl 
difeovered it himfel/} that the French never intended to give him 
Tritchinopoly if they had fuccceded in taking it : nor was he left 
deluded by his ally JVl prai i-row , who after perluading him to affift 
the French againft the Nabob, deferred him as loon as his treafures 
began to fail. At length, after having wafted^ three years, ablflit 
Qjvxucouutrjuit.the-head.of an .atmy^ofaojooo^ men, he 
was obliged, to return without-receiving the leaft comj)enfaripi)_for_ 

" the expenccsjiejiad incurred, or any lecurity for the reimburfement 
of them: for what reliance he might have upon the conditional 
treaty was little better than chimerical, fince many unforefeen events 
might render that convention abortive- , 

The prefideucy.of Madrafs hearing of Salabad-jing’s approach to 
the weftern confines of the Carnatjc, entertained fulpicions that he 
might be tempted, notwithftanding' the conditional treaty, to enter’ 
the piovincc ; from this apprehenfion they feat orders to colonel 
Heron to return immediately with the troops under his command 
to Tritchinopoly: however, Maphuze Khan prevailed upon him 1 to ’ 
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remain until he received a kcond and more peremptory order, which 
came loon after; upon which he recalled the detachment which had 
been lent again (l the Pol) gar Catabomar.atg, and prepared luuifelf 
to quit Tinivellv. 'Hie detadiment had been a:, far to the north-cab 
as Shillinaikcnpetlah, the principal fort of the Pol} gar. vvlw on their 
appeal ance entered, into a negotiation, paid tome money in pait of 
the tribute due from him, and gave hofiruge> as leeurir» for the reft; 
forne money wai iikeudfe received from fevesal inferior Polyguis, but 
the whole collection did not exceed 70,0 00 rupees : as loon at the 
troops received the orders to return, they fummoued Catabosnanaig 
to redeem his hodages; but he knowing that they would not \ ct.uirc 
to flay any longer in his country, made li.me trifling excufes, and 
without uuv concern differed them to carrv tire hodages av. av witii 
them. On the ad of May colonel 1 leron quitted Tinivclly, but in- 
dead of proceeding directly to Tritchi nopoly, differed himfeif to he 
perfuaded by iVlaplnnje Khan to march againd Nellicangayille, a fort 
dtuatecj about thirty miles to the weft of Tinivclly, belonging to a 
Polvgar who had witii much contumacy refufed to acknowledge the 
Nabob’s authority ; on die march he was joined by the detachment: 
from the north-eafl. It was the misfortune of colonel Iferon to place 
the utmoft confidence in his interpreter, and to lie condantly be- 
trayed by him ; for before the army arrived in light of the fort, this' 
man had informed the Polygar that they had no battering cannon, 
and that they would not remain long befoie the place: the Poly- 
gar, therefore, fecure in his fort, which was built of done and very 
drongfanfwercd the fummons with infoience ; upon which the field 
pieces and twQ.cohorns fired fmaitly upon the walls for fevcral hours; 
hut this annoyance producing no eife£t, another melfage was lent, 


offering that the army fhould retire, provided he would pay 20,000 
rupees. The Polygar relying on the information which he had re- 
ceived from the interpreter, atul encouraged by this, relaxation in the 
terms which were at fird propofed to him, anfwered with great 
contempt, that fuch a fum could not be railed in his whole country, 
and that ho knew the value of money too wed to pay a fingle rupee. 
By this time the army were much glidreded for provifions of all 
fcipdsj and thc>Sepoys ready to mutiny for want of pay ; both which 
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Maphuzc Khan had prorailcd, but had ncgtc£lcd to fupply ; it wag 17 
therefore determined to mirch aw a) to Madura, where they arrived, 
accompanied by Maphuzc Khan, on the 2 ad of May. 

Colonel Heron flayed no longer here than was ncccfiary to rcfrcfli 
the men and icttlc the garnfon, in which he left a thou/and Sepoy.', 
under the command of Jcmaul-fahcb, an officer of fume reputation, 
and next in rank to Mahomed HToof. The army had now to pals 
one of the moll difficult and dangerous defiles in the pcninlulu, fitu- 
ated m a country inhabited by Collcrics, who had, ever fince the de- 
parture of the army from Madura, threatened vengeance for the lofa 
of their gods at Codgoodv, and had already given a fpccimeu of their 
refeutment by cutting ofl'a patty of Sepoys, which the commanding 
officer of Madura feat out to collect cattle. A Collcry dlfcovcrcd 
them in the tught lying fad allccp, without any feutmeh, and imme- 
diately went and brought a number of his cafl, who, coming upon 
them by furpruc, fljbbcd every one of them. The defile, called the 
pafs of Nattam, begins about twenty miles to the north of the city, 
and continues for fix miles through a wood, impenetrable every where 
cllc, to all, excepting the wild hearts and Collcnes to whom it belongs. 

The road of the defile is bare!) lufficicnt to admit a fmglc carriage at 
a time, and a bank running along each fide of it, renders it a hollow 
way: the wood is in moll parts contfguous to the road, and even in 
fuch places where travellers have felled part of it, the eye cannot pe- 
netrate farther than twenty yards. 

The army quitted Madura on the 28th of May % a party was lent 
forward to take port at a mud fort called Volly nattam, near the en- 
trance of the woods, where the reft joined them in the evening, and 
the whole paficd the night here. The next morning at day-break 
they prepared to march through the defile : ami it being reported that 
the Collcrips had cut down many trees to obftrufl the w ay , a detach- 
ment of Europeans, piunceis, and Stpoys, were lent forward under 
the command of captain Lin, with oidtrs to clear the pals of thefi? 
mctimbranccs, and to fcour the woods on each fide with their fire; but 
captain Lin neither findiug fuch obftrufljoqs as had been reported, nor 
even chicovering the Icaft jppcarauce of an enemy, continued his 
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march, and halted at the town of Nattam on the farther fide of the 
wood. Some time after the reft of the army entered the pafs in the 
following order of match : fome companies of Sepoys led the van ; 
thele were followed by a ferjeant and twelve Europeans ; and imme- 
diately after them came the firft divilion of artillery, with the tum- 
brils containing military ftores ; then followed the battalion led by 
captain Polier, after whom marched the rear divilion of-artiller-y and 
tumbrils, which were followed by a ferjeant and twelve men, and 
thefe by fome companies of Sepoys : then followed the baggage of 
the whole army, carried by bullocks and coolies, with feveral ele- 
phants and camels .belonging to Maphuze Khan, and accompanied 
by fome Sepoys to protect them. The rear of the whole line was 
clofed by a guard of 20 Europeans, 40 CafFres, and 200 Sepoys, with 
a fix'pounder, under the command of captain Jofeph Smith : colonel 
Heron with a few horfe proceeded before the line. Nothing could 
be blamed in this difpofition, excepting that the commanding officer 
fhoukl have been in the center with the battalion, or with the rear 
guard, which ought to have’ been ftronger {.but the report from cap- 
tain Kin’s party, who had pafted without interruption, removed every 
apprehenfion of danger, and relaxed the Ipirit of precaution. The 
whole army had entered the defile, and proceeded! wondering they 
law nothing of an enemy of whom they had heard -fo much ; when, 
by the carelefthefs of a driver, one of the heavieft tumbrils belonging to 
the rear divilion of artillery ftuck in a {lough, out of which the oxen 
were' not able to draw it: the officers of artillery, however, imagining 
that they fhoukl foon be able to extricate it, buffered the troops march- 
ing before them to go on without calling out, or fending to bid' them 
halt ; and the officer who commanded in the rear of the battalion, 
feeing feveral of the tumbril's following clofe up with him, did not 
- fufpeft what had happened, and kept on his way ; moft.of the Se- 
poys, who marched behind the rear divifion of artillery, were like- 
wile fuffered to pafs the carriage in the Hough, and proceeded in 
i the rear of thole tumbrils which were going on. In the mean 
time the carriage refilled feveral different efforts which were made to 
remove it, and choaking up the road, prevented the other tumbrils 
y/hich followed, as well as the three field pieces which formed the rear 
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divifion of artillery, from moving on, and thefc flopped the whole line i 
of the baggage : thus the front divilion and mam body of the army c 
were leparated from the rear, which by the abfcnce of thole Sepoys 
belonging to it, who were (uttered to proceed, was likew ile dc prised 
of a great pait of its force. The Collcrics, although unpciccived, 
kept fjiics near the road, watching every motion, but cunningly re- 
frained from making any attack, until the main body had advanced 
two miles beyond the tumbril, which caufcd the impediment, when 
numbers of them began to appear near the rear guard of tire baggage ; 
but the fire of a few platoons foon obliged them to retreat ; and as 
they remained quiet for fomc time, it was imagined that they would 
not venture to make another attempt : hut on a luddcn they appeared 
in much greater numbers at the other end of the line, where the 
tumbril hadembarrafled the road,and attacked the rear divifion of artil- 
lery: here the whole numbcr.of troops did not exceed a hundred men, 
of which only tw enty-five w ere Europeans : this force not being 
fufficicnt to protect all the carriages, the two officers of the artillery 
prudently determined to give their whole attention to the prefers a tion 
of tbeir field pieces, and of the tumbrils, which carried their powder 
and fliot. Thefc happened to be all together in the rear of fuch car- 
riages as were laden with other kinds of military Bores ; but fortu- 
nately tome of the wood on the right hand was cut down, and afforded 
an opening which commanded the road in front where the enemy 
were aflcinblcd ; the officers therefore contrived to get their field 
pieces into the opening, from whence they fired fmartly ; but the 
Collcrics ncvcrthclefs maintained the attack for fomc time with cou- 
rage, and with a variety of weapons ; arrows* matchlocks, rockets, 
jav elms, and pikes ; c\ ery one accompany iug his efforts with horrible 
/creams and bowlings, and anlwcring every fliot that was fired upon 
them with the fame outcries ; but finding themfclves much gajled, 
they at length quitted the road, and ictircd into the thickets on each 
fide, from whence they renewed the fight with equal vigour, and with 
better fuccefs, fiucc the artillery men were obliged to divide their at- 
tention to many different parts at once : many of the Collcries now 
puflied into the road amongft the tumbrils and carriages, '"and with 
their long (pears /tabbed the draught bullocks, and wounded or drove 
E e c hack 
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back the few Sepoys who remained to guard them : upon the artil- 
lery they were not able to make any impreffion ; for the gunners, 
fenfible that the cannon were their only refource, fired them with 
great vivacity and much effect ; and captain Smith likewife fenfible 
of the neceffity of protecting the artillery at all events, detached, al- 
though ,he could ill Ipare them, an officer with a company of Sepoys 
from the rear guard to their afliftance. At length the confufed out- 
cries of the enemy were on a fudden changed ’ to one voice, and 
nothing was heard on all fides but continual repetitions of the word 
fwamy , meaning gods, which expreffion they "accompanied with vio- 
lent gefidculations and antic poftures, like men frantic with joy ; for 
fome of them cutting down the tumbrils they had feized, difcovered 
in one of them mod: of the little brazen images of their divinities 
which the Engliffi had plundered at Coilgoody. 'It leemed as if they 
could not have received more delight in refcuing their wives and 
children from captivity ; however, after their gods were conveyed 
out of the reach of danger, they renewed their attacks, and. continued 
them at different intervals for feveral hours. Mean while no aflift- 
ance came from the battalion, nor did one of the mefifengers, fent by 
captain Smith to inform the commanders in chief of the diftrefs of 
the rear, return. It was now four in the afternoon, when the enemy, 
after having' defifted fome time from their attacks upon the artillery, 
tallied at once again unexpectedly into the road amongft the baggage, 
coolies, and market people of the army, killing, without diftin&ion 
of age or fex, all they met. From this moment every thing was 
hurried into the utmoft confufion ; every one flung down his burden ; 
and men, women and children preffing upon one 'another, fled to the 
rear guard as their only fandtuary : captain Smith, unwilling to aggra- 
vate the fufferiiigs of the poor wretches by firing upon them, took the 
refoLution of marching back out of the defile into the plain, where he 
drew up his men in a little field enclofed with a bank, and placing his 
field piece in the center of it, waited for the enemy ; who fatisfied 
with the havock they had committed, did not venture to attack him, 
but retreated and difappeared as fqon as the defencelefs multitude , 
they were driving before them had got out of the wood. Some Laf- ' 
cars and Sepoys were now lent forward to clear the road of the incum- 
6 - brances 
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branccs of baggage with winch it was frittered , after which tlic 
rear guard, divided half before and half behind the field piece and 
its tumbril, proceeded, and, fortunately meeting with no interruptions 
from the enemy, foon joined the rear divifion of artillery, who had 
been waiting with the utmoft anxictj, cxpedlmg every moment to be 
attacked again great therefore was their joy at being thus reinforced. 
It was now dulh, and no time was to be loft, captain Smith there- 
fore immediately collefied what bullocks had cfcapcd the enemy’s 
fiaughter, defhojed the carriage which had been the firft caufe of the 
confufion of the da), and drew off all the field pieces with their tum- 
brils of ammunition, leaving behind the reft of the ftores, with the 
whole baggage of the array, for v> ant of means to carry them aw aj 
about two miles farther in the pals he came up w ith the battalion 
whom he found lymg on their arms, without either the commander 
m chief, or any one of the captains amongft them for thefr five 
officers had all been fuddenly taken ill about noon with the extreme 
heat of the day , and had proceeded m their pallankins through the 
wood, to the poft Whcie the advanced guard under the command of 
captain Lin was halting from tins misfortune, the fubordmatc offi- 
cers, left without orders, had not ventured to make an) difjiofitions 
to fuccour the rear, notwithftanding they knew the danger to which 
it was expofed Captain Smith now took the command of the bat- 
talion, and marched with them thiQugh the wood to the ftation w here 
the advanced guard and the reft of the officers were waiting I Icrc the 
arm> jnffed the night, and the next day reached the town of Nattam, 
where they were joined by a detachment from Tritclnnopolv Ma- 
phuzc Khan accompanied them no farther, but returned to Madura 
The armv continuing their march without any interruption, arrived 
on the 5th of June m fight of Trvtclvuvopoly, and encamped at \Var- 
riorc pagodas colonel Heron was fbon after recalled taMadrafs, w here 
his conduft during this expedition was tried by a court martial, by 
which he was rendered incapable often mg the compan) am longer. 

The government of Pondichcrr) favv this expedition into the fru th-

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be annexed to its government: they remonftrated, not only that the 
expedition was in itfelfa breach of the truce with Mr. Godeheu, but- 
that thefe countries belonged to themfelves in virtue of various rights 
derived from Chundafaheb, and the king of Myfore. Their argu- 
ments were anfwered by pretentions equally tpecious; and Mr.Deley- 
rit the. governor of Pondicherry, naturally a man of moderation, did 
not think it worth while to interrupt the expedition at the rifque of 
renewing the war fo early after the ceflation of hoftilities ; but on- the 
firft occafion adled as the Engliftfhad let the example. 

There lieth about thirty miles north of Tritchinopoly, and immedi- 
ately n. w. of the ftraights of Utatoor, a targe traft of woodland coun-- 
try, called Ter riore, of which the chief is Piled Rheddy, a diminutive 
of Rajah or king. This country during the war before Tritchinopoly 
had been overrun by a detachment of the Myfore army, aflifted by 
fome of the French -troops, who depofed the Rheddy then reigning,- 
and placed one of his coufins in his Read. The Mylbreans, when 
they retreated from Tritchinopoly to their own country, left the . 
•French government the reprefentatives of all their rights and pre- 
tenlions in the Carnatic ; and the new Rheddy having for fome time 
evaded to pay his tribute, Mr. Deleyrit, in the month of June fent 
500 Europeans and xooo Sepoys, under the command of M. Maidin', 
to punilh his difobedience. Captain Calliaud, who had lately been 
appointed to the command of Tritchinopoly, prepared to oppole the 
attempt ; but was forbidden by the prefidency of Madrafs, who hav- 
ing'enquircd into the titles which the French afferted to the vaflalage ' 
ofTerriore, was fatisfied of their validity. M. Mai/fin after fome 
oppofition took the principal town in the middle of the woods, de- 
pofed the Rheddy, and retaliated 'his anteceffor. Encouragd' by this 
fuccefs, and more by the forbearance of the Englifh, he marched 
againft the Polygars of Arielore and Wariore pollam. The woods of 
thefe chiefs are a 1 mo ft contiguous, arid both are extenftve. That of 
Arielore begins about fifty miles to the N. e. of Tritchinopoly, and 
ftretches north to the river Valaru ; but Wariore lies farther to the 
Eaftward, and extends Southward almoft to the Coleroon. Both Po- 
lygars bad at different times, during the' war of Tritchinopoly paid

fotthern monfoon, becaufe it is fometimes attended by a hurricane. 
The Nabob went on board the admiral’s Ship, the Kent, of Sixty-four 
guns, and having never before feen the interior fh'uchu e and arrange- 
ment of fuch a machine, could not fupprefs'his aftonifliment, when 
condudted into the lower deck. The presidency of Madrafs, feeing 
no probability of any interruption to his progrefs from Fort St. David, 
adviSed him to continue his march without delay, _ but accompanied 
by the fame efcort. On the nineteenth of Auguft he arrived within 
a mile of Arcot, and encamped on the plain, refolvingbv the advice 
of his dervifes to wait for a lucky day to make his entry into the city, 
which fell out on the twenty- firSh In the mean time; colonel Law- 
rence, Mr. WalSh, and Mr. Palk, deputed to invite him at Maclrais, 
arrived at his camp, and contributed to increafe the Splendour and 
reputation of his entry into his capital, from which he had been ab- 
fent ever fince the death of Nazir-jing. On the thirtieth, he came to, 
Madrafs, where after feyeral conferences with the presidency he con- 
fented to make over to the company Some farther alignments on the 
revenues of the country, in order to reimburfe the great expences 
'they had incurred in the war. This important point being Settled, 
it was determined that he Should proceed with a Strong detachment 
to collect the revenues that were due to him from Such chiefs as had 
hitherto withheld them with impunity, more particularly from fevc- 
ral polygars in the northern parts of the province. It was agreed 
that half the monies which might be collefted, Should be paid to 
' the company ; and that a member of the council of Madrafs, Should 
accompany the Nabob, in order to See this agreement punctually 
fulfilled. The previous meafures for the expedition were not fettled 
before the monloon fet in, after which it was neceSTary to wait fome 
da\s until the firfb violence of the rains had abated: So that it was 
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the latter end of October, before the detachment took the field. It 
confiftcd of 300 Europeans and 1500 Sepoj s, and was commanded 
by major Kilpatrick. 

It Soon appeared that whatfoever fubmiffions had been made in 
the provinces of Madura and Tinivelly, during the expedition of co- 
lonel Heron, had proceeded intirely from the dread cf the English 
troops, whole inticpidity as well as the efficacy of their arms, far ex- 
ceeded 
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cceded the modes of any warfare w Inch had ever been ften m theft jy 
countries, and they were no fooncr departed than tljc Collcries ^ 
fwarmed abroad again into all the iuljcftcd diftnfts that lay expofed 
to their depredations, wlulft their chief* confederated to prevent by 
more effectual mcaus the clhibliflimuit of Maphuie khan’s autho- 
rity hrom this time, theft countries became a field of no little 
conflict, and continued fo for lcveral a cars, which renders it ncccf- 
ftry to explain the various intcrcffo which produced the prefent con- 
ful ions, fertile afterwards of more 

When Allum khan m the beginning of the year 1752 marched 
from Madura to the athrtancc of Clutnda faheb, then bclicgingTritch- 
inopoly,he left the countries of Madura and 1 imvclly under the ma- 
nagement of three Pitan officers, named Mahomed Barkv, Mahomed 
IVIainach, and Nabi Caw 11 Catteck, the firft of theft was generally 
known by the appellation of Miatiah, the ftconcl of Moodemiah , but 
Nabi Cawn Catteck. by his own proper name The Nabob Maho- 
mcdally, when alked bv the proficiency of Madrafi* for proofs to ima- 
lul itc the prctcniions of the b ovcrm tent of Pondicherry, produced a 
Writing f ml to be figned by thclc three officers, and dated the twenty- 
ninth of November, 1752, by which they acknowledged his fovc- 
reigutv over the countries of Madura and Tmivellv, and profefled 
themftlvcs his tenants and fubjefts At this time, Chundafidicb in- 
deed had penfhed , but the Nabob himftlf was involved in fuch dif- 
ficulties by the rclentmcm of the Mylbrcatis, that thclc docs not ap- 
pcir anv realonwhy thePitans lhould 0 i\c fuch a declaration, iinlcfs 
they did u from a conviction of the very little advantage which the 
Nabob could derive from it It is certain they never a fie 1 wards 
heeded thefc profcfiions of obedience, hut continued to aft without 
controul, and iftcd onh for themftlvcs, granting immunities, lemit- 
ting tributes, and even ftlling forts and diftnfts for pieftnts of icady 
money This v cnahty coinciding w 1th tlie fpirit of indepemlaut.c uul 
encroachment common to all the Poly gars, procured them not only 
wealth, but attachments In this mode of licentious government,, 
they continued agreeing atwowgft tUemftlves u\ the dvvihon of the 
fpod, ami ruling with much power, until the expedition of colonel 
Heron, when. Mianah, who commanded in the city of Madura, 
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55. abandoned it, and took refuge with the, neighbouring Polygars of. 

r '° Nattqm ; Moodemiah and Nabi Cawn Catteck, retired from Tini- 
velly to the Polygar of Nellitangaville, better known by the name 
ofPulitaver. All the three only waited Tqi\- the- departure of the 
-..Englifh troops, tp difpute the dominion with Maphuze Cawn, when 
left to .Ijimfelf. ' - 

Among# .other alienations, Moodqmiah had fold to the king of 
Travancore, a range of dift riels extending thirty miles from Calacad 
.to Cape Comorin; and lying at the foot of the mountains which fe~ 
parate Travancore from Tinivelly. The fort of-Calacad with feve- 
fral others of lefs defence were fold with the diftridts. -The kingdom 
.of Travancore is the mod fouthern divifion of the Malabar coaft,' 
ending .on that ,fide, as Tinivelly on the eaftern, at .Cape Comorin. 

It was formerly.of fmall extent, and paid tribute to Madura ; but the 
prefent king, through a variety of fuccefles, fome of which had been 
gained again# the Dutch, had added to his dominion, all the country 
as far as the boundaries of Cochin; fo that it now extended' 120 
miles along the fea, and inland as far as the mountains leave any 
thing worth conquering. With the affi fiance of a French officer, * 
named Launoy, the king had difeiplined, in the method of European" 
infantry, a body of 10,000 Naires: the people of this denomination,^ ■> 
are by birth the military tribe of the Malabar coafl, and affert in their 1 ' 
own country even prouder pre-eminences than the Rajpoots, who in 
other .parts .of India are likewife born with the fame diflindlion. Be- 
fides thefe Naires, the king maintained 20,000 other foot, of various 
arms; but had very few horfe, becaufe little advantage. can be derived 
. - from their fervice in his country, which is every where either covered 
with hills, or interfered by rivers. The diflridls which the king had 
purchafed of Moodemiah, were maintained by about 2000 of his irre- 
gular foot, who .having no enemies to oppofe, were. Efficient for the 
common guards and military attendance, which in Indoflan always fup- 
poFt the authority of the government in the colledlion of the revenues. 
But thefe troops on the.arrival of the army with colonel Heron at Ti- 
nivelly, were fo terrified by the reports of their exploits, and efpecially 
by the fanguinary example in their neighbourhood, at the facking of 
Ncllicotah, that they abandoned not only their diflridls, but the fort 
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of Calacad UkcwUc, which were (Lon after taken pofleffion of by a \y 
detachment of 300 horfe and 500 foot, fent by Maphuze Khan from ^ 
Tinivelly. As (oon as the Engliih tioops retired fiom before Nelli- 
tangaville, and it was known that they were recalled to Tritchino- 
polj , Moodcmuh went to Travancore in order to encourage the king 
to recover the diftrifts which his troops had abandoned ; at the (ame 
time the Pulitaver, betides letting loofc his Collerics to plunder, 
formed a camp ready to move and join the Travancore^ as foon as 
they fhould arrive. Maphuze Khan received intelligence of thefc 
(chcmes and preparations, on his return from Nattam and Aladura, 
and immediately proceeded to Tinivelly. 

Befules the 1000 Sepoys belonging to the Company which were 
Jeff with him by colonel Heron, he received 600 more, raifed and 
fent to him by the Nabob; but theic were in no rcfjicft equal to the 
company’s, who had been trained in the campaigns of Tritchinopoly;. 
and Maphuze Khan himfclf, having no military ideas, excepting 
that of levying troops, had augmented the force he brought with him 
from the Carnatic to 2500 liorfe, and 4.000 foot. Five hundred of 
the horfe, and a tlioufand of die foot, were left to defend the city of 
Madura and its dtftri&s; but the company's Sepoys proceeded with 
him to Tinivelly. Before he arrived there, Moodcmiah had returned 
with 2000 Naircs, and' the fame number of other foot, which the 
king of Travancore had entrufted to his command. They were 
joined by the forces of the Pulitaver near Calacad; where the tioops 
Rationed by Maphuze Khan in the(e parts, aflcmbled, gave battle, 
and were routed : three hundred of the Nabob’s Sepoys weie in thp 
aflion, who, to lighten their flight, threw away their muikets, which 
were collefted by the Pulitaver’s people, and regarded by them as a 
’very valuable prize. Immediately after this fuccefs, the enemy in- 
veiled the fugitives in the fort of Calacad ; but before they could re- 
duce it, the troops of Travancore returned home, pretending they 
were recalled by the emergency of (ome difturbances in their own 
country; however it is more probable, that they letreated from the 
dread of encountering thi? army, and more efpecially, the cavalry of 
Maphuze Khan, which were approaching. Moodemiah went with 
'them, and the Pulitaver retired to his fort and woods, againft which 
F f f Maphuze 
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1755. Maphuze IChan proceeded, and encamped near the forty which 
could not take ; but in this fituation reprefted the incurfion of the F 
N _ taver’s Collerics into the diftridls of Tinivelly, and content with 
advantage, gave out with often tat ion that he had fettled the couu 
Thefe vaunts were foon contradicted. In the month of Septem 
Moodemiah returned from Travancore, with a larger body of tro 
and again defeated thofe of CaJacad, who in this battle fuffered ir 
than in the former; for 200 of their horfeand 500 Sepoys were in 
prifoners; and, what aggravated the lol's, it was the time of han 
when the rents are collected, of which the Travancores took pol 
lion, and maintained their ground. Maphuze Khan, ne\ erthelefs, c 
tinued before the Pulitaver’s place; whole troops in the month of . 
vember, cut off a detachment of two companies of Sepoys which 
"been fent to' effort 'provifions; they were of thofe belonging to 
company, and the commanders of both were killed. No other rr 
tary events of any confequence happened in thefe parts during 
left of the year. 

The redudtion and maintenance of Madura and Tinivelly, w 
not the only interefts in the ffuthern countries, which perplexed, 

1 occupied the attention of the Englilh prelidency. In the montl 
June, they were furprized by a quarrel between their own allies 
king of Tanjore and the I^olygar Tondiman, which had proceeds 
hoftilities, befoieany fufpicions were entertained of the animolity. 
_ was obvious that this quarrel, if not timely reconciled, would prod 
the defection of one or other of them to the Nabob’s enemies^ 1 
prefidency, therefore, immediately ordered them, in perempt 
terms, to ceafe all military operations ; proffering, however, tl 
mediation ; and ordered captain Calliaud to enquire into the cat 
of the dilpute ; who after two journies to Tanjore, and ffveral ci 
ferences with the king, with Monac-gee, and with Tondima 
brother, could only colledl the following jobffure account of it ; 
averfe were all parties to tell the truth. In the year 1 749, the ki 
lent Monac-gee to attack Ai andanghi, a fort of ftrength and nc 
belonging to the leffer Moravar, Monac-gee finding his own fo; 
infufficient, afked afliftance of Tondiman, who ftipulated in retu: 
the ceflion of Kelli-nelli-cotah and its diftrifb, valued at 300,0 
6 rup< 
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rupees a year. Arandangln was reduced, Tondirnan took poffefliou of j j 
the diftrifts, ami prefled Monac-gcc for the patents of ccffion under the v ' 
king’s feal; but the king diCivowed die aft of his general; on which 
Monac-gcc purloined the ufc of the feal, and delivered the patents thus 
apparently authenticated, according to his promife. Towards the end 
of 1749, Tanjorc, as we have feeu, was invaded by Mur^afa-jing and 
ChundaCiheb: the fubfcqucnt wars fufpeuded the difputc between the 
king aud the Poljgar, whdft the common danger continued ; but that 
patted, the broil was at tins time renewed with inveteracy. Monac- 
gcc, having when difgraccd in 1753 taken refuge with Tondimait, 
fbll bore Ijim good will; working on which, and the king’s timidity, 
captain Calliaud flopped the hoflihties which were begun, and pic- 
vented the renew al of them until the end of September ; when the 
king grown impatient, peremptorily ordered Monac-gcc to march: at 
the fame time, Tomliman could not be induced to make any ftep to- 
wards an accommodation, but faid he fhould defend himfclf. On this, 
Calliaud made picparationsntTritchinopoly, as if he intended to take 
the field ngaiufl both, which flopped the progreft of the Tanjorincs 
for feme dajs more, when they moved again; but Monac-gcc having,' 
by the king’s order, demanded affiftancc from the little Moravar, con- 
trived to make him withhold his troops; by w hich, with the pretences 
of want of money, and the fear of Calliaud, he protrafted his inac- 
tivity until the end of December, and then returned to Tanjorc, 
without having done Tondiman any harm. 

In the Carnatic, no eveuu tending to hoftilitics between the go- 
vernments of Madrafs and Pondicherry happened daring the reft of 
the year after the French troop3 retreated from before Arielorc; but 
n tedious and intricate controvcrly was maintained between them 
concerning fomc diftrifts in the neighbourhood ofCarangoIy and 
Outramalorc, which the French had takcu pofleffiou of, without any 
jight they could prove. The difputc, however, after fome fharp / , 

altercations, was fettled by an ngi cement to divide the contcfted | 
diftrifts equally between the two nations.' ’ 

The French co/nmiflary, Mr. Godehcu, had continued Mr. Bufly 
in the management of affairs in the northern parts of the. Decan, with 
the fame authorities as had been given to him by Mr. Dupleix: Mr, 

Bufiy remained in the ceddd provinces from bis arrival at Mafuli- * 
n* er « ....... 
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55. patnam in July 1754, to the end of that year, continually employed 
in fettling the government, and often either marching in perfon, or 
fending detachments to collcdt the revenues from the Polygars or 
chiefs of the woodland countries, who, trading to their wilds and 
fadnefles, never pay but at the point of the fword. In the beginning 
©f the year 1755, he returned to Hyderabad, where he found Sala- 
'bad-jing ready to proceed with all his forces againd the kingdom of 
Myfore, in order to collect a long arrear of tribute, which, he pre- 
tended, was owing from this country to the Mogul government. The 
French company was by treaty in alliance with the regent of M)fore ? . 
who well deferved their fervices, in return for the expellees he had 
incurred in affiding ‘them during the war of Tritchinopoly. On the 
other hand; the French troops with Mr. Bully were obliged to aflid 
Salabad-jing againfl any powers whom he might think proper to 
treat as enemies ; for it was on this condition, without any exception 
of the Myforeans, that he had given the northern maritime provinces 
to the French company. In this perplexity, Mr. Bully refolved to 
diflrefs the Myforeans as -little as poffible by military operations, and 
'to ufe his bed endeavours to reconcile their differences with the 
Soubah. But when his army entered their country, Mr. Bully, con- 
trary to his inclination, was obliged to co-operate in the reduction of 
feveral forts; although he all the while correlponded with the mini- 
dry of Myfore, recommending terms of accommodation. The regent 
was dill before Tritchinopoly, and the minidry fufpecting that any 
manifeftation of eagernefs to make peace, would induce more impe- 
rious conditions, fhut themfelves up with the bed of their forces, and 
feemed determined tofudain afiege in the capital of Seringapatnam. 
But an unexpefled event, of which Mr. Bully took advantage, foon 
made them change this refolution ; for-Balagerow, at this very-time; 
Was advancing from Poni with a great army of Morattoes, in order to 
levy contributions in the country of Myfore; and the minidry judg- 
ing it better to pay one, than fight two enemies, followed Mr. Bully’s 
advice, and invited Salabad-jing to come and encamp his whole army- 
under the walls of Seringapatnam; acknowledging his authority, and 
confenting to pay on account of the arrears due to the.Mogul govern- 
ment, five millions and two hundred thoufand rupees. At the fame 

- . time, 
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time, Mr BufT ynegociated w ith Balagerow , to difluade him from ra- 
vaging the My fore country , who finding he could not profecute his k 
intentions vv ithout incurring the hodihttes of Salobad jing, and per- 
haps gratified bv a part of the contributions levied, returned quietly 
to Pom balabad jtng quitted Scnngapatnam in April, and m his 
return to Hyderabad exa&cd the fubmilfions and levied the tributes 
duc-fiom fcveral Pol) gars of \ lznporc The army arrived at Hy- 
derabad m the beginning of Julv, and were not employed in any 
other military operations during the remainder of the year 
The EngU(h.fquadron found no enemies to encounter, nor any other 
occafionofadhvcfcrviccon thccoaft of Coromandel fince tlieir return 
from Bombay in the month of January % but it may be fuppoled that 
their appearance aned the government of Pom! j cherry, and contri- 
buted not a little to produce that moderation which prevailed in the 
Trench couucils aftci the conclufiop-of the conditional treatv They 
camo from Tort St David to M’adrafs m t[iecnd of July, and departed 
from thence on the loth of Oftobp*, m order to a>o d the northern 
monloon On the 10th of November, they arriv ed at Bqmbay, where 
they found fcycral of the company s flups lately arrived from Eng-/ 
land,, with a confidcrable number of troops, lent with an intention to 
be cmpIo)ed op a Ipecial expedition profiled in Londojj 

The Eaft-India company, vvlnlft unceitam of the event of the nc- 
gociation in India, received advices of the acquifitions jVyhich Mr 
Bully had obtained from Sxlab ul jtng , and concluding, y cry juftly tliat 
ncgocutioiu alone would not induce the Trench to quit fuch great 
idvantagcs, they determined finke at their pow er m the northern 
, parts of the Dvcajt by more c{TccKul_means Auiengabad, the ca- 
pital of this divifion of the Mogul empire, lies no more titan one 
hundred and fifty codes wed of Bombay, and the country of the Mo- 
xattocs between both a friendly intcrcourlc had for fomc time been 
kept up by the prefidency of Bombay v\ ith the Saha R aph , and 
from the frequent holhlitics which lnd been earned on by his gene- 
ral Balagerow agamft Salabad jing, it was imagined that the Mo- 
rattoes might be ren 1 red very mftrumental in removing the Trench

•march againft Salabad-jing, who it was hoped would be fo much, 
alarmed by this meafure as to confent to difmifs the French troops 
from his fervice, on condition that the Engli/h retired from the ban- 
ners of the Morattoes : and if he perfifted in his attachment to the 
French, it was determined to weary him into a compliance by vigo- 
•rous hoftilities, in conjunflion with the Morattoes. 

This enterprise required a commander of much experience in the 
.military and political fyflems of the country ; and captain .Clive, who 
was at this time preparing to return to India, offered to conduct it: the 
company had rewarded the fervices which this officer had already ren- 
dered, by appointing him governor of Fort -St. David, and by obtain- 
ing for him a commiffionjof Jieu ten ant-colonel in the king’s fervice ; 
but from that dependence on the miniftry to which their affairs will 
always be fubjedl, whilft engaged in military operations, tlie court of 
-directors, in compliance with very powerful* recommendations, ap- 
pointed lieutenant-colonel Scot to command the expedition. This of- 
ficer went to India in the preceding year, in the poll: of engineer-ge- 
neral, of all their fettlements, but died foon after his arrival at Madrafs. 
The company, however, for fear that this or any other accident might 
prevent him from undertaking the expedition, defired colonel Clive to 
proceed to-Bombay before he went to the coafl of Coromandel, that if 
neceffary he might be 'ready to fupply colonel Scot’s place. The troops 
fent from England for this fervice were three companies of the king’s 
artillery, each of roo men, and 300 recruits; who arrived at Bombay 
in the end of October ; where colonel Clive finding that colonel Scot 
was dead, propofed to the prefidency to undertake the plan recom- 
mended to them ; but they, pofleffed by too much caution, imagined 
that it could not'be carried into execution without infringing the con- 
vention made byMeffrs. Saunders and Godeheu; this judgment, how- 
ever, had no foundation either in the truce, or in the" conditional 
treaty, in which all mention, both of Salabad-jing and of the French 
? troops in his fervice, feemed to have been fludioufly avoided. The 
r court of directors had explained their whole plan to the prefidency of 
\ Madrafs ; but the fhip which had the letters on board was unfortu- 
nately wrecked on a rock lying eight hundred miles to the eafr of the 
Cape of Good Hope, within fight of the continent of Africa; and the 

pre- 
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prcfulcncy of Bombay not providing forfuch an accident, but fearful 
that the letters they might write on this fubjeft would be intercepted 
by the French, contented ihcrafclvcs with only fending to Madrafs 
advices of the arrival of colonel Clive with the troops, without ex- 
plaining their deftination ; however, (lender as this information was, 
It ferved. tofuggefk to fomc members of the council the whole extent 
of the company's intentions; in confluence of which they formed 
a plan for the conduct of it, w hich they recommended in the (1 rouge ft: 
terms to the prtfidcnc) of Bombay; but before thefe letters arrived, 
that prcfulcncy had taken the rclblution of employing all their force, 
in conjunction with Mr. Wjtibn’s fijuadron, againft another enemy, 
who had long been formidable to the Englifti commerce on that fide 
of India* 

The Malabar coaft, from cape Comorin to Surat, is interfered by 
a great number of rivers, which dilcmboguc into tile (ca; it appears’ 
that from the carhcft antiquity the inhabitants have hail a ftrong pro- 
penfity to piracy, and at this day all the different principalities on the 
coaft: employ vcftcls to cruize upon thole of all other nations which 
they can overjiou cr. The Mogul empire, when it firft: extended its 
dominion to the fca In the northern parts of this coaft, appointed an 
admiral called the Sidcc, with a fleet to proteft the veflcls of their 
Mahometan fubjefls trading to the gulphs of Arabia and Perfia, from 
the Malabar pirates, as well as from the Portugueze. The Moratlocs 
were at thattimcinpoflc/fionof (cvcral forts between Goa and Bom- 
ba), and finding thcmfclvcs interrupted in their piracies b\ the Mo- 
gul's admiral, they made war againft him by fca and land. In this war 
one Conagee Angria raifed himfclf Irom a private man to be com- 
mander in chief of tKc'Morattoc fleet, and was entrufted with the go- 
vernment of Sftcrndroog, one of their ftrongeft forts, built uponafmall 
jocky HI and which lies about eight miles to the north of Dabul, and 
within cannon (hot of the continent: here Conagee revolted againft: 
^.thejSaha Rajah, or king of the Morattocs, and having reduced part of’* 
the fleet to follow his fortune, he with them took and deftro) cd the reft. 
The Saha Rajah endeavoured to reduce him to obedience by building 
three forts upon the main land, within point blank ihot of Severn- 
droog; but Conagee took thefe forts likewife, and in a few jears got 
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?5^. : p'offelfion’Qf all the fea coaft, from Tamanah>to*Bancoote, extending 
f 120 miles, together with the inland country as far back as the moua- 
'■ tains, which in lome f places are thirty, in 'others -twenty miles from the 
fea. His fucceffors, who-haveall borne the name of Angria, ftrength* 
ened themfelves continually, infomuch that the Morattoes having no 
hopes of reducing them, agreed to a, peace, on condition that Angria 
ihould acknowledge thefovereigntyof the Saha Rajah, by paying him a 
fmall annual tribute; but they neverthelels retained a ft long animofity 
againft him, and determined to avail themfelves of .any favouiable 
opportunity to recover the territories he had wrefted from them. " 

In the mean time -the piracies which ^.ngria exercifed upon ffiips 
of all nations indifferently, who did not purchafe his paffes, rendered 
him every day more and more powerful. The land and fea breezes 
on this coaft, as well as on that of Coromandel, blow alternately in the 
twenty-four hours, and divide the day ; fo that veffels failing along 
.the coaft are obliged tokeep'in fight of land, fince the land-winds do 
not reach more than forty miles out to tea : there was not a creek, 
bay, haibour, or mouth of a river along the coaft of his dominions, 
in which he had not eredled foi tifications and marine receptacles, to 
ferve both as a ftation of difcovery, and as a place of refuge to his 
veffels ; hence it was as difficult to avoid the encounter of them, as 
to take them. _ His fleet confifted of grabs and galivats, veffels pe- 
culiar to the Malabar coaft. The grabs have rarely more than two 
mails, although fome have three; thofe of three are about 300 tons 
burthen ; but the others are not more than 1 50 : they are built 
to draw very little water, being very broad in proportion to their 
length, narrowing however from the middle 1 to the end, where in- 
stead of bows they have a prow, projecting like that of a Medi- 
tenaneaa galley, ,and covered with a ftrong deck level with the 
main deck of the veffel, from which, however, it is feparated by a 
bulk head which terminates the forecaftle: as this conftiuction fub- 
jects the grab to pitch violently when failing again!]: a head fea, ‘the 
deck of the prow is not enclofed, with fides as the reft of the veffel is, 
but remains bare, that the water which daffies upon it may pals off 
without interruption,: on. the main deck under the forecaftle are moun- 
ted two pieces of cannon of nine or twelve pounders, which point for- 
wards 
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\vards through the port holes cut in the hulk head, and fire over the 
prow ; the camion of the bioadikle are from fix to nine pounders. 
The gallivats are lajgc row-boats bufJt like the grab, but of finaller 
dimenfions, the Iargcft rarefy exceeding 70 tons : they have two marts, 
of which the mizen is very flight; the main mart bears onfy one fail, 
which is triangular and very large, the peak of it when hoirted being 
much higher than the mart itfclf. In general the gallivats are co- 
vered with a fpar deck, made for lightnefs of bamboes fplit, and thefe 
carry onfy pettcrarocs, which arc fixed on fwivds in the gunnel of the 
veflel; but thofc of the largcft fize have a fixed deck on which they 
' mount fix or eight pieces of cannon, from two to four pounders : they 
bav c forty or fifty rtout oars, and may be rowed four miles an hour. 

Eight or ten grabs, and forty or fifty gallivats, crowded with men, 
generally compofed Angria’s principal fleet dertined to attack lhips 
of force or burthen. The veflel no fooner came in’fight of the port 
or bay where the fleet was lying, than they flipped their cables and 
put out to tea : if the wind blew, their conrtruflion enabled them to 
fail almoft as fart as the wind ; and if it was calm, the gallivats low- 
ing towed the grabs :• when within cannon fhot of the chace they 
generally altembled in her ftern, and the grabs attacked her at a dis- 
tance with their prow guns, firing firft only at the marts, and taking * 
aim when the three marts of the veflel jurt opened. all together to 
their view ; by which means the fliot would probably rtrike one or 
other of the thicc. As loon as the chace was difmarted, they carno 
nearer and battered her on all Tides until fhc rtiuck; and if the de- 
fence was obrtmate, they lent a number of gallivats with two or three 
hundred men in each, who boarded rtvord in hand from all quarters 
in the fame inrtant. 

It U'as now fifty yeats that this hacLxcudercd itfelf— 

^formidable to the trad ing.fhip$_of all. the . Eu ropean nations in India, 
and the Englifli Eart-India company had kept up a manne.foice.at. 
the annual expence of fifty thouland pounds to protect their own 
! fhips, as well as thofe belonging to^ie merchants ertablifhed in their 
\ colonies ; for as no veflel could with" prudence venture fingly to pafs 
i by, Angria’s dominioiis, the trade was convoked at particular times 
up and down the fea coarts, by.tjie company's armed veflels. But as 
Ggg ^ ‘tins 
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6 . this force confuted only of four grabs, two of which, however, mount- 
cd twenty guns, and fix gallivats, it was deemed capable of nothing 
more than to protect the trade-; and indeed it (carcely ever did any 
mifehief to the enemy, who failing much better than the Bombay 
fleet, never fought them longer than they thought proper : in the 
mean time, Angria feldom failed to take fuch (hips as ventured to fail 
without company along his coafh About twenty-eight years ago 
they took the Darby, a (hip belonging to the company, richly laden 
from England, and more lately a three maft grab of the Bombay 
fleet : they likewife took a forty gun fhip belonging to the French 
company; and in February, 1754, they overpowered three Dutch 
fliips, of 50, 36, and 18, guns, which were failing together, burning 
the two largeff, and taking the other. In 1722, commodore Mat- 
thews with a fquadron of three fhips of the line, in conjunction with 
a Portugueze army from Goa, attacked one of their forts called Coil- 
abby, but by the' cowardice of the Portugueze the attempt proved 
uafuccefsful : and two years after that expedition, the Dutch with 
equal ill fuccefs attacked Gheria with (even (hips, two bomb veflels, 
and a body of land forces. From this time his forts were deemed im- 
pregnable, as his fleet was with reufon efteemed' formidable. Elated 
by his conftant good fortune, the pirate threw off his allegiance to the 
Morattoes: it is laid that he cut off the nofes of their ambafladors who 
came to demand the tribute he had agreed to pay to the Saha Rajah; 
The Morattoes who were in pofleffion of the main land oppofite to 
Bombay, had feveral tiroes made propofals to the Englifh government' 

; in the ifland, to attack this common enemy with their united forces,, 
but it was not before the beginning of the prefect year that both par- 
i ties happened to be ready at. the fame time to undertake fuch an ex-- 
pedition. • The prfefidency then made a treaty with Rama-gee Punt,, 
the Saha Rajah’s general' in thefe parts-, and agreed' to aflifl the Mo- 
rattoes with their marine force in reducing, Severndfoog, Bancoote,. 
and fome others of Angria’s forts, which lie near to Choul, a harbour 
and fortified city belonging to the Morattoes. Accordingly commodore 
James, the commander iii chief of the company’s marine force in India, - 
failed on the 22d of March in the Proteblor of 44 guns, with -a ketch 
of 16 guns, and two bomb veflels ; 'but fuch was the exaggerated; 

, _ opinion- 
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opinion of Angria’s ftroug holds* that the prcfulency inftruclcd him 
not to cxpofc the company’s vcflcls to any rilque by attacking them, 
but only to blockade the harbours whilft the Morattoc army earned 
on their operations hv land. Three days after the Morattoc fleet, 
conlifling of feven grabs and lixty gallivats, came out of Choul, having 
on hoard 10,000 land forces, and the fleets united proceeded to Co- 
mara-bay, where they anchored in order to permit the Mo rat toes to 
get their meal on fhorc, fincc they arc prohibited by their religion fjom 
eating or wafhing at lea. Dcpaiting from hence they anchored again 
about fifteen miles to the north of Set ertidroog, when Rama-gee 
Punt with the troops dillmbarkcd in order to proceed the reft of the 
way by land : commodore James now receiving intelligence that the 
enemy’s fleet lay at anchor in the harbour of Severndroog, reprefented 
to the admiral of the Morattoc fleet, that by proceeding immediately 
thither they might come upon them in the night, and lb effcftually 
blockade them in the haibobr that few or none would be able to efcapc. 
The Morattoc leaned highly to approve the propofu!, but had not 
authority enough over his officers to make any of them Air before 
the morning, when the enemy difeovering them under fail, imme- 
diately flipped their cables and put to fca. The commodore then 
flung out the figual for a general chafe ; but as little regard was paid 
to this as to his former intention ; for although the veficls of the Mo- 
rattocs had hitherto faded better than the Englilh, fuchvvas their ter- 
ror of Angria’s fleet, that they all kept behind, and fullered the Pro- 
testor to proceed alone almoft out of their light. The enemy on the 
other hand exerted thcmfclvcswith uncommon induftry, flinging over- 
boat d all their lumber to lighten their veflcls, not only crowding all the 
Jails they could bend, but alfb hanging up their garments, and even 
their turbans, to catch cvciy breath of air. The Prote&or, how- 
ever, came within gun-fliot of fomc of the flernmoft, but the evening 
approaching, commodore James gave oyer thethace, ,and returned 
to Severndroog, which he had pafled feveral miles. Here he found 
Rama-gee Punt With the army bcfieging, a? they faid, the three forts 
on the main land; but they were firing only from one gun, a four 
pounder, at the diftancc of two miles, and e\ en at this diflance the 
troops did not think thcmfclvcs fafe without digging pits, in which 
, G g g" 2 they 
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they flickered themfclvc:; covert-d up to the chin from the enemy 
fire. The commodore judging ftom theie operation:;, tint they 
would never take the torts, determined lo exceed the tniiructiona 
which he had received from the prchdency, rather than expolu the 
Englilh arms to the disgrace they would (inter, it an expedition in 
which they were believed l>v Anuria to have taken lo trrc.it a iharc, 
iliould milcarry. The next day, the ad oi April, he began to can- 
nonade and bombard the fort of Severndrcog, (kuaiul on the bland; 
but finding that the wall; on the wellern fuL* which he attacked, were 
raollly cut out of the lid id rock, lie changed his llation to tile north- 
cafl: between the illand ami the main ; where whilfc one of his broad- 
iklcs plied the north-eatt buiVion.; of this fort, the other fired on fort 
Goa, the large ft of thole upon the main land. The bullion; of Se- 
verndroog, however, were fo high, that the Protcclor could only 
point her upper tier at them ; but being anchored within a hundred 
yards, the rauiketryin the round tops drove the cueim from their guns, 
and by noon the parapet of the north-call bullion was in ruins ; when 
afhell from one of the bomb vclfels let fire to a thatched houle, which 
the garrilba, dreading the Protector’s mu lice try, were afraid to cx- 
tinguifh : the blaze fpreuding fiercely at this dry icalbu of the year,, 
all the buildings of the fort were foon in (lames, and amongfl them a 
magazine of powder blew up. On this dil after the inhabitants, men, 
women and children, with the grcatefl part of the garrilba, in all 
near.iooo perfons,. ran out of the fort, and embarking in Even or 
eight large-boats, attempted to make their efcape to fort Goa ; hut- 
they wepe prevented by the Englifh ketches, who took them all. The 
Prote&or now dire&ed her lire only againft fort Goa ; where the 
enemy, after differing a Eve re cannonade, hung out a flag as a lignul 
of lur render ; but whilft the Morattoes were marching to take 
poffeflion. of it,, the governor perceiving that the commodore had. 
hot yet taken poffeflioti of Severndroog, got into a boat with fome-' 
of his mod' trufty men,', and croffedover to the ifland, hoping to be- 
able to maintain the fort until he Ihoukl receive afliftaace from Dabul,. 
which is-in. light of it; Upon this the Proteftor renewed her fire -upon 
Severndroog, and the commodore finding that the governor wanted to • 
protrabl the defence. until night, .when it was hot to be doubted that: 
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feme boats from Dabul would endeavour to throw fuccours into the 17 
place, he landed half his fcamcn, under cover of the lire of the ' — * 
Ihips, who with great intrepidity fan up to the gate, and cutting 
dou n the filly port with their axes, forced their way into it ; on 
which the garrifon furrcndcrcd : the other two forts on the main 
land had by this time hung out flags of truce, and the Morattocs 
took pofleffion of them. This was all the work of one day, in which 
the fpirited rdolutloii of commodore James deflroyed the timorous 
prejudices which had for twenty years been entertained of the im- 
pradlicability of reducing any of Angria’s fortified harbours. 

O11 the 8th of April, the fleet and army proceeded to Bancoote, a 
fortified ifland which commands a harbour lying about fix. miles to the 
north of Severndroog. The place, terrified by the fate ofScvcrndroog, 
furrcndcrcd on the firft Summons, and the Morattocs contented that ' 
the company fliould keep ir. It is now called fort Viftoria, and the 
country about it being fubjeft to the Sidcc, is inhabited by Mahomc- 
dans, who contribute to fupply Bombay with beeves, which it is very 
difficult to procure in other parts of the coaft, as they afe under the ju- 
nltli< 51 ioii of princes of the ftritfcft cart of the Indian religion, who 
worfifip the cowhand regard the killing of that animal as the greateft 
of crimes. 

Rama-gee Punt was fo elated by thefe fucccflcs, that lie offered 
commodore James 200,000 rupees if he would immediately proceed 
againft Dabul, and fijmc other of tho enemy’s forts, a little to the 
louthward' of that place ; and certainly this was the time to attack 
them, during the conftcrnation into which the enemy were thrown by 
the Ioffes they lud jufl fuftuined. But the fiormy monfoon, which on 
this coaft fets in at the end of April, was approaching, and the com- 
modore having already exceeded his order*, would not vcutuie tO) 
comply with the Morattce’s requeft w ithout permiffion from Bombay: 
however, in order to obtain it as expeditioufly as pofliblc, he failed 
away thither in the Piotc&or ; but found the prcfidency, notwith- 
ftanding the unexpc&cd fucceffes of their arms, ftill poflfefled by their 
ancient fplrit of caution, and fb follicitousifor the fate of one of their’ 
bomb ketches, a heavy fiat bottomed boat incapable of keeping the 
lea in tempeftuous weather, that they ordered him to bring. back the 
fleet into haibour without delay. Accordingly on the nth he de- 
livered- 
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6. livered the forts of Severndroog to the Morattoes, frriking the Eng- 
—» lifli flag, which for the honour of their arms he had hitherto caufcc! 
to be hoifted in them ; and on the 1 5th failed away with his fliips to 
Bombay : the Morattoc fleet at the fame time returned to Choul. 

The fquadron under the command of Mr. Watfon arrived at Bom- 
bay in 'the November following, and the fair feafon being now re- 
turned, the preiidency with the Morattoes renewed their intentions of 
attacking Angria; Mr. Watfon readily confenting to affifl them with the 
force under his command. It was determined, if practicable, to ftrike 
at once at the root of Angria’s power, by attacking Gheria, the capital 
of his dominions, and the principal harbour and arfenal of his marine 
force : but it was fo long lince any Englifhman had feen this place, 
that tiufting to the report of the natives, they believed it to be at leaf; 
as jftrong as Gibraltar, and like that fituated on a mountain inaccef- 
Able from the fea ; for this reafon it was refolved to fend veffels to 
reconnoitre it, which fervice commodore James, in the Protector, 
with two other fhips, performed. He found the enemy’s fleet at an- 
chor in the harbour, notwithftanding which he approached within 
cannon fhot of the fort, and having attentively confidered it, returned 
at the end of December to Bombay, and deferibed the place, fuch as 
it really was, very ftrong indeed, but far from being inacceflible or 
impregnable^ 

Upon his reprefentation, it was refolved to profecute the expedi- 
tion with vigour. The Morattoearmy under the command ofRama- 
gee Punt, marched from Choul, and the twenty gun fhip, with the 
{loop of Mr. Watfon’s fquadron, were fent forward to blockade the 
harbour, where they were foon after joined by commodore James, in 
the Prote&or, and another fhip, which was of 20 guns, belonging to 
the company. On the 1 ith of February the admiral, with the red of 
the fhips arrived. The whole fleet now united, confided of four fhips 
of the line, of 70, 64, 60, and 50 guns, one of 44, three of 20, a grab 
of 12, and five bomb ketches, in all fourteen veffels. Befides the fea- 
men, they had on board a battalion of 800 Europeans with 1000 
Sepoys under the command of lieutenant-colonel Clive. 

The famous fortrefs of Gheria Js. fituated on a promontory of rocky 
land about a mile long and a quarter broad, lying about a mife from 

the 
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* the entrance of a large harbour, which forms the mouth of a river i ; 
defeending from the Balagat mountains. The promontory projefts 

* to the /buth-weft, on the right of the harbour as you enter ; it is on 
the fidcs contiguous to the water inclofed by a continued rock about 
lifty feet high, on which are built the fortifications. Thefe are a double 
Wall with round towers, the inward wall riling feveral feet above the 
outward. The neck of land by which the promontory joins to the 
continent, is* a narrow land, beyond which, where the giound begins, 
to expand itfelf, is burlt a large open town or pettah , for the habita- 
tion offuch perfons whole attendance is not conllantly required in the 
for t. The river direfling its courfc to the fouth- well walhes the north 
Tides of the town, of the neck of land, and of the promontory ; on the 
neck of land are the d<5cks in which the grabs are burlt and repaired, 
from whence they are launched into the river : ten of them, amongft 
which was that taken from the company, were now lying in the 
river, all tied together, almoft oppofite to the docks, 

_ Angria, on the appearance of the fleet, was fo terrified that he left 
his town to be defended by his brother, and went and put himfelf into 
the hands of the Morattoes, who havipg crofted the river at lome 
diftance from the fea, were already encamped to the eafhvard of the 

* pettah. Here he endeavoured to prevail on Rama-gee Punt to accept 
of a ran lb m for his fort, offering a large fum of money if he would 

. divert the ftorm that was ready to break upon him: but the Morat- 
toe availing himfelf of his fears, kept him a prifoner, and extorted 
from him -an order, direfling his brother to deliver the fortrels to 
the Morattoes, intending if he could get pdileftion of it in this clan- 
deftine manner, to exclude his allies the Englilh from any lhare of 
the plunder. 

The admiral receiving intelligence of thefe proceedings, fent a fum- 
mons to tlie fort on the morning after his arrival, and receiving no 
anfwer, ordered the fbips to weigh in the afternoon as (bon as the 
fca-wind fet.in: they proceeded in two divifions, parallel to each, 
other, the larger! covering the bomb ketches and /mailer veffels from 
the file of the fort: as (bon as they had palled the point of the pro- 
montory, they flood into the river, and anchoring along the north fide 
of the, fortifications, began, at the diftance of' fifty yards, to batter 

them. 
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them with 150 pieces uf cannon; the bomb ketches at the fame time 
plied their mortars, and within ten minutes after the firing begin, a 
ihell fell into one of Angina's grabs, which let her on lire; the re it J 
being fattened together with her, foon (hared the fame fate, and in 
Id's than air hour this licet, winch had for Jiftv veais been tile terror 
of the iS lalabar coafr, w<ss utterly deilroyed. In. the mean time the 
cannonade and homhaulmcnt continued furiouflv, and lilenccd the 
enemy’s fire; but the governor, however, did not furrcwler when the 
nischt let in. Intelligence being received from a deiertcr that he in- 
•tended to give up the place the next day to the Mm utters, colonel 
Clive landed with tire troops; and in order to prevent the Morattoes 
from carrying their ichenre into execution, took up his ground be- 
tween them and the fort. Early in the mo firing the admiral fum- 
nroned clrc place again, declaring that he would renew the attack, artel 
give no quarter if it was not delivered up to him in an hour: in an- 
swer to which the governor deiired a collation of hoflilitics until the 
next morning, alledging drat he only waited for orders from Angria 
to comply with the fummons. The cannonade was therefore renewed 
at four in the afternoon ; and in lefs than half an hour the garrifon 
hung out a flag of truce, but neverthelefs they did not ftrike their 
colours, nor content to admit the Englillr troops; the ihips thcrcfoic 
repeated their lire with nrore vivacity than ever ; and tire garrifon, 
unable to Hand the fhock any longer, called out to the advanced guard . 
of the troops on fhore drat they were ready to iurrender : upon which 
lieutenant-colonel Clive immediately marched up, and took pofleliion 
of the fort. It was found that notwithstanding the cannonade, had de- 
dxoyed mod: of the artificial works upon which they fired, the rock 
remained a natural and almoft impregnable bulwark; fo that if the 
enemy had been endowed with courage fufficient to have maintained 
the place to extremity, it could only have been taken by regular ap- 
proaches on the land fide. There were found in it 200 pieces of can- 
non, fix brafs mortars, and a great quantity of ammunition, and mi- 
litary and naval bores of all kinds : the money and effects of other 
■kinds, amounted to 120,000 pounds flerling. All this booty was 
divided amongd: the captors, without any referve either for the 
• nation or the company. Befides the veffels which were fet on fire 
4 ' during 
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during the' attack, there were two fliips, one of them 40 guns, upon 175. 
the flocks, both of which the captors dertrojed. Whilft the fleet v — v- 
were employed in taking on hoard the plunder, the Morattocs font 
detachments to futnmou lcvcral other forts, which (urrcndcrcd with- 
out making any reflflance : thus in lets thau a month, thev got poA 1 
fcfiioti of all the territories wre fled from them by Angria’s predeceffors, , 
and which they had for feventy years detpaired of ever being able to J 
recover. In the beginning of April, the fleet returned to Hombuv, 
where Mr. Watfon repaired his Iquadrott, and lading from thence on 
the 28th of ApViI, arrived at Madrafi on the tath of Mav. 

The detachment lent from hence with the Nabob to collet the 
tributes from the no rthern Pol ) gars, made their prog re A without be- 
ing obliged to commit any hoflilities. About 50 miles to the north- 
ward of Madrafs, arc thcdiflrifts of three principal Pols gars, named, 
Hangar Yatcham, Damcrla Venkitapah, and Hoip-rawzc: the firfl; 
is in poflclfion of Cottapatnm, fituated on the fca fhorc, about 65 
miles north of Madrafs, and liis principal town VenkaU Glicrri is 
50 miles inland from the lea. The diftrifls of Damcj la Venkitapah 
extended to the north and well of Hangar Vatcham’s, but flrctch on 
the weflern fide more to the louth : weflward of thcle lye the dif- 
tnftsof Hom-ravvze, which extend ftill farther to the fouth, and ap- 
proach within 30 miles of the <jity of Arcor. All the three Poly gars 
confuted to acknowledge the Nabob, and compounded their tributes, j 
Hangar Yatcham agreeing to pa} 1 40,00 0 rupees, Daincrla_jfoo,ooo, j 
and Hom-rauzc 80,000. Thcle fums were not equal to the arrears 
they owed the government ; but w ere accepted, bccaufe it w ould have 
been imprudent to Have vexed them to defection, as the rocks and 
woods of their countries form an excellent barrier to the more fouth- 
ern parts of the Carnatic : and indeed the Nabob himfelf was very 
anxious to draw the army from their difiri&s, in order to employ it 
a^ainfl a feudatory of much greater conlequcncc. This was Mortiz- 
all}Vthe.Phoufilar of Vdorc, whole riches, extenfive territory, and 
the v icinity of his capital to Arcot, rendered him almoft as confulcrablc 
in the province as the Nabob himlclf : the jndepcndancc aflefled by 
this odious rival preyed upon the Nabob’s mind fo much, that. the 
prefidcncy, in compliance with his repeated and earned follicitations, 
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56. determined to give him the fatisfa&ion of attempting to reduce the 
y-j c ity of Velore. Accordingly the detachment returning to Arcot from 
the expedition againft the Polygars was reinforced with two hundred 
Europeans, two eighteen pounders, and feveral companies of Se- 
po}s: the whole now »nounting to 500 men in battalion, with 
1 500 Sepoys, encamped the 30th of January within cannon fhot to 
i the fouth of Velore. The Phoufdar having early intelligence of their 
approach, applied 'for affiftance to Mr. de Leyrit, the governor- of 
I ‘Pondicherry, who wrote to the piefidency of Madrafs, that he regard- 
ed their proceedings againft Velore, as a breach of the truce, and 
fhould commence hoftilities if the Englifh troops were not immedi- 
ately withdrawn ; as a proof of which intention, he ordered.709 Eu- 
ropeans, with 2000 Sepoys, to take the field : this vigorous refolution 
probably proceeded from his knowing that the Englifh fquadion were 
preparing for the expedition againft Angria, which would for fome 
months delay their return to the coaft of Coromandel. At the fame 
time that major Kilpatiick was alarmed by the approach of fuch an 
enemy in his xear, he found the place he’was come againft, much 
too ftrong to be reduced by the force under his command : Mortiz- 
ally likewife had his anxieties ; for next to the dread of 'being viga- 
roufly attacked, nothing was fo terrible to him as the necefiity of 
admitting a body of French troops into his fort; although to amufe 
the Englifh, he publickly declared that he fhould not hefitate to take 
this ftep if they commenced hoftilities. Both fides therefore, having 
cogent 1 eaibns tQ avoid them, a negociation was opened, and Mahomed 
IlToof went into Velore to fettle the terms. In the mean time, the 
Phoufdar’ s agent at Madiafs, finding the prefidency difconcerted by 
the refolution which the French hacf taken, made propofols in behalf 
of his mafter; and the prefidency deeming it impofiible to fubdue 
the place in the prefent conjuncture, determined to withdraw their 
ttoups and makepeace with him, provided he would pay the company 
100,000 rupees. In confequence of this refolution, a member of the 
council was deputed to Velore, who on his arrival at the camp, found 
that the Phoufdar had agreed to pay major Kilpatrick 4 00,000 ru- 
pees, if he would immediately retire with the army, and that he had 
already lent out fome fealed bags of money, which, as he faid, con- 
tained 
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tamed 20,000 rupees, in part of the fnm fhpulatcd. I’ut b\ this 17 
time the Plioqfilv's agent was returned from Madrafs to Velorc, 
having by fpme very unaccountable means obtained information of 
the vjholc e\tcnt of the deputy’s mftruftions ; this man now came 
to the camp, and told the deputy what he knew , adding that Ins 
mailer was reaih to jiaj the 100,000 rupees. In this dilemma the 
deputy thought heft, to deny the purport of his conimiflion, and to 
pretend that he was only lent fiom Madraft to receive the money, 
wind) had been pffered to major Kilpatrick ; and in order to per- 
plex the agetity he took the relolution of returning mm edtately to 
fitying that he fhould lca\e major Kilpatrick to fimfli his own 
work, and jf neceflary to commence hofhhties. This alarmed the 
lihoufihr not a little, and he immediately Cent meffengers to defire 
the Frentli troops tctadvance; but at the fame time lent his agent 
after tlie deputy to Arcot, definng a conference with him at Velore* 
and pioimfing, with much feemmg fubmiffion, to agree towhatfoever 
Enghlhjmight determine in regard to lus dilputc with the Nabob. 
Up^U this the deputy returned to the camp, and went into the town 
accompanied byiMahomcd Iflbof and two Enghfh officers. After a 
fumptuous dinner they retired with the Fhoufdar into a private room; 
jvho, inftead of making any overtures to pay the money which he had 
offered to major Kilpatuck,' denied that he had ever made fuch agree- 
ment 1 upon this Mahomed Ifioof, who had conducted that bufiuefs, 
related what ha^ paffed to which the Phoufdar with great coin- 
pplure replied, that all he afferted was a he. Mahomed Iflbof flatt- 
ing from his feat, clapped his hand to his dagger, the Phoufdar railed 
his \01cc, and the guards of the palace began to be 111 motion to- 
wards the room , but ithe deputy mterpofing, convinced him that 
l>\s own fafety depended on foi bidding them, to approach*, after 
which the conference was re-aflumed However, the. Phoufdar 
fhewed no inclination to pay more than 200,000 rupees, for which he 
infilled on receiv mg, from the prefidency of Aladrafi, a promife that 
he fhould»not in future be molefted, either by the Nabob or them- 
felvcg. The deputy thinking fuch a fum uo compenfation for exclud- 
ing them from taking advantage of a more favourable opportunity 
to reduce the place, broke up the conference, and. returned to the 
, . H h h 2 camp ; 
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56. camp ; imagining however, that the Phoufdar would foon recolleft 
the impolicy of his conduft, in refufing to comply with-his agreement. 
But by this time the French troops were advanced as far as Arni, and 
the Englilh not venturing to commence hoftilities, no farther propo- 
fals were received from him ; major Kilpatrick returned foon after 
with the army to Arcot, and the French troops retired to Pondicherry. 
The prelidency of Madrafs were not forry that the negociation as 
well as the intended hoftilities broke up in this manner; for they had 
marched againft Velore only to indulge the Nabob, being convinced 
themfelves that their force, even without any interruption from the 
French, was infufficient to reduce the place; which opinion was con- 
firmed to them by the opinion of feveral of their officers, as well, as 
the deputy, who defcribed it as one of the ftrongeft holds in Indoftan; 
at the fame time that its lituation and domain rendered it of fuch im- 
portance,' that all the fuppofed trealiires of the Phoufdar would not 
have been a compenfation for exempting it from the authority of Ar- 
cot. The conclulion of this fruitlels attempt enabled the prelidency to 
profecute the redu&ion of the countries of Madura and .Tinivelly. 

Maphuze-Khan, after loitering before the Pulitaver’s place until the 
middle of November, returned to Tinivellv, in order to borrow mo- 
ney for the payment of his troops, which could only be obtained by 
giving- alignments of the land to the lenders. Mean while the Puli- 
taver with Moodemiah and Nabi Cawn Catteck, encouraged by their 
' late luccelfes extended their views. The Pulitaver, more from the 
lubtilty and a&ivity of his character, than the extent of his territory 
and force, had acquired the afcendance in the councils of all the wes- 
tern Polygars of Tinivelly : of tftefe, the molt powerful was the Po- 
Ivgar of Vadagherri, whole diftrifts adjoin on the welt tcTthcT Puli- 
taver’s, and exceeded them in extent and inhabitants : he neverthelels 
conformed to whatfoever the Pulitaver luggelted, and fent ' his men 
on every call. The Polygars to the eallward of Tinivelly were under 
the direction of Catabominaig. The Pulitaver propofed an union 
between the two divilions ; but Catabominaig, as well as his depen- 
dant of Etiaporum, having given holtages to colonel Heron, who 
were in prifon at Tritchinopoly, feared for their lafety, and refuted. 
The Polygars of .Madura, whofe diltrifts lie along the foot of the 
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mountains to the weft, vv ere Solhcited with more fucceft, and pro- 
mised their alliftance Mianah, the fugitive colleague of Moodemiah, 
and Nabi Cawn Cattech, at the lame time Spirited up the Polygars 
of Nattam to join the league, of which the immediate objedt was 
nothing left than to get poSIeflion of the city of Madura 

Such an extenfive confederacy could fcarcely be kept a fecret. The 
piefidency of Mad raft leceived intelligence of it from captain Cal- 
liaud, who commanded in Tntchinopol), and the Nabob from the 
governor of Madura. They weie, and with reafon, greatly alarmed ; 
for Madura, by its iituation, extent, and defences, is the bulwark both 
of its own and the territory of Tnnvellj, over neither of which Tritchi- 
nopoly could maintain any authority, if Madura were wrefted from 
its depcndance The presidency, although from the lirft convinced 
of Maphuze-Khan’s incapacity, had hitherto, from deference to the 
Nabob, treated him with indulgence and relpedt but Seeing now 
the w hole brought into rilque by the fucceSTes and deSigns of the 
Polygars, they determined to take t he ad rmmftratjon. of thefe^coun- 
triesjnto their ow n han ds A native of Tnmelly, named Mooddee, 
came about this time to Madraft, and made propofals to take the 
whole country at farm ; but it "required time to gam the knowledge 
neceflary to adjuft the terms Mean while it was immed ately necel- 
Sary to provide for the defence of the country , but as no part of the 
European force could be Spared from the fervices of the Carnatic, it 
was relblved to fend a thoufand Sepoys, which were to be joined by 
thofe left with Maphuze Khan, as well as thoSe belonging to the 
Nabob , and to put the whole of this body under the command of 
.M^honied ISToof, whole .vigorous a nd ent erpnfing fervices had been 
recompenfed by a commiSHon appointing him commander in chiefof 
_aU the Sepoys entertained^ by the company he proceeded to Ti ltchi- 
nopoly, Soon after the Englifli army returned from Velore ; and cap- 
tain Calliaud was inftrudted to Send him forward with the appointed 
force and equipments 

Meanwhile the Puhtaver, Nabi Cawn Catteck and Moodemiah 
with their allies had proceeded to adhon, and in the middle of February 
entered the diftrnfts of Nadamundalum, which occupy a considerable 
extent, about midway between the city of Madura and the PuhtavePs 
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place. The fort which commands thefe diftridls is called Chevelpe- 
tore, and is fituated at the foot of the weftern mountains, about 4 5 
miles fouth-weff of Madura. The troops Rationed for the defence of 
the fort' and difrrifts, were under' the command of Abdul Rahim, a 
half brother to the Nabob and Maphuze-Cawn, the fame with whom 
Lieutenant Innis marched into thofe countries in the year 1751, and 
of Abdull-maliy another relation to the family : the foot, excepting 
200 Sepoys, were the uliial rabble allotted -to the guard of villages; 
but there were 500 horfe, 'erteemed the beft in Maphuze-Khan’s 
fervice, who proud of their prowefs, and their quality of Mahome- 
dans, held the enemy, as Indians, and of no military reputation, in 
utter contempt, and encouraged their own commanders to rifque a‘ 
battle in which they were furrounded, but with fufficient gallantry, 
and confiderable lofs,*cut their way through, and retired to Chevel- 
petore. Here Abdull Rahim and Abdull-mally intended to ‘main- 
tain themlelves, untibfuccours Ihould arrive, either from Madura or 
Tinivellv ; but the men of the cavalry, diffatisfied for want of pay,* 
and fearful of lofing their horfes through want of provifions during 
the liege, marched away, and many of them joined the enemy : the 
fort was immediately inverted and loon after reduced, but the two 
commandeis efcaped again. 

This luccefs encouraged the Madura Polygars, who had hitherto 
only looked on, to join according to their promife ; and the whole 
camp now conlirted of 25000 men, of which 1000 were cavalry. 
Their chiefs animated by this fuperiority of numbeis determined to 
give battle to Maphuze-Cawn at Tinivelly, before they attacked the* 
city of Madura. By this time Maphuze-Cawn had prevailed on Ca- 
tabominaig, by the ceffion of fome diftridls and the promife of other 
advantages, to join him with the forces of the eaftern Polygars, and* 
had likewife levied all the horfe and foot of whatfoeyer kind which* 
could be procured; but his principal ftrength was the 1 500 hoifehe’ 
had before, and the body of 1000 Sepoys belonging to the company* 
under the command of Jemaul Saheb, whofe Ioffes had been recruited 
with effective men. The battle was fought on the 21ft of March,' 
within feven miles of Tinivelly, and was maintained with more ob-* 
ftinacy than ufual in the fights of this country, until Moodemiah fell; 
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56. .vernor could be induced to rcceivea reinforcement of two compa- 
re n ies of Sepoys into the town. Waving employed feme days in re- 
fitting his carriages and ftores, he proceeded to the fort of Chevel- 
petore, which, notwithftanding their late defeat, remained in the 
hands of the enemy ; but they abandoned it on Ins appearance. 
Leaving a fufficicnt garrilon to defend it in future, he proceeded 
acrofs the Nadamundalum country to Cayetar, a town about ay 
miles north of Tinivelly, where Maphuze-Cawn was waiting for 
• him with his victorious but inactive army. 

_ During this progrefs Mahomed llfoof had not been able to collect 
any money from the revenues, for the maintenance of his troops ; be- 
caufe the ravages of the Polygars had ruined molt of the villages 
and cultivated tends of the country through which he palled ; and 
the real detriment of thele devastations was increaied by the pre- 
tences they furnifhed the land-holders to faliify their accounts, and 
plead exemptions for more than they had loft. He found Maphuze- 
Cawn in greater diftrefs than himfelf, unable either to fulfil the 
ftipulations at which he had rented the country from colonel Heron, 
or to fupply the pay of the company’s Sepoys left with him under 
the command of Jemaul Saheb, or even to fur nidi enough, exclufive 
of long arrears, for the daily lubfiftance of his own troops. This 
diftrefs naturally deprived him of the neceflary authority over the 
Jemmadars, or officers of his cavalry, who in Indoftan,as the antient 
mercenary captains of Italy, hire out their bands, and gain not a 
little by the bargain. Every kind of diforder likcwile prevailed in 
■ell the other departments of his adminiftration, at the fame time 
that the indolence and irrefolution of h^s own charadler confirmed 
sail the evils which had been introduced into his erovernment. 

From Cayetar, Maphuze-Cawn and Mahomed Ifloof moved with 
' .'the whole army to the woods of Etiaporum, which lie about 30 miles 
> to the Eaftof Cayetar: Catabominaig and the Polygar of Etiaporunp, 

, were in the camp : the former had by his agents redeemed his hof- 
tages at Puducottah, but the other ftill delayed ; and this motion 
was made to excite his fears, although no threats were ufed ; he 
never thelefs ftill procraftihated, and his alliance was at this time 

deemed 
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deemed too valuable, to compel him by the exercife of hoftilities. 
From Etiaporum they eroded the country to Coilorepettah, a ft rang 
fort fttuated near the great road ; it belonged to a Polygar named 
Condam-naigue, who on the firft fummojis promifed without hefita- 
tiou to pay the tribute demanded of him ; but continued day after 
day to fend pretences and excufes inftead of tlie money : at length 
Mahomed Ifloof finding himfelf trifled with, battered, and then 
ftormed the fort. It was well defended. The ferjeant of the Cof- 
fres, and 8 of that company were killed : of the Sepoys 8 with the 
Commander of one of the companies were killed, and 65 were 
\\ ounded : the Collerics fuffered ftill more, and all who were not 
killed, were made prifoners, amongf^ whom, the Polygar himfelf. 
From Coiloiepettah, the whole army proceeded to Chevelpetore, and 
encamped under this fort on the 10th of June, >vhere moft of the 
neighbouring Polygars, terrified by 'the example of Coilorepettah, 
made their fubmiffions either in perfon or by their agents. Even the 
Politaver with his ufual duplicity feat one with propofids of recon- 
ciliation, and the Polygar of Elerampenah, whofe place lies between 
Coilorepettah and Chevelpetore, redeemed his hoftages. But the Po- 
1) gar of- Calancandan, which lies 1 3 miles north-eaft of Chevelpetore, 
paying no regard to the ufual fummons, Mahomed Ifloof marched 
and attacked his fort, which was abandoned after a flight rcfiftance. 

The prefidency of Madrafs, after the retreat of their _ai my from 
Velore, had had no provocations worthy the contcft, to induce them 
to engage in any military operations in the Carnatic, at the rifque of 
drawing the French -again into the field ; and the government of* 
Pondicherry, conducing themfelves by intelligence, of which the 
Enghfh were ignorant, were equally averfc to venture an) hoftilities 
that might diminifh their means of maintaining the advantage* they 
had acquired in the Decan, which from their former fecurity were 
at this time approaching to the utmoft rifque and uncertainty. In the 
month of February of this >ear, Salabad-jmg took the field again, and 
marched againft the city of Savanore, the capital of one of the three 
Pitan Nabobs, by whofe treachery both Nazir-jing and Murzafa-jing 
had loft their lives. The fucceflbr of this Nabob had hitheito re- 
I i i fufed 
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6. fufed to acknowledge the authority of Salabad-jing, and had lately en- 
tered into a defenfive alliance with^the Morattoe Morari-row, who with 
the fame fpirit of independence had likewife refuted to pay allegiance 
to his fovereign the Sahah Rajah, or Prince of the Morattoe nations. 
The city of Savanore, or Sanore, lyeth about 200 miles fouth-weft of 
Golcondah, ancl about 30 to the north-weft of Bifnagar : it is cxtenlive, 
well peopled, fituated in a great plain, and furrounded by a wall with 
round baftions'and towers. On a rock about a mile and a half from 
the city is a very ftrong fortrefs, called Bancapour, whence the ca- 
pital is generally called by the two names together of Sanore Banca- 
pour, to diftinguifh it from another town belonging to a Polygar in 
thofe countries, which is likewife called Sanore. The country of 
which Morari-row had taken poffeffion, lies about 220 miles fouth of 
GolcondaK; to the north it adjoins the territory of Canoul'; to the: 
fouth, the country of Colala; .ami to the weft, the country of Sanore 
Bancapour.' At the time of this expedition againft the Pitan and the 
Morattoe, Seid Lalkar-Khan no longer held the office of Duan to Sat 
labad-jihg: -for notwithftanding the' oaths of his reconciliation with 
Mr. Buffy at Aurengabadiiri 753, he fecrctly continued to thwart ali- 
bis purpofes; on conviction of which Mr. Bully removed him from that 
employment, and ! in his ftead replaced 1 Shanavaze Khan, who himlelf 
had been removed for the other. At what time this change was made 
■we do not know;' but Shanavaze Khan was at the head of the admi- 
niftratioir when the army took the field, and had as much concealed 
averfion to the French interefts as his predecelfor. Jailer Ally Khan, 
the late Nabob of Raj ahmundrum, had' received' lands in the Decan in 
Jagier, or fief, from Salabad-jing, when he made his fubmiffions at‘Au-- 
rengabacHn 1754; and, in confecpience of this feudal obligation, ‘novr 
accompanied his lord with a body of troops : he was efteemed an abtive / 
foldier, and having been deprived* of his government becaufe his coun- 
try had- been ceded to the French company, bore much hatred- to 
Mr. Buffy and all his nation: being therefore united' with Shanavaze 
Khan, the friends and connexions of both formed a very powerful 
party, determined if poffible to refeue Salabad-jing from the Influence 
, which his European allies had obtained over all his councils. 

6 Peace 
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Peace lubfiftmg at this time betw ccn Balagcrow and Salubad-jing, it 
had been concerted by Slmmazc khan, that Balagerow fhould march 
from Pom, to puuifh Moran-row, at the fame time that Salabad jing 
took the field agamft Savanore The two armies met, united, and 
agreed to allift each other in the reduction of their difbbcdientvaflals, 
beginning u ith Sav anorc. But before they arrived at the cit) , Moran- 
row had reinforced the garnfon with a confidcrablc bod) of Morat- 
toes, and commanded them himfelf in perfbn. The French company 
were indebted to him a large fum on account of Ins fervices m the 
war of I'ntchinopoly, for winch the government of Pondicherry had 
given their bond; and he had often threatened miflhicf to their affairs, 
wherefbever the opportunity fhould offci, if the money were not paid. 
But now feeing the great force that was coming agaiuft himfelf and 
Sanore, hq privately ottered to relinquiflijua-daim upon the_Ercnch 
company, if Mr. Bully would cffcCl lus reconcihation with JBalagerowr 
upon moderate terms. A ncgociation enfued ; it was entirely con- 
ducted by Mr. BufTy ; and the Duan, lo far from impeding, was. le- 
crctly rejoiced that he fhould adjuft the terms. We have obtained no 
information what they were, farther than that the Nabob of Sanore 
_aud Morarx-ro w m ade their liibmilfions to their jefpeChve fupenors, 
and Moran-row gave up to Mr. Bully the bond of the French com- 
pany. As loon as the peace was concluded, the Duan Itruck the blow 
he had long meditated, reprefenting to Salabad-jing “ that the city 

of Sanore miglit hav e been eafily taken, if JVIr. Bully had not pre* 
« ferred the intcrefl of the French company with Moran-row to 
« thofe of the Soubahfhip with its vaflals tliat the French had 
« never liipphcd any money to his government from the province of 

Arcot, although it was now five years lince they lnd been entrufted 
« vv itli the adminifl ration of that country, whereas, the ally of the 
« EngWb*. Mahomed, Ally, was at this vet y UmeXolliciting the fame 
“ patents for himfelf, proffering an annual tribute of three millions 
“ and two hundred thoufand rupees, and an immediate prelent of one 
« million two hundred thoufand, as loon as he fhould receive thepa- 
« tents!” Whoever has confidcred the whole tenoi of our narrative, 

* -will eafily hav e difeerned that the oppofition of the Englifh arms had 
1 1 V 2 left 
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left the French no great gainers by their titular acquifition of the pro- 
vince of Arcot$ and we cannot determine wliat truth there might be- 
in the allegation of the offers made by Mahomed Ally, becaulc the 
prefidency of Madrafs knew nothing of them : however, it appears, 
that Mr. Bully believed it ; and the inveteracy of Jailer Ally Khan,, 
who had always l'ome correlpondence with the Englilh, prompted 
this lord, although without any authority, to allure Salabad-jing > thaL 
if he would remove the French troops from his fervice, their place 
fliould be immediately lupplied by an equal body of Englilh. The 
party againd the French was every day drengthened by the acceflion 
. of other lords and Salabad-jing, although he refpe<5ted Mr. Bully, 
had not refolution enough to oppofe this powerful combination. 

Shanavaze Khan now communicated the intentions of the confe- 
deracy to Balagerow, and follicited his aflidance, as in' a common 
caufe, to rid the Soubah and the Decan of thefe dangerous intruders, 
propoflng, as the Ihortefl and lured means, to begin by aflaflinating 
Mr. Bully. 'Civilities had palled between Balagerow and Mr. Bully, 
not only during the. prelent campaign, but on former occaflons, and 
they mutually efteemed each other ; from which, and his own charac- 
ter, which was fuperior to mod in Indodan, he rejefted the propofal. 
of aflaflination with difekun: from another motive he like wife refu fed 
to commit'any hodilities againd the French troops ; being not without 
views of attaching Mr. Rufly'to his own fervice, if the animofity be- 
. tween him and the minidry of Salabad-j ing fliould 'become irreconcile- 
able. Shanavaze Khan, although much dilappointed by the refufaLof 
Balagerow, neverthelefs perlided in his purpofe, and fignified to Mr. 
Bufly, in the name of Salabad-jing, the refolution of didnifling the 
French troops from his fervice, ordering them to retire out of his 
j territories without delay ; but promifing that, if they committed no 
hodilities, they diould receive no moledation in their retreat. 

Mr. Bufly knew full well that Salabad-jing had concurred to this 
•refolution more from imbecillity than inclination: and hoping that 
fome favourable incident, in a government fo fertile in events, would 
foon induce him to recall the French troops, received the order of 
difmiffion, without manifeding any refentment, and laid that he was 
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as tlcfirous as his enemies to quit a connexion fraught with lo much r 
jealoufy and difeontent. Accordingly he immediately removed, and 
encamped all his force at ioinc difcmcc from the army of Salabad-jing, 
giving out that he intended to proceed to Mafulipatnam. At the fame 
» time he difpatchcd letters to the government of Pondicherry, requeft- 
| ingthem to lend to that place with the utmoft expedition all the foice 
4 vv hich could he ipared from the fcmccs of Coromandel. At the lame- 
time Salabad-jing, now entire!} governed by Shanavaze Khan, like- 
t wife dilputchtd letters, which were followed by an agent, to the prefix 
| dcncy ofMadrafs, requeftingthat they would immediately lend a body 
> of troops to allift in expelling the French out of his dominions. 

The very day that the French Hoops quitted the army of Salabad- 
jing, BajagcrQWLlciit-a-deputation of hi s principal officers to Mr. 
—Bully, congratulating him on his leparation from fo perfidious and 
ungrateful a nation as the Moors: tilde were his expreflions: and 
lollicitcd his alliance, propoling that the F r Qnrh_ troops Ihould adlas 
Jau.xiliarics to the Morattocs as they had to Salabad-jing; and prof- 
fering the lame allinvundcs to the troops, the lame emoluments to 
Mr. Bully himfclf, and 1 as great advantages to the French companyv 
as had been granted by tliat prince. Mr. Bully declined to accept 
'this offer, by the obvious cxculc of his dcpcndancc on the orders of 
Pondicherry; and began his march. Neverthejefs Balagerow, vvith 
a Ijnrit of chivalry. of which as little now remains in thccalFcrn as 
in the vvcltern part of the world, detached a body of 6000 boric with _ 
orders to accompany Mr. Bully’ until, he Ihould think himfclf out of 
the 1 each of puifuit or interruption from the Soubah’s forces; and / 
to leave nothing wanting to the confummation of this poll ten efs, this 
“cavalry was commanded by a general of the iirft diftinfhon amonglb 
the Morattocs for his riches, and of the highelt reputation,' next to 
Balagerow himfelf,. for his military talents. 1 lis name was Malarjec. 

1 Iolcar. 

The French troops were 600 Europeans in battalion, 5000 well- 
difciplincd Sepoys, a well-appointed train of field artillery, two troops / 
of Huffars, one of dragoons, and one of grenadiers; in all 200 Euro- j 
pcan riders. This force, with the Morattoe cavaljy, were more- than i 
able to cope with the whole army of Salabad-jing. After eight days 
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;6. march without any appearance of oppofition, Mr. 13 u fly dilimfled ike 
Morattocs, making grateful ackuov. lulgmcnts, and tome prelent, to 
Ilolcarand Balagerow. But he was miftakcu in hi* (comity; jor 
Shauavaze Khan receiving by his (pies ami (emits very expeditious 
information of the clepaiture of the Morattocs, immediately detached 
25000 men, horie and foot, under tiie command of J alter AU\ Khun, 
in purfuit of the French troops. Oi tiers hud alio been prev iotilly 
lent to nil the chiefs of tiie neighbouring c>' mtries to obftrurt their 
progrels; but none of thele ventured the rifijue, until they came to 
the diftridls of a Poly gar, named Maladirao, iituated near the bank 
of the Kriftna, about 90 miles to the fouth-weft of I Is derabad ; v. Iio 
confiding in the thicknefs of his woods, and the perplexities of the 
ways which traverfed them, hurrahed the line of march for lome 
hours, and killed fome men, amongft whom an officer of reputation 
named La Martinicrc. Marching on from, the wood* without in- 
termiffion, they found the Kriftna fordable, and puffed it without 
delay ; and juft as the laft picquet had got over, the river began to 
fwell, and the van of Jaffer Ally Khan’s armyappeared on the other 
bank ; where they were detained 15 days by this iutenuption, which 
permitted the French troops to proceed at leifure, and without fur- 
ther moleftation. What remained of the march to Mafulipatnam, 
even in the fhorteft road, was more than 200 miles ; and through a 
very embarraffed and inhofpitable country. Sicknels prevailed 
amongft the Europeans, the ftores of ammunition were not fufficient 
for any long continuation of fcrvice, provifions failed, money was 
ftill more fcarce, the Sepoys began to murmur and defert for want 
of pay ; and Mr. Buffy knowing that tliele diftrefles could no where 
'be fo well redreffed, as by means of the connexions which he main- 
tained at Hyderabad, turned his march to this city, and arrived there 
on the 14th of June. 

y The city of Hyderabad is Iituated 60 miles north from the Kriftna. 
It is-enclofed by a wall 20 feet high, defended by fmall round towers. 
The -river Mouffi coming from the weft ward, runs near the north- 
ern part of the walls, from which it- is leparated by a ftrand, which it 
lometimes overflows in the rains. The city extends along the courle 
.of ,th.e, river only one, mile, but recedes from it three. There is a ftone 
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bridge, but not of arches, 300 yards in length over the river The 
garrUon at this time was but {lender, for moft of the eftablilhed troops 
of the government had marched with Salabad-jing. 

The French troops encamped about a mile to the wefhvard of the 
city, and their appearance terrified the inhabitants ; but on receiving 
afiurances from Mr. Bufiy that no violence was intended, if his army 
were not treated as enemies, quiet was reftorcd, and the common in- 
tercourses of peace were can ied on between the camp and the city : 
_jthe_bankers_moreo\ er leptMr. Bufiy money on his own credit, with 
which he_di{charged the pay due to the Sepoys; and they inftead of 
being fatisfied with this equity, demanded an advance for the time 
coming, which not being given, whole companies of them together 
dclertcd. Some' bullocks which had been lent to bring grain from a 
village about 15 miles from the city, were attacked and taken by the 
tioops of the diftrift, joined by a few ftragghng Morattoes, who had 
crofled the Kriftna juft before it rofe: on which Mr. Bufiy feat an 
agent named Romi Khan, whom he ufually employed in fuch mef- 
lag^s, to the governor of the city, requefting he would either reftore 
tiie bullocks that had been taken, or make reftitudon of an equal num- 
ber. The governor, by name Ibrahim-alljvwas nephew to Jaffer-ally 
Khan, and married to one ofhiTdaupitefs'; and partaking of his un- 
cle’s animofity to Mr. Bufiy, tieated the meflage with indignation, and 
the mefienger with'contcmpr, who retorted with infolence; this pro- 
duced abufe, which Romi Khan revenged on the fpot, by ftabbing 
Ibrahim-ally to the heart with his poignard, and was himfelf immedi- 
ately cut down by the attendants. But even this event did not excite 
any aveifion to the French in the inhabitants of the city ; .fer tile peo- 
_ plo of-IndoftaiL. are generally fo much opprdTed, that if they dcuiotv. 
rejoice,. at leaft they rarelyjxgi et the loll of any of their rulers-j-un-

Although no diligence had been omitted, the French army were 
not ready to proceed from Hyderabad before the Mo/attoe cavalry of 
Salabad-jtng’s army came up: they were 12000 under leveral chiefs 
independant of Balagerovv, who heRfiefs.i}nde£.the,Mogul govern- 
ment in the Decan, on condition of military fervice. This cavalry ap- 
nea red 
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peared on the 26th of June, and encamped about fix miles from the 
French army. The next day their generals fummoned Mr. Bufly, in 
the name of Salabad-jing, to furrender all his artillery, excepting the' 
fix field pieces which he had brought from Pondicherry, and torelin- 
quifh the attributes of his Moorifh dignities, promifing on thefe con- 
ditions to let him proceed quietly to f Mafulipatnam. Mr. Bully replied, 
that he acknowledged the mandates of no man to difarm himfelf, and 
that he held his dignities from the Emperor, not from Salabad-jing, 
Meffages of negociation neverthelefs continued. 

On the 30th of June the lieutenant of Hufifais went forth : with 
half the troop to leconnoitre, and, being fliort fighted, led them with-, 
out fufpedling the danger into covered and unequal ground, where 
they were fuddenly furrounded by a much fuperior number of Morat- 
toes, iffuing from the other fide of a hill, who immediately attacked 
them on all fides. The Hu (Tars, as is the cuftom of thefe troops in 
fuch emergencies, endeavoured to difperfe, and each man to lave him- 
felf as he bell; could : the reft of the troop in the camp feeing the 
danger of their comrades, mounted and galloped to their afiiftance, not 
in a compact body, to which the others might rally, but all fingling 
put different antagonifts ; in which irregular manner of combat, the 
Morattoes themfelves are equal to any horfemen in the world. The 
troop of French dragoons feeing the Hulfars in flight, mounted and 
fallied to cover their retreat, but in regular order ; and the Morattoes 
awed by their difcipline quitted the fight, having killed the lieutenant 
and two Huffars, and defperately wounded twenty-feven others: they 
Jikewife took fix liorfes; and fent away /even caps or hats which they 
had picked up on the field, as a trophy of their vidtory, to Salabad-jing* 
Their chiefs, elated by this fyccefs - , propofed fuch extravagant terms, 
that Mr. Bulfy, knowing they would become more arrogant the more 
follicitude he {hewed for peace, broke off the negociation abruptly, 
and conlulted his officers on the future operations of the war. 

He reprefentcd to them, that “ defective as their force was in ca-

“ requefled from Pondicherry, and not without hopes that the good

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About this time the agent Tent by Stflabad-jing from Sanore arrived 
at Madrafs : the letters announcing the purport of his embafly were 
received fome days before; but the full extent of Salabad-jing’s pro- 
pofals remained to be explained by the agent in perfon. Nothing 
could be more acceptable to the prefidency than the invitation he 
brought ; for fince the dilappomtment of the expedition, which the 
company had projected to be carried on from Bombay, they defpaired 
.of having another opportunity of ftriking at the French influence in 
the northern parts of the Decan ; on which, neverthelefs, the very 
* exiftence of the Englilh on the coaft of Coromandel feemed to de- 
pend. They therefore with great alacrity, alfu red -Salabad-jing- of 
their intentions to comply with his requeft, and were on the point 
of ordering a detachment of 300 Europeans and 1 500 Sepoys to take 
thfe field; when in the middle of July they received letters from Ben- 
gal, informing them of the greateft danger that had ever threatened 
the company’s eflate in the Eaft Indies ; to retrieve which from 
utter perdition required nothing lefs than the exertion of the utmofl: 
force that could be fpared from the coafi: of Coromandel. 
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I N’ Page 252, inftcad of the Paragraph beginning with the words, 
4 ‘ In the month of Auguft Salabad-jing exhibited’’- — and ending 
44 embaflador from the great Mogul”— Read as follows. 

In the month of Auguft Salabad-jing exhibited another ceremony 
to nmufc the people, receiving a delegate from Delhi, who brought, 
as was pretended, the Icrpatv, or veil, with the livord, and other 
fvmbols of fovcrcignty, which the Great Mogul fends to his viceroys, 
on their appointments. ^Jc remained at Aurcugabad during the 
reft of this >car fettling his government, without the interruption of 
any military operations. But in the fpring of the next >car 1752, 
Balagcrow, encouraged js before by Ghaii-o-dejii Khan from Delhi, 
imaded his dominions with 40,000 horfe, which feparating in various 
detachments, committed all kind of rat age and desaltation. The 
riser Gutlgn flowing about 55 miles to the weftwardof Aurengabad, 
was at this time the boundary between the territories of the Suubah- 
fliip and of Balagcrow, u hole capita), Poni, is by the ufual road 
about 150 miles diftant from the other city, ami had no kind of de- 
fences. Salabad-jing having taken the field with all his forces, fub- 
mitted the direction of the campaign to Mr. Huffy, who inftcad of 
oppofing the iticurfions of the Morattocs into the territories of the . 
Soubahlhip, retaliated the fame miichiefs in their country, and ad- • 
vanccd within 30 miles of Poni. This fbon recalled the Morattocs, 
who burnt all their own villages in front and on either hand of his 
progrefs; and even deftrojed their granaries in Poni itfelf. At the 
lame time their detachments interrupted, harraffed, and cut off the 
Soubah’s conv 0) s of provifious, all of which came from behind, and 
fjoin far. They like wife fcvcral times infultcd the Soubah’s encamp- 
ments, but in thefe fkirmifhcs were alwajs rcpulfcd with lofs by the

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752. French mulketry and artillery. Nevertheless the Soubah's army was 
"V " J almoft famifhed : and the countries of both having fufFcred equally 
by' this wafteful war, Balagerow confcnted to a ceffation of hoftilities 
for a prefent of 100,000 rupees. This treaty was concluded in the 
beginningof July; when Salabad-jing, without returning to Auren- 
gabad, proceeded with his whole army towards Golcondah ; and in 
the rout exacted the fubmiftions and received the tributes due from 
feveral refraCtory Zemindars ; but the Rajah of Neirmel, the molt 
' powerful in thefe parts of the Decan, and feveral others of inferior 
note, united, and oppofcd the army of Salabad-jing, with all their 
forces, which were very numerous, but irregular : a general battle cn- 
dued, in which the Rajahs were routed, and Neirmel himfelf (lain ; 
after which Salabad-jing met no farther opposition during the reft: of 
his progrefs to Golcondah. In the beginning of this campaign, Mr., 
Buffy hearing of the- decline of Chunda-faheb’s fortunes at Tritchi- 
- ’ nopoly, employed the influence which the expectation of ,his imme- 
- diate fervices gave him over the councils of Salabad-jing, to obtain a 
, commifiion, appointing Mr. Dupleix Nabob of the Carnatic, notivith- 
ftanding that Chunda-faheb was at that time alive; this, with feveral 
other pompous patents, was lent to Pondicherry, and Salabad-jing 
promifed they fhoukr foon be followed by an ambaffador from the 
Great Mogul. " '

Peace fubfiftmg at this time betw ten Balagcrow and Salubad-jing, it 
had been concerted b) Shaimazc khan, that Balagerow lliould march 
from Pom, to punifli Moran-row, at the lame time that Salabad jing 
took the field agamft Savanore The two armies met, muted, and 
agreed to atlifi: each other in the rcduCion of their difobcdicnt vaflals, 
beginning u ith Sav anorc. But before they arrived at the cit) , Moran- 
row had reinforced the garrifon with a confidcrablc body of Morat- 
toes, and commanded them himfelf in perfbn. The French company 
were indebted to him a large fum on account of Ins ferviccs in the 
war of l"r itch ill opoly, for which the government of Pondicherry had 
given their bond; and he had often threatened miflhicf to their affairs, 
wherefoever the opportunity fhould offei, if the money were not paid. 
But now feeing the great force tliat was coming agaiuft himfelf and 
Sanore, hq priv atcly ortcred to relinquifk. Jua_daim upon the JJrcnch 
company, if Mr. Bufly would cfFctfl lus reconcihation withJBalagerow 
upon moderate terms. A ncgociation enfued ; it was entirely con- 
duced by Mr. Buffy ; and the Duan, fo far from impeding, was fe- 
crctly rejoiced that he fhould adjuft the terms. We have obtained no 
information what they were, farther than that the Nabob of Sanore 
..and- Moran-ro w m ade their fubmiffions to thcir-xcfpc£hv e fupenors, 
and Moran-row gave up to Mr. Bufly the bond of the French com- 
pany. As foon as the peace was concluded, the Duan ftruch the blow 
he had long meditated, reprefenting to Salabad-jing “ that the city 
♦* of Sanore might ha\ e been eafily taken, if JVIr. Bufly had not pre* 
« ferred the interefi of the French company with Moran-row to 
« thofe of the Soubahfhip with its vaflals tliat the French had 
« never fupphed any money to his government from the province of 
4< Arcot, although it was now five years fince they had been entrufted 
“ w itlx the adminiftratton of that country, whereas, the ally of the 
u EngUfh*. Mahomed- Ally, was at thisveiy umeiblliciting the fame 
«« patents for himfelf, proffering an annual tribute of three millions 
“ and two hundred thoufand rupees, and an immediate prefentof one 
“ million two hundred thoufand, as foon as he fhould receive the pa- 
<< tents/* Whoever has confidered the whole tenoi of our narrative, 
-Will eafily ha\ e difeerned that the oppofition of the Englifh arms had 
1 1 V 2 left 
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left the French no great gainers by their titular acquifition of the pro- 
vince of Arcot} and we cannot determine wliat truth there might be- 
in the allegation of the offers made by Mahomed Ally, becaule the 
prefidency of Madiafs knew nothing of them: however, it appears- 
that Mr. Bully believed it ; and the inveteracy of Jaffer Ally Khan, 
who had always fome correlpondence with the Englilh, prompted 
this lord, although without any authority, to afliire Salabad-jing, that 
if he would remove the French troops from his fervice, their place 
fhould be immediately fiipplied by an equal body of Englilh. The 
party againft the French was every day ftrengthened by the acceflion 
of other lords ; and Salabad-jing, although he refpefted Mr. Bully, 
had not refolution enough to oppofe this powerful combination. 

Shanavaze Khan now communicated the intentions of the confe- 
deracy to Balagerow, and follicited his affiftance, as in' a common 
caufe, to rid the Soubah and the Decan of thefe dangerous intruders, 
propofmg, as the Ihortell and fu reft means, to begin by afTaflinating 
Mr. Bully. Civilities had palled between Balagerow and Mr. Bully, 
not only during the- prelent campaign, but on former occaflons, and 
they mutually efleemed each other ; from which, and his own charac- 
ter, which was fuperior to moll in Indoftan, he rejedled the propolal 
of affaffination with difdain : from another motive he like wife refu fed 
to commit'any hollilities againll the French troops; being not without 
views of attaching Mr. Bufly'to his own fervice, if the animolity be- 
tween him and the minillry of Salabad-jing fhould become irreconcile- 
able. Shanavaze Khan, although much dilappointed by the refuiaLof 
Balagerow, neverthelefs perlilled in his purpofe, and lignified to Mr. 
Bully, in the name of Salabad-jing, the refolution of difmilling the 
French troops from his fervice, ordering them to retire out of his 
i territories without delay ; but promifing that, if they committed ne 
hollilities, they fhould receive no moleflation in their retreats 

Mr. Bufly knew full well that Salabad-jing had concurred to this 
refolution more from imbecillity than inclination: and hoping that 
fome favourable incident, in a government fo fertile in events, would 
foon induce him to recall the French troops, received the order of 
difmiffion, without manifefing any refentment, and laid that he was 

' as 
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as dclirous as his enemies to quit a connexion fraught with lo much 1756. 
jealoufy and dilcontcnt. Accordingly he immediately remov ed, and 
encamped all his force at fame dilhmcc from the armyof Salabad-jing, 
gh iug out that he intended to proceed to Mafulipntnam. At the fame 
time he dilpatched letters to the government of Pondicherry, requeu- 
ing them to Hud to that place with the utrnoft expedition all the foice 
w hich could he Ipared from the tcmccs of Coromandel. At the fame- 
time Salabad-jing, now entire!} governed by Shanavaze Khan, like* 
wile dilpatched letters, which were followed by an agent, to the prefi* 
dcncy of Madrafs, requeftingthat the,} would immediately lend a body 
of troops to allift in expelling the French out of his dominions. 

The \cr} day that the French Hoops quitted the arm> of Salabad- 
jing, Balagcro\^fciit-a-deputati_on of hi s principal officers to Mr. 

Buffy, congratulating him on his feparation from fo perfidious and 
ungiatcful a nation as the Moors: thclc were his expreffions : and 
lollicitcd his alliance, propofing that the Erc'nrh. troops Jhould aft as 
auxiliaries to the Morattocs as they had to Salabad-jing; and prof- 
fering the lainc allbwandcs to the troops, the lame emoluments to 
Mr. Bully himfclf, amT a* great advantages to the French company,, 
as had been granted by tliat prince. Mr. Bully declined to accept 
'this offer, by the obvious excufe of his dcpcndancc oil the orders of 
Pondicherry; and began his march. Ncverthc^cfs Balagerow, vvith 
a Ipirit of chivalry, of which as little now remains in thccalFcrii as 
in the ueftern part of the world, detached a body of 6000 boric with * 
orders to accompany Mr. Bull}’ until, he Ihould think himlclf out of" 
thc-icach of puifuit or interruption from the Soubah’s forces; and / 
to leave nothing wanting to the confummatioit of this politenefs, this 
cavalry was commanded by a general of the firft diftinftion among!!: 
the Morattocs for his riches, and of the higheft reputation,' next to 
Balagerow himfelf,. for his military talents. 1 lis name was Malarjetx 
Jfolcar, 

The French troops were 6oo Europeans in battalion, 5000 well- 
difciplincd Sepoys, a well-appointed train of field artillery, two troops 
of Huflars, one of dragoons, and one of grenadiers; in all 200 Euro- 
pean riders. This force, with the Morattoe cavaljy, were more than 
able to cope with the whole armyof Salabad-jing. After eight days

march without any appearance of oppoiition, Mr. Uufly ddimflld it 
Morattocs, making grateful acknowledgment-*, and tome prefent » to 
Ilolcar and Balagerow. But he was miicakcn in hi* kcurity; jor 
Shauavaze Khan receiving by his fpL-s and icouts wry expeditious 
information of the depaiture of the Morattocs, immediately detached 
25000 men, horle and foot, under the command or Jalter Alh Knun, 
in purfuit of the French troops. Older.; laid ailo been pre\ iotilly 
lent to nil the chiefs of tiie neighbouring c«- uitries to obliruat their 
progrefaj but none of theie ventured the rifquc, until tliey came to 
the diftribls of a Poly gar, named Maladirao, iituated near the bank 
of the Kriftna, about 90 miles to the l'outh-weft of I Is dcrabad ; w ho 
confiding in the thicknefs of his woods, and the perplexities of the 
ways which traverfed them, harralVed the line of march for ibme 
hours, and killed ibme men, amongft whom an officer of reputation 
named La Martinicrc. Marching 011 from the woods without in- 
termiffion, they found the Kriftna fordable, and pa (led it without 
delay ; and juft as the laft picquet had got over, the river began to 
fwell, and the van of J after Ally Khan’s armyappeared on the other 
bank ; where they were detained 1 5 days by this interruption, which 
permitted the French troops to proceed at leiiure, anti without fur- 
ther moleftation. What remained of the march to Mafulipatnam, 
even in the iliorteft road, was more than 200 miles ; and through a 
very embarrafted and inhofpitable country. Sickneis prevailed 
amongft the Europeans, the ftores of ammunition were not fufficient 
for any long continuation of fcrvice, provifions failed, money was 
ftill more fcarce, the Sepoys began to murmur and defert for want 
of pay ; and Mr. BufTy knowing that theie diftrefles could no where 
’be fo well redreffed, as by means of the connexions which he main- 
tained at Hyderabad, turned his march to this city, and arrived there 
on the 14th of June. 

The city of Hyderabad is iituated 60 miles north from the Kriftna. 
It is enelofed by a wall 20 feet high, defended by fmall round towers. 
The -river Mouffi coming from the weft ward, runs near the north- 
ern part of the walls, from which it- is feparated by a ftrand, which it 
fometimes overflows in the rains. The city extends along the courie 
.of the, river only one, mile, but recedes from it three. There is a ftone 

bridge, 
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bridge, but not of arches, 300 yards in length over the river The 1 756. 
garrUon at this time was but (lender, for moft of the eftablifhed troops 
of the government had marched with Salabad-jing. 

The French troops encamped about a mile to the wed ward of the 
city, and their appearance terrified the inhabitants ; but on receiving 
aflu ranees from Mr. Bufly that no violence was intended, if his army 
were not treated as enemies, quiet was redored, and the common m- 
tcrcourfes of peace were can ied on between the camp and the city : 
_jthe_bauk.ers-moreo\er lept Mr. Buflyjnoiley on his own credit, with 
which he.difeharged the pay due to the Sepoys ; and they mdead of 
being fatisfied with this equity, demanded an advance for the time 
coming, which not being given, whole companies of them together 
deierted. Some' bullocks which had been fent to bring grain from a 
village about 15 miles from the city, were attacked and taken by the 
tioops of the diftriff, joined by a few draggling Morattoes, who had 
crofted the Kridna juft before it rofe: on which Mr. Bufly fent an 
agent named Romi Khan, whom he ufually employed in fuch mef- 
lag^s, to the governor of the city, requeding lie would either reftore 
tiie bullocks that had been taken, or make reditu tion of an equal num- 
ber. The governor, by name Ibrahim-allyvwas nephew to Jaffer-ally 
Khan, and married to one ofhiTHaugHiters'; and partaking of his un- 
cle's animofity to Mr. Bufly, tieated the meflage with indignation, and 
the meflenger with’ contempt, who retorted with infolence; this pro- 
duced jbufe, which Romi Khan revenged on the fpor, by dabbing 
Ibrahim-ally to the heart with his poignard, and was himfelf immedi- 
ately cut down by the attendants. But even this event did not excite 
any aveifion to the French in the inhabitants of the city ; /ortho peo- 
ple-of-Indodamare generally^ fo much opprdTed, that if they dam o tv. - 
jrejpice„at lead they rarel):xegi et the loll of any of their rulers.;-un- 
nmnu g d fome of the Indiandates, in which religion and antiquity 
ha th annexed v enei atioti to the„defceudants of their ancient princes. 

Although no diligence had been omitted, the French army were 
not ready to proceed from Hyderabad before the Mojattoe cavalry of 
Salabad-jmg’s army came up: they were 12000 under feveral chiefs 
independant of Balagerow, who held, fiefs.yndeL the JWogul govern- 
ment in the Decan, on condition of military fervice. This cavalry ap- 
peared 
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peared on the 26th of June-, and; encarnped about fix miles from -the 
French army. The next day their generals fummoned Mr. Buffy, iii 
the name of Salabad-jing, to furrender all his artillery, excepting the 
fix field pieces which he had brought from Ponc]icherry, and torelin- 
quifh. the attributes of his Moorifh dignities, fpromifing on thefe con- 
ditions to let him proceed quietly to.Mafulipatnam. Mr. Buffy replied, 
that he acknowledged the mandates of no man to difarm himfelf, and 
that he held his dignities from the Fmperor, not from Salabad-jing, 
Meflages of negpc.iatiqn neverthelefs continued. 

On the 30th of June the lieutenant of Hu liars went forth, with 
half the troop to reconnoitre, and, being fliort fighted, led them with-, 
.out fulpedling the danger into covered and unequal ground, where 
they were fuddenly.furrounded by a much fuperior number of Mana- 
tees, iffuing from the other fide of a hill, who immediately attacked 
them on all tides. The Huffars, as is the cuftorn. of thefe troops in 
fuch emergencies, endeavoured to difperfe, and each man to lave him- 
felf as he bell could: the reft- of the troop in the camp feeing the 
danger of their comrades, mounted and galloped to their affiftance, not 
in a compadt body, to which the others might rally, but all tingling 
put different antagonifts ; m which irregular manner of combat, the 
..Morattoes .themfelyes.are equal to any horfemen in the world. 1 The 
.troop of French dragoons feeing the Huffars in flight, mounted and 
tallied to .cover their retreat, butrin regular order; and the Morattoes 
awed by their difciplinp quitted the fight, haying killed the lieutenant 
and two Huffars, and delperately wounded twenty-feven others:. they 
likewife took fix liorfes; and tent away, le veil caps or hats which they 
had picked up on the field, as. a trophy of their vidtory, to Salabad-jing- 
Their chiefs, elated by this fuccets, propofed fuch extravagant terms, 
that Mr. -Buffy, knowing' they would become more arrogant the more 
follicitude he {hewed for peace, broke, off the negociation abruptly, 
and confulted his officers pn the future operations of the war. . . 

He reprefented to them, that “ defedlive as their force was in ca- 
44 valry, it would fcarcelybe poffible for the infantry and artillery alone • 
44 to protect the long train of carriages required for the lick, baggage”; 
■ il ftores, provifions, and ammunition, through a march of 200 miles 

■“ to 
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“ to Mafuhpatnam, from the mceflant attacks of the Morattocs, as 
“ well as Salalnd-jmg’s cavalry, which were approaching and if 
“ they fliould gun their wi) to this place, other evils would be the

They therefore with great alacrity, alfu red -Salabad-jing- of 
their intentions to comply with his requeft, and were on the point 
of ordering a detachment of 300 Europeans and 1 500 Sepoys to take 
thfe field; when in the 'middle of July they received letters from Ben- 
gal, informing them of the greateft danger that had ever threatened 
the company’s eftate in the Eaft Indies; to retrieve' which from 
utter perdition required nothing lefs than the exertion of the utmofl: 
force that could be fpared from the coaE of Coromandel.

41 In the month of Auguft Salabad-jing exhibited’’- — and endiug 
44 ^ cmbaflador from the great Mogul” — Read as follows. 

In the month of Auguft Salabad-jing exhibited another ceremony 175 2. 
to nmufc the people, receiving a delegate from Delhi, who brought, '-~*~** 
as was pretended, the lerpaw, or \ ell, with the livord, and other 
lymbols of lovcrcignty, which the Great Mogul fends to his viceroys, 
on their appointments, ye remained at Aurettgabad during the 
reft of this year fettling his government, without the interruption of 
any military operations. But in the fpring of the next year 1752, 
ij.dagcrow, encouraged as before by Ghaai-o-dcan Khan from Delhi, 
invaded his dominions with 40,000 horfe, which feparating in various 
detachments, committed all hind of ravage and devaluation. The 
river Gungn flowing about 55 miles to the weftwardof Aurengabad, 
was at this time the bound.ny between the territories of the Soubah- 
fliij> and of Balagcrow, w hole capital, Poni, is by the ulual road 
about 150 miles diflant from the other city, ami had no hind of de- 
fences. Salabad-jing having taken the field with all his forces, fub- 
mitted the direction of the campaign to Mr. Huffy, who mftead of 
oppoling the incurious of the Morattocs into the territories of the . 
'Souba'nfhip, retaliated flic lame m’licmcts'm tnc'ir country, anil ail- 1 
vanccd within 30 miles of Poni. This fbon recalled the Morattocs, 
who burnt all their own villages in front and on either hand of his 
progrefs; and even deftroy cd their granaries in Poni itfelf. At the 
lame time their detachments interrupted, harraflcd, and cut off the 
Soubah’s convoys of provifious, all of which came from behind, and 
fjoin far. They hhtwife fcvcral times infultcd the Soubah’s encamp- 
ments, but in thefe Ihirmifhcs were always rcpulfcd with Jofs by the 
K. k k 2 J French 
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'52. French mufketry and artillery. Neverthelefs the Soubah’s army was 
almoft famifhed : and the countries of both having differed equally 
by' this wafteful war, Balagerow confcnted to a cefifation of hoftilities 
for a prelent of 100,000 rupees. This treaty was concluded in the 
beginningof July; when Salabad-jing, without returning to Auren- 
gabad, proceeded with his whole army towards Golcondah ; and in 
the rout exacted the fubmiflions and received the tributes due from 
feveral refradtory Zemindars ; but the Rajah of Ncirmel, the moft 
^ powerful in thefe parts of the Decan, and feveral others of inferior 
note, united, and oppofcd the army of Salabad-jing, with all their 
forces, which were very numerous, but irregular : a general battle en- 
dued, in which the Rajahs were routed, and Neirmcl himfelf (lain ; 
after which Salabad-jing met no farther opposition during the reft of 
his progrefs to Golcondah. In the beginning of this campaign, Mr.,
